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The object of this work ia to supply a narrative of 
facte. The deaign of the editoi has been to furnish a 
aupplemeEt to Bradshaw'i Guide to Victoria, which 
should contain as brie^ but yet as comprehensive an 
account aa possible, of the past history and present con- 
dition of tho Australian Colonies. 

It was originally intended that this Sandbook 
should not exceed 200 pages, Bnt when the project 
became known, it excited so warm an interest as to 
lead to mai^ suggestions that came from Tarious parte 
of the colonies — suggestions too valuable to be dis- 
regarded. But in the endeavour to embody them the 
work has increased to its present dimensiona, neicessi- 
tating the proprietors, very reluctantly, to raise the 
price. 

Some apology may be deemed necessary for the 
delay in the publicatioa Bnt the &ct is, the informa- 
tion had to be obtained from diversified sources, depend- 
ing on snch a variety of contingencies, which the editor 
could not control, that the snccessve postponement, 
l^ough very vexations, has been unavoidable. 

It will be readily perceived that a considerable pro- 
minence has been given, in the Handbook, to Victoria. 
"niis has arisen partly from the rapid progress it has 
made, especially mice the discovery of the gold-fields, 
in the acquisition of all the materials of civilization and 
influence, perhaps unsurpassed in the annals of coloniza- 
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tiou, which rendered it neediiil tliat ampler and more 
specific data should be given, from which to form an 
accurate judgment ; and partly from the feet that the 
editor, being a resident in Yjctoria, has had much 
readier access to the sources of intelligence than he 
could possibly realiae in reference to the other colonies. 
He peremptorily, however, HiHi-Uinm gjij predontinaut 
wish that it should have been so. In feet it waa pri- 
marily dengned that each colony should occupy an equal 
Bpac« in the work, but this was soon found to be 
impossible. 

A large number of books has been written upon 
Australia,* The editor, however, has depended but 
little on these in preparing the present work, but has 
had recourse for the most part to the first sources of 
information. Some quotations, however, have been 
made, but tJiis general acknowledgment must suffice 
where a more definit« reference is not given. 

.Especial acknowledgments are due to His Excellency 
Sir Henry Barkly, for his courtesy in recommending the 
Heads of Departments to supply the various details 
given under the Government of Victoria. The recom- 
mendation was cheerAilly responded to, and some very 
importaut new tables, ice, were prepared. The editor 
is also under obligations to many gentlemen and friends 
for valuable assistance afforded, to whom he takes this 
opportunity of eipressmg his sincere thanks. But he 
has been laid under an interdict by some of them from 
mentioning their names. In order therefore to avoid 
the appearance of invidiousnesa, he has been compelled 
to satisfy himself with this general expression of his 
gratitude.

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It will be perceived by some of the contributors that 
the copy they kindly supplied has been in some in- 
stances altered, for reasons too numerous to mention, bnt 
prindpally that the character of the whole might be as 
slnulai as possible. Defects it is very likely will be 
obserred, hut the reader will notice these with candour, 
when he is reminded that the daily attention ot the 
editor is absorbed by business and other claims, and 
that this work, for the most part, has been prepared 
during the hours of night. But his one object has been, 
vhatever it might cost him, to give as faithfiil a view 
as possible of these colonies. How &r he has succeeded 
others must judge. Some points of interest may, 'tis 
true, have been omitted, but if so, it is from accident 
and not from design. 

This publication is an experiment. If succeasflil, it 
may be issued yearly, as Bradehav)'s Guide to Victoria 
is issued monthly, to which frequent reference is made 
in this volume in the chapter on Victoria. But if not 
issued yearly, it may appear after certain lapses of time, 
as changes in the different colonies may demand. It 
will afford the editor, therefore, peculiar gratification to 
be fevored with letters expressive of opinions, contiuning 
additional intelligence, or suggesting improvements. 

The expenses of getting up the work have been heavy, 
and a large sale must be effected before the proprietors 
can anticipate the least profit. But, what«ver may be 
the fote of this Handbook, the editor will have the satds- 
&ctiou of knowing, that no efforts have been spared to 
furnish as comprehensive and accurate a compendium 
as possible of the history and present condition of these 
splendid colonies of the British empire.

Victoria, the moat BOnthera Bettlement of Anatralia, la 
eituate between the psrallela of 141° and 150° east longitude, 
and 34° and 39° south latitude, B^;inninfl; at the extreme 
north-westein point on the Hirer Munaf, 84° goath latitude, 
and 141° east longitude, it is separated from South Australia 
by a divisional line which passee down to tlie Ma-coast ueai 
the month of the Biver Qlunelg, approaching 38° south lati- 
tude, 8o that its Bouth-weBtemmost point is 38° south latitude, 
and 141° east longitude. Its eouthem boundaij is traced bj a 
very sinuous coast line, which separates it from Taemania by 
Sass's Straits, its extieme southernmost point being Wilson's 
Promontory, in 39° IT' south latitude, 146° 26' east lonnt^de. 
From Wilion'g Promontory, the south-east side is boundedliy 
the Sonthein Ocean as fai as Cape Howe, 150° east longitude, 
37° BO' south latitude. On its northern side it is limited by a 
straight lino drawn from Cape Howe to the head of the Klver 
Hurray, near Mount Kosciusko, from which point that river 
constituteB its divisional line from Kew South Wales. 

mSTOKT. 

Lieutenant Murray. R. N., of the brig Ladg Ntttoit, in 
February ISOS, first discovered the waters of Port Phillip, and 
after a cursory survey, named the point at the entrance 
"Nepean," and the hill seen from the Heads, "Arthur's 
Seat," names which they still bear. On the 2Tth of April, 1802. 
Lieut. Flinders, having entered Port Phillip Bay, and auppoidng 
he was the flr^t to have discovered it, made an accurate 
survey of its waters. Visiting the hills near Qeelong, be 
nam^ them Station Peaks, and the peninsula, Indented 
Head. Early in 180B, the Lieut. Governor of New Sonth 
Wales, Philip Gidleigh King, Capt. E.N., despatched the Sur- 
veyor-General, Mr. QrimeB, to examine and report on the 
capabilities of the bay, when he found the river at its head, 
now called the Yarra. Thirty-two years afterwards, in 1686, 
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Mr._ J. P. Fawhner found, near the fallB, part of an iron pof, 
buried some eight loches in the loil, whi^ bod probably been 
left by the party of PlinderB or Grimes. This splendid bay 
was fiiBt tailed Port Phillip in honor of the Govemor, Capt. 
Philip a. King. 

In 1802, Lord Hobart, Secretary for the Colonies, acting 
on the advice of Mr. Capper, one of the clerks in hii office, 
projected the formation of a new settlement at Fort Phillip, 
Bass's Straits, the chief town of which colony shoald transmit 
his name to posterity. In the latter part of the same year, 
the Calixtta, a veesel of war of 50 guns, was commissioned, 
and commenced taking in convicts at the Nore, from 
Woolwich, and after proceeding to Spithead completed her 
coinpleinent of aboat 860 male convicts from the PortamonOi 
hnlke. The merchant ship Ocean of 600 tons, Capt. Mathews, 
was chartertMi to assist in the carriage of BtorcB, settlers, and 
civil officers ; the two vessels were to take out provisions to 
last three years, including the voyage. In addition to the 
convicts there were between forty and fifty marines, some few 
free settle™, and about twenty-five women, wives of the 
marines, settlers, or convicts, t<^ther with about ten 
children. These, with a few Government officers, were the 
first settlers of Port Phillip. The CaJcvUa arrived at Port 
PhiUip Heads on the 9th or lOth of October, 1808. the Ocean 
a few days prior. The Governor, Lieut. -Col. Collins, B M., 
commenced landing the people a few days after, having cleared 
a plot of ground for the camp, tents being erected to lodge all, 
whether free or bond. The landing was completed on the 
leth of October. The site of the settlement was on Point 
Nepean, about five or sis miles within the heads. There was 
no fresh water at that spot, but it was discovered under 
Arthur's Seat, when the Valcutla look in water there, and 
proceeded to Sydney. The River Yarra waa discovered and 
reported to Governor Collins by a runaway convict, who re- 
turned almost starved to death. A number of the convicts took 
to the woods, and only one returned. On the 24th December, 
William Buckley and three others ran from the New Settle- 
ment ; one of them, Charles Shore, a butcher, was shot at, 
wounded, and retiien ; the others effected their escape. 
Buckley joined Batman's men on Indented Head in Angust, 
1835, nearly thirty- two years after. He wasofa stupid nature, 
and had not learned anything of the country except the mere 
coast line of the bay. 

It was provided by Lord Hobart that if the Lieut, Gover- 
nor was compelled to remove ftom his first landing place to 
any distance, he should receive five hundred guineas. This 
bait, and the alisconding of some twenty convicts, determined 
the removal of the whole papulation to Tan Diemen's Land. 
The Sydney GovemaieDt, luiving previously surveyed the River 
Derweut, despatched, in August, 1808, Lient Bowen witb 
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VIOTOHIA. XV 

gome few marines, uttleia, and couvloti, to that port. On 
their lecommendation, OoTemor Colliiui proceeded thither. 
but not approving of Biadoa, the place selected by Lieat. 
Bowen, he fixed on Snllivan'a Cove, where the landing of 
the people look place, February 16th, 1804. The Otma 
transport waa the ressel employed, in which the whole of the 
people, stores, &c., were removed in two trip*, the laat of 
which took place in Jnne, 1804. 

In 1824, Messrs. Hume and HoveU, squattere redding near 
Lake Qeoi^e, resolved to explore the Bonthem part of 
New Holland. Punoiog their course, they kept on tlie 
western side, dear of the Australian Alps, discovered a fine 
river which they named the Hume, now called the Murray, 
CTOsaed several smaller rivers, and eventnally reached P(vt 
Phillip Bay, at the river Eze or Werribee, in December, 
1824. Hetnming to Sydney, they reported having found 
a fine grazing country and an overland route to Western 
Fort. An account of their discoveries waa published in the 
"Sydney Qazette." Subaequentlr, however, it was discovered 
to be Port Phillip Bay, and not Western Fort, tbey had 
touched upon. Their flattering aajoantstimalatwi the Sydney 
Government to despatch Captain Wright with troops, con- 
victs, &c., to form a settlement at Western Port; but as 
colonial governors and military men were not the best Jndges 
where to settle, or how to form a colony profitably in a new 
country, this also was given up, and the whole party removed 
to Sydney. 

In 1834, theHesBis. Henty, of Lannceston, eent over vessels, 
boats, and many able seamen, to form a whaling eBtablisttment 
at Portland Bay.* This waa clearly the first permanent settle- 
ment of British subjects in this province. The Hentys have 
maintained their hold continuously from 1834 to the present 
day, their flocks and herds having increased Burprisingly. 

To Mr. John Batman, a gentleman who must rank with 
the Hentys as a pioneer, Victoria is exceedingly Indebted. 
He had been ibr a long time endeavouring to obti^n 
easistance to pass over and colonise Fort Phillip, and in 
1885 he succeeded in drawing the attention of persons in 
authority to his scheme, Oovemor Arthur suggested the 
organisation of a company to pass over and make some sort 
of bargain with ilie aborigines for the purchase of these 
lands, to form mighty squattages; and Mr. Joseph Tice 
Gellibrand, a barrister, ei-Attomey-Oeneral of Tan Dlemen's 
Land, one of the copartneiB, drew up a deed to be signed by 
the aborigines. The compauy, consisting of fourteen persons,!

Fawkner 
and hiB party tried to obtain ft piaeage over before Batman 
started, and failed. Captain Cain diBappoinl«d them, and 
they miased the Sally Atm which was chartered for Portland 
Bay by the Meaan. Henty, bo that eventnally Mr, Batman and 
his party left in the Sebecat, Captain Harwood, May the 12th, 
bat were wind bonnd at Fort SoreU antU the 26th or 28th 
Hay ; then they ran over in thirty houn. and landed at 
Indented Head, near Qneenaclifle. Batman selected a spot 
near that for the company's aettlement, and sent the Sthecca 
to Hobsoa'e Bay ; thence be travelled overland by Geelong 
until he made the Saltwater river, croaaed it, paaaed over 
the Moonee Ponda, and finally made the Merri Creek, near 
where the Yan Yean waterpipea are placed. At that place 
Batman fell in with the brothera Jagga Jagga and aome 
more aborigines, where, about the 6th or 6th of June, 18S5, 
he prodnced hie deed, prepared by the ex- Attorney' General, 
J. T. Gellibrand. and induced the poor ignorant men to 
make some marks apon it as sigoatares. Batmao stated 
that he had taken with him some Sydney blacks, whom he 
employed to read over and translate this document to the 
Fort Phillip aborigines. The deed professed that tbe 
aborigines bad marked in Batman's presence the whole 
boundaries set ont therein, viz :^"A11 that tract of coantry 
situate and being at Fort Phillip, running from the branch 
of the river at the top of tbe port, about seven milea from the 
mouth of the river, forty miles nortb-east, and from thence 
forty milee across Iramoo Downs or Plains, and from thence 
Bonth-west across Mount Villamanata to Oeelong Harbor at 
tbe head of the same, and containing 600,COO acres, more 
or lees," This being all tiaversed over, the trees were roAiked, 
ftc., in part of two days and one night, besides other forty 
miles from Qeelong to the vessel at GeUibraod's Point. Mr. 
J. Batman was then laboring under the disease that cut 
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Wedee, Qovsnunont Snrvejor. 8. John Slnolittr, Otersfer of Contlcti, 
LanDHKton.

He gubgeqaently prodacsd oootlier dead 
signed b; the Jagga Jagga brotheis and otbere, sellinK to him 
aod the co-partaera the whole of Indented Head, called 100,000 
acres. This deed, a cop; of which is printed in " Ardan's Fort 
Phillip," 8t«t«8 that the abodgiuee and Batman's men 
marked the treei due sonth from the head of Qeelong Ba;, 
a dlBtouce of ten miles, omitting to acujnnt for the i^rwon 
river, which was subsequently found to cross this track, 
fbrming a wide sheet of water. Moreover, the Jagga Jagga 
liiotheiE were men of the western hill tribes, aod could have 
no pretenBioDB to these lands, but would most likely have 
aaffered death had they presumed to intrude thereon irithout 
previouB notice and permWion. 

In Jnly. 1S35, a project to colonise Fort FhLlUp entered the 
mind of Mr. J. F. Fawkner, who had been led to believe that 
line graiing lands existed in the interior. He formed a party, 
consisting of Messrs. Williaia and Samuel Jackson, Bobert 
Hay MaiT, George Evans, and Captain Lancy, who were 
willisg to accompany him. He parchased the EattrpHie 
bom Mr. John Anderson Brown, and as soon as she 
could be got ready, embarked the party at Launceston. 
Fawkner and his party left Lanaceeton about the middle of 
July. He was taken ill during the first few days of tile voy- 
age, and a foul wind driving the vessel back to George Town, 
be them landed with one of hia taorses, leaving two on board, 
having previously &Ued up a code of directions for the guid- 
ance of Capt^n Lancey, as his agent, in charge of his 
servants and goods, with full directions how to proceed with 
the survey, and on no account to settle except upon a perma- 
nent running stream, of good water. The party searched the 
whole range of Western Port, and then commenced on the 
eastern aide of Port Phillip, until they found the Yarra, 
wliere they fixed on what is now known as 13atnian's Hill, 
marking out ten acres for each of the party, and drew lots for 
the plots. Having piti^ed their tents, they proceeded to form 
a guijen, and plant out a la^e quantity of fruit trees, &c, 
shipped by Mr. Fawkner, and within one week from the 
landing, August 26, 18S6, a garden was formed, trues planted, 
seeds sown, and five acres of ground ploughed, harrowed, and 
sown with wheat. Sabseqaently, Mr. Fawkner removed hia 
establishment, and fixed his tent at the rear of the site of the 
present Custom House (where be opened the first public house) , 
in order to be near the fresh water, and contiguous to the 
place where he moored his vessel, exactly opposite the 
present Yarra Hotel, in William-street, Shortly after 
Messrs. Lancey, Marr, Evans, and Wm. Jackson had settled, 
as directed, on the Tarra, Mr. J. H. Wedge came to them from 
Batman's station at Indented Head, the Sydney Blackshaving 
teporttd the arrival of the Sntarpriii. He went back to the 
itation, and immediately, accompanied by Henry Batman 
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with men and Htorea, retamed to the new «etHemeDt. uid 
ordered Fawknei's party off bia land. The Hesara. Lancey 
and Co., would not acknowledge bU rigbt to interfere, and 
therefore treated the threat with contempt. 

The finit cattle and sheep were lauded from the Ni/rval on 
November 10th, 1835, consisting of fifty pnre Heteford cowa, 
belonging to Dr. Thomsoii, and five hundred sheep, tbe pro- 
perty of Mr. Connolly, of Belfast. Messrs. Cowle, Stead, 
Bteiglita, Eskourt, and Fei^uaon came by this trip. 

About March, 18S6, Major MiteheU proceeded in hia ex- 
ploration of the interior of the country, passing from Sydney 
out to Portland Bay. He named the interior Australia Felix. 
Mr. George Kvans, now a farmer on the Deep Creek, and Mr. 
Samnel Jackson, a wealthy squatter in the Portland district, 
are cognisant of the facts related above. 

When Mr. Fawkner and his family, with the Lancey party, 
arrived at Port Phillip on October, 9, 1886, thirty-two yeara 
after his first arrival, he found the herbage ao rich, and the 
country altogether ao attractive, that he determined upon 
making it his home. Birds abounded on the water ; ducks, 
teal, geese, swans, Sk , were in thousands. The new colonista 
llred on board the Snlerpriie for a month, whilst a wooden 
house was being erectod, with the malorials brought over from 
XaunceBtou. Batmau'e people lived in sod huts or tents. la 
November, Mr. John Batman came over to examine his vast 
squattage. and repeated hia order, through his brother Henry, 
to Mr. Fawkner to remove off his land, he laying claim to 
all tbe lands on the north side of tbe Yarra. Upon refusal, 
he sent one of the t^ydney aborigines to inform Fawkner that if 
be did not leave instantly he would drive him off by force 
of aims. This threat was treated very lightly. Whilst, bow- 
ever, Fawkner was building bis house, Buckley, who had 
joined Batman's party at Indented Head, and now resided 
with them, sent out messengers and collected some two or 
three hundred blacks— men, women, and children ; andabout 
the same time the Qoulburn, Barrabool, and Western Port 
blacks laid a plan to murder all the white people. One 
of the Melbourne aborigineti. who had been kindly treated 
by Fawkner's party, and had received presents from them, 
came privately and gave information. Recourse was had to 
Vfta. Buckley to learn the real nature of thia communication, 
and it was found that the men were all armed and paint«d 
for war. Fawkner and Batman, in this emergency, collected 
and armed, entered into a treaty with these foes, on the con- 
dition that they ahould all qnit the township and cross to tbe 
south side of the Yarra. The boats of the colonists put tbem 
over the river, the rest of tbe men standing as guards with 
loaded firearms. 

The Bnterpriiet waa the first vessel, larger than a whale 
boat, that ever reached the boaiu at Melbourne, and it took the 
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crew aod pnnoongerB some days to gnther ftud flx tea tr«e atakes , 
an water or river nuirkB, by which to keep clear of the ah^Milg. 
Very fow gettlere and not much atock came ovec to Port 
Phillip during the remainder of the year 1886. In March, 
1886, Dr, Thomson (now Mayor ut Geelong), arrived with his 
fomiiy, and acted as an arbitrator by ganeral consent. Uia 
tout was, in fact, the first police office in Meltwurne. Oo June 
let, 1836, a council of the people was held, to frame regnla- 
tiona for their guidance ; and the proposal of Biessra. Qelli- 
brand and Swanston, to the Fort Fhillipians, to sutjoiit their 
property and personal liberty to the control of membera of the 
Batman co-partnery, was rejected, on the motion of Mr. 
Fawkner. Dr. Thomaon contemplating a removal to Qeelong, 
Mr. Jamea Simpson was appointed a;bncral arbitrator, and was 
u> call in two assistanta if he thoi^ht proper. A Mr Stewart, 
a Sydney magistrate, waa prsaent at this time, and was au^hO' 
ris^ to report upon the conduct of the colonists. Advan- 
tage waa taken of his presence, and a petition forwarded 
through him to Qovemor Bonrke, aakiog for the appointment 
of magistrates and poli(« to maintain order, pointing out that 
the coat conld be defrayed by levying duties on imported 
goods. Settlers and atock poured over M soon as it became 
known that Governor Sir Richard Bourke had disallowed 
the scheme of wresting the landa from the aborigines for a 
few looking glasses. Batman and his family came over in June, 
a house having been built for him at the first landing pla<«. 
Constant employment in bringing over sheep was found 
tot the Adelaide schooner, the Hmry brig, the CAampion, 
the Enterprize and others ; and huta rose on all parts of 
the present town. The sheep were generally landed at 
Oellibrand's point, and then driven to their destination. 
Early in that year, Mr. Franks, one of the firat emigrants in 
1803, and bia ahepberd, were killed by some of the Goul- 
bam tribe of blacks. Their station was at Cotterill's Sugar- 
loaf, near the Kiver Eie or Werribee. They were both killed 
St one moment by two men, who, pretending friendahip, amote 
them down by driving their tomahawks into the back of their 
heads. A party was soon sent out after them, led by four of 
the Melbourne blacks, who recovered part of the property 
stolen, and took vengeance on some of the tribe to nhlch 
the murderers belonged. The Flagstaff Hill waa selected 
for a burial ground. The child of a man of the name of 
Goodman waa the first who waa buried by the Europeans at 
Melbourne. Mr. Franks and his man were interred there, 
attended by all the residente. In September, 1836, Sir Bichard 
Bourke sent Captain Lonsdale, as police magistrate, with a 
puty of soldiers and convicts, and with them Messrs. Webb, 
ctutoma officer ; Mr. Craig, Commissariat ; D'Arcey. Bussell 
•ud Darke, surveyors. The settlement was thus placed under 
kgal British rok. 
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The extraonUnaiT progreas of the settletaent was eri- 
deuced in 16S7, when It waa estimat-'d that then was 
a popalation of 500, with 140,000 shaep, 2,50D oattle and 
150 horses. Sir Richard Boarke, therefore, resolved on a 
tour of inepectiim, and in April of that year entered the 
bay oa boaid the RattUsnakr, commanded by Captain Hofaeon, 
whose name, as a mark of honor, was ipven to the 
inlet. His Excellency also gave the name WilliomBtown, in 
honor of the reigning sovereign, to the proposed township at 
Hobson's Bay. Meltoarne, tba proposed metropolis of the 
district, was named by him after Lord Melbourne : and Gcelong, 
the proposed township at the bead of Corio Bay. The settlers 
waited on His Excellency, and every possible mark of respect 
exhibited. Arrangements were made to put up portions 



The first laud sale was held on Jone Ist, 1887. and realised 
from £18 to £78 per allotment ; the second was held on 1st 
November, aa a matter of indnlgence on the part of the 
GoTernor:— since the sales of town and suburban allotments 
that were held in Sydney, a year later, realised prices that 
quadrupled those obtained in Melbourne. 

In this year the colony hod to mourn the loss of Joseph Tice 
QeDibrand, an able lawyer of some uotoriety in Van Bremen's 
Land, who had been nmongst the most enei^tic of those that 
promoted the colonization of Port Phillip. In company with 
another lawyer, Mr. HesBS, under the guidance of a shepherd, 
he started from Qeelong for the interior The party lost thur 
way, and these two gentlemen, separated from their guide, and 
having wandered iu the bush, were never more seen ; although 
from scattered items of information, long afterwards obtained 
from the aborigiaes, there appears but little doubt that the 
unfortunate gentlemen perished a short tinie after leaving 
tlieir guide, in the neighborhood of Ijike Corangomite, which, 
itt^nnsequence of its saltness, they are saiA to have mistaken 
for an inlet of tlie sea. 

From the earliest period Port Phillip became noted for the 
lively and bustlirkg spirit that characterised the colonists. 
This tone of enterprise and go-a-heodism soon made It ap- 
parent to the Sydney authorities that a mere police estabUsli- 
ment was insufficient for the requirements of the province, 
and measaies were taken to establish a local administration. 
C. J. LaTrobe was gazetted on 80th July, lgS9, as snperinten- 
dent, and on the SOtb September he initiated, by his own 
arrival in Port Phillip, the politick history of the colony. On 
the 2nd October the first interview took place between the 
superintendent and the colonists in the Auction Company's 
rooms, Collius-storeet, and no small amount of congratiUation 
was felt by all in the event. Captain Lonsdal^ who had 
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prerioDiilf acted as police magiBtrttte, was advanced to the poet 
of Bub-ti^8urer; Mr. James Simpeon eacceeded to the vacant 
office of Btipeadlary magistrate ; and Hr. Croke was constituted 
chief legal adviser. 

The neit movement of impoitaace was a pnblic meeting 
held in the sUire of Hr. Isaac Hind, on the 3i>th December, 
1840, to take measurea fai the separation of Port Phillj]i from 
the government of New South Wales. It was felt that the 
incoiporation of the southem province with the older colonj 
was an accident arising from the action of Sir Richard Bourke 
in promptly linking the new settlement witli the depen- 
dency he ruled, and not from an; expressed opinion of the • 
Imperial Qovomment as to the propriety of this step. Port 
PhUlip, indeed, lay within the boundary of the New Sooth 
Wales Ooveruineut ; and the home authorities did not 
contravene the act of Sir R. Bourke. In point of political 
justice, however, the morality of the Sydney powers became 
questionable by the mol .appropriation of the revenues of the 
aouthern dependency la ^e aggrandisement of the middle 
district. They strove, in opposition to a royal order to that 
effect, to prevent the commanded separation ot the two dis- 
tricts in matters pertaining to the sales of land, so that the 
land revenue might be poured into the coffers of the Sydney 
government, and be appropriated to their purposes. The 
governor, sustained by the nominees of the Crown, and by the 
expressed opinion of a public meeting of the colonists, refused 
to do justice to Fort Phillip. The spoliation suffered by this 
province, therefore, may be estimated by a comparison of the 
revenue from all sources, and the expenditure up to 1842, when 
it appearedthatthetotalrevenuewas £616,895 lis. Sd: total ex- 
penditar«,459,411fe0jd.;leavingabalanceof£157,484 6s.7Jd.; 
which was appropriated by New Soath Wales to its own pur- 
poses. Fort Phillip losing to that extent. At thennanimous 
and enthusiastic meeting alluded to above a petition was 
adopted requesting the Imperial Government that the orders in 
cooacil appointing the territorial boandaries of Port Phillip 
might be maintained, and that at the earliest possible period 
the separation of Port Phillip as a distinct colony should be 
•^ected. On the 1st Harch, 1841, a second meeting on this 
topic was held, at which an instrument was prepared, to be 
^aced in the hands of the members of Parliament, in which the 
principles and Btatements of the Sydney magnates were cmu- 
bated, and the necessity for the separation of Port Phillip was 
powerfully attested. Three colonists, who cmtemplated a visit 
to England, were chaigcd with the circulation of this docu-- 
ment, and the general support of its intent; but the result 'Of 
Qieii efforts proved that Sydney influence was paramoant, for 
the time, in Downing street. 

The discovery of Gipps Land, about this time, is another 

foot in tite prioress of the colony. Tha wreck of the steamer

OUmmel, &t Corner Inlet, led to the commencement of a comma- 
uicatiaD bj water with tbia part of the province. The liind 
communication was opened np by the exploring efforts of Mr. 
JlacMillan. This part of the colony, with its fertile soil, its 
numetouB rivers, and ita salubrious climate, sheltered by the 
AustraJiaii Alps from the hot winds, and by ranges eastward 
of it from eitremea of cold, is destined io take no mean 
position OS the resort of coloniate desirous to settle perma- 
nently with their families. 

Among the more pressing eiigencies of the rising colony 
was the necessity for a resident judge ; and in this year Mr. 
. John Walpole Wiilis, a puisne judge of the Supreme Court of 
New South Wales, received the appointment. He arrived in 
March, and the limits of his jurisdiction were declared to be 
co-eiteneive with that of the superintendency. His task was no 
easy one, owing to the license prevailing b^ore the establish- 
ment of a Supreme Conrt ; and this was further increased by 
the first monetary crisis, at that time fast hait«ning to its 
climax, which Fort Phillip nnderwent. Hr. Willis was also 
eooentric, in many respects, and made many and powerful 
enemies, who eventually succeeded in indncing Mr. Latrobe, by 
an arbitrary act, to depose him from the exercise of his func- 
tions, in 1848. 

In October of this year, His Excellency Sir Oeorge OtppG 
visited Port Phillip, and h^d a levee on the 25tb of the month, 
receiving addresses, ftc. He visited G^elong and the snrround- 
iDg country the following day. was entertained at a public 
dinner on the 28th, and. on the following day sailed for Sydney, 

Amongst other circumstances having an influence on the 
pr<^;re3S of the colony, the sale of special surveys, in accordance 
wiUi the system prevalent in SouUi Australia, may be named. 
By the payment into the Treasury of £5,120, a requisitionist 
conld obtain a section of eight square miles in any part of the 
unreserved territory. In Jnne, three sections in Oipps Land, 
thr«e in the neighbourhood of Melbourne, one at Eilmore, and 
one at Fort Fairy, were applied for ; and these have become 
centres of agricnltutal effort from that period. 

While having to contend for territorial rights agunst the 
exactions of Sydney, the colony was further threatened with an 
aggression by the snggestion of the Land and Emigration Com- 
missioners, recommending the severance of the Portland Bay 
district, and its annezatioa to the, colony of South Australia, 
as a means of enabling the latter to refund its debt to the Im- 
perial Qovernment. This necessitated a meeting of the colo- 
tiists. at which resolutions against the proposed alteration were 
c*Ried. 

The publicationof Sir Thomas Mitchell's narrative of his ex- 
pedition of Port Phillip bad told with remarkable effect on the 
aspiring minds of multitadea in Britain, who, allured by Ui« 
enticing prospecta opened up In Australia Fel^ as the diitin- 
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gniihed explorer had denominated tbla rlcb country, commenced 
a tide of emigratioa in 1639, whicli continued to Increase till 
1842, The Port Phillip mania was aUo stronglj fclt in Van 
Viemen'e Laud. Thesaperioipatituresof Port Phillip afforded 
fodlities in the mani^ement of stock, which the older colonies 
did not posseas. Prices rapidly rose. Stock was purchased in 
New Sooth Wales and Tan Diemen 'a Land, and driven to the 
new settlement b; hurrying competitors. Romoura of high 
profits awakened attention in Britain, and attracted unml- 
granta. Many of them brought sums of money which were 
accounted conBideiable capital in those days. 

The eager competition of the new colonists thus drawn from 
lo many Bonrc«a forced prices of stock and nf all commodities 
to exorbitant rates. Land specniation ran high amongst 
1^ increasing mnltitudeg, so that prices mount«d from tens to 
tkoueands; and aUotmenU that originally brought £40, were 
add at fi.UOD. The interchanges of lands were rapid ; the 
conveyimce was slow, and the issue of Crown grants slower 
still. While the mania laated, the factitious prosperity of the 
traders blinded them to the real condition of the purcbaaerg, 
And consequently to their own ; and, presuming on their fan- 
ned wealth, extravagance in business and in the style of living 
became the order of the day. Champagne breakfasts, suburban 
leaidences, and other similar rulnoiu modes of expending a 
fortune, prevailed. This order of tbir^ was at its height in 
1840; and a universal crash was only delayed by the continued 
stream of immigration. The land fund, however, failed in 
1841, and aCTGCted the in&ocking of immigrants from the parent 
land ; prices fell ; depression and difficulties beame universal, 
and bowaidB tlie close of 1842, the condition of the colony was 
one of wide-spread bankruptcy. The severe time of reckoning 
had come ; and before the commercial atmosphere was cleared, 
nearly 1400 insolvencies in Sydney and SiJO in Melbourne were 
recorded in the space of three years. 

In the crisis of these depressions, new life was poured 
into the civic and political status of the colony bj an 
Imperial Act, which provided for a partially representative 

r eminent and for the inoorporatioa of t^wns. In accor- 
ce with the provisions of this Act, Helboume was, on 
the 1st of December, 1S42, erected into a corporation ; the 
town was divided into four wards ; the election of councillors 
took place, and, on the 9th, the Town Council met, and chose 
Henry Condell, Esq , mayor ; H. Condeil and Andrew Roasel!, 
aldermen for six years ; and H, W. Mortimer and W. Kerr, 
aldermen for three years. The Council, notwithstanding in- 
evitable favoritism, greatly beneSted the city, and still con- 
tinnea to increase the matenal prosperity and comfort of the 
inhabitants. 

The legislative provisioni of the abovenamed Act came into 
practical operation in June, 1843. Prior to this, the whole 
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lef^elatiTe and executive fimctions of the goTemment irsTe held 
by the governor, with a council of Crown nominees. Bepresen- 
tation tinder snch a Byatem woe out of the qaestion. By the 
new Act, however, a legislative council of tMrty-aix meinbera, 
of whom twelve were to be nominees of the Crown, and the re- 
maining twenty-four to be eie<!ted bj the coloniela, waa called 
into eaistence. The powers of this council were restricted to 
the making of laws not repugnant to those of England ; bat the 
Crown retained the absolnto control of the lands and thoir re- 
venue. The number of rapresentatives allotted lo Port Phillip 
waa six. The representation thus obtained waa unsatisfactory 
to the colonists. The membeia allotted were few in nnmber, 
and the complaint became general that the interests of Fort 
Phillip were swamped by those of New South Walee. At first, 
however, theeanguine colonists regarded the privil^eu a boon 
ofnosmall value, and indulgedin the lallaciom hope thatatleasl 
political justice would, in anch an assembly, be acxiorded to Foit 
Phillip ; but the earliest experience of ita workinic proved th»t 
the revenues of the colony were to be appropriated to the older 
settlement, and that too with the apparent consent of our ora 
representatives. The first election returned H. Condell, Esq., 
for the city, and Measrs. Ebden, Walker, Lang, Thomson, end 
Nicholson, for the district. Mr. Con doll's election waa contested 
by Mr. Cure ; the contest assomed the fonn of Protestant snd 
Catholic, and the triumph of Hr. Condell resulted in a riot. 
Some acts of violence were committed, the Kiot Act was r*ad 
and the military were called out before the mob was dispeised. 

Coincident in time with this event, the suspension of Judge 
Willis by hia Excellency the Governor added another element 
of rancour to the bitter feuds then raging. Numerous infln- 
sntial citisens considered themselves insulted and oppressed 
by his measures and demeanour, in which sentiment, as was 
supposed by some, his Honor the Superintendent partici- 
pated ; but among the people generally he was held in 
esteem, and numerons addresses were presented to him when 
Uaving these shores for England. The act of the Oovemor was 
declared by the home authorities to be illegal, and Justice 
Willis received a satisfactory compensation. 

In ISa, the Srat series of Australian Sketches, by Hr^ 
Thomas McCombie (now the Hon. Thomas McCombie, 
H.L.C.),* of Melbourne, appeared in Tait's Edinburgh Moga- 
sine, and were the means of caUlng much attention to the 
colony ; the work was republi^ed in a separate form, tn 
1846, Mr. Weetgarth's "Port Phillip" also issued from the 
Edinburgh press. 

Throughout the whole of ISiS the aspect presented by the 
city and ita inhabitants was most cheerless. The appearance 
of the town waa scattered, the thoroughfares were unformed 

" lUi B;flDtleiaui h» wrlttvn a verj «laboi«t6 history of Tlctorli, from 
wlitcb mhii* of UuH (UUi m tak*B. 
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and Btnddsd with stumps of treca, and traTeraed bj ravia««, 
even in CoIIinH-street, from which bullock drays had to bo 
dng; and in one inBtanc« two children were drowned In 
the waters at the end of Elisabeth street. The faces of the 
citizens as they met in the streets seemed devoid of hope, a, 
ftinereal gloom overspread them — no jolly, rollicking squattera 
now appeared among them ; their sheep were worth at the 
most 4b. each : the stations did not pay expenses even to those 
who had not absolutttly lost all title to them, of whom 
there were not a few. Wool ivaa so low that it woold hardly 
pay the expenses of shearing. Land and houses did not realite 
a tenth of their former value. Public conSdence was destroyed. 
This lowest depth reached, the tide b^an to turn. Wool, the 
previoua scaple of the colour, was now to be supplemented by 
tallotr as the ceit g;reat article of colonial export. There had 
been a steady increaae in the quantity of the former in each 
sneoeeding year. In the second year of the colony the export 
of wool was 175,000 lbs., in 1844 it amounted to 4,826,000 lbs. 
But in the incumbered condition of the sqnatteiB the resort 
to the " boiling down " syslsm offered the prospect of Imme- 
diate relief. There were at this time nearly two millions sheep 
In Hie district, so that whole flocks were driven to these estA- 
blishmenla, where the carcases were, by a steam process, 
compelled to yield their tallow, and the skins, bones, boob 
and refuse were disposed of at the readiest marheta. The cattle 
were in like manner boiled down ; and some pn^ress mode in 
beef curing, of parts that would not yield tallow. In the early 
part of 1M4 the quantity of tallow exported was 429 tons. In 
a short time the squattera and cattle-owners were able to meet 
their liabilities and to wipe off incumbrances. Hence in 1846 
there was an advance in prices for live stock. This threatened 
the tallow trade, but it was found to be too remanerative to be 
abandoned, so that in 1650 it hod increased to an export of 
4,489 tons. The discovery of gold, however, has caused so 
large an immi^ation, that the sqoatters find abundant sale 
tbr their surplus stock without driving them to the old 
slaughter-houses. 

Meantime the con>oration was busy n their municipal 
duties ; streets were formed and mamdamized, pathways were 
kerbed. public buildings, churches and schools were erected, 
the city began to give notice thatit intended to be a city. (See 
article on corporation). 

Just as the squatters were emerging from their pecuniary 
embarrassments, as above described, and began to assume to 
be "a power in the gtate," Sir Ueorge Qippe published bis 
"Squatting Regulattons" of the 2nd April. 1844. Previously, 
each squatter could hold any quantity of land by the payment 
of £10 annually; so that for such a nomioal rental the 
holdings of some equalled a principality. The government 
proposed to establish an equitable charge in proportion to the 
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capaUlitiM of the " mnii," and tlut £2 10b. eboald be asMSMd 
on every additional 1 000 aheep above 400 >, which the mini- 
mnm £iOfeealloHed; and these r^^l&tionB were pabliabed 
hj His Ezcelienc7 without the knowledge and oonseat of the 
legislature. This was offensive in two points; first, fiom its 
monetae? preasare on men who had jnat emerged from over- 
whelming difficulties, and had still to struggle to muutain 
their position; and secondly, becaose. having obtained a 
partial repiGBentation, they were detennined to uphold the 
liberties of the colooj, and to subvert the oppressive govern- 
ment prerogative, so glaringly manifested in the mode of 
framing and publishing thiee "squatting regnlatione." The 
majority of the Legislative Assembly in Sydney were squatters 
themselves or intimately connected with sqnattera : and 
the uDcontrolIed administration of the Crown lands and 
their revenaos by the executive, was considered by them as a 
political evil ; they therefom asserted their claim to the land 
and revenues, while Sir George Oippa was equally firm in 
maintaining his prerogative. In June, 1844. a leally public 
meeting was held ouside the Mechanics loatitutioa, CoUins- 
Btreet, which was called "The Squatlers' Meeting." Hither 
these gentlemeu in large oumbere code in procession, and on 
tills occasion resolutions were triumphantly carried condem- 
natory of the famous "squatting regulations," In Sydney 
these resolutions took effect in the formation of " the Pastoral 
Aflsociation," which, while admitting the reasonableness of an 
additional fee, protested against the principle and action of 
Irresponsible authority Hence, the defence of personal inter- 
eeta became mixed with the assertion of politicid rights, and 
the latter made it popular; and the association pursued its 
course till, in i81T, it issned in the celebrated "Orders in 
Council," of which hereafter. 

Just abont the commencement of these struggles in ]&44 
with the repiesentatives of the Crown, Dr. Lang, one of the 
six Fort Phillip members, moved in the Assembly — " That an 
address be presented to Her Majesty,pi&ying that ^cwiU be gra- 
ciously peased to direct that the requisite steps may be taken for 
the speedy and entire separation of the district of Port Phillip 
ftomtheterritory of New South Wales; and ito erection into a 
separate and iadependent colony.'' Nineteen vot^ ogwnst the 
ax. Hence these framed a pe:itioQ in January IMS. which 
was presented to His Excellency, to be forwarded for presenta- 
tion to Her Majesty, In answer, the Executive (Council were 
Instructed to examine these members and others on the subject, 
which liaring been done, they reco.nmended the separation. 
As an expression of the colonists' appreciation of his labors, 
Dr. Lang was entertained at a public dinner in the Queen's 
Theatre, Queen-street, in February, 1846, on an occauon of hli 
visit to this district 

Two remarkable occurrenoes happeOed during the year 1844. 
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A grand assembling of the aborigines waa held to the north 
of the city in 3nlj. For days previoaa to this great event 
tribiia came flocking from aJL quarters to this centre. The 
numbers were estimated a( aboat TOO. Borne alarm vaa ex- 
perienced by the timid ; but the whole purport of the meeting 
was a corrobocee, A strange and wild scene was presented _ 
the £ies around the city, the females with their opoasnm or 
kangaroo rugs folded so aa to serve the purpose of a drum, on 
which they beat time to the dancers, who from sonset till near 
dAwn Buslained their laborious antics, companies of warrioia 
from the various tribo sacceediug each other, and keepli^ np 
the fun. 

The following October witueased the overflow of the Tarra 
to an extent unknown to the aborigines. It was in a great 
measure owing to a south-westerly wind blowing strongly ui at 
the Heads, and damming np the waters of the port ; so that 
the heavy raitjs with which the rirei was charged could not 
escape. The city was insulated, the lower p^rUs were flooded, 
and much damage inflicted on the suirou iding country. 

Immigration having ceased in conseguenrie, as noted, of the 
failure of the land fund, and a considerable number of the 
laboring class having increased in wealth and possessions, 
assuming the position of masters, there was b^innifig to be felt 
a great dearth of serva its ; wages were rising in conse- 
quence, and stiU the requisite supply could not be obtained. 
In these circumstances tLe home Government formed the 

Sarpose of making the colouy a place of secondary punishmest 
>r their convicts. These men, drafted from the peniten- 
tiaries of Britain, wure to be landed as free men ; tree 
in every sense, except that they might not return to Britiun. 
The Rm/al litorg' imported the first cargo of these exiles to 
this colony in November, 1S44. The transaction was a species 
of social smuggling, for it was kept in concealment that they 
were exiles until they were landed. Though there waa an 
element of convictism, from the older colouies, in our midst, 
yet th«y were not recognised as such. The colony was free, 
And this attempt of the Government to reduce this happy 

Sition by any modification of their convict system, was 
ply resented by all, except many of the squatters. Hence 
arose a cout^ between these and the general public. Mo 
doubt they did not desire such an addition to the population 

Sr It, but they were in urgent want of shepherds, agricaltural 
borers and servants; and, unless they accepted this boon 
offered by tiie government, where, and how were thoy to 
obtain them? The home Qovernment had given a positive 
refusal to assist emigration ; and the adjoining colonies conld 
famish only the more objectionable class of expirees. On the 
other hand the laboring class had no desire for a reduction in 
the rates of wages : and the other intelligent and respectable 
portion of tiie public felt that they might anticipate for them- 
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BeLrea and their childrea tha woist evili of a convict cIobs 
firom ancli an element poured into the population. A meeting 
of squatters was held, at which the; canied a resolution to 
the effect that it would be beoe&cial to Port Phillip to receive 
the exiles A counter meeting wag held immediately aftei- 
warda, numerously attended, chieflf by the workiag clweee, at 
which resrdutionB in condemnation of the coaiae pursued by 
the English Oovemment were carried. Hr. LaTrobe, on his 
own responsibility and at the request of the citisens, orderet 
the next vessel freighted with these objectionable emigionds 
to piooeed to tiydneir, and after some mo[« vessels being 
refused, tbo attempt was abandoned by the imperiELl 
powere. In the following year, when immigration of the right 
stamp was resumed, the wreck of the first vessel, the liw tojui', 
lUTOlving a loss of 414 persona, served to check the tide c^ 
emigration, as well as being a moat serious and immediate loss 
ta the colony. 

In furtherance of a scheme of emigration, the practical 
necessity for which was becoming daily more urgent, it had 
been proposed t{i pledge tbeCrown Lands of New South Wales to 
raise a loan for this purpose. The rather eipensive eiperieoce 
of Sydney politics as regarded this district, and of Sydney 
equity or iniquity respecting its interesM, made it at onoB 
apparent that the Port Phillip territiDry would be alienated to 
raise funds for the supply of labor to the middle district ; and 
would complicate the question of separation. A meeting was 
therefore held of the most inSuential colonists, in September. 
1845, to petition the Queen against thia unri^teous propnaaL 
Besolutions also that a loan on ita own lands, in aid 
of emigraCiou, should be effected, were passed; and a 
delwat£, A. Cunningham, Esq., was appointed to proceed to 
England to secure these purposes. The chairman was in- 
structed to forward immediately a copy of the proceedings to 
the Secretary for the Coloniea, and request him not to act 
on the opposed proposal till the arrival of the del^ate. 

Some of the surface movements in the social and political 
life of the colonists, already briefly noticed, will have indicated 
the conflicting views which result in the formation of parties 
in a state, as now concentrating themselves into definite spheres 
of action. It will be nectssory, therefore, that a more distinct 
Btatemont in relation to these be made towards a clear 
understanding of some subsequent movementa. With many 
eminent and admirable qualities as a gentlercan and lieu- 
tenant-governor, Mr. LaTrobe evidenced, both in hia personal 
iuterconrse, and his ofQcial labors, that hia predilectiona were 
not merely Conservative but Tory to an extreme. He regarded 
with alarm and disgust the republican aentimenta that were 
being diffused and strengthened in the commnnity ; mistakenly 
fearing that they were incompatible with a ffrm loyalty. 
With sach views, ODd thinking the colony was '" " ' — 
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for the pOBiMdon ftnd jndlckNU ose of free iiutltntioni, he wu 
in heart oppcsed to the measane directed towards their at- 
faunment; Kod in conduct, without openly oppoung lueii and 
measures, he availed himgelf of his omclal position to main- 
tain hia private viewa and to support prerogative. It accorded 
mth th«ie eentiments. and won promotive of bis continuance 
in the office of Buperintendent, to be an sparing as posaible of 
the moneys voted for public objects io Port Phillip, which 
though little more thonamoietf of hei revenue, were permitted 
to lapse year after year, aa unexpended, into the ooffen of 
Sydney. In short he played into the hands of Sydney, and 
may be considered aa a party on her side. 

The aqoatterB, again, by the queation of the exiles, appear 
aa a party, who, in the protection and funherance of thetr own 
inteieeta, stand opposed to what may be regarded as thoae of 
the ^eral pubfic, and their rights aubs^nently brought 
them into conflict with the more general pubuc on the land 



The Catholic interest, oa a politico-religious party, showed 
out in tlie flrat election and the riot then occurring. In these 
earlier times also an Orange lustitutioo and anti-Catholic 
feeUng amongst some citizens, called this into unhappy exercise, 
which became evident in 1&46, when the foundation stone of 
Princee Bridge and of the Hospital was laid. It was a day of 
general rejoicing ; a procession was formed of all the sectional 
ranlLS, trades, officials and orders. The Freemasons had the 
direction of the ceremony, Mr. LaTrobe laid the atone of 
Princes Bridge, and Dr. Palmer (now Sir J. Palmer) that of 
the Hospital. The Catholic clergy refused to take part in the 
Kene on some sectarian ground ; and there had lilce to have been 
• disturbance. But a few months afierwards, the smouldering 
discontent buist into a flame, when the Orange Society pro- 
posed to celebrate the Battle of the Boyne. An armed attack 
was made on their place of assembly, which whs repelled. 
Several were severely wounded in the conflict. That night 
and the following day the city was kept in a state of alarm. 
The Catholic ^orty assembled in arms on the Flagstaff-hill, and 
after the mauistiatea with the soldiers had stopped the assem- 
bling of the Orangemen, they aucjceeded In indncing the other 
party to disband. The building of the Protestant Hall, at the 
comer of Little Collins and Stephen-streetfi, for the holding of 
Orange festivals, was a result on the one aide ; while on the 
other, it called into existence St. Patrick's Hall, Bourke-street, 
west; which subsequently was hired by the Qoverament as the 
first place of assembly tor the Legislative Council. This ele- 
ment of party strife is Btm seen in operation in elections, and 
in matters of change of ministry. 

"The Orders in Council" were issued by the Imperial Go- 
vernment, on 9th March, 1847, and were received by the 
squatting interest with enthusiasm. These wei« due to tbo

exertions of the Paator&l A«aociation, and had little influeuce 
on (he poeitLon of the equatteni of tte middle district, but 
iUTOlved vast changea on the aide of Port Phillip. These 
regolatioaB dividnl the Crown lands into three sections, the 
settled, the intermediate and the unsettled districts The firet 
clav! comprised 25 milea around Melbourne, 16 miles around 
Qeelong, and ID miles around Portland and Alberton, with 
a few other reservations. The second comprised the three 
existing counties, Bourke, Grant and Normanby, surrounding 
Melbourne, Greelong and Portland, to which were added 21 
new counties, then defined, which together comprised nearl; 
half the territorial area of the district. The third division 
comprised the other halt of the colony, oontoinitig lands of 
every quality. The regulationa conferred on the squatter a 
pre-emptive right according to the following terms :^For the 
unsettled district. £2 10a. annually is the rent for the area 
required to depasture 1000 sheep ; these lands are opeo to pur- 
chase by the occupant at £1 per acre, within the term of the 
14 yeaia' lease. At the expiration of the lease, the lands may 
be put up for sale, if the lessee declines his pre-emption. For 
the intermediate district, leases not exceeding 8 yeaia, with 
pre-emptive right, but subject to sale at the close of each year 
after 60 days' notice. In the settled dUtrict leases of one year, 
with power tu depasture on unsold iand. These regulations 
have created a resistance that still exists, by conferring 
privilegee on the squatters that conflict with the general 
interest of the people. The squatters are in actual possession : 
and by their pre-emptive rights migh- defy intrudeni, so that 
every onward movem nt becomes an encroachment on some of 
them. At the period when the "regulations" came into 
operation, the squattere had, by sunnonhting previous difficul- 
ties, become in regard (o wei^th aa independent body, upon 
whom were conferred invidious distinctions and needless ben»- 
fite, and who, by the changes ensuing on the gold di-<!Overy, 
are now placed in the position of an unpopular and grasping 
confederacy. Still, it must be borne in mind, that at the time 
of the gold discovery, the greater portion of the squatting 
stations had changed hands ; and that the new occupants had 
given a money valuation for the lands over which their flodis 
depastured ; besides which, theii' occupation formed the chief 
source, the mainspring of our colonial wealth, up to the time 
the mineral resources of the land were developed ; then, there 
were 1000 licensees of Crown lands, employing 20.000 de- 
pendants, w th H live sCocli of 80,000 horse^, 400,000 cattle, and 
upwards of 6,000,000 sheep. That men in such a pos.tion had 
aud have peculiar rights, who will dispute? Ihat they thould 
present claims for compensation is but reasonable, and that 
some equitable system, to meet their just demand should be 
devised, is most desirable. In the pruaent and pro-pecUve 
position of the colon]', where BosHi immense tracti of luid are 
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AToilaUe for agricultural purpoaee to our increa-iog popula- 
tion, the squatting system occupying go large a Buiface, i< 
impiauticBtJe. The political and social iiieqtialitf created by 
conferring long nnd eicluaive ieosee on certain membi'rs of the 
cwninunity must i-e aboliBhed ; and the pre-emptive right 
mn-t ba suppressed, as au economic and a political injustice 
in the sale i>f laud immensely below their viJue. 

The advent of the Rev. Charies Peiry, D.D., in the com- 
mencement of 1S4S, and his insta'latioa aa firat Bishop of 
Metbon ne, may be regarded as the first actual step in the 
separation of the colony from New South Wa e'. His diocese 
comprised tho Epi copalian community throughout the 
souUie a di trict ; and thereby the ecclesiastical rclacions of 
this denomination were transferred from the Bishop of Sydney 
to a local ecclesiastic. B this event alsj the "tuwn" thence- 
forth became th - " city " of Melbouni''. 

The great politico-eoclesiasticd. qnestEon of Voluntaryism, 
which has lately occupied so much of the labors of our nenators 
on the 58 d clause of the Constitution Bill, wjs initiated as a 
subject of controversy, by the Hev. A. Morism, the only Inde- 
pendent minist -r in the colony, dur ng the following month 
of May, prejching and publishing four lectuiej on the book of 
" Bevel tion," in which he handled the subject ^'f " Stale-aid" 
nnsporinglv. As the lectures we e delivered at a time when 
great quiet pervaded all cirdefl, and no topic of public interest 
wa4 being agitated, they furnished occasion uf universal talk ; 
and a moat amu ing d^jree of eicitement was pr duoed b * so 
simple a matter, the rev. gentleman obtaining a limited 
measure ' f applau e from .ome qoaEterSi and an unmeasured 
store of condemnation from those in favor of StJte-aid. It was 
the fir-t war-notL', hnwever, on a question which has become 
the m'ltto of a p Litical party still at work. 

The political atmosphere meantime was gathering cioads, 
which meikaced the positiou of the superintendent, Mr. 
LaTrobe. The Town Council had already placed themselves 
in an attitude of hostility towards him. in consequence of his 
endeavour, privately, to contravene their request to the Sydney 
Government, that the unused funds granted for Port Phillip 
should be entrusted to their care for purposes of public Im- 
provements. Mr. LaTrobe's correspondence, injuriously re- 
flecting on the character and prudence of the I'ort Phillipians, 
was published ; and as a consequence, in June, lB4g, the 
Council, upon the motion of Mr. M'Combie, agreed to the fol- 
lowing resolution:—" That tho Legislative Committee be in- 
structed to prepare an hnmblo petition to Her Most Oradous 
Majesty the Queen, praying for the removal of His Honor 
Charles Joseph LaTrobe, Esq., from the office of Superinten- 
dent of the District of Port Phillip, on account of his syste- 
matic mismanagement of the money voted for the service of 
the province, his neglect of pabUo works of paramount 
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conseqncaoe, and his repeated bietkches of faith Id hiB official 
traosactione with thig Coaacil, in matten of high pablic 
importance." In order to back np this legolutioa, a great 
public meeting was held opposite the Court House . attended by 
3000 pereoiLS, and presided over by Mr. M'Combie, and a peti- 
tion for the lecalof the Superintendent carried by acclamalion. 
The Secretary of State acknowledged both memoiialii, but 
refused to disturb Mr. LaTcobe in hie Kovemment. 

The period of five yeare, for which the Port Phillip represen- 
tatives had been elected to serve in the Legislative Assembly 
at Sydney, having closed, the writ for another election was 
issued for July following. The bitter mockery of representa- 
tion, by which our honorable six were haplessly compelled to 
countenance the spoliation of their province, had become so 
galling, that some of them refused to stand again for election. 
Mr. J. V. F. L. Foster was put in nomination for the district, 
but, there being no other hundfiia candidates for the five seats, 
the electors present prevailed upon him to withdraw ; so 
candidates were placed in nomination, and the writ was 
returned. At the nomination for the city of Melbourne, live 
days lat«r, the Goveniment had prevailed on Mr. Foster to 
come forward, in order that the yoke of servitude might be 
replaced on their unwilling shoulders. The Qoveraiuent placed 
Mr. Foster in nomination, and he would have been returned, 
had not Earl Oiey been placed in nomiuation against him. 
This was done Co show to the world that representation in 
Sydney was a farce. The return of Earl Qrey was carried by a 
triumphant majority ; a letter was sent to the Under Secretary 
of State for the Colonies by Mr. M'Combie, the proposer of Earl 
Qrey, explaining the whole of the circumstances of the 
peculiar case. This act of the Uelboumites fonnd no 
sympathy at Oeelong, where a meeting was held, that the 
electois might express publicly their condemnation of such 
a procedure. In order to understand this differeace of 
oplaiOD, it may be well, in this place, to offer some eiplana- 
tfon of the causes leading to opposition between Geelong and 
Melbourne. Geelong was a sort of centre to the squatting 
interest. Its growth and prosperity depended wholly on the 
wool trade, and supplies to the stations ; and it claimed thus 
early to be the "commercial pivot" of the colony. A pleasant 
rivalry, therefore had long subsisted between the governmental 
and squatting metropolises, which had its play on all kinds of 
occasioDS. The squatters' policy, as before suggested, differed 
widelf from the general interests of the people ; and the 
weight of their inBnence was ordinarily given to the Govern- 
meat side of all questions that did not irainediately implicate 
their own iikterest. The Government found It necessary to 
have bond fide members letumed for Port FhiUip. since if two 
were deficieikt, they could not act. Geelong was therefore 
wheedled, — was made the place of DomiaatiaQ for a new writ 
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of eloctiou. FiTe local ctuidldateR were put in nomlnatioti, 
Mid Ave British peen bf the oj^Msltkin, bnt the Qeelongltci 
triumphed. 

The emigration and separatioa movemeuts were the alieoTb- 
ing tapica of the oloeitig periods of this year (1848), ami 
through the fallowing two yean. The iDequalit7 of the 
sexeB in tlie colony, being in tiie ratio of three to one, had led 
to schemes for promoting female immigiatioD. One means had 
been opened to the immigration agents in Britain whereby this 
wont o! the colony and a, preasnre on the gurptni popnlation 
of the home countries could at once be met, in sending to 
tbe colony the Irish female orphans, who were ponred into the 
colony to the nninbet of 2,219, during the eighteen months 
terminating 1st July. 1849. The colony, however, as nsoal, 
suffered a pecuniary wrong in this transaction. The whole of 
the eipenees ware defrayed from our immigration fond, and 
neither the Treasury nor pariah fanda in the home countries 
were laid under contributions to aid in furtherance of this 
project. These girls were uneducated and uutnuned. and 
imiyeisal complaints were heard in domestic circles of the 
UBelessness of the imported article ; it was unmarketable. 
The great majority were said U> be Roman Catholics and a 
Dational and sectarian prejudice was called into action. The 
opponents to their introduction declared that thej were likel; 
to become the wives of a people of whom fbur-fiftlis were 
Protestant, and excited some clamor on the subject. 

The Ber. J. D. Long, D.D., the while was in Britain, making 
most strenuous efforts in a scheme of emigration that contem- 
plated tbe reotification of this error, as well as the equally for- 
midable one into which the squatters had fallen. He saw that 
in the present progress of population the squatters would form 
an aristocracy, and their dependants a kind of serfdom ; and 
as the former were in a great measure indifferent whence they 
procured their laborers, be fhey conTicts, Chinese, South Sea 
laluiders. or any other, so that they obtained cheap labor, his 
object was to promote an emigration of small capitalists, who 
should form a yeomanry in the land. He put in operation all 
agencies to arouse the attention of snch persons in Britain and 
Ireland to the advantages offered by Port Phillip and Moieton 
Bay. By the newspapers, public lectures, and encb means, he 
labored to farther Uiis scheme of immigration ; and, to accom- 
pUsh this object, he besieged the official authorities in England, 
bat encountered only obstruction. Abandoning hope in this 
direction, he gave these authorities a scathing benediction, 
and set at wo^ a scheme of emigration that should be self- 
paying. By means of these labors, the Latp/nt was sent out 
in 1849 with the right class of emigrants, which was followed 
by the Travanairs, and finally he arrived himself in the early 
part of 1850, in the diflon, having, among others, fbnr minig- 
t«in and twenty-two divinity students as emigrants. Dr. Lang 
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experienced mach difflcalty in theee Ubois, fot being unable Ut 
meet some of the lesponsibilitiea he incurred io these patriotic 
efforts, be suffered an incarceratioa for debt in the Melbonme 
gaol during May. 1S50. 

Another element, which has strengthened the framework of 
Mciet; among us, was the German emigiation. On 11th 
Febiruar7, 1849. the first ship, the Qodrffroy, followed in a 
Bhort time by two others, the VoelunAadtn and Wappata, intro- 
duced about 1000 of these useful artizans and agncultarista to 
Uie colony. Committees of Qennan emigration cared for 
them, both in Melbonme and Qcelong. 

A farther addition to our immigrants was aided by the 
Society for the Promotion of Emigration, similar to 
Dr. Lang's in thH class of persons to be aided, formed in 184S 
by aome members of Parliament and other inilnential persona, 
who were desirous of directing the tide of emigration from the 
United States to the Australian possessions. This society had 
in 1850 assisted 3000 emigrants to proceed to different settle- 
ments in Anstralla. The total of emigration to Port Phillip, 
by means of the ntrious societies and agencies for 1849, was 
9.728. 

The transportation question still continued to bs agitated. 
The view which the British Qorernment were disposed to take 
of this was that the (jnestion was one which sol^y concerned 
themselves, and therefore one in which the coloniets could not 
be allowed a voice. To the colonists, however, it waa vital, as 
the real evils of the system pressed on them alone, by the con- 
tinued stream of pollution thus flowing into society. The 
colonial miuiatec intimated that the requests of the colonists 
should be so far respected, that tranaponation of criminals to 
New South Wales ^ould be discontinued ; and that Van Die- 
men's Land was to be made the chief receptacle of convicts for 
the future. In this purpose they found a ready accomplice in 
Sir W. Denison, the Governor of Van Diemcn's Land, who 
supported the wishes of the Imperial Government io opposition 
to the earnest remonstrances of his people. By eitendve 
issues of tickets-of-leavB and other means, he Militated the 
removal of the prisoners from Tan Xliemen's to Port Phillip. 
as the nearest and most exposed dependency, so that a constant 
influK of those obnoxious colonists was poured on out shores, 
with the inl«utiou of relieving the penal colony of its over- 
whelming criminal population. During 1M9. the ships freighted 
with the exiles enter^ our ports; but were invariably oraeied 
to proceed to Sydney by the superintendent, who deserved the 
best thanks of the public for his resolution on this point: 
though the colony is, perhaps, more deeply indebted to Sir 
Charles FitzRoy for saving it from pollutiim, who, being at 
this time in Melbouma on a visit, in reply to a deputation 
which waited on him, agreed to order the Randdph, then didly 
expected, to proceed to Sydney ; for which lie was severely 
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ceiMDTed in New South Wal«s. Bcaae c4 the wtUen at 
Portland Bay, however, resolved to have their wants 
Bopplicd from this gonrce, and addreeaed a petition to 
His Honor, requesting that the exiles should be aant to 
them instead of heing furthered to Sydney, and r'-ceived in 
answer a flat refuaot. Mr. I.aTrohe'3 moral senBc agreeing with 
the general feeling of the people on this point. A moiuter 
anti-transportation meeting was held on, the 18th July, to 
ni^e on the OoTemment the necessity of taking measures 
agaiDSt Sir W. Denison'a policy in granting pardons on the 
condition that the pardoned immediately 1^ that colony : 
and the deputation who waited on His Honor found him all 
tpadinesB to co-operate with them to prevent the evils thus 
tjlreateaed. This was followed by a similar meeting at 
Qeelong ; and on the 20th August a, second monater meeting 
was held, at which a petition to Her Majesty was adopted, 
reprobating Earl Grey's convict policy, and setting forth the 
intoteraUe evils inflicted on a free people by the OoTemment 
persisting in this courae against the strongly ezpreesed views 
of the colonists. 

In January, 1849, ■ public meeting was held in Melbourne, 
for the purpose of asserting the right of the sqtiattera a^ 
tenant farmers to the elective franchise. The purpose of the 
meeting was effectively opposed by some, who, while admit- 
ting the equity of the principle asserted, denied its justice ia 
the special cose then sought to be supported. The defeated 
sqnatters fled to their stronghold, Qeelong, acd were sncceeafal 
at meetii^ held there on this subject. 

His Excellency Sir C. FitsRoy paid the colony a visit in 
Uarch of this year. The customary addiea^ and honours suit- 
able to a vice-regal visit followed His Excellency had a 
narrow escape from an ahuming accident while being driven 
to JoUmont. 

Reports reached tiie colony, at varions times throogbout the 
yeaT,-of the purpose of the Imperial Parliament to take into 
condderatjon the question of the government of the Austia- 
lian colonies. Tbesa mmors took a settled form, when it 
became known that Mr. Roebuck bad asked leave (on 24th 
May) to bring in a bill on this subject ; but withdrew 
hia motion when informed by Mr. Hawes, frem his place, 
that after Whitannday holidays he was prepared to introduce 
a bill to give local self ^vemment to the colonies. It was 
known that the separation of Port Phillip would be an aridcle 
of the proposed bill ; and in anticipation of the event, Her 
Majesty had been pleased, the preceding year, to signify that 
she would confer the high distinction of her name, Victoria, 
on the youngest of her colonies. The hope thus eicited of a 
speedy liberation from our thraldom was doomed to disap- 

Eintment. In espectation of the event, however, Mr. Mac- 
ancn called for documents, &c,, in the X.«f(islative Conncil, 
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with a pnrpr'se to more far on adjastmeut of expenditure 
between Bydne; and Fort Phillip, bo aa t« obtain a refiindii^ 
of the TBSt HimiB of which the latter had been deprived. The 
Bpoliation had at that time reached the fonnidable amount of 
£S68,16S 28. 6jd. ; but an ofiset of £86,280 for the eipenses 
of general govenuneot was made, leaving, ueverthelen, the 
re^iectable balance of £268,682 2a. fitd. as the claim <rf this 
province. 

The golden opiniona Mr. LaTrobe had earned for himaolf by 
bis resolute action in the matter of convicts and exiles were 
anddenl; disaipated, and a bitter animoBiCy aroiued against 
him, br a letter to the Secretary for the Colonies coming to 
hand, in which he expressed views unfavorable to free insti 
tutiona being conferred on the colony. His sentiments may 
be gathered from the following extract - " That any form of 
constitution which may be proposed for the colony, for some 
yeaiB to come at least, which takes the government out of the 
huidB of a governor, executive, and notninee council, and 
BubBtitutes for the latter a representative body, will be iU- 
■nited to its real state and position, and will render the 
administration of its government as a dijtint't colony, npon 
whom soever it may dtiyolve, a task of exceedingly great difS- 
cnlty and responsibility." This culminating offence destroyed 
the prestige of bis personal virtnes, and sabjected him to 
suspicion and hoatili^ throughout the whole of his lubaequent 
adminiBtration. is the dday of separation was protoMted, 
meetings were held in November and December to adopt 
measures to stimnlale the Parliament in carrying on the bill 
more vigorously. 

The dlscove^ of gold in Califomiain 1848, drew off many 
colonists from Australia. Port Phillip suffered the loss of only 
460. But on the 81st of January, 1849, the first announcememt 
of the discovery of gold in our province was made by ashepherd 
fUmlshiDgsomespecimenefor essay to Mr. Brentani. The Py- 
renees was spoken of as the locality, and exploring parties who 
visitedthe spot declared the highly promising auriferous quality 
of the r^on. The excitement consequent soon died away, as a 
report gained credit that the specimens produced in Helbonme 
were manufactured. But a project of greater promise was 
the mining of coal, which was resumed this year. It had 
been long known that this valuable article of commerce 
existed In the country ; and exertions by associations and 
private individuals were directed to Western Port, where It 
was reported a workable seam had been found. The law- 
officer (Hr. Croke) had declared, however, that permission to 
mine could not be given ; but, upon reference of the matter to 
Sydney, the permission was granted ; and in June a company 
was formed at a public meeting, £T<)0 subscribed to meet pro 
Uminary eipenso-, and a work initiated, which was stopped 
only \>y the disoovei; of the goldfl^ds and the changes oonae- 
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qnent theceoa. Among the erente of this jear was the incor- 
poTSition of GeeloDg, its promotion to the rank of a A'ee wue- 
nousing port, and the establishmeDt in it of a circnlt <ioart 
of joettce. At first there was a proposal to moke it an 
exceptional case, b; giving the Qovemment a power over Its 
procedure, but it was finaJUy imcrapoiat^d on the same terma 
as tbe City of Melbonme. 

In the montfa of Norember the heavy floods occasioned 
eerioos damage in and about Melbonme, and thronghoat tha 
district. 

Qreat iniprovEments were beii« efiFected in the city through 
the operation of the buildin^aocietiee. Therent^ wasesUmated 
at £100,000. The popnlation, includini Richmond, was eeti- 
moted at 26,000 ; that of tha whole district 60,000, nearly 
doable the number for 1846. 

Social dietinctiom in the titles of pr^t«s were a matter of 
controverey in the Uniled Kingdom tbatezt«ndedi'B influence 
to the colony. The Roman Catholic prelates contended for 
the extension of the title of lordghip, and equal status with 
the Anglican prelates. The titular rank of a bishop was 
derived from his seat among the peers in the House of lAirds. 
A special clause was inserted in the (Irish) Act of Union, pro- 
viding for the Irish bishops the possession of the honor which 
they previon^y enjoyed in the Irish House al Parliament. 
The Romish bisliops were grieved that Uiey 'should not enjoy 
the same titles. Hence the Imperial Parliament provided 
that in Ireland and the Colonies, the title as a courtesy should 
be extended alihe to Anglican and Romish prelates ; but the 
UovemmeDt of New South Wales was Instructed that the 
Boman archhidiop in that colony should not take precedence 
of the English bishop, nor should any Roman bishop be recog- 
nised under any local title that had been bestowed in the 
Anglican Church. The year 1860, therefore, opened with the 
controverey between the Bishop of Melbourne and the Ei^ht 
Rev. A. OooEd, Roman Catholic bishop, on this subject, which 
has not since been moo'ed in the colony. 

In February, a mimBter meeting was held to express the 
sympathy of the colony with the Cape colonists in their resist' 
ance of convictism, that was attempted to be forced on them. 
This was a result, not only of admiration of the boldness of 
the colonists that expelled pollution from their shores, at the 
risk of apparent treason to the parent State, but was contem- 
plated as a means of strongly impreesing the home Oovera- 
ment viik the determination of tha Colony l« resist in like 
manner the convict policy pursued towards itselC 

In March, a horticultural society was established, and its 
first exhibition was held in the Botanical Gardens. 

The rapid extension o! Melbonme by the formation of new 
streets, lanes. &c.. while no adequate provision was made for 
sewerage, and these thoroughfares becoming quagmires by the 
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conatant traffic of the citiienB, railed the qneition of the 
■anitary condition of the city into argent importance. The 
Unnicipal Council held meetingi, and on the 16th Jnue ft 

Snblic meeting wan held to receive the City Surveyor's (Mr. 
:lackbum) report. The estimated coat of worki necMsary 
was flOO.OOO. The Conncil petitioned the Queen that a 
moiety of the territoTial revenue should be placed at its dia- 
posal tor these porpoaes, and in the meantime it was Tesdved 
to commenoe with the central portion of the dty, Tboee who 
walk roand the city at the present time conld not form an 
idea of the alteration then commenced, by which luts and 
gallies have given place to present order and safety. 

In this month also, the foundation stone of the Benevolent 
Asylnm was laid, amidst an asseiablage of 10.000 penuns. 
A proceaaion waa formed, and tbe cnstomary holiday enjoy- 
ments were Bought by tbe citiEens. The harmony of the 
occasion was slightly distarbed by the opposition of tlie 
Boman Catholic clergy, some of whose piejudicea were Tio- 
lated. and they threatened to wtthdiaw the support of their 
communion fixim the instituUoa. 

A novel class of immigrants arrived in the QiU^dtn, in Jalj, 
" the distressed needls-womeu." These were the unmeiottB 
class of destitute females accnmnlated in London, who being 
objects of sympathy and beneficent exertion, some under the 
humane project of the Hon. Sydney Herbert, were shipped off 
to Port Phillip, and were inunediately engaged at domestic 
servants. 

About this time, a very exciting event occcrred on ita 
becoming known that Mr. Henry Moor, one of our repruenta- 
tivea in the L^alative Council and Registnu- of the Diocese, 
had introduced two bills into the Assembly — one the Church 
Temporalitiee Bill, and the other the Church Discipline BilL 
The excitement and opposition to these were univeisal. 
The uleigy and membeiB of tlie Chnich ot England felt 
i^Cgrieved, thai instnuuents having such an important 
bearing on their own position, even if they had been advan- 
tageous, were attempted to be obt:uned without their previous 
knowledge and consent ; whUe the members of other rel'gious 
denominations complained of a clause in the Temporalities 
Bill, which enacted that a grant might be made toward the 
erection of any i:hurch ont of the portion of the money ap;m>- 
priated by the State to tbe maintenance of religion which 
belonged to the Church of England, upon the sum of £100 
being raised by voluntary contcibntions ; whereas, as the law 
then stood, no grant could be made toward a place of worship 
of any religious denomination, until £800 had been subscribed. 
This clause merdy regulated the di»tribation of Church of 
England moneys ; bnt the people snppceed that it woold give 
that church an advantage over all others in the colony. 
Many wera also Tery iodif^ant at the provinon of the Church 
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Disci[Jiiie Bill, for erecting an episcopal eccleaiaatical court, 
with power to summon -witneBses and to admioistet OftUig. 
Public meetings were held in Qeelong^ ; and in Augntt, the 
Hnyot pneided over a public meeting in Melbourne, at which, 
while condemning the bills and all connected with tho 
introduction of them, tiiere was a very free »eatiI(itloti of 
the qacBtion of the Beveramce of the Church, in sU iti 
aectjona, from the State. The biUa were withdrawn, on 
the proposal for a second reading being opposed. 

lounadiatelj after tliis excitement, the first draft of the 
Colonies Bill, having passed the Imperial Parliament in May, 
was published, and measures were talked of to c«lebrat« the 
approaching event of separatioa in a manner snitable to ita 
ioiportance. 

On the 28tb August, the first public meeting for establish- 
ing gas works was held, at which it was affirmed that the time 
had now arrived when the introduction of gas was necessarv.and 
n committee was OTgantsed The Rev. J. Allen had awakened 
an interest on the subject, and delivered lectures proving that 
we possessed all the facilities of supply, and that the prciject 
could be executed with advantage to all parties concerned. 
The company obtained land at the west end of Coliias-street, 
but ultimately removed to the swamp : and after years of 
delay, and a large expenditure, have adniirably succeeded. 

The project of an universal exhibitioa in London had set 
the active spirits among us at work, and an industrial exhi- 
bition was erected, with a view of stimulating improvements 
and discoveries in developing the capabilities of the colony. 

The act of the licensing bench, in limiting the number of 
licensed victaallers and suppressing disorderly houses of resort, 
oooBsloiLed a conflicting movement among this class of colo- 
nists ; but the moral sense of the community was on the side 
of the magistrates, and thej generally approved of the mea- 
sures then introduced. 

In September, a meeting of 2000 male adults was held 
opposite the Police Office, presided over by the Mayor. The 
object of the "monster meeting" was to petition the legis- 
lature against the importation of criminals of every class, and 
upon any terms whatever, into the colony ; and to eipresi 
public sympathy with Van Diemen's Land, and an opinion 
ag^nst the wliole system of criminal transportation. 

On November 12th, the announcement was made public 
that on the previous night the intelligence of the passing, by 
royal assent, of the Australian Ckilonies Bill had been brought 
by the Lj/ttoBltr. The rejoicings were universal, and extended 
over three days. Prince's Bridge was opened with a grand 
{mKession, the city was illuminated, publio thanksgiving in 
the churches was offered, dinners, fancy balls, fireworks, 
balloons, and every possible mode of giving vent to the 
badness of a people devised, and even the establishment of a 
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RommemoiatiTS auunal Mr pn^xteed ; and the year cloeed. 
after tbe lull of this excitement, in the calm anticipation of 
the practical working of the privileges conferred upon ns. 

In the commencement of 1661 the tranaportation qaeetion 
presented a formidalile aspect in the formation of the AuEtr4- 
lian League. It had ita origin In Van Diemen'e Land, where 
the bltteieat fraits were being gathned ; and delegates were 
gent to Port Fhiilip and Sydney, to organise a moral force 
which Bhould effectually inflnenoe the Imperial QoTemment. 
The Ebt. John West and W. Weston, Esq.. arrived on 19th 
January, and an impressive meeting was held in the Qneen's 
Theatre oa the 1st of the following month, when the " Leagao" 
was inaugurated, which tended to the ultimate settling of the 
question. 

The 6lh of the same month was a day of terror. Black 
Thursday will be memorable in the Colony for the desolations 
of fire that Hwept the country, destroying property and lives. 
The benevolent feeling of the colonists was stimulated for the 
sufferers, and at a meeting in O^eiaag £1,100, and at one in 
Melbourne £1,600 wete raised to alleviate the diatrees thus 
caused. 

The discovery of gold at Bathuret, New Sooth Watea, had 
acted as a counteractive to the Califomiaa emigration, bnt 
operated to the prejudice of Port Phillip, in drawing off amnlti- 
tnde to that locality. This stimulated the desire of finding 
a gold-field in the latter province, and in June the first reliable 
report of a discovery in the Plenty Kanges produced gieat 
excitement. But prospecting parties were abroad in various 
directions ; and as the Plenty diggings were not very success^ 
ful, a meeting was held in June, at which it was piO' 
vidcd that 200 guineas should be awarded to the discoverer of 
a remunerative gold-field, and in the course of time reports 
came of sacJi discoveties in various localities. 

The 1st of July, being the day appointed by the Home 
AnthoriticB for the Act of Separation to take effect, the Super- 
intendent, Mr. LaTrobe, assumed the title of Lieutenant-Oo- 
Temor of Victoria ; he and the official staff were sworn in. the 
first lev£e was held, and rejoicing was geneiei for the separa- 
tion and independence of Victoria. St. Patrick's Hall waa 
rented aa the Parliament House, and after the elections the 
house met for the first time, on 11th November, 1861, 
Speaker and Chairman of Committees appointed, days and 
honrs of meeting arranged, and in an assemblage of the beauty 
and feshion of the city, the Oovemor delivered his first speech. 

During the previous month the Ballaarat diggings had filled 
with astonishment and expectation the minds of all ; Qeeloi^ 
and Helboume were deserted of their male population — all 
handicraft had ceased, and in a few weeks 10,000 swarmed at 
Qolden Point. While tbe Cooncilwas first assembling. Mount 
Alexander diggings were reported as far suipasaiug Ballaarat. 
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The TepoTt of these rich gold-flelds spreading far and wide, 
immedJalely produced that vast immigratioD from all quarters, 
which may be estimated by the fact, that when at its height, 
10,000 immigrants were actually, in one week, landed at Mel- 
bonme. The quinquennia! census which had come off in 
March of this year shewed that the population of Port Phillip 
waB80,000,otwhiuh 23,000 were in Melbourne and 8,000 in 
Qeelong; but a year sufficed to nearly doulilo this number. 
The constitution of the new Assembly was at first cumposed 
of two-thirds elected mcmberB, and one-third of the nominees 
of the Crown ; half of these nominees being office-holders, and 
half unofficial. The influx of population necessitated an 
increase of representatives, but its relative proportions were 
preserved. This form of representation in a single house, con- 
tinued till November, 1866, when a new form of government 
bj double chambers was brought into operation. 

In tlie first session the subject of prayer io the Hoose was 
contested, andlost by a majority of one. As the Executive had 
taken charge of the gold-fieldn, and appointed commiBsioners, 
regulated license fee, and established an escort, a considerable 
Increase of the revenue followed. The Executive therefore were 
disposed Ui pay all the expenses arising from the gold-fields. 
But as salaries had to be increased, the representatives refused 
to authorise more than the sums placed on Uie estimates, 
demanding of tlie Executive the overplus payments from the 
gold revenue. This was the next great contest, and the 
representatives triumphed on the gold question. This was 
settled in the next session, by the tranKforence of the funds 
and administration of the gold-fields to the Assembly. The 
customs also were placed under their control. The land 
revenues had heretofore been appropriated in half io emigra- 
tion purposes, but tbo home Government now placed the 
Fetiuned moiety at the disposal of the Colonial Legislature, a 
sum of £300,000, As an ultimate boon, the Ijegislature was 
called to consider what alterations were considered necessary 
or desirable to be effected in the whole system for the utmost 
advantage of the colony. This was not owing to any special 
steps taken in the colony to bring about any change in its 
general constitution, but to the political phases of New South 
Wales which led to an organic reconstrottion in both colonies. 
The legislative Council in New South Wales, expiring 
in 1861 before the separation of Fort Phillip, had adopted, on 
the motion of Mr, William C. Wentworth, a strongly worded 
remonstrance against the incomplete form of Representative 
Qovemment, and the inadequate control of their financial 
aBura which had been hitherto conceded to the colonists. The 
remonstrance which had been the legacy of one Coi:noil, 
ma entered upon as the heritage of its snccessor. Mr. Went- 
worth again moved and carried it. It was transmitted to 
Eng^d, presented and read at the table in the House oC 
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Commona as a remarkable document. The attentioD excited 
hj theculoniee stimulated the effect which the political remon- 
Btrauceij of Now Sonth Wales had producud. The Britiab 
OovemmeQt acquiesced in the dcmanda of ttat coluny, and. 
uoaolicited, proffered lo the neighboriog (colonies the same 
form of government wtiicli was K™nled to New South Wales. 
The type proposed was a government through two houseu 
of legislature; and the colonies were requcfted to deliberate 
upon the subject, aod transmit the resolts to Eogland. Tbe 
form of government, selected by the Legislative Council for 
Victoria, vrad l>ased on two bouses, both elected by the 
people. For the purposes of forming the Legislative Council 
or Upper House, the colony was subdivided into sii provinces, 
to each of which five meml>ecs were allotted, — one member in 
each province to retire at the end of two years. The member 
lowest on the poU in each district to retire first, and his place 
to be supplied by election. The freehold qualification of an 
elector for the Conucil was to be property worth ^EIOlO, or 
worth annually £100. Retired ofticers, barristers, solicitom, 
clergymen, and leascholdersto the amount of £100 weru also to 
have votes The Lt^slative Assembly was to be composed of 
sixty members, elected bytbirty seven districts. 1'he duration 
of the Assembly was to be five years ; the qualification 
of electore was to be freehold property worth £60 in the 
whole, or worth £5 a year; or leasehold of £10 annually ; or 
salai7 of £100 annually; or the possession of a lloense 
to occupy ( rown lands for the space of twelve months. 
The whole of the revenues of the colony were to form one 
fnnd, to be administered under Farliamentary sanction within 
the colony by a Governor acting on the advice of roiponBible 
officers; and all appointments to office within the colony 
(except thoxe of the responsible otHceni thenuelves), were to be 
made by the Qovernor, with tbe advice of his Executive Council. 
The British Government acquiesced in the propositions of 
tlie colonists, and a short statute was enacted to enable the 
Queen to assent to tbe bills sent home. The announcement of 
the Queeu's assent reached Victoria in the end of the year 
1855. but more than a year was suSered to elapse before the 
gitovisions of the new form of government were brought into 
operation. On the Slst November, 1856, the two houses of 
legislature were convened by proclamation of the Acting Gov- 
ernor, General Edward Macnrthur; and from that data, there- 
fore, Ilespousible GoTernmeat may be held to have been 
inaugurated. 

Eevertiog to the second session of our first parliament, 
another topic of fierce debate was the Stat«-aid question. 
£6,000 was the sum allotted at that time in aid of religion, 
foe distribution among all who would accept it. The purport 
of the debate was to eipuuKe this amount from the estimates, 
but it resulted in the amount being increased to £30,000, and 
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when the new constitution was framed, the 53Td clanm tuadt 
the Bnm £50.000. A vigorous effort was made by the oppoai- 
tioniats in 1S5T, to expunge this cianse, which was carried by 
a email mnjuvity in the I<«siBlative Assembly, bat ultimately 
rejected by the Upper House; ao that it is still the law of 
the land, * 

A committee of enquiiy sat during this session on the snb- 
Ject of education. The feeling pruvailing in the house was in 
favor of the National Education system. But as the "De- 
nominational " was in the ascendaDt. and diasatisfaction with 
both were eipresseil by the parties examined by the com- 
mittee, tbey concluded to recommend assistance to be given 
to ■' public Bchoola." There was a vote also of f eO.OOCT to 
commence the Melbourne University. 

The squatting question was ona of great iatereat, and 
became one of strong partizauship, because the sqaatting 
interest, together with the nomineua, could command a ma- 
jority in the Council. The demands for the unlocking the 
lands were urgent, the difficulties of surveying were great, and 
the Orders in Council withstood Ute appropriation of the lands 
around the gold-fields. Hence the popular representative* 
requested the Oovcmment to issue leases under the Orders in 
Council for the intermediate districts, with a view to have 
theiu opened to public sale ; but an amendment was carried 
which embraced the whole Orders in Conncil, and consequently 
the unsettled districta. Public meetings were heid, and the 
(ioverument and Council wure condemned, so that the whole 
question had to be remittod to the homo Government, 

The total revenue foe 1851 was £380.000, but when the year 
1862 closed, the revenue had reached £1,677,000, consequently 
the sneering year witnessed a lavish expenditure, as there 
seemed scarcely a possibility of exhausting the income. The 
resignation of Mi. LaTrobe and the appointment of a suc- 
cessor occurred, and in the interval between the departare of 
one and the arrival of the other, Sir H. Nickle administered 
the affairs as Acting-Governor. It was a high day on which Sir 
C. Hothujn landed ; the cordial and ostentatious reception that 
awaited him was in some measure due to the adverse feeling 
towards bis predecesaor, as well ns to his own high repute. 
But Victoria had then attained the height of proBperity, and 
the tide had already turned. Speculation had been rampant, 
the old settlers, greatly disturbed by the altered state of 
things, had gone off in crowds, the enormous revenues derived 
bysiilee, rents, &c.. of their fortunate early days enabling them 
to live luxuriantly as absentees. Sir C. Hotbam set himself 
to the task of personally ascertaining the true state of public 
accounts, and in 1864 presented to the country and its govern- 
ment a deficiency of income to expenditure of £1,085,000. 
The budget for 1855 shewed the still more alarming deficiency 
of j£2,836,000 to m^t public engagements and wants. Much 
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of this waa caused by the engagemente and public wotIib 
undertaken prior to Sir Charles Uotham taking office, and the 
Colonial Kecretary, Mr. J. V. P. L. Foster, to whose mianm- 
nagemeot it was in a great measure attributed, had to resign 
office Mr. W. C. Haines was appointed hia successor, and as 
the Council refused to increase the taxation, he had to reduce 
the estimates for 1855 from £4,101,293 to £2,888,816, and the 
colony soon began to rectify its mistakes. 

The social changes wrought by the gold discovery were ex- 
tensive and thorough, so much so that Port Phillip is a phase 
of society as widely different from Victoria as can be conceived. 
" Soulmeratmsnt " is the only word that will adequately describe 
the* change. The employed were of greater importance than 
the employers. The eicesses and eitravagance of the diggers 
are indescribable. Life became b riot, and its courtesies were 
iu a great measure, disregarded. The immense immi- 
gration swallowed up the old residents, the most respectable and 
wealthyof whom, ass ated, became abaenteea. The offscourings 
of the adjoining colonies were poured into our midst. In 1866 
there were twelve gold-fields ; four, via., Anderson's Cteek, 
Ballaarat, Mount Alexander, and Bendigo. were discovered in 
1851 ; the Ovens in 1 862 ; the M-Ivor and Goulbum in 1863 ; 
and the remainder in 1854 : over these the immigrants spread. 
But the great evil was the influx of the Van Diemen's Land 
eipirees, who were liberated by the policy of Sir W. Denison. 
Bushranging and every species of villany were resorted to by 
them, which was carried on in every part of the country, and 
even in the cities, where "sticking-up " became a common 
occurrence. Five of these desperadoes took possession of the 
St. Kilda road, within afew miles of thecentral part of the city, 
and within an hour captured and plundered twenty persons. 
A well concerted attack was made on the " Private Escort," 
by a gang near the Black forest, who succeeded in plundering 
that armed force. In consequence of these and other enormi- 
ties proved to have been committed maitily by convicts, a bill 
called the " Convicts' Prevention Bill " passed the legislature, 
which, while reprobated by the other colonies, and especially 
Tasmania, was a means, in some slight degree, of ropreftiing 
the intolerable nuisance. There were numeroaa diggers 
from almost all nations, Germans, French, Italians, Chinese, 
Americans, and old Califomians, who brought their distinctive 
notions of rights and freedom to bear on their avocations of 
digging ; and in the wretched condition of our social constitu- 
tion in those days, the tmmtt at Ballaarat, December 8rd, 1864, 
seemed an inevitable consequence. The goverrmient arrange- 
ments were, that each digger paid a license fee of SOs. per 
month for a claim of 12 feet square. The commissioners were 
empowered to make daily visits accompanied by the police, 
and compel the diggers to shew their licenses. As disaffection to 
the Government was spreading among such a mixed population. 



the police force had to be increased, and to meet this additional 
expense the license fee was rigidly collected, and this impost 
was laid on every one connected with gold operations, whether 
digging or not. An additional lav made it unperatire on the 
diggers to act as special constAbles, under the penalty of being 
treated as revues and riigabondH. Meetings were held on the 
various gold-fields, and the miQeis resolved to resist the fee 
altogetJber, and committees nere formed to protect the interest 
of the miners. The veiatious "license hunting" followed, 
and the irritation hecame excessive towards the Qovemment 
and its officials, the comminioners and police. The Eureka 
Hotel waa the resoft of the wurst characters at Ballaarat, and 
its proprietor was generally detested, bat the local authoritiea 
did not interfere for its BUppressioa ; a murder was committed 
in this house, and B«ntley, the landlord, escaped justice on his 
first trial. The people, persuaded of the gnilt of him and his 
mob. attacked and burnt down the hotel, in October, and 
would not permit the authorities to interfere. WheQ Bentlef 
and his accomplices we' e again tried, they were found guilt; 
of manslaughter ; but the effect of this on the publk) miod 
was to inflame the people against the Government, and stump 
orators urged them on to acts of rebellion, and commenced to 
enrol bands to resist the authtnities bj armed force. Sir C. 
Hotham finally ordered all the available force to Ballaarat to 

auell this formidable outbreak. Meantime, the ringleaders of 
le Eureka Hotel riot were captured, tried, condemned, and 
had lenient sentences passed on them, as the juries censured 
the Ballaarat authorities. The consequence was, that the 
diggers began to drill, and made all preparation for a struggle. 
On 28th November, 1864, the Urst attack was made on a 
detachment of the 12th regiment, and a second shortly after, 
on another detachment of the 40th regiment. On the Srd 
December, an attack was made by the miUtary on the ea- 
trencbment of the insurgents, in which a nomljer were killed 
on both siiiea. The rebels were scattered, martial law pro- 
claimed, and a Royal CommiBsioii appointed to proceed to 
the spot, and examine into the condition of the gold-field. 
These geatlemeu found the grievances of the miners to be 
truly heavy, and recommended a complete change in the ad- 
ministration of their affairs, that a duty be laid up<»i gold 
Instead of the licenee fee, a co-partnery system, &anchise to 
the miner, and dispatea to be arbitrated by a locally elected 
body, with an efQcient chairman. These recommendations 
were adopted, and the mining districts were restored to quiet. 
The Boyal Conuniasion was the first to call the attention of 
the Government to the serious considerations arising from the 
tide of Chinese immigration. It hod set in about the cmO' 
menoement of 1354, and already there were 10,000 Chinamen 
on the various gold-fields. A social difSculty was thus 
originated, which continued to increase as the numbers were

Toported in succeeding yeais to be 80,000 and even 60,000, and 
Bome of these people aieerttd that their conntiyineii were " M 
coming." As a restrictire measure, a poll-tax of £10 yna 
levied on ever; Chinamen entering the port, and the veeselB 
were limited to one for every ItJ tons of their register. But 
Hontb Aastralia offered fkcilities b; orerland to evade the 
law ; and the l^islatuie. in consequence, removed the tonnage 
leetriction, retaining the £10 fine. Protectors and intorpreteni 
were provided by the Government. There is great antipathy 
manifested to them on the gold-fields, and assanlts and mal 
treatment are freqnent. At Ballaarat, a newspaper in Chinese 
wae eetabliahed in May, 1856, and in September they erected 
a Jobs Honse on Emenid Hill, Melbourne. But few females 
accompan]' them ; they, however, in some iiutancee, succeed 
in obtaining wires, chi^y from among Irish girls. A miauog 
has been eatablislud for their benefit, of which the Rev. Hr. 
Toung and a few Chinese Christians are the agents. The 
saccesa of this effort is not great, and the paucity of the funds 
for the mission does not attes' its popnlarity. 

The railway projects started into being in 1862. The first 
line, fiom Md.boume toBandridge,wascommenced in January, 
185S, and opened in September, 1664, a resnlt of private 
enterprise ; and, subsequently, a branch of this line waa ex- 
tendi to St. Eildo. The Melbourne and Williamstown line 
was commenced shortly after, and was designed to be carried 
out to Mount AJeiander and the Unrray River, but was 
ultimately sold to the Government. The Qeelong and Mel- 
bourne line was commenced in 1868, and was opened on S6th 
Jane, 186T. A line to Ballaarat from Geelong was projected, 
but abandoned, in consequence of the Government pniposing 
to construct One tmnk lines of the colony. To this end 
surveys have been made, and two lines are proposed: to 
Castlemaine and Sandhurst from Melbourne, and to Ballaarat 
from Geelong ; the coat is estimated at about £6,000,000, to be 
ndsed by debentures, at 6 per cent * 

The proclamation of the New Constitution by Sir Ohartea 
Eotham, in the bouse of legislature, on 28rd November, 1866, 
effected a great political change, by introducing a i eally re- 
sponsibla government. In this altered condition, me ministerH 
were to be held responsible for the estimates ; but those, who 
were ministers, in anticipation, now found that it was ques- 
tionable whether the proposed estimates were their oam or were 
the Governor's, which under the former system involved them 
in no responsibility. The law ofBcers recommended that they 
should in the fint instance resign, which accordingly they 
did ; and the day following the Governor sent fOr Mr. Uainca, 
(he CcJonial Secretary of yesterday, and invited him to form a 
ministry aa now Chief Secretary. He accepted office and then 
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Mr. Stawell, the Attoniey-Q«iiet»l, Mr. Childeis, the CoUectoi 
of Customs, andCaptaiaClarke. the fiurrej'or'Oeuenl, accepted 
office andec him. The umonncemeiil of the rMlgaauoni 
took the Hoaee by surprise, bat cxpUnatioDB weie refused till 
next day, when, of coaiBe, the neir ministry mode its ap- 
pearanoe. The GoTemor seDt a message to the Honse intima- 
tiog his views of his own relation to the ministry, to the effect 
that while these were responsible to the Honse, he held them 
accountable to hiiEself as representing the powers of the Em- 
pire ; and demanded that all measities to be introduced by 
them should first have bis sanction. A resolution of censotc 
on the ministers for taking office under such arbitrary and 
□nconstitutionol claims was lost by a majority of one ; the 
gentlemen whose conduct was impugned not scrupling to vote 
in faToroftheir own conduct, although placed in the anomalous 
position of voting, as Sir Charles Hotham's nominees, on a 
question of responsibility to the people. A large majority 
of elected members was arrayed against them. On 18th 
December, the question of vote by ballot was introduced 
by the opposition. The ministry would not allow it to be an 
open question, as it deeply affected an electoral act which was 
then under consideration in the House ; after two debates the 
motion was carried by a majority of eight, and next day the 
ministry resigned. Mr. W. Nicholson was sent for, and at. 
tempted the formation of a ministry ; but as there was no 
desire to disturb the old ministry, these finally recalled their 
resignations. Writs were issHed for the new elections, and 
tbe parliament was appointed to assemble on 21st November, 
1856. In the crisis of these struggles, Sir C. Hotham died, on 
gist December. 1855, the event being attributed partly t 



tinuouB labor at his post, acting on a frame weakened by 
exposure in tropical cUmates. 

The proviiious of the New Constitution called forth great 
discussion at public meetings, and its defects excited the cry 
for reform in several points, as in the nominee system which 
was still a part of the new codn, the inequality conferred on 
the squattocracy, and the property qualification of representa- 
tives. The new elections, in the middle of 1856, shewed the 
prevalence of democratic sentiments in the community. The 
tests of the candidates were, manhood suffrage, equal elections, 
anti-state aid to religion, and natiouEd education, telegraphs, 
railways, posts, &c. The whole of the former popular repre- 
sentatives were returned, and on the 25th November, Major- 
Qeneral Macarthur, the acting Licutenant^Qovernor, gave 
what was in reality the ministerial speech, in opening the first 
fntu parliameot. Major-Qoneral Macarthur had rather 
allowM matters to manage themselves than Interfere in 
any way, and had, by his affability of demeanor, con- 
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riderebly Ingratiated hinwelf with those with whom he 
was broaght into contact. The reforniB promised in "the 
Bpeech" were— appointmentB to the civil service by exami- 
nation, a nev arranEement in the Audit office, Tcscinding 
" the Ordera in Conncl!," railwayB, a national bank, eitecgioa 
of electric tdegraphs.tariffe, education, no atate-aid to religion, 
law teform, and immigration. The Oovemment carried the 
property qitalifieation by a majority of five againtt the equality 
Boheme of the opposition on the manhood Boffr^e qneetion. 
The property qoalification of members waB the next important 
point of debate, in which the Government was defeated- But 
on the immigration Bcheme, the Bum placed on the eBlimatea 
exceeded the snm contemplated to be ensended by £160,000. 
ThiB occasioned a vote of censure, which being carried, the 
miniBtiy recngned ; and Mr. John O'Shanossy waasentfor to 
form a ministry ; the following gentlemen accepted office 
tinder him :— Mr. J. V. F. L. Foster, Treasurer ; Mr. A. V. A- 
Greeres, CommlsBioner of Cnstoms; Mr. C. Gavaa DaSj, 
Commissioner of Pnblic Works ; Mr, G. S. W. Home, Cotnmis- 
Bioner of Crown Lands; Mr. H. 8. Chapman, Attomey-OeuBral ; 
and Mr. J. D. Wood, Sohcitor-Generd. 

Sir H. Barkly arrived by the Oneida, the first ship that 
arrived beJooging to the Enropean and Anstralian Bteam 
Navigation Company, in December, 1856. He was received 
with the CDstomary dcmonBtrations and formalities. His 
policy is very mni^ that of non-interference; while his 
patronage of the literaiy, scientific and philantbrophio insti- 
tntiona of the colony is wise and liberal.* The resignation of the 
Haines miniBtry, occurred three months after the arrival of His 
Excellency, on Brd March, 1867. The new ministry held office 
for barely aii weeks. The political programme of Mr. John 
O'Shanassy, taken with the strong antipathy felt towards some 
of his culleagues, issued on the 22nd April in a vote of "Want 
of Confidence," which was carried by 84 against 19. The new 
ministry consisted of — Mr, W. C. Haines. Chief Secretary; 
Mr. J. M'Culloch, Commissioner of Trade and Custoras; Mr. 
C. E. Ebden, Treasurer ; Mr. A. Micbie. Attomey-Oeneral ; 
Mr, D. Moore, President of Board of Land and Works ; Mr. T. 
H. Fellows, Solicitor General ; Mr. W. H. F. Mitchell, Post- 
moBler-Qeneral. There was a change eflfected in the officers 
of the ministry, by the consolidation of the heretofore separate 
offices of pnblic lands and public works, which had had 
severally a c(»nmissioner. One commissioner now woB placed 
in office over both, and the Fostm aster-General was now first 
constituted a ministerial officer, and the appointment vested 
in the cabinet, frora its importance to the commercial interests 
of the colony. The new cabinet held office for the greater 
part of a year, and on the 24th February, 1B68, a resignation 
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was declared in coDsequence of » motion hy Ciqtt^ii Clftrke, 

on a. queetion oSecting the schedule of Electorsl DiHtriota m 
proposed by the miniBtry. .After some manteiiTeriiig in tbe 
political circles, a coalition ministcy was formed thus : — Chief 
Secretary, Mr. John O'Shanasay; Treasurer, Mr, O. Harker; 
Attorney-General, Mr. H. 6. Chapman ; Solintor-Oeneml, Mr, 
R, D. Ireland; Poetmaster-GeDeral, Dr, O. 8, Kvana; Com- 
miBdoner of Land and Works, Mr. C. Q«Taii Duffy; Customs, 
Hr. Henry Miller. 

Amidst these ministerial ohaugee varions bills passed into 
law, nhich had considerahle Inflnenceon the progreeB of the 
country. The mesEures for facilitating inteiniil communica- 
tlon by railways, which are in proce«8 of being reoliced. The 
consolidation vf local self -goverument by erection of manici- 
palitles In localities willing to undertake the implied responsi- 
bilities. The Crown lands bill, which it is said wb« carried 
through the lower house by a compromise, was rejected by the 
upper by a large majority, and was the occasion of seyeral 
c«pu1ar representatives being cast with their conadtuencies. 
The state-aid question, on account of which, it is also said, 
these comproniisee were yielded, was rejected by the upper 
house by a majority of one. 

The subject of prison dicipline become a very seriona ques- 
tion, by reason of the number of criminals, the inadequate 
provision for their management, and the spirit of resistance 
exhibited by them. Gaol accommodation waa scanty, so that 
stockades and holts, as well as prisons, were crowded. In one 
road gang, four prisoners attempted an escape, when two were 
kUJed and two escaped. The next was a, bold attempt under 
the criminal Captain MelyiUe to capture a boat, by which they 
were being towed to the hnlk ; two of the boat's crew were 
murdered, and two of the convicts perished. The tragedy was 
conanmmated by a Uiitd attack, and the murder of Mr. Price, 
the superintendent of convicts. The treatment of criminals 
is a subject that admits of loud oondemnation of the Oovem- 
ment by those who do not consider that the authorities have 
not an Alladiu lamp to cause the erectjon of a prison palace 
in one night. Yet as a committee of inquiry sat on this 
qneetlon so early as 1862, there is ground for censure Uiat 
more has not been done to effect salutary changes, and the 
revelations of prison-life hy the convict Melville were such as 
to shock OUT common humanity, in the exposure of a system 
of vengeance, and Dot of reform, as the recognised principle of 
gaol economy. Happily, since the installation of Mr. W. P. 
H. Champ, a great change has been effected in the convict 
department. (See page 60.) 

The subject of immigration, on which the flnt mlnistr 
was ousted, has undergone great change, In the appointment 
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the dlMdvftntage of distance ftnd co«t of TOfage batmen tiiU 
colonf and North America, «nd witii a special view to favoi 
fatnale imntigraUon as a meaiu of eqaalisliig the seiee in the 
colony. 

The education bill proposed the congolidatiou of the present 
eiigting boards, b; the adoption of a national bj stem analogous 
to that of Canada ; bnt the introduction of a clause excluding 
ail TeiigiouB teaching from the school, and forbidding the use 
of the school-houses for the purpose of religious inatructioD, 
aroused an opposition from nearlT all the denominations, who 
petitioned that the measure might not Ijecome law. The 
questloa is still before the house 

The rapid odTsnce made by the city and colony generall; 
is the wonder of all yisitora. The nolile structures that have been 
erected in Melbonrne'— the Parliament Houses, the Treasury, 
the Public Library, the Hospital, the BeneTOlent Asylum, the 
City Court, the County Court, the Gaols and Police Barracks, 
the Military Barracks, the Exhibition Building, the richly 
ornamented Banks, the Custom House, the Churches, in a pure 
style of eoclesiastical architecture, the Chamber of Commerce, 
t<^etber with the maaeive stores and ofGces of our merchants, 
all fascinate the eyes of strangei^. though from familiarity the 
resident passee them without notice. These attest the wealth 
and impoiiance of the colony, while the townships rapidly 
progressing where there are centres of population, and the 
extension of the agricultural enterprise of the colony, begin to 
give a &£ity tu colonial life that for years past has been nn- 
known. Improvements in the condition of society will result 
from settled l^bita; and sach improvements become daily 
more visible. 8ome of our worst evils, we m ay hope, have 
passed away ; and if the future of Victoria shall oxhiliit leas 
of the hurry and eicitement of the bst few years the 
advantages thus conferred will be the means of a permanent 
and glorious onward progress. 

ABosianrxs. 

The aboilginea of Australia belong to the Malay family of 
mankind, hnt differ in many essential points. They have no 
affinity whatever to the Kew Zealonders. They use no clothing 
of any description, except square rugs, made of opossum skins, 
which ore neatly stitched together, and which are thrown 
loosely around the Ixxly. In the ccjdest winter nights, when 
ice is formed, and rain and hail is pouring down upon them in 
torrents, they will, for greater protection, piop up a fbw boughs 
and pieces of the bark of trees to protect them from the rain. 
The diSerent tribes are, however, fast diminishing; one after 
another becoming extinct, in accordance with that universal 
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law which removea the weak bom the path of the Btrong. 
DiBeoeee, ariBing from excceeea in which their acqn^ntaiioe 
with (he lowest claBB of civiliiation aooa makee them adepts, 
either suddenly cany them off, or mate them liable to attocki 
of fever, rhenmatiam, &c. Attempts hare been made to con- 
Tert them to CbriBtiaoity, but they have been generally 
unBDCcegHfal, escept under auch fortoiiaM clrcumBtances as 
have eoahled their trienda to keep them absolutely estranged 
from their tribe and their habits. These instances of success, 
althoogh pressed forward by lay colonists as giving grounds 
for hope if imitated on a large scale, have in one instance only 
been seized upon as the foundation of a comprehensive experf- 
ment io South Aostralia, where the Venerable Archdeacon 
Hale iiBS seen his exertions blessed Ear beyond the expei:tationB 
which the resnlt of other missionary labors would have 
justified. With this exception, the missions amongst the 
aborigines may be regarded as a series of experiments which 
have signally failed from first to lost; and although from the 
first the settlers acquainted with the habits of the natives 
hare pointed out that one failure would be followed by ano- 
ther, uiilesa a system of Isolation of converts from their tribes 
could be ensured, the missionaries of various perauasioni have 
persisted with a zeal worthy of their object, but vrith a blindness 
which could secure no r^nlt but failure, to forming station 
after station just sufficiently remote from civilisation (o afford 
slight hopes of success at the outset, but so close to its bordere, 
that the onward march of the tide has soon engulphed the 
feeble results attained ; and dmnkemiess and vice have mode 
a moral havoc in the tribes, which disease has quickly con- 
summated in death. 

In 1888 a chief protector and four assistants were appointed 
for the tribes in Port Phillip. In the same year the Wesleyans 
formed a mission at Buntingdale, and in 1810 had four ad- 
ditional reeerres In different quarteis of the district, and 
homesteads eetabllshed, to facUitate interconrse with the 
natives. Id 1611 a corps of native police was embodied from 
among the Melbourne and Western Port tribes. In 1846 an 
aboriginal school for children of both sexes was established I^ 
labors of private individuals. In 1661 two Moravian mission- 
aries established themselves at Lake Boga near the Klver 
Mnrray, to ascertidn what their peculiar system could effect In 
the habits of the natives, and fii^y in 1868 the Episcopalians 
commenced a mission which is now in operation. 

Up to 1848 the Qovemment was at on outlay on behalf of 
the Weeleyan mission of about £6,700; of the aboriginal 
school, J£600; for the protectorate, £12,200; native police, 
£11,000; a total of £61,000 for thirteen years, and no resnita 
of any value followed. 
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PHmOAI alOOKAPHT.* 

The Mea of the colony was estimated, In a retnm laid 
bofbra the I.«ifilature nearly three years ago by tho Surreyor- 
G«ueial, at 5G,571,S4u acres, OT 86,831 square mile«i that U, 
Tictoria a nearly as l&rge as Engliuul, Scollood, aiid Wales 
uoitedi Eogland having 60,922 miles, Scotland S1,S24 miles, 
and Wales T.89S miles ; or in all 89,SM square miles. The 
acreage of England aad Wales is computed by Major DawBon, 
R.E., at about thirty-eight millions, and that of Scotland at 
twenty millions ; total, Qfty-elght milUons of acres, or two 
milUona and a hiJf more than the computed acreage of Tictoria. 

The country w generally low and level There are extensive 
plains bI^^k:en by ranges of inconsiderable height. The great 
range, which mridea the waters flowing northward to the 
Murray front those mnning southward to the sea, extends 
from the Australian Alps to Wilson's Promontory, east of 
Western Port. The highest peaks are from 2,500 to S,000 feet 
above the sea level. A great n)nr extends from the sources of 
the Biver Ooulhum westward, to the sources of the Bivers 
Compaspe and Loddon, and a second extends thence westward 
to the Oiampians. The Watershed, formed by these ranges, is 
nearly parallel to the coast, and its mean distance therefrom 
is about seTenty miles. Eifensive plains are found in the 
Wimmera district, in the north western parts of the colony, 
and those, broken by ranges running north and south, 
extend thence to the county of Bodney and beyond the 
Ckmlbum. Pl^ns of moderate extent, interrupted by choitiB 
oi hills, stretch from the Rivei Plenty to the Hopkins. The 
following table shows the approximate heights of some of the 
most elevated points in Victoria : — 
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A great eitent of country is occupied by patooaoic Rocks 
and masKB of Granite.* The older and newer ailiuiaiv are fos- 
allifecoue, and tr^olnlet graptolilti, Isrebraitda, and nutny 
epecimena of the artlUdiform brachicpoda have ^iiiea discoveied 
in the neighborhood of Melboame, on the Taira, near Ois- 
borne, at Heathcote, and at Sandhurst. In the neighborhood 
of the gold-fields, the p^sMxole rocka ate covered by thin 
depodta of the newer Tertiaries, composed of the dettitiw of 
qnartz veins, and the surrounding rocks aie often higblj 
auriferous. The quarte veins are fonnd principally tn the 
vicinity of the gisnit«, and they ran generally north and 
south. A large extent of country Boath of the dividing range, 
extending from the Kiver Flen^ westward to the Biver 
Hopkins, is occupied by basalt and volcanic rocka. Some of 
the volcanoes are comparatively recent ; but there are no 
evidences at present to shew that any have been active dnring 
the liiBtorical period. Some of the raost remarkable volcanic 
hills are Mount Warrenheip, Mount Bnnlnyong, Moanl TTar- 
rion. Mount Glellibrand, Mount Hesse, Mount Moriac, Mount 
Leura, Mount Myrtown, Mount Franklyn, Mount Elephant, 
and Tower Hill. 

Coal tB found at Hape Fatteraon and near Cape Otway. 
SnraUe sandstone, suitable for building purposes, has not yet 
been discovered ; but a useful limestone is found in many 
places. The basaltic rocks and granite, though difficult to 
work, aie of excellent quality, and from the nature of their 
compodtion are durable. Tbm beds of tertiary rocks, highly 

" "nieM Dot« %n prinolpail; fmra Archer*! FaoU and Fi^wm. 
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fouUUtioiu, extend from the coast a oonilderablB distance in- 
Iknd, in m&ny parts of the colony. Thej afford lougb bnild- 
ing ttonea, uid in aome localitiei Umothaie and a rich he- 
matite. 

The Rtvere Bonth of the main dividing rangw. Sowing 
southward to the sea, are the Genoa and Snow; riveni, the 
Tambo, the Nicholson, tlie Mitchell, tlie Axon, the Tbomaan, 
the M'Ali«ter, the Tarra, the Albert, the La Troba, the Baes, 
the Tana Tarra, with its tributary the Plenty, the Saltwater 
riTflr, the Werribee. the Moorabcwl, Barwon, and Tanowee, 
the GelUbrond, the Hopkins, the EumeraUa and the Glenelg. 
Thence, flowing northwaid to the Murray, are the Mitta Mitta, 
the GoiilbQni, the Campaspe aad Coliban, the lioddon, the 
Aroca, and the Winunera. The most important, the 
Hurray, has sevetal tonrcee. The moet south -eaEt«ni i« 
llie Indi, or Limeatone, from Forest Hill, though the 
largeat streani comes &<nn near Uount Kosciusko. After 
a short northern oonne it turns to the westward, and 
reacbeo the sea, through Lake Victoria, into Encounter Bay. 
Its length U 2,400 miles, of whioh 2,000 are navigable. One- 
third of ilB cxiurse is in South Aastralia. (See page 186.) 

Cape Otway is 60 milM south-west of Port Phillin Heads, 
and Tolne; 16 miles west of Otway. Point Flinders is 6 miles 
west of Port PhiUtp. The Beads of Port Phillip are, Lonsdale 
Point on the west, and Point Nepean on the east side. Short- 
land's Blnff is within the entrance on the west side, and Point 
HenT7 off Qeelong Harbor. Cape Schanck is between Western 
Port and Port PbOlip. 

Lawrence and Lady pBrcT|a lelands are in Portland Bay ; 
French and Phillip are in Western Port. French, the inner 
one, is 16 miles long by 10 broad ; Phillip !■ 20 by 7. Olennte 
and Cleft are west of Wilson's Promontoir ; Heal Isles and 
Babbit are to the east, and Bodonto Rock Is to the south. 
Snake or Latrobe Island, 12 miles long, is at the entrance of 
Corner Inlet. Sunday, 6 miles long, b north of it, at the 
entrance of Fort Albert. Lance is between Lake Keeve and 
tite sea, and Raymond between Lake King and Lake Victoria. 
oiibo, baring ali^ghthouse, is near Cape Howe. 

The lakes of Victoria are very nnmerons, bnt, in general, are 
shallxiw. The most extensive are Lakes Wetlini^n, King, 
Victoria, and Beeve, In the ^pps Land District ; Lakes 
Colac. Eorangamite, Onarport, Cotongulac, Timboon, Porm- 
beet, Terang, and Tower HUl Lake, In the Western District; 
and Lakes Hindmarsh, Albacnytea, and Tyrrell, in the Wim- 
mera District. Permanent springs are rare, and the country Is 
not well wstwed. In wet seasons, the river tiaslns are full, the 
plains become swampy, and marshes expand into lakes ; bnt In 
dry seasons, the riveis dwindle into tmn small streams, and 
many of the lakea become dry or salt. 

Hoch irf the baultic soil is good, eminently snlbtblA for iHtr- 
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ticohnnl pnipoeee. Hid the Mbb, doling » awaldanble 
portioo of the ^eu, afford good grass. Some of the paUraaoic 

ikngee would, it is believed, grow tba fiuert deecnptiMk of 
grasses, and a vaat extent of load is aaitad to the growth of 
cereals. Roughly dividiiig the coautry, we have tracts which 
•re pastoral only to the wrtent of abont 40,700 square mtlea ; 
both pastoral and ngricultuial, about 26,000 ditto ; auriferoos, 
abont 68S ditto ; unavailable (i.e., land not explored, scnibl^, 
or Ul-watei«d, of which, perhaps, mnch may prove aariferous), 
abont 19,548 ditto; making a total of 86,831 ditto, or 
S6,6T1,840 acres. Of the aoriferoua land about 180 sqnaie 
mUee, or 116,200 acres, have been actaalW tested, and are at 
present being worked more or lew. Of coarse the above 
figures aie bat vaguely approximate, but they will, however, 
serve to give a prett; accurate idea of the natural resources 
of the country. 

The harbors are 'not very nnmerons, the principal one tieinK 
Port Phillip Bay, vfhich is 40 miles long, and nearly as broad, 
having an area of 900 square miles. The entrance between the 
Heads is two miles across. This bsj contains two large and 
excellent harhois, via., Hobson's Bay and Corio Bay, the ports 
respectively of Melbourne and Qeelong. Portland Bay Is a 
toleraUy good harbor, Init is exposed to the soath-east wind 
and the swell of the Southern Ot^n. Fort Fairy, the harbor 
of Bel&st, is inferior, in point of safety and convenience, to 
Portland. Lady Bay, the harbor of Warmambool, ia alao 
exposed, and is shoal near the shore. Western Port contains

The Meteorology of Aostralia lias scarcely, as yet, been 
investigated. It is tme that observations have lieeu taken at 
some stations for a considerable period, bat until the resntts 
of a long series of olservations, nndei an uniform system, at 
aninerons stations, are available, it will be impossible to draw 
conelnsions either useM to the colonist or valuable to science. 
PeAaps no portion of the globe is more intereating in all that 
relates to the phenomena of climate then Australia. A vast 
Uand-continent, stretchii^ through more than 28 degrees 
from north to south, and with a breadth of 2,400 nulcs— on 
Um sast having the Pacific, and on the west the Indian Ocean 
— it presents climates almost as varied, and influences as 
nanwrons as any of the great continental divisions. Of these, 
hammt, it would be impossible, at present,to rive any general 
01 Mmptdkensive description. Thentmoat that oan be dons 
iriUi us few data aTailable, is to give the lesulta, meagre as 
•!«, whidi have been deduced trom obsunratioDa taken they 
dnrins the tut Bem years. 
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In Tlctwia the barometOT and thermometer ware observed 
at Melbourne from ISU to 1S51, indndve, and the means 
deduced from thoM are given in At^hi'm atatittieal Btgitttr qf 
Victoria. Thej are aa follow : — 
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Obeerratlona were couuoeaced at Melbourne, in 1866, at the 
SnrreTor-C^eQenil'B office, and the meaoB of the barometer and 
thermometer are aa follow :— 
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The highest temperature in shade recorded elnce the ahpre 
series was commenced, was 109-3 on the 2Sid Decembt^, 1867, 
and the lowest, 297, on the 12th Jnlj, IB66. 

The mean temperature of the dewpolnt U approiiniately 
49-0, and the mean drrnesa is thereftire 10-.

Some digtricto in Victoria are occastonally viaitod by floods, 
but it doea not ap^r that they are frequent, or that they 
extend over a considerable area. la New South Wale« they 
aie Bometimee of a moet serious character ; and at Bn<:h Umee 
the rivers, when Btenuned by a gale tiom. the eastward, over- 
flow their banks, and the deatniction in conseqnence is very 
great 

Dronghta of long continuance are said to be not Infrequent 
In some parts of Australia. Unfortunately, we have no ven- 
clear accounts of any that have occnired in Victoria, and, 
therettire, any speculations as to their canse are out of the 
question. 

Wind. — The number of days on which the wind blows from 
each point ttiroughout the year, at Uelboame, may be stated, 
approximately, as follows:— N, 70 days ; N.E., 35 days; E., 
ISdays; S.E., 30 days ; S., 76 days ; 8.W„16day9; W., 86 
days; N.W., 80 days; and calm, 80 days. In autumn and 
winter the northerly winda exceed the southerly, and in 
spring and summer the soutbeily winds exceed the northerly. 
Hot winds are frequent In summer, and they occasionaUy 
blow in spring and autumn. They are exceedingly dry, and 
inTariably tbeir approach is indicated by a sudden and often 
conaiderahle depression of the barometer. They do not appear 
to be injuriouB to health, except, perliapa, in towns where 
there is much dust. They aresupposedto be notably deficient in 
osoDC. The westerly and south -westerly (cold winds), ou the 
contrary, are sometimes saturated with ozone ; and are seldom 
deficient. 

The following table shews the mean temperatuis for each 
season ; and for the year at twenty-five places. The tem- 
peratures for many of the stations have been computed from 
the tables given in Kaemtz's Meteorology, and others are 
derived from Daniell's Meteorology, and the Meteorological 
Beport for 1668-4, by Lieut.-Colond James, Royal Engineers : —

An eiaminatioD of the above table places our climate in a 
favorable point of view. Compare the climates of Uelboome 
and Madrid, and it will be seen what erroneous impreaaionB 
would be given by merely quoting the mean temperature of 
each place. Even the temperatures of the siiaBonH are not 
Boffictent when we seek to know whether one climate is more 
salubrious than another. We must inquire as to the daily 
and monthly range of temperature, the mean humidity, and 
the range of humidity, the force of the wind, ajid the solar and 
terreetnal radiation. 

Such tables would be of ineatimaUe value to ua at a tune 
when foreign animals and plants are to be introduced to this 
country and domesticated. Constantly we hear of pioposaU 
to expend large sums for the procuring of animals which one 
scorching summer would either destroy or seriously dete- 
riorate ; and the cultivation of many plants is talked of, which 
would neither brave onr winteis nor survive the summers. 
And again, there are, undoubtedly, numeruufi animals and 
many fruits which might be introduced with advantage, and 
to which the climate would be favorable.

At the stations supplied witii a complete set of 
standard instruments, a rigid unifonoity of system is main- 
taiued The barometeis have all been compared wiUi the 
standard in Melbourne. The dry and wet bulb thermometers 
are Kew standards, and the maximum and minimum are by 
Caaella and Co., and N^(retti and Zambra, and they have 
been compared with Kew standards. The rain gauges are 
neoriy fourteen inches in diameter, and are on the ooiutrac-' 
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tion (ulopted bj the corps of Boyiil Eugineen. A modiflctttioo 

of Xahbod's tliermonieter Btand htui been tested and appiored: 
and Beverol. exaciilf alike in ever; respect, have been seat to 
the obserratoiies. The amount of ozone in the atmoephere Is 
recorded at 9i a.m.. and at 9j p.m. MofFatt'a ozonometer is 
used. Complet« sets of instniments have not jet been mp- 
plied to all the obaerratoriea ; bat snch an are tecoided have. 
m nearly every case, been compared with the standards. 

Week ly reports of the state of the wi^tiier, signed by the 
obeervei. are. in most ca««s, sent to the local newepapeis. A 
monthly report of the observations, in full, is published at the 
observatory, Melbourne : and a guarteily atetract. and an 
annual leport embracina; all the obaervationB during the 
year, are r^:ularly printed 

NoTB.— Meteorological observatories are established In New 
South Wales under the direction of the Bev. W. Scott, Colonial 
Astronomer; in South Australia under the direction of Mr. 
Charles Todd. Superintendent of Magnetic Telegraphs, and in 
TasmasiB under the direction of the Boyal Society. In 1866, 
in consequence of the exertions of the Hon. Andrew Clarke, 
tiien Snrveyor-General, the systems of observation in use in 
the varions colonies were as fitr as possible assimilated. In 
New South Wales and Victoria thef are nearly alike, 
the Colonial Astronomer, on his anrival in New South Wales, 
having adopted the system fbr his observatoriea which had 
been established In Victoria by the director, Hr. Smyth.

Previous to the year 1&60, tlie only published information 
relative to the geological structure of Victoria (then known as 
the Port Phillip di^ct, or Australia Felix) was to be found 
in the works of Sir Thomas Mitchell and Count Strzelecki In 
1846, Mr. J. Bute Jukes visited Port Phillip, as naturalist to 
the surveying expedition of H.M.S. F!^, Captain Blackwood, 
and in a em^worb entitled " Sketeh of the Physical Structnie 
ot Australia," published in 1650. after his return to England, 
he gives a brief description of his own observations — made 
during a stay of only twelve days — on the structure of the 
country in the immediate vicinity of Melbourne and Geelong; 
he also recapitulates the previously pnbliabed observations of 
Sir Thomas Mitchell on the Port Phillip district, which with 
^ose of Count Strselecki and his own, may be said to include 
all that was known of the geological structure of Victoria up 
to the commencement of 1861. 

In October, 1851, or shortly after the first discovery of gold 
in Victoria, Mr. Latrobe wrote to the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies as follows : —

In conseqoenoe of this application, a geologist waa appointed 
to proceed to Victoria who had 'been eniployed nearly Beven 
years on the staff of the Qeolo^col Sairejr of Gi«at Britiiin. 
under the direction of Uie lale Sir Henry De la Beche. The 
appointment was made in May, 1852, and In Novsmber, 1858, 
Mr. A. E, C. Selwyn amved in the oolony. After about two 
months, occupied in moling a cursory examination of the 
principal gold- fields then known, it was considered advisable, 
as being the only way in which permanently valuable results 
conld be obtained, at once to commence a survey which should 
form the basis for the construction of a detailed and connected 
geological map of the colony, and to conduct the work, so Uit 
as the nature of the country and the available means per* 
milled, eiactlj on the model of the British Geological Surrey. 

The Geological Borvey of Victoria was accordingly com- 
menced at Mount Alexander, in April, 1858, and was carried 
on as eipeditioualy as the very limited means granted for tbe 
purpose woold allow, nntil the SOth June. 1856, when it was 
stopped for a time, by order of the Government, on groondf of 

Dp lo the above date, the total area surveyed was abont 
3,402 square miles. The observations made were recorded 
with as much accuracy of detail as was practicable on 
the only topi^raphical map then available for the purpose, a 
very imperfect one, on a scale of half an inch to one mile. 
This map, though of scientific interest, was far too small to be 
of any practical valae in directing the operations of the miner. 
Short geological iiole« or reports on the structure of the areas 
embraced in these surveys have been printed as Parliamentary 

At the commencement of 1866 (probably due in a great 
measure to tbe liberal spirit in which the matter was then 
taken up by the Hon. Capt. A. Clarke, the late Snrveyor- 
Qeneial), Qu BOTvej was i«comiuetkoed, and has dnce been 
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carried on, on a scale moie oranmengiirate with the ot)]ei-t in 
view ; and which, if contmued, will enable it to be made a 
work which will prove not onlj an interesting and valaable 
coatiibutioii to science, bnt al«o penoanentlf and practically 
naeful. 

Sinoe (he above date an area of 1,612 square miles, 
extending from Hobson's Bay. north to Kilmore, and north- 
west to Tarradale, has been aurveyed. The observatione made 
have been laid down moat minatelj on maps, on a scale of 
two inches to one mile. These are being engraved, aud will 
shortly lie published in a consecntive series of quarter sheets, 
each embracing fifty-fonr sqnare miks. Considering tbat the 
geological survey of Oreat Britain has now been in progress for 
upwards of twenty-three yeais, with the aid of nnmberleu 
advantages favoraUe to its rapid progress, which do not eilM 
in a new country, including a numerous staff of highly com- 
petent observera, and topographical maps of the most perfect 
description ; and notwithstanding theie combined advantages, 
it is only quite recently that the structure of some of the more 
complicated districts baa been correctly worked out and 
explained, while many others still remain to be examined ; it 
becomes almost unnecessary to say, that at present, it is 
impossible to give any sketch of the geology of this colony, 
embracing as it does an area nearly equal to that of Great 
Britain, which could be regarded as more than a very imperfect 
outline. Any such sketch must be founded almoet entirely upon 
the observations of the geological survey staff, made over only 
a limited portion of the colony, dnring a period of little more 
than three yxre ; it would, therefore, require much modifica- 
tion, and perhaps, in some instances entire reconstruction, from 
the result of future observations o^er more extended areas. 

Tbongh, up to the present time only 4,914 square miles have 
been actually surveyed, very much more extended areas have 
been traversed aud cursorily examined. The observations 
made prove tbat by for the greater portion of Victoria is 
occupied by formations which belong to only two of the 
great geolcgic epochs, viz.: — " primary" or "pakeoaoic,"aBd 
" tertiary "or "cainoiolc." 

Many of the well-known European groups, or sobdivioions 
of the above epochs, have been recognised. Others are appa- 
rently missing, but thoae that do exist contain a fossil fauna, of 
which many species and more genera are identical with those 
found in the equivalent European group." They also occupy 
the same relative geological position, and exhibit a most 
striking similarity in general liUiologioal character.

The Tocka from vhich tlie whole of the gold has been 
Oiiginallj derived are of the primary or paJfeocoic epoch, 
including the c&mbrian. cambro Bilurian, and upper silariau 
gnoQpB. The; consist, in their lower members, as in Britain, 
chiefly of schistoee and alaty rockg, with numerans beds of 
hard, gritty quartoze, and also, soft and fine grained micac«ou> 
HUtdstonea The latter often afibrd good freeatone for build- 
ing puipoBea; and the former, occasionally, Sags and roofing 
dates. Freestones from these beds are much uaed at Castle- 
maine and Sandhaist. lathenpperportions.whichapparently 
do not eitecd anywhere to the westward of the meridian of 
Eeiior, slialy " mudstones," id ter-at ratified with beds of hard 
and soft grits and fine grained micaceous sandstones, are 
most prevalent. 

Wherever any of theae paleozoic rocks appear on the surface, 
but more particularly in their lower or older portions, they 
aie intersected by innumerable veins of white quartz, from 
the smallest thread to many feet in thickness, and all appa- 
rently more or less auriferous. With respect to the origin of 
these veins, there appears no reason whatever to suppose that 
they are due to any causes different from those which have 
0[HTated in Uie formation and filling up of all other mineral 
veins, whether of tin, copper, or any other crystalline mineral; 
and any explanation which patisfactorily accounts for oU the 
effects produced in one case will probably be equally applicable 
to the other. Besides gold, many metallic minerals exist in 
the quartz veins of Victoria ; but, with the exception of tin and 
antitDony,nonehaveaByet been discovered in workablequantity. 

At intervals throughout the paleozoic strata, large areas 
occur exclusively occupied by granitic and other " plntonic " 
rocks. These have invariably hardened and metamorphosed, 
for a short distance from the point of Junction, the stratified 
rocks amongst which they have been intruded, and are, there- 
fore, of more recent origin ; but in no instance do they appear 
to have exercised the smallest influence in determining the 
general strike, dips oi contortions of the latter, or their present 
often nearly vertical position ; and so far as is at present 
known, the granitic areas contain little or no gold, either in 
veins or in older drifts, at a di.iiance from their junction with 
the palasozoic rocks. 

The area occupied hy these older paisozoic and plutonic 
rocks, exclusive of Gipps Land, either on the surface or over- 
laid by newer tertiary deposits immediately derived from 
thtnn. and where they do not exceed, with their contemppra- 
neouB and overlying uieeta of bsfialtic lava, SOO feet in thick- 
ness, could not he estimated at less than SO.OOO square miles ; 
and if from this we deduct 10,000 square miles, occupied hy 
the plntonic rocks above noticed, and others which are not 
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aaciferoDB. we hwe 20,000 sqtiare miles, over which there u 

every probability of gold boiog found in remunerative qnanti- 
tiea. either in quarts veioa, traversing Cambrian, cambro Silu- 
rian and upper giluriau rocku, or in overlying tertiary sands 
and graveU, many of the older and richest portions of which 
are now concealed uoder the widely extended sheets of basaltic 
lava, by which they have been prMcrved from denudation. 



The coal bearing rocks of Aastralia are largely developed in 
certvn districts in Victoria. The Borrabool Hills, Cape 
0%>ay, Western Port, part of Qlpps Iiftnd. aud probably in the 
Qnimpians, Outliers or detached patches of these rocks also 
occur near Bacchos Marsh and at Kyneton, proving their 
former eiten^on over wide areas, from which tbey must have 
been removed by denudation . The; aSoid the beat freestone 
for building which has yet been obtained iu the colony, but do 
not contain any mineral veins or auriferous deposits. So 
foasil fauna has yet been discovered in them The Sort, they 
contain is of an oolitic type, and they are, therefore, considered 
by Professor McCoy to beloag to the mesozoic or secondary 
epoch. They have, however, as yet. been very little eiamined 
in Victoria ; and no very satisfactvry or conclusive evidence 
exists at present aa to their exact position in the geologic 
series. Bt-ds of the same age and relative jteological position 
rest in Tasmania, conformably on, and gradually pass down- 
wards inio calcareous beds of tine carbonife. ous age. which 
overlie qoite unconformal ly the uptarned and denuded edges 
of lower Silurian or Cambrian rocks, and the entire group has, 
generally, if we except £he oolitic character of ite fossil Bora, 
more resemblance to the carboniferous than the oolitic rocks 
of hurope. In all probability, however, it will eventually be 
found that in Australia, as in America and India, carboni- 
feroos rocks occur, of both palteozoic and meeozoic age 

At Western Port, near Cape Patterson, a few seams of coat 
of good quality occur. Only two have yet been discovered 
which are sufficiently thick to be profitably worked; but, from 
their general character, as also fiom that of the bede with 
which they are aseociatied, it might be inferred that they are 
permanent only over very limited areas. A shaft recently 
sunk by the Oovemment, to tost the extension of the Cape 
Patterson seams, fully confirms this inference, as the seam, 
which is upwards of three feet thick, where cropping on the 
beach, contains only twenty inches of coal, in three bands, in 
the shaft, about SO yarda distant. 

Whether any thicker and more permanent Seams exist in 
lower portions of the formation, is at present uncertain. A 
shaft and bore. 300 feet deep, has been contract d for, for the 
purpose of testing this, and is now being executed at. the cost 
of the Government. 
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la pterioiu yema conaiderable mmi, which might have bean 
Mved b; a, very Btnall amoaiit of geological knowledge and 
ia-reatii^oii, ha,ve been InjadickniBlj and fhdtlenly expended, 
both In the Cape Psttenon, Cape Otwaj, and Borrabool EilU 

districts, in eeaiching for workable aeama of coaL 



Bocks referable to one or other of the group* of this epoch, 
occnpf , probatily, fully two thirds, oi 60,000 square miles of the 
snrhce of Victtwia. They rest nearly horizontally on all the 
oWer formationa, and over large areas are idetBtratified, 
espedally in their npp«r portions, witi ertengivB sheets of 
basaltic lava, and other recant voloanic products. They ex- 
tend from the sea level to elevations of 1,500 or 2,000 feet. 

In many parts of the colony, moie particularly the seaboard 
and the Murray basin, they include beds which, fixim their 
oiganic contents and relative geolc^cal position, are evidently 
representatives of the eocene, xoiocene, pliocence, and pleis- 
tocene deposits of Europe. 

The precise position of the gold drifts in the above seriea is 
at present exceedingly doubtful. No beds are yet known in 
Victoria associatod with or formii^ a portion of these drifts, in 
which fossil marine fauna exist ; neither has any gold been 
obtained &om audemeath the knowu foesiliferouB tertiary foT- 
matiOQB above mentioDed ; the only means there is, therefore, 
at present, of deciding this question, is an examination of the 
geological position of the giAd bearing tertiaiiee and the 
fossiliferous tertiaries relatively to the contemporaneouB 
and overlying volcanic products ; and it is then found 
that the miocene tertiary sands, clays, and limestones of the 
seaboard, occupy the same geological position aa the older 
gold drifts or sands, clays, and qoarti gravels of the gold-flelda. 
This would lead to the inference that the older gold 6ii&a are 
of miocene age ; the evidence, however, is by no means satis- 
tectory, and the qaestion must remain to be decided bj more 
extended investigation. Tliat there are gold drifts indicating 
at least three distinct deposits, the result of suocesaiTe up- 
heavals and depressions, is quite certain, at the same time 
they may poBdUy be only suhoiviNOns of an extended ptela- 

These three suriferous deposits sometimes occur in tlie 
same locality : and in this fact lies the explanation of the first, 
second, and sometimes third bottom discovered by the miner, 
the last being always on the solid or unmoved paheozoic rock. 

This question of the true age of the gold drifts is of vary 
great practical importance, inasmuch as if they really extend 
to the age of the miocene tertiariee, several thous^d square 
mllee might be added to the auriferous area of Victoria, Id 
any case, however, there can be no donbt that the gold mines 
of Victoria, if worked with the requisite combination of skiU,

Having before ub the country and the population, &e next 
question naturally arising is. what have the latter been doing, 
and what have thef accomplished ? The principal occupation 
of the people, as is well known, has been gold-seeking, and the 
Rj'^Btrar-Oeneral supplies us with Information of the results. 
The Qrst operations were of a very primitive nature. The tin 
basin and the cradle were the principal implemeula. The gold 
was sought for only in alloviBl flats, and there was a prospect 
of these being speedily worked out. The condition of the 
digger was that of a gambler. It was uncertain and frequently 
miserable. To show the change that haa takrn place, it is 
only neceasaiy to give the fallowing statement of mechanical 
appliances now in use, which have succeeded the old system of 
digging by mere isolated exertions, extracted IVom ofScial 
returns of the machinery employed on the gold-flclds in the 
month of May last : — 282 steam'engines, 4,266 puddliug-ma- 
chines. 188 quarts-crushing machines, 908 toms, sluices, and 
dams. 608 whims and whips, 66 horse machines, 200 water- 
wheels, 13 horing machines, 1 tmetcing machine. 

Although the average quantity of gold produced has not 
Increased during the last two yeai«, the circumstance i» more 
than compensated by the unqueotioDable pennanence of the 
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future mpplj, arising from the highly snTiferoiu chftroctor of 
the qnnrtB formeitioaB which so extenEively pervade the cons- 
try. While gold was only obtwnaljle by woAingg on and near 
the garface, it ffns fairly a question whether the produce, for 
any loi^ eeries of yeara. cotild be maintaiaed al anythii^ 
approachiof to the rich yields of the early diBcoTeriet. So 
^eat, however, have been the results of quarts cruBhing, that 
uie eihauBtion of our gold tniiies has now become a contin- 
geocy too remote for preaeat speculatioa. So great in the 
produce Of Uie qnarta leefs becoming, tliat it is estimated that 
60 per cent, of the gold brought &om the Bendigo district 
alone, one of the oldest and most celebrated of the gold-fields, 
U at preMut obbuaed by the quartz mineis. This field, which 
at one time had exhibited signs of comparative eihauiiioD, is 
now in Cimsequence rapidly Training its original eminsnt 
poiitiou as a valuable gold yielding district. 
A Tasi,! Ehowiog the average melting Ices and Dheness of 
Alluvial Gold of the several Victorian Gold-Flelds." 
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BEWEBAOE AHD WATE£ COlOaSBIOII. 

The Yan Yean Reservoir, from, which Melbourne derives its 
abundaat eappl; of water, takes rank as one of the largest 
artificial sheets of water Id the world. It is situated aboat 
nineteen miles north of Melbourne at the foot of the Plenty 
Ranges, in the pariah of Yan Yean, from whence it derives its 
name ; it was formerly a valley amongst the hills, known as 
Hider'8 swamp, and is nearly surrounded by the natural 
elevation of the groand, but is enclosed at the outlet of the 
valley by a gigantic embankment 3169 feet in length, 81 feet 
high at its highest jioint, 20 feet wide at the top, ITO feet wide 
at the bottom, with slopes of 3 t« 1 towards the water and 2 
to 1 towards the land. lu the centre of this embankment is a 
solid wall of puddle founded 10 feet below the natural surface 
of the ground. 80 feet thick at the bottom, and 10 feet thick at 
the top. This embankment, by stopping the drainage from 
the hills, has turned the valley into a lake covering an area of 
about 1800 acres, 2i miles across at its widest point, 9 miles 
in circumference, of a maximum depth of 25 feet 6 inches, 
and having a capacity of nearly 6,500,(X)0,000 gallons, or rather 
more than three years' supply for a population of 200,000 
persons, allowing for each person thirty gallons per day for all 
purposes. This immense body of water is the accumulated 
drainage, Ist, from the rain fall over a water-shed of 
4,650 acres, exclusive of the area of the reservoir itself ; 
2nd, of about 600 acres drained by the watercourse con- 
necting the River Plenty with the reservoir ; and, 8rd, of 
the valley of the Plenty, embracing an area of about 40,000 
acres ; the Plenty River, which serves as a vehicle to convey 
this drainage into the reservoir, having been connected with 
it partly by an open cut and partly by a tunnel 440 yards in 
length, driven through one of the hills surrounding the 
reservoir. In case, however, of the water rising to within 
6 feet of the top of the embankment, a byR-wa^ has been 
constructed, by means of which the surplus water escapes and 
is returned through a channel into the River Plenty. The 
water in the Yan Yean, which stonds at its highest level 
about 600 feet above high-tide in the River Yarro, is con- 
veyed to Melbonme by 19 miles of iron piping, the 
pressure in which is reduced by several valves of original con- 
struction, the water is distributed through the streets by 
about 56 miles of mains, besides which upwards of 30 miles 
of mains have been provided, and are now being laid down, 
for conveying the water to the saburbs. Considerable 
discussion has taken place respecting the quality of the water 
from the Yan Yean, and in the face of conflicting statements 
it would be inadvisable for us to express an opinion. The 
idea of supplying Melbourne with water from the Yan Yean 
originated with the late Hr. James Blackburn, the City Sur- 



veyor of Uelbonme, who made the prelimiiMry gmrej in 1860, 
utdlaid his plan before the City Council on August Bth, 1861. 
After the incorporation of the Commleiion of Seweis and 
Water Supply the scheme, with gome modificationB, wag finallf 
adopted, and Mr. Blacktum was appointed consulting eo^neer, 
and Ur. Matthew Bullock Jackson, engineer (o the commufiioQ. 
Mr. BUckhum did not, honever. live to see more than the 
commencement of his great work, which was carried out by 
Mr. Jackson, by whom Hi the details were degigued, and the 
work conducted to a aoccessful issue. The works were 
four years in progress, the first sod of the embankment havins 
been turned by Mr, Latrobe on the 20th December, 1853, and 
Melbourne was supplied with the water towards the latt^ end 
of the year 1857 ; the ofBcial ceremony of turning on the water 
was porformed by the Hon. Major-Gkneral Macftrthur on. the 
81st December, 1867. The cost of the works, including all 
• contingencies, has been £664,452. A sum of £90,806 was ex- 
pended ou works foe temporary supply ; likewise £88,317 has 
been incurred in preparatory measures towards the future 
sewerage of the city of Melbourne. The Commission was 
established under the Act 16 Victoria, No. 39 (assented to on 
SUi Febrna^. 1858), intituled, " An Act to estabUsh a Board 
of CommissioneiB fbr the better sewerage and druDsge of the 
City of Melbourne, and for supplying water thereto, and to the 
subnrbs thereof." By this Act the Board is to consist of fbnr 
uembeiB, three to be nominated by the Govemor, with the 
advice of the Executive Council, and the other to be the 
Mayor of the City of Melbourne for the time being, who 
shall be an « officio member of the Board. The said Act con- 
stitutes the Botud a body politic and corporate, and as such 
it is able and capable to eue and be sued, and to prosecute 
and inform in all courts of law, as well criminal as civil, and 
In courts of equity, and to have and execute all the powers 
and duties vested in it by the laid Act. The present manege- 
ment is In the hands of a Commission, consisting of the Hon. 
a. 8. W. Home {President), Messrs. F. A. Powlett, B. H. Borne, 
and the Mayor of Melbourne. Secretary : F, J. Bury. 



The works in connexion with this system of rapid Intercom- 
mnnication were commenced in November, 1868, by Samuel 
W. McGrowan, the present General Superintendent of Tele- 
graphs. FiiBt line opened to Williamstown in February, 185 j ; 
to Qeelong in November of the same year ; and to Queeneoliff 
in January, 186G. 

The business in 1864 amounted te 8,869 messages ; in 1866, 
to 12,241 ; in 1856, to 18,741 ; total, 29,861.

1866, commnnicBtloD was opened with 
B^laarat; and in January, 1857, with Sandhurst, embracing 
en root' Gieborne, Kyneton, and Castlemaino. 

In 1657, tbe number of mtssages tiaDamitW reached 26,480 ; 
the revenue. 14.662 la. 6d. ; and the value of meaaages on the 
public service, £1,852 as. 6d. ArraDRcmenta were also ^Ur 
eluded between the reapective Qovcrnments of New SoUfli 
Wales, Victoria, South Australia, and Tasmania for a mutual _ 
extension of lines to points at the houndariee of the several' 
colonies where the communication might be joined, and a con- ., 
tinuous connection formed between Adelaide, Melbourne, 
Sydney, and Uobart Town, embracing al! places of iukportance 

The lines within Victoria, toe carrying out the general 
scheme have been completed and in successful working order 
for several months paat. The line from Melbourne to Adelaide 
was opened on Joly 19, 1858. but it ia not expected that the 
entire line will be opened between Adelaide and Sydney before 
the latter part of the present year, and between Victoria and 
Tasmania in the early part of 1859. 

Offices are establinhed and communication now open, at 
Melbourne, Kilmore, Longwood, Benalla, Wangaratta, Beech- 
worth, Belvoir, Albury, Sandhurst, Castlemaine, Eyaeton, 
Gisbome, Sandridge, Williamstown, Geelong, Queensclitf, 
Ballaarat, Fiery Creek (Haglan), Streatham, Hexham, Warr- 
nambool, Belfast, Portland. 

Lines are at present nnder contract and in course of oon- 
atmction, which, when completed, will bring Melbourne into 
telegraphic connection with Maldou, Dunolly, Carisbroot, 
Maryborough, Avoca, Daylesford, CreswicV, and Echuca. 

The line couneoting with Tasmania will proceed from Qee- 
long to Cape Otway, via Apollo" Bay, tbenee by submarine 
cable to King Island, thence to Three Hummock Island, 
thence to a point ou the north coaat of Tasmania. Comniu- 
nication will be maintained with Cape Otwaj and King 
Island. 

THS BOIAinCAL GABDEHS. 

The Botanical Gardens at Melbourne are situated on the 
left bank of the River Tarra,and are within half-a-mile of Uie 
city. Improvements have been made, of late, to a considerable 
extent, under the direction of Dr. Ferdinand Mueller, the 
Government Botanist, who also in various ways has pro- 
moted the science of botany in this colony. 

Among the recent additions to the Melbourne Botanical Gar- 
dens are the following :— Apalmhonse has been erected on one of 
the rises, a tasteful edifice, which, when filled with plftnte, 
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catmot ful to become very attractive to the friends of hortlctil- 
ture. The orcheBtra pavilion, bailt ia a, prominent part of 
the gardens, may be regarded hb quite an ornament in the 
landBcape. and aumerous have been the viBiton who have 
assembled around it in the aftemooDs, when, b; the kindnesi 
of the ofiiceTB of the 40th regiment, the militsjy band was per- 
mitt«d U attend. 

An aviary, constructed of wood and wire, partially covered 
with climbers, and ioclading some shrubs and small trees, has 
been erected in a gully below the rnstic bridge ; thus the sight 
and song of the birds may be fully enjoyed without diHtnrbTog 
Uiem. Hitherto nightiugalca, thrushes, blackbirds, goldBnches, 
linnets, and a considerable number of canary birds have been 
contribnted by the liberality of the Philosophical Institute of 
Victoria and of various donors. Our expectation of adding 
from this place many European song-birds to the Fauna of 
Australia, by giving freedom to the young broods, will at least, 
in regard to canary birds be fully realised. 

A small menagerie has been formed, chiefly of marsupial 
animals and of water birds ; for the latter, islands will be formed 
in the rather extensive lagoon, as soon as means permit. 

The footbridge built across the Yarra. by facilitating so 
much the access to the gardens, has greatly augmented the 
QiunbeT of visitors ; on an average more than 8000 enjoy, on 
Sundays alone, the recreation and instruction which the 
pictnr(«qne site of the garden, the manifold delightful views 
from its rises, and the variety of plants now under cultivation, 
afford. Many new walks have been formed through the lawns ; 
some of them have latdy been lined with yonng trees of the 
Moreton Bay grevillea, with the Illawarra flame-tree, and 
the poplar sterculia. all highly recommend able foe avenues, as 
combining evergreen nmbrageous foliage with beanty in habit 
and flower. A portion of the garden, recently laid ont, 
exhibits a number of plants arranged according to systematic 
classification, principally intended for demonBtrating ti 
-'""•■■ **■" ""itual affinities of plants. A medic — 
rden is under progress, which, it is ho 

e importance when the Botanical Mue 

Lecture Soom shall be built in this establishment, so that living 
plants, their preparations, and their productions, as well as 
collections of dried plants, woods, fruits, &c.. may be 
simultaneously studied under the aid of lectures, boohs, 
diagrams, &c. Meanwhile a collection of botanical specimens, 
from various parts of Australia, has been deposited in the 
University Museum, and another herbarium, restricted to 
Victorian plants, has been prepared for the Public Libran . 

It is the intention to erect, in the («utie of the garden, a 
spacious omamButal pavilion for horticultural eihibttiooa, 
oc4:asioual baEOars for benevolent parposes, &c. 

The contemplated extension of the Tan Tean pipes to this 
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eGtsbilshment, will g^reatly tend to the Improvement of the 
plantationB in the elevated parts of the garden. 

The Pinetum, commecced on the abrupt declivities towards 
the lagoon, hM latterly been extended by rovg of anraciuisa 
and groups of other pinea. All those parts of the garden 
which stood particularly in need of it, Imve within tiie last 
few months, been drained by under ground piprs. 

The number of difFerent kinds of plants has been nearly 
doubled since last year, about S,ODO species being now under 
cnltivation, of whi(^ it would be beyond the limits of these 
pages to specify all those of peculiar interest. But in the 
open grounds may be noticed the Paraguay and the Chinese 
tea, the cotton [jaut (producing occasionally, without pro- 
tection, its cotton), the sugar maple, the cork oaks, the 
Chinese tallow tree, the liquorice, the New Zealand flax, the 
manna ash, the Chinese grass-cloth plant, the different Kauri 
pines of But Australia, Sew Zealand, and the South Sea 
Islands, the lamous Wellinglonia (the ao-called " big tree " of 
Califilmia), the ai^mi tree, the qnandang, the Anstralian 
sassafras, the American saisaparilla, the Mediterranean caper, 
the banya banya tree of Moreton Bay, the oak chesnut, 
Spanish cheenut. red cedar, sumach, corob tree, &c. 

In the greenhouses m^ be noticed the cochineal cactus, 
the cherimoyer, the stagfaom ferns, the ginger, cardamon, 
cinnamon, and other spice plants, the monkey bread tree, 
several palms and screw pines, the anetto plant, the logwood 
tree, ftc. 

The director of the gardens is paxticulaciy aniiona to 
augment the number of nseful plants in this establishment, 
and will endeavor to see them gradually distributed over the 
coontry. Public gardens, reserves, and ground for plantations, 
in vftrions parts of the colony, are generally supplied with 
young plants from this establishinent. 

Although an extensive currespondence has been opened with 
the administrators of public and private gardens of 
many countries, and although a regular system of inter- 
change commenced, it will be highly gratifying to the 
director of our gardens to be aided by the friendly co-operation 
of his patriotic fellow-colonists in introducing plants, chiefly 
of ornament or utility, from abroad. The requirements of a 
young and stru^ling establishment like this are nnmerons, 
but attention is directed to a paper on a general intro- 
duction of useful plants into Tictoria, pnbliahed this year in 
the second part of Vol. 11. of the Transactions of the Philo- 
sophical Institute of Melbonme, containing a brief summary of 
some of the principal plants desirable either for our gardens or 
for distribution over the country. As an instance of how much 
remains to be accomplished in this direction, we may adduce, 
that of several hundred distinct kinds of Sonth African heaths, 
not more than one docen have been hitherto introduced into the 
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gardena of Victoria, ■nhUtt most of tliem would thrive in oui 
climate. The mlnat« seeds of these uidnnmeroosotheTequally 
bandsome pUute might readily be conveyed in letters. Other 
Urge geoeia of the Cape flora, such as meeembryanthemiinu, 
pelargoniums, &c, are in an equally acuity proportion, 
reprcMnted in our gardens. 

It may be finally slated that the establishment wonld 
always be in a poeition to oSet an equivalent for any 
contributions received. And whilst it is particularly desired 
that the Tessels of our meicbants will &voi us occasionally 
with importations of living plants from foreign porta, the 
Ooremment Botanist will always be extremely glad to wSbrd 
information oa the best method of packing plaata, bulbs, 
seeds, &c., and will gladly assist by all means within his reach 
to promote the important object of rendering the vegetable 
treasnces of other countries available to the oolonjr.

We have endeavoured to secure Information respecting the 
prc^Bs of the various denominations, and feel gratifiwl in 
gtving the following statements, supplied from authentic 
sources :—

proportion of the grant of £50.000 allowed by the present 
Constitution of the colony for leligiouB pnrpoBee, is £2B,000, 
one-half of which goes to assist in the building of churches and 
paisonagea, and the other towards the maintenance of the 
clergy ; so that in a great measure for building, and almost 
entirely for the latter object, the charch is dependent on her 
members for support. And those, havii^ in their native 
islands been accustomed to an establishment which required 
nothing of tbtg kind fiv>m them, ace. with a few striking 
exceptions, slow to perceive the AiU extent of their respon- 
Bibilities, and consequently the pri^rGeg of this Church been 
by no means in proportion to that made by smaller bodies, 
whose m^mberg have been early trained to know that whatever 
is done by their community must t>e done by their own 
liberality, and tlieir own exertions. 

The Church of England in this colony is under the 
episcopate of the Kight Rev. Charles Perry, D.D,, formerly 
Fellow and Tutor of Trinity CoUoge, Cambridge, consecrated 
Bishop of Melbourne on St. Peter's Day, 1847, when the see 
of Melbourne was created, embracing within it the whole 
district of Port Phillip, now the colony of Victoria. Before 
that date the Church of England in Australia had but one 
bishop (the lale Bishop Broughton), but in the year 1S4T three 
new sees were created, viz., Adelaide, Newcastle and Mel- 
bourne. The Bishop of Melboume arrived by the sliip Slag, 
on the 24th January, 1848, accompanied by the Rev. H. B. 
Macartney, DJD., now Dean and Archdeacon of Melboume, 
the Rev. Francis Hales, now Chaplain of Trinity Church, 
Launceston, and the Rev. D. Newhtun, formerly Incnmbent of 
St. Peter's, who died in the year 1851. On the bishop's 
landing he proceeded at once to the Episcopal church in 
Melboume, which was not only unconsecraled but unfi- 
nished, and was received by the only clergyman there, 
the Rev. A, C. Thomson, At the time of the bishop's arrival, 
Melboume contained ft population of 12,000 persons, but there 
was but one clei^yman of the Church of England ministering 
in it, and but two othors in the whole district of Port PhUUp ; 
the two being the Rev. E. Collins, located at Qeelong. and 
the Rev. J. Y. Wilson, at Portland, where he still officiates. 
There were then but two churches in Melbourne, St. James's 
and St. Peter's, and neither of these were completed. 

The site on which St. James's Cathedral, Melbourne, now 
stands had tieen granted by the Government of Sir Richard 
Vourke, and service was conducted in the absence of a clergy- 
man, for a time, by James Smith, Esq., in a small wooden- 
building erected on that ground. In April, 1837, the first 
baptism was jKrformed by the Rev. J. B. Naylor, and in the 
following April, Melbourne was visited by the Lord Bishop of 
Sydney. In October, 1888, the late fiev. J. C. Orylls was 
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Appointed to the chaplaincj of St. JunM, and wm succeeded 
by the Bev. J, T. WiWn, now of Portland, and the Rev. A. C. 
^nionuKm, who, as stated, held the chaplaincy at the time of 
' the bishop's arrival. 

On the 26tb Jnne. 1848, the bUhop held his first ordination, 
and on the 31st of October, his first confirmation, when he 
administered the rite to eighty-eeven persons. 

The Gist chnrch consecrated by the bishop was St. Peter's, 
Melbourne, on the 2(lth of Uarch, 18G8 : and the following 
churches have since been consecrated ; — St. James's Cathedral, 
Malboume; Trinity Chaich, Williametown; and 3t. Stephen's, 
Richmond. Xone of the other churches tbronghout the 
diocese have as yet been consecrated, as this ceremony is not 
performed until the building stands altogether free from debt. 
In the mean time divine service is performed in them under 
the bishop's license. 

The progress of the Church of England since the arrival of the 
bishop has been so far satisfactory, that it has gained upon a 
popoJiation increasing with almost unparalleled rapidity. The 
proportiou in 184g was about one clergyman to 1B,000 of the 
whole people, now it is about one to 17,400, eiolusive of lay- 
readers. There are three archdeaconries ; Melbonrne, Geelong, 
and Portland ; including Bourke, and the countries west and 
south of It. The other parts of the diocese are uader no subor- 
dinate saperlntendence. At the present time there are sixty- 
three duly licensed clergymen ofSciaCiikg in different parts of the 
diocese, assisted by a numt)er of lay-readers ; and. exclusive 
of tents and buildings tielonging to private individuals, there 
are oike hundred and thirty-eight places of worship, of 
which upwards of thirty are large, and geuerally handsome 
churches. Ttie number of tike mem))ers of the Church of 
England in the diocese is about 160,000, the population of 
Qie whole colony being about 470,000. 

In connexion with the church, and assisted by the Denomi- 
national Board, tliere are 169 schools, conducted by 250 
teachers, with an average attendance of 8,439 children, 
and about ]S,14I on the books. A few of the schools, particn- 
larlj on the new gold-fields, are held in tents capable of 
removal from place to place : and some are in buU<^[igB hired 
or lent, while there are several substantial buildings of brick. 

Two very handsome grammar schools have also been erected, 
one in Helboome, the other in Oeelong (see particulars else- 
where). They have been built partly by subscription and 
partly by grants &om the Colonial Qovemment. About 200 
youths are now receiviikg a liberal education in them, and 
there is accoirmiodation for a much larger number. 

A mission to the Aborigines has been established on the 
south bonk of the Murray Biver, apposite to its junction with 
the Darling Biver, on a piece of land granted for that purpose 
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hy the QoTemmaiit. Its mlBHionaries have been sacoeuful in 
guning the confidence of the natives, who fieely resort to 
Uiem, and leave their children to their laie ; bnt the migro- 
torj habiti of the people present a. hitherto inauperabla barrier 
to the progiees of the iTOrk. 

The great waQie of the Church of England in thie diocese 
are, &Tst, a miegioii to the Chinese— (a Chineec mission has 
been in operation in Victoria for some yeais, connected with 
TsriouB cliurchea)— and secondly, a miBsion to the scattered 
European population, whether pW>ral or engaged upon the 
new and changeable gold fields. If men suitable to the work 
could be obtained, there is little doubt but that they would be 
supported by the people. 

A veryimportant act was passed ty the Colonial Legislature 
in the year 1864, aathorisiog the bishop, clergy and laity of 
the Church of England to assemble pcrioiljcally and l^islate 
for its own government. So much importance did the bishop 
attach to this act, that, it having been reserved for the Koyal 
assent, he went to England for the express purpose of repre- 
senting its necessity before the question of the giving or with- 
holding the Royal assent aliould be decided; »nd there is 
every reason to believe that had not this step been talien, the 
Act of the Colonial Legislature would not have been ratified. 

The Assembly is a representative body. It held Iti first 
sitting on the 11th October, 1856, and has bad since then 
three sittings, having pamed some very important acts, among 
which may be mentioned those relating to the constitution M 
parishes, and to church patronage (which is now very much in 
the hands of the laity), the trial of ecclesiastical offences, and 
the management of the temporal aEFairs of the church ; they 
have also considered very attentively its financial position, 
and have agreed to suggestions for raising one general church 
fund, with a parochial fund in every parish, which it is believed 
if acted upon, will be foand most valuable in providing for the 
temporal wants of the diocese. On the whcJe, althongb the ' 
progrem of the Church of England in Victoria has been far 
from what it ought to have been, considering the number of 
its members, and though many parts of the diocese are still in 
a state of religious destitution, it has certainly gained rather 
than lost ground within the last eleven years, and has been 
enabled to adapt itself to the altered position of the colony, so 
OS still to present its ordinances unchanged and unmutilated 
to a constantly changing population, and to hold on its waj' 
under circumstances as new to its bishop and ministers as to 
its people. 



The Very Bev. P. B Georfiegan, the senior Vicar-General of 
the Diocese, and present Pastor of Williamstown, may be 
temtsd the Pioneer of the Roman Catholic Mission in Victoria, 
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for lie was the flnt priest who §et foot on ber ebores, and cele- 
brated his Gnt Mass on Peatecost Sunday, 19th Hay, 1889, 
in an unroofed store at the corner of Elisalieth ana Little 
Collins Btieeta, where the Colonlai Bank of AoBtralasia now 
stands. In a short time the Government granted a site for a 
chnrch at the intersection of Elizabeth and Lonsdale streets ; 
a temporary wooden bnildin^ was put up. and on this spot 
was founded on the 4th. October, 1041. the Church of 8t. 
Francis, which was formally opened for Divine service, October 
28rd, 1B4S, and is one of the neatest ecclesiastical structures in 
the Metropolis. For several years " Father Geoghegan " had 
devolving upon him the spiiitnal responsibility of a rapidly 
increasing Catholic population, and the number of ministera 
comiug to bin aid was very limited, until the conserration of 
the Right Rev. Dr. Qoold as first bUhop, who arrived overland 
from Sydney, on the 4tli October, 1848, the anniversary of the 
foundation of St. Francis. By thi-i time several churches were 
erected throughout the country, and the efforts of the bishop 
to propagate the faith and extend the mission were powerfully 
assisted by the establishment of the Catholic Association. 
which was inaugurated by the bishop, Dr Oeoghcgan, and 
the cleigy &nd laity, at a public meeting held in St, Francis' 
Hall, on the fourth Sunday of January, 1849. One of the 
primary objects of this institution was the organization of a 
fand for procuring clergymen from home, and in effei^tiDg 
this it was eminenUy successful, for Ihi^c sums were subscribed 
and ecouomicaUy and judiciously applied to tho designed pur- 
pose. By such meiuis Oie bishop was enabled to meet the 
frequent demands upon hint for more pastors, and the sub- 
jtaned facte will best show the present state of the mission, 
At the date we write the Roman Catholic population may be 
sstimated at between 70.000 and 80,1X10 ; and exclusive of the 
bishop, there are two vicars^eneral, 30 priests, 64 churches. 
1 colle^, and 1 convent. There are 91 Catholic schools ia 
(xinneiion with the Denominational System, and these were 
attended (as per recent returns] by 5,S69 pupils, vis.. 2,708 
lioyt, and 2.66fi girls. They are superintended by 84 teachers 
and 46 assistant teachers ; but in considering the educational 
progress made, a large number of private Catholic schools most 
not be overlooked, though there is no reliable data at the mo- 
ment available for ascertaining their extent. In addition to 
tiieae should be mentioned the St. Patrick's Diocesan College, 
East Melbourne, presided over by the Very Rev. L. B, Shiel, 
assisted by a professorUl staff. This establishment prepares 
students for the Church and the liberal learned proffesslone. 
The coitTent school, under the management of the Sisters of 
Men7, imparts a superior education tu a number of young 
ladies, and in a few months the building additions in course 
of erection will enable accommodation to be made for the 
lecepUon of boarders. Amongst the Cath(dic charitable insti- 
r*2 
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tntiooB, the most prominent iB the Bt Vincent de Faal's 
Omhanage, Emerald Hill. It 1b s becoming memento of the 
ledonB labora of its fonnder, the late Bev. 0. A. Ward, ia 
Biutuned li; Tolnntarj contriLntionB, and can receive at least 
one hundred children. The foundation itona of St. Angno- 
Une'a Orphanage, Qeelong, was laid by tlie BiBfaop, on the Sid 
Sandaj' of Lent, 1867, and was opened Angast 28th, 1868, A 
Honse of Refage is aboat to be opened hj Uie Sialeri of Mercy ; 
itB object it to provide an asylum fbrthe manr unprotected 
;oting women who are occasionally pasBengers in immigrMtt 
Bhipe from Europe. Tlie building is being vigoroualy pro- 
cenled with.

The QrBt Bermon preached in Helboume by a Christian 
miuiBter whb delivered by the lale Bev. Joseph Orton. We*- 
leyan minister, who, in 1837, visited Port Phillip from Hobwt 
Town, with lefereace to the eBtablishment of a miaaion to tlie 
Aborigines, and also to ascertain the probabilities <rf oom' 
mencing a cause among the few Exameana and otben who 
had began to settle on the land. Tlie late Bev. B. HnnA and 
the Bev. F. Tockfield were the first ministen of the Wealeyan 
Church who were appointed to Fort Phillip. Tbey came ^om 
England early ia 1838, and commenced a mission to the Abo- 
rigiues at Bunting Dale, near Labe Colac. This mission was 
abandoned in 184B, the lesulte having been moat unaatiafac- 
tory. The Bev. B. Wilkinson was appointed to Meitwnme in 
1840. before which period a society had l>een formed, and aer- 
vices regularly conducted by local preachers, who were visited 
and aasiated occasionally by Messrs. Uurat and Tockfield, from 
Buoting Dale. The Qrst chapel was erected in Collins-street, 
in 1640 and 1S41. About the same time chapels were erected 
at WilliamBtown and Geelong. In 18C0, tea yean after tlie 
^tpointment of the first minister, the number ol miiualers h»d 
IncresBed to five, the Sav. Wm. Butlers having charge; 
wlalst in and around Melbourne. Qeelong, and ForUand, thera 
were nearly 60O church membera. The number of cli^>els had 
also oonsiderably increased. 

Since 1850, the Wealeyan Church haa, to a consideiable ex- 
tent, kept pace with the rapid growth of the instltntionB of 
the colony. The more settled state of the population, and the 
improved organization of the societies in consequence of the 
appointment of ministers to nearly all parts of the inteii(», 
render it easy to obtain Etatistica. At Uie conferenoe of the 
Australasian Wealeyan Methodist Church, held in Hobait 
Town in January, 1858, the fijllowing statistic! were officially 
recorded as those of the Tictoria district :— Miniateis, SO ; local 
preochen, 259 ; Hunday school teachera, 896 ; chapels, 06 ; other 
preacluog places, including school bouses, 41 i church memben, 
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8,104 ; on trial for mem'benUp, 324 ; nnmberofcliililreiiinthe 
Sabbath Hchoola, 6,819 ; number of Sabbath scfaooU, SS ; nam- 
bet of peiBonB regnlarly attandinff the WesleTan miniBtry, 
aboat ^,800. There were also 66 daj echools, in which about 
4,aXi children ware receiving instruction, and in which 126 
teacheis were employed. Several lo^e and respectable place* 
of wontiip are DOW being erected in various parts of thec^ny, 
among which may be particularly named the elegant cbur^ 
in LonBdale-street, tite Bubstantial and handsome chapeU in 
8L Eilda and Ballaorat, and a neat and suitable building jnat 
oommatkoed at the comer of Bonrke and William Btieela. 
Aimlicationa have been raoeived for the appointment of ad- 
ditional mlnlsteiB in various parta of the gold-fielda, and the 
(taff will be considerably increased in a short tame. The Bev. 
D. J. Drsjwr is chairman of the district. 

C0NQEKGATI0NAIJ9TB OR IMDEPENDKNTB. 

The«e two deeignations are indifferently applied to the tame 
body of Christiana. Thu doctrines held and preached by them 
accord generally with those found in the standards of the Eata- 
hlished Charches of Bnglsnd and Scotland. The Independenta 
and Baptists are idenljcal in every respect in their sentimenta 
and usages, except on the point of l>aptiam, the former practia- 
Ing piedo-baptiBm, the latter confining themselves to the 
baptiran of adnlts. 

The commencement of Congregationalism in Victoria dates 
aa br back as 1S3T. and waa owing to the seal of Henry 
Bopkins, Esq,, of Hobart Town, who, on visiting Port Phillip, 
and seeing the opening a young colony presented for na^ol 
labor, wrote to tlia Congregational Colonial Missionary Society 
in England to send oat a minister for the new settlement of 
Melbourne. The Bev. W. Waterfleld accordingly came is 
tbe year 1888. Worship was for a time carried on In a 
temporary place, bnt on September B, 1888. tbe foundation 
stone of the first perroanent building in Victoria for eccleaias- 
tical purposes, was laid on the Sastem-hill, Collins-street, then 
untouched tiiuh ; and the chnrch was opened for public 
Ota on January lat, 184]. The Hon. J. P. Pawkner, M.L.C., 
one of the founders of the colony, took an active part in 
tbeae proceedings. In March, 184S. Mr. Waterfield removed 
to Tan Diemen's Land, where he still labors at Qreen. Poods, 
and waa ancceeded in the courae of the same year by the Bev. 
Alexander Moriacm, who waa sent over by tbe Home Missionary 
Society of that colony, and who still continues to be the pastor 
of tU* parent (bnrch. The Rev. B. Cuzens. the minister next 
aniving, took chiyfce, in 1849, of the church then seeking eata- 
Ulshment in Oeelong. The following year, 1860, jrbmi the 
Bev. T. Odell arrived, a second church at the west end of 
Uelbonme commenced, with tiie ooidial coocurieiics and co> 
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operation of the first chnrch. Mr. Odell being chosen pastor; 
ultimHteij the eiceileot Gothic chapel ia Lonsdale-street, in 
which he now officintea, was orecled. The airiyal. in 1853. of 
the Bbt. W. B, LandellH, who left England on account of his - 
health, led to the fomtation of a third charch; at Collingwood, 
and the building of a handsome Grecian chapel in Oxford- 
street, As openings piesented tbemaelveB, and as miniBtera 
amved, initial steps were taken to organize congregations in 
various localities, and by 1658 chniches were formed and 
ministers settled at Prahran, Kichmond. Brighton, St. Eilda, 
Geelong. and Kyneton ; these were the Bev. W. Moss. Piahran ; 
Rer. J. Simper, succeeded by Rev. J. P. Sunderland. Kichmond ; 
Bcr. J. Apperlf and Rev. A. Scales, at Oeeloi^. The Colonial 
Missionary Society in England deeming it desirable, from the 
great influx of population ariBing from the gold discoverf, to 
ftimiah an additional sapply of minisWrs for Victoria, sent out 
the Revda. R. Fletcher, J. L. Poore. and E. Day, who arrived 
in March, 1854 ; and in due counie there arrived, under the 
auspices of the same society, the Revde. H. Thomas, B J^ G. 
C. Morrison, M.A. (deceased), and W. R. Fletcher, M.A. W. 
O. Robinson, W. K. Lewie, J, Summors. J. Sleigh, J. H. 
Jackson, R. Bowman, J, Firth, J. G. Reed, B.A. (deceased). 
The Rev, W. A. Lind, Iat« of the London Missionary Society, 
is settled at Ballmirat. Immediately on the arrival of Messrs. 
Fletcher and Poore, a Home M issionary Society was formed 
to further the work of evangelization, and a lai^ sum of 
money was subscribed, — but the commercial crisis which fol- 
lowed soon after brought it to a close in about two years. 
A second society was established in January, 1857, and is now 
in active operation. A fund was raised for bringing out addi- 
tional ministers for this and the neighbouring colonies, which 
amounted to near it2,400, of which £1,200 was famished 
by Victoria, and Mr. Poore was sent to England to endeavoni 
to augment this fund by subscriptions, and to look oat and 
sand men suitable for the work. The result of this effort has 
been the arrival in Australia of sixteen ministers. 

The statistics of tbe body, as nearly as can be ascertained, 
are as follow ;■ — ^About 27 congregations worshipping every 
Sahbatli ; 21 churches regularly formed, the remaining six con- 
gregations being recently gathered and not yet folly organized. 
Of the 27 places of worship, about lit are permanent stmctares, 
I. ;. built of brick or stone, and 14 are temporary, built of 
wood or iron. There are about 2S ministers settled over ctM- 
gregations. and 6 or 6 without pastoral charges. In sevaial 
cases a manse is provided for the minister's use. 

A Congr^ational Union for Victoria was formed, the last 
meeting of which was held in May, 1866. This has be«D 
sncceeded by another, which was established in October, 1S67. 
ftnd of which the Ber. W. B. Laodells is chairman for the 
present year. 
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the first in Melbonrne, id Febru&ry, 1356; the Kcond in 
Sydney, in February, 1867 ; and the last in Hobart Town, 
in February, 1868, when various resolutions were pMsed affect- 
ing the inteieste of the denomination kt large. Under the 
aospices of these conferences a monthly periodical for the uw 
of the fonr colonies has been establiehed. the Souilum 
Spgatalar, edited by the Rev, R. Fletcher, of 8t. Kilda. An 
orgaalnation was formed for providing education (or ministerial 
candidates, but only one or two students have as yet presented 
themselyes. 

The denomination, cannot show imposing figures in rela- 
tion to day-school edacation. They have but few schools 
in connexion with the Denominational Board as they hava 
not generally supported that system, but for the meat part 
have thrown in theii inflnence to support the National sdiools. 
A Sunday school is attached to nearly every chapel. 

BAPTISTS. 

The fttrt organisation of Baptists In the Colony of Victoria 
was effected in the year 1841, by Mr. J. J. MouritB of Colling- 
wood. About the close of 1842, the Sev, iTohn Ham, of Bir- 
mingham, haying on his way to Sydney touched at the Port 
of Melbourne, was induced by the prospects of usefulness 
presented to him to remain at Melbourne for a time, no 
r^ularly ordained Baptist minister having arrived previously. 
Hr. Ham preached foe some time in the Hall of the Mechanics' 
Institution and was so successful that be felt it his dnty, at 
the earnest solicitation of the friends who had rallied round 
him, to settle permanently among them. Accordingly a 
church was formed on the 30th July, 1843, and the fonndalJon 
stone of the Collins-street chapel was laid by the Rev. John 
Sanndeia, of Sydney, in June, 1845. 

The Bev. John Ham continued his pastoral care of the 
CoiSins-street church till the close of 1847, when the state of 
his health compelled him to remove to a milder climate, and 
he accepted the pastorate of the Baptist Church at Sydney, 
vacated by the Rev. John Saunders, on account of ill-health. 

During the residence of Mr. Ham In Melbourne, a mission 
to the Aborigines was organised and sustained for several 
yeaiB by the Collins-street church. This mission was confined 
to the young, and for some time gave indications of success. 
The childien of the Tarra tribe, with a few others were located 
at the junction of the Merri Creek with the Yarra, where 
commodious buildings were erected, and where the baya were 
taught gardening and the girls needlework, in addition to the 
usual religious and secular education. It had, however, 
to be abandoned, partly owing to the evil iufluenoe of Uie 
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white population, and partly to tbe proximity of the parents 
of the pupils, who generallj inditced. their children to l^ve the 
egtablishment aa they grew np, and to adopt the roring habits 
of their ancestors. 

From I84T (o 1866 no organised effort was made by the 
denominatioQ to obtain ministerial services ; and during that 
period tlie nhurcheB in Melbourne were gapplied by the tev. W. 
P. Scott, Mr. John Lush, and other lay membere. Mr. Lnsh 
preached very acceptably in tbe CoUias-street chapei for 
several years ; and during this period churchee were formed 
and chapels erected at Geelong, Brighton. Prahrau, Kew, Sx. 

The prospects of this body of Christians ia at present verj 
cheering. The arrival of tlie Rev. James Taylor and the Bev. 
Isaac New, both ftota fiirmingham, has been hailed with 
delight, and there is every reason to believe that the labors of 
Qiese ftentlemen will ba greatly blessed. Churches are being 
oiganised in many parts of tbe conntry and more ministers 
for this colony, are on their way from England. Tbe 
present number of Baptists in Yictoria is about 6,000, eo that 
the wants of the people cannot be met for some time to come. 
The Collins-street chapel has lately been much enlarged to 
accommodate the increasing coagF^ation, under the ministry 
of the Rev. James Taj'iOT, while the church at Albert-street 
are compelled to erect a much larger bniiding than thatthey 
have occupied, audor the minislry of the Sev. I. New. 

Early in the present year (1858) the " Baptist Association of 
Victoria " was formed, having in view among other objects the 
formation of a fund to aid in the outfit aod passage of min- 
isters for the colony, as well a» their temporary support after 
' their arrival. Already there are ten churches enrolled in this 
association ; and under its auspices a denominational magazine 
has appeared, entitled " The Auilrataiian Baptiit XagazitH," 
edited by the Revs. New and Taylor. This effort to do good 
is likely to be successfal, judging from the character of the 
two numbers which have beeu published. 

PSESBYTEKIANS. 

The Presbyterians of Victoria are chiefly natives of Scotland 
and the norUi of Ireland. By the last census (March 186T), it 
appears that the number of Presbyterians in this colony at 
that dat« was 66,935, being more than a sixth of the whole 
population, and tie influence of the denomination may bo 
eetonatedbythofact that of the thirty gentlemen who compose 
the Legislative Council of Victoria, more than one-third are 
Preebyt«rians. 

. The first Presbyterian minister who preached the Qo«pel 
in the district, then known as Fort Phillip, was the Rev. 
James Clow, a retired Indian Ch^)laiu, who came toAnetralia 
for bis hMlth, qpwards of twenty one years ago ; and who still 
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lives to benefit the Chuich hj his long experience tad uatme 
frisdom. 

The finit Fresbjteiian minietei settled in MelbonToe, vnia the 
late Bev. James Forbes, who depMted thie life in 1861. greatly 
lamented. The Bev. Andrew Love arrived Roon after Hr. 
Forbes, and settled at Geelong. 

As the Presbyterian Chuch of Australia was an o^hoot of 
the Chnich of Scotland, and as Immigrants from Scotland were 
continuallj amviog with Scotch feelings and sympathies, the 
Church here soon Mi the influence of the disruption of 184S. 
Mr, Forbes, of Melbourne, went with the Free Church move- 
ment, and he was soon joined by the Rev. John Tait, Geclong;' 
and the Eev. Thomas Hastie, Buninyong. The Free Church 
Synod was strengtheued subsequently by the Eevda. Adam 
Cidins, D.D., and Haciutosh Uackay, L.Ii.D., as well as by 
several jounger brethien. Mr. Forbes was Hucceeded in the 
Scots Church by the Rev. Irving Eetheriugton ; and the Synod 
of Victoria (Mr. Hetherington's) has received supplies of 
ministers lx>th irom Scotlaad and Ireland. 

The Preab^rianism of Victoria is divided into three 
branclies : vu., the Synod of Victoria, Free Church, and 
United PceshyterianB. The church courts and ministeta of 
thE«e sections profess amicable relations with each other, but 
the evils of division are felt, and a general union has been long 
contemplated ; articha of union are ander consideration, em- 
bracing adherence to the Westminster Standards, and the 
independence of the proposed United Church, which is to be 
called the Presbyterian Church ot Victoria. There are six 
Presbyterian congregations in the city of Melbourne proper, 
and nine more in the immediate snbnibs, including Bt. Kilda. 
The churches in which some of these congrt^atious worahip, 
such as Chalmers' Church, St. Andrew's Church, and the Bcota' 
Church, are very handsome and uimmodious buildings. The 
number of ordained Presbyterian ministers now (October 1668) 
in Victoria, is fifty-seven. These are locaW all over th 
colony, and the are several probationers about to be ordained. 

The Church of Scotland has always been famons for the 
interest she has taken in education, and the Presbyterians of 
Victoria are in this respect proving themselves worthy of the 
parent church. Many of the congregations have efficieivt 
week-day schools and Sabbatb schools ; and there is, besidt i 
the Central Institute in Melbourne, the Scotch Collie (see 
another page), which holds a high place as a school of

BngUnd of the Wealeyan Beformen witii tlie WMleysn Metho- 
dist ASBociation, in 1857, the nen des^ation of the " United 
Uethodiat Free Chnrchee " bea been adopted, thui effecting ft 
almilaj combination in Anstial&aia. This union of two vety 
coosiderablo geccsaiooB from the original conference body of 
Methodiats has been effected b; the acceptance of certain 
principls* laid down as "the basis of union," the principal 
features of which are, that " the will of God, as revealed in 
the Holy Scriptures, w the only and anfBoient mle of Christian 
faith, practice, chnich oi^Dization and govenunent ; and that 
as BTcry Chaich has a BCriptnral right to doteimine all 
questions affecting its own officers, members, leligioos ordi- 
nances, or ether local affaiis, no conference, annual assembly, 
or other meeting, however constitnted, has any scriptural right 
to make any law or rule relative ther^, or to alter or annul 
the decisiuns of any church or circuit." The annual assem- 
bly of this denomination is constituted of the freely chosen 
rupreeentatives of the churches in circuit, and its general pur- 
poses are to provide and station itinerant preachers, and to 
manage the fauds raised ibr the promulgation of the Gospel at 
home and abroad, oi to eSect the union of any other churches 
that rnay be desirous of joining the conuexion. 

la the year 1861 the Bev. Joseph Townend arrived from 
England as a missionary belonging to the Wesloyan Methodist 
Association, and preached his iirat sermon In a small toom or 
preaching place in Collingwood, to a company coceistiDg of 
abont 40 persons. Amid many difficulties and disconrage- 
menta he succeeded in raising and enlarging a church upon 
the principles of Christian lilterty advocated by the Association 
in England. A chapel was erected in Albert-street, Colling- 
wood, which was afterwards purchased by the corporation, and 
the present neat structure raised in Ooaifie-stt'eet, Chapels 
have lately been erected also in Hoddle-street, Collingwood ; 
at Pentridge, Kew, Bicbmond, and Tullamarine. At Windsor 
one is in course of erection, and preaching places are estab- 
lished in Brunswick and Quarries. The number of itinerant 
preachers is increased to four, two for Melbourne, one for 
Ueelong, and one for Ballaarat. At the annual assemUy held 
in Oe^ong, January, 1858, the following statistics were 
recorded: — Numtwr of circnits i, viz., Melbourne, tJeelong, 
Hobait Town, and Adelaide. TotAl number of nleinbeiB, 244; 
chapels and preaching places, 15 ; local preachers, 29; average 
number of the congregatinn, 986 ; Sabbath schools, 12 
(scholars, 669; teachers, 66); day schools, S (scholars, 160: 
teachers, 4). ^During the year there has been an increase of 
circnits, chapels, and schools. Application has also been 
made to England for at least six additional missionaries to 
meet the various openings wbicb have been pnaented to the 
United Methodist Free diarches. 
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OEKUAN LUTHEBAir CHUBCH. 
The flrst body of Qerman immignntA, chieSj Latheram, 
arriTsd in Melbourne in 1849. These ii<ere followed by iIiqUu 
bodies in 1S50. Having no ordaJned tniukter able to tpeak 
their tcngne, they met for pmyer and the rendiBg of the word 
of Ood in the Bev. A. Macison's chapel In the afternoon of 
ever]' Lord's day. Twice an attempt was made to form a 
Latheran church tmd congr^ation in Melbonme, in 1B60, bf 
the Ber. M. Bappiecht. and two years later by the Rev. A. 
Kappler, but both attempts foiled. The Dumber of Germant, 
however, having considerably increased through the grfd dia- 
corery, the Ber M. Goethe sucoeeded in fonnlDg; congregationi 
at Melbourne, and OermontAwn, near Geelong, towards the 
close of 1862. The firM church waa erected on the Eastern 
Hilt. Melbourne, in 1S68 and 1864. About Qio ^ame time a 
Bcbool-room was erected at Oermant4)wn. At the time of the 
first Lutheran Synod, held in Melbourne in Hay, 18S6, the 
number of ordained ministers in TictoriB was three, and that 
of teachers ttiree. Since iitat time the number of minlitav 
has increased to flre, that of t«acheia to seren, and that of 
churches and chapels to six. 

ttMITABIAllS. 

The first steps to organise tbia body In Melbourne, were 
taken at a meetiog of its members (ten In number), at Mr. 
Dueidin'B rasidence, 29th NoTember, 1862. The Unitarians 
«elebrated public worship for the £rat time Id the colony at the 
Mechanics' InstitutioD, on Sunday, BOth January,lBGS, the Hev. 
Uaswell Davidson officiating as minlshsr. A subscription was 
at the same time started towanls erecting a church, and the 
present edifice on the Eaatem-hill was opened on the 18th 
April, 1854. This building (which is eren now In a very 
nn&nished state) cost upwards of £4,000. In October, 1857, 
Ur. Oaiidson relinqaiehed offioe aa minister, «nd was 
auDceeded by the Est. Henry Higginson, brother-in'law of the 
well-known James Martineau, an Uait&riaii Minister in 
England. 

The number of avowed Unitarians in the coloi^, according 
to the last census, is 1,600. The Unitariana have recently 
opened a temporary place of worship at St. Kllda, under the 
lulnistration of the Bev..WiIllam Bowen, M.A. A church 
belonging to this denomination has also been lately built at 
BaUaarat. 

JEWISH KELIOION, 

The first publio meeting of tbs Jews for divine service was 

held at the stores of Messrs. Benjamin, CollIns-Bti«et, in 1840, 

at which about ten persons assembled. In 1641, about twenty- 
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Ave penons commenced holding Bervicee on the " Bowth 
Harehono" (neir yeax) at the huilding known as the Port 
Phillip Clab Hotel, Fliudeis-Btreet, service being performed on 
this and prerioiu ocoadous b; lay memhers of the conunnntty. 
The fiiat congregation won then established under the desig- 
nation of the Sheiritb Yiaiael Melbonmo Hebrew Congr^a- 
tion, and subseqnent Berricea were regnlarlf held in a room 
belonging to Messrs. Benjamin, devoted b; them exclnsively 
for this pnipoee, Hr. A. H. Hart actinv as hon. reader. 

In 1844 a grant of land was obtained from the GoTemment 
for building a synagogue, on the site where it is at present 
situated in Bourke-atreet west, Uelbonme, and also a portion 
of land tot their use as a cemetery. In 1847 the small syna- 
gogue was opened at the rear of the present building. In 1848 
the Jewish Philanthropic Bociety was eatablisbed, and the 
following year the Bev. Moses Bintel was appointed minister 
of the community. 

In 1854, in consequence of tbe increased unmber of Jewish 
residents, the present large synagogue was erected, at a cost of 
£7000, and is now decorated and completed. The Rer. E U. 
Myers was elected minister of the congregatian in Hay, 1667| 
in place of the Bev. Moses Bintel, resigned. 

In 1856 " The United Friends Jewish Benefit Society " was 
establi^ed, and the Kev. Moses Bintel was elected its flist 
President. 

In March, 1867. a numerous meeting of the Jewish commu- 
nity residing in the east end of the cit^ was held, for the 
Eurpoee of founding a local synagogue, which from its deeiia- 
ility was at once established, nnder the title of the " Mickva 
Tiarael Melbourne Synagogue." Solomon Solomons, Esq., was 
elod«d president, and M. Nelson, Eeq , treasurer. The Ber. 
U. Bintel consenting to officiate as minister, they at once 
proceeded t<i and obtained the necessary r^tstrations, and 
secured their right to the use of the borial ground and mor- 
tuat7 chapel. The first service was held in Spring-street (in 
the premises formerly used as the Melbourne Grammar 
School), and in consequence of the increase of ita memben 
more ^itensive premises were leased in Qrcat Lonsdale-etreet, 
east. The residents in that part of the city availing them- 
selves of its proximity, the synagogue is regularly opened for 
divine service on Mondays and Thursdays, the four times on 
every Sabbath and festivals, and oftener when required. As 
soon as a site shall have been secured, it is the intention to 
erect a synagogue in that part of the city. 

In 1658 the Jewish ladies of Melbourne established a society, 
supported by voluntary contribntions, for the purpose of sap- 
plying medical assistance, clothing, and nooTishments to poor 
married Jewish women during tbeir accouchement.

CoRgTiTiiTioN. — The University at present cOBBisIs of a 



conncU only, to which a senate conaistinK of all n 
arta doctors of law medicine and music will be added so soon 
as the unmbn' of such graduates has reached one hnndred. 
All executive power is now, and will then remain in the 
hands of the council, bnt all alterations in statutes and 
r^ulations and all additionEi to them will ultimately be 
subject to the veto of the senate. At present they require 
only the ^>pn)bat,ion of His Excelleacy the Qovemor. 

The council, in which the whole management of the aSain 
of the nnlvergity is vested, consists, according to the Act, of 
twenty members, sixteen of whom must be laymen. The 
council was originally appointed and vacancies therein are 
still filled up by the Oovernor. After the constitution of tie 
senate, vacancie will be filled up by that body. 

The chancellor and the vice-chancellor are appointed by 
the couQcil out of its own members. Hitheito the elections 
have been annual. The former ofUce has been filled since the 
estaUishment of the Dniveiaity by His Honor Hr. Justice 
Barry, the latter is held at present by A- C. Brownlesa, 
Esq., M.D. 

There are four piofeesois of the followinit subjects ; — 1. Phi- 
lology and Logic; 2. Mathematics; 3. Natural Science; 4. 
History and Political Economy ; and two Lectureie Is Law. 
The professors are not membeis of the council, but fbrm a 
board, of which the chancellor and vice-chancellor are ex 
ojieio members, to superintend the studies of the Univerut; 
under tlie statutes, and to furnish to the council such Infor- 
mation as that body may require. 

No religious test is required from any member officer or 
student of the University. 

The University has an annual endowment of £9000. 

DBOBKKa— The Univeraitymay confer the following degrees : 
bachelor of arts, master of arte, bachelor of medicine, doctor of 
medicine, bachelor of laws, doctor of laws, bachelor of music, 
doctor of music, after examination : or without examination on 
gradnates of other universities. 

CoDKSB or Srccy. — This is at pi«aent pre»:ribed in o 
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jeax ; »t the end of the Becond, in five of tha coargee of tha 
■ecood, together with the sabjects of Uw first ; nt the end of 
the third, tn Sve of the conrsea of the third, and the subieds 
of the eecond. Pasting Uiii last examiuation will entitle to 
the degree of B.A., If the candidate has attended lectnrea and 
pawed eiaminationB on Qreek and Latin each for two jBitia, 
and on aeometry and Natural Philoaophy each for one jear. 

The h^her d^ree of M.A. is attainable at tha close of two 
years »fl«i the BJL, on panng a further examination and 
atteudii^ two connes of lectnras during that period. 

It will be seen that none can att^n a decree in the Unim- 
rity of Uelbonme, saT* those who are id>le to master to some 
extant both daaaica and mathematics. 

EzHiBinoHR, BoHOLABaniPB ABD HoHOBs. — At matriculation 
there are two eihibitionii of £60 each, one fbr classita and one 
for mathematics. At tho close of the first year, the names of 
all who pass with credit are arranged in classes, and two 
ezhibltionB o( £6U each are awarded, one for classics and 
Engli^ one for mathematics. At the end of the second year, 
the namee aie siranged in the same way, and four ezhibitlonB 
of the flame Taloe are given for classics and English, mathema- 
tios, natnr^ aclence, history and l<^c. Those who have 
paaied the mdlnary BjL examination can obtain honors In 
either or all of torn schocds, langnage and logic, mathematics 
and j^yrica, natural science, BOcUl science ; and two scholatships 
of £100 a year, tenaUe tor two years, are annually awarded. 

BmLDisas. — Tlia foundation stone of the Univend^ waa 
laid on the 8rd Jnly, 1864, by Hia Excellency Sir Charles 
Hotham. The portion aheiidy erected forms three sidea of a 
quadrangle in the late perpendicalar style, the south side 
which wUl be the front towwds Melboame being unbuilt. On 
the esst and the west sides are the profeaBois' lodgings, two leo 
tnie roonvi, the r^istry, &c. The north aide confauns on the 
ground floor the natural philosophy apparatus room wiUl a 
lecture theatre adjoining, also the natural science apparatus 
loom, laboratory and lecture the«tre. In the centra is the

Tbi HnBao.~-Here are placed the XTnlrerstty and the 
National Collection, which well merit a visit; but though great 
pains have been taken to economise apace in the four large 
rooms in which the oollections are contained, still they do not 
p Dbld sufficient accommodation for the proper display of the 
iQKcimenB.

Tbb Libkut consists of about SOOO volnmes, which are at 
present placed in the Tegistry. The books are rnainly illnstta- 
tive of the four depaitoients of study on which lectures are 
given in the University. The collection of buohs ahonld be 
more nnmerons In a Univeisity hbiaiy, but the available 
surplus of the annual endowment has aC late been mainly 
devoted to the improvement of the grounds. 
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Thc QuHnmi fanonndiiig the UolTeirity contain forty 
martm, which are being gradoklly Uld oat, put m idcaaan 
KTOunda, p>rt u tut dabontte bottmioAl guden ; but k coiul- 
denble time miut iwceeMrily elapse before thej caa be bronght 
thoiooghly into order. The miueaiii, the Ubraiy and tb« 
grooDda ara open to the pablic. 

Pkeskut PoBmoii and Fotukb Pscmpioth or thi Un- 
VEaanr. — An elaborate machinerr for educational pnrpoeeB 
has been described : the qoeation natnrallj' remaining it, 
how haa it worked? Tbaie who Judge only from what 
meeta the eye may pronounce H to have failed, «lnoe the 
matriculated students at present attending the Univenity 
lactnree amount to thirteen only : and tha annual entoy vrhkA 
WBB 16 in 1855, and T in each of the following y«Ma, waa in 
1S68, only 2. But in forming a judgment, uie fecial di- 
canutances of the case must be borne in oiiiul : In 1856, at 
the opening of the Unireisitj', no examinatioa was held, any 
who presented theiotelvM were allowed to enter. The want 
of all previous training soon became evident students giad- 
oally found that th^ could not come up to the standud of 
Uie annual eiaminatlong, till Qnall; only four oat of the six- 
teen remained to pieeent themseivea for the degree of B_A. 
st the end of tliree yeara. From the opening of the University 
till now the want of good large training schools baa been f^ 
■c^unls which the honors of the Unireraity ^oald incite to 
emulation, and wluch shonld sapply the University with weU- 
piepared students. The icstitabon of snch schocds aa ate 
raeaently to be described will meet this want; but we may 
lalrly asBume that but for the existence of tbe UnlTersLty, 
^wing the deanienciee in education, they would nerer hsv« 
been estaUished. 

But it win not be enough to hare our National Cnivetsity 
only occupying the ^lace of Oxford or of Cambridge, a great 
seat of ni^i' A°d middle claas educatltm. Not the pupUa cnF 
Victorian Etons or U arrows alone should lo(A to t]ie Uni- 
Tereity as iheir goal, but education generally should be placed 
in such relation to the University, that the poorest Isd m the 
primary school may hope, if his talente warrant it, to enta 
this the highest seat of education. 

The conferring of degrees by examination only, on a 
tjtteaa scmurwhat rasembling that of Dublin, which the 
ooimcil has recently announced its intention of doing, and 
fbr which arrangements are now in progress, will do mnob 
to increase the usefobuas, and therefore the popularity of tike 
University: uid will also hasten the establishment of the 
The nomber of |puduat«H, all admitted ad *i 
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The nimiber of Btadenla attending the Lectaree In Lm Ig 
aow thirtj-two, from which iact It may taiilj be pregomed 
that othec coaniea of spedoi education, aa for example, 
Madicine and Engineerii^, would, if provided by the Unl- 
Teraitr, draw many more Alumni to het walls. 



DSNOMINATIOITAL SCHOOLS. 

On the 11th Febniary, 1848, the Denominational School 
Board was appointed to Bnpeiintend the temporal regulation 
and inspection of the respective Denominational Schools in the 
colony, then the district of Port Phillip, supported either 
wholly oT in part from the public funds, it being clearly laid 
down, according to the minute of their instructions, that all 
that related to the religious teaching would be eicluBivelj 
entrusted to and regulated by the resident clergyman of the 
denomination to which the school belonged. 

At that early period, the Board had under its direction only 
S7 schools, containing in the aggregate 2,696 children nnd<« 
education, whilst the totid population of the colony was 
60,890. At the present time (Oct. 1858), with a population 
of about 480,000, the Board has under its supervision 
460 schools, with an attendance of about 80,000 children, the 
proportion of children attending Denominational schools to 
the total population at each period being respectively 1 in 28 
and 1 in 16. 

The prograas of Denominational Schools unce the com- 
mencement of the operations of the Board in 1849, may be 
shown aa follows :— 
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The instruction given in Denominational Schools (besidM 
the moral and reli^ous training carried on under the direction 
eS clergymen of different dencouinations) comprises reading, 
wilting, grammar, arithmetic, geography, natural acience, 
music, and drawing. In many schools, however. In addition 
to the above, i^bn and geometry are tanght, widle In a fe 
there are clauses for Frsndi and Latin. 

The children beqnentlng the stdiools range in age between 
foui and sixteai. The minority of Hit t^ildren sdlendlng 
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the sohoolB lieB between the a^ of eight and eleven, and 
after twelve tbeii nnmbere nenaibly decrease. 

The teachers In the Dt^nominational Schools are, for the most 
part, Bs efficient at conld be expected in bo yonng a colony, nn- 
anisted by complete normal or truning establiahmento. The 
Btdariee received by them vary &om about £120 per annnm, to 
abont £400. Some of them receive about £800, althon^ the 
average throughout tbe ^ole colony of Qtaatera' Balariea, does 
not exceed £200 per acnani. Tlie salariea of miBtresMa 
aveiage £160 per «tiniim, bo that mistreasea appear on 
the whole to be better remanerated, in proportion, than 
maaters. All teacheifl and aaaiatanta appointed must sabmlt 
to an examination nndei the Inspector of the district in 
which the school may be situated. There ate at present 
emploTed under the B(»rd abont 900 teachers- 

The offloers of the Board for carrying out the aoperinten- 
dence of the achoola and examination of teachers, Jtc , bm 
five inspecteis, each superintending a separate and wdl 
defined district. There is atao a Normal Inspector, who, in 
addition to the ordinary duties of a District Inspector, directs 
the Cbnrch of England trainiDg establishment at 8t James's. 
The Secretaiy traosacta the general business of the office.

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In 1661, the number of schools was 129. or one school for 
erery 000 persona, and 7,070acbo]an,orotiein 11 of thepopo- 
UUon. la 1857, the number of Bchoola was 638, oc oiie in 
600, and t^e srholars were 34,828, or one in 11. With reference 
to practical reaults, we find that in 18S1 the number of the 
popnlation who could read and write was 44.681, or more than 
68 per cent. ; while in 1857, the numher who could read and 
wnte was 249,380, or upwards of 60 pei cent. 

The Board of CommiBsiouera for National Education was 
incorporated during the first saeion of the Legislatire Coaaoil 
in Victoria, in 1861, shortly after the separation of the oolonj 
&om New South Wales, for the object, as ezpreaaed in the Act 
of Inoorporation. of " superintending the formation and ma- 
nagement of schools, to be conducted under Lord Stanley's 
national system of education." 

The Board com msnced its operations in the early part of 

1862. The following table shows the pioffiessiTe increase in 

the number of school and icholajs, up to the present time : —

This increase wonid have been much greater, had not the 
BoanI, during the past three years, been most seriously ham- 
pered from want of funds. 

In oonnezioD with the Board, a Model School and Trslnins 
Bstabllshment bM been formed. In the former, it is intended 
that the beet mod«a of instmction shall be eshlUted ; and in 
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the Uttet, pencHis derfrom of qnill^riiiK thems^Tes for the 
office of teachers are inBtrncted and trained, while they receiTo 
practical teagoua in the art of teaching In the model Mhool*.

It 
has been built by memben of the Church of England, aedeted 
lay a liberal grant from the QoTemment. The sum at £60,000 
was, in the year 186S, Toted by Hba legiBlature in aid of gram- 
mar schocda in connexion with the \vri0a3 Christian denom> 
inationa; the proportion falling to the Obnrch of England 
being £20,788 14e. In addition to this, gianle of land were 
made, and thus aided several Tery bd^iIot edncatioDol eeta- 
bliahmente have been formed in vanons parts of the colony, 
one of which is that under consideration. 

The («mmencement of the building was for a long time 
delayed in conseqnence of the difficulty found in obtaining a 
mitable site ; the one originally proposed waa near the Uni- 
versity, but this could not be procured, and after a great deal 
of negotiation. Sir Charles tJotbam, with tiie advice of his 
BxecntiTe Council, waa induced to grant the present site, con- 
sisting of about fifteen acres of land, it having been made a 
eond^on that the building to be erected rpon it should be 
sal^ect to the approval of the GoTenunent. This condition 
greatly delayed the work, as the plan originally selected was 
not acceptable to the Goremment officials. At length the 
deiign for the present buHdiug waa produced and approved ol 
It was the result of competitiod, Messrs. Webb and Taylor 
being the architects. The school, when completed, will have a 
much more striking appearance than it now preseniA. The 
principal front will face the Gardiner's Creeh Bead, and have 
in the centre a very handsome tower. It will require, to cany 
ont fully the design, an additional expenditure of near 
£10,000. 

The portion otHke work already executed has cost nearly 
£20,000, of which £IS,T88 14s. has been contributed from the 
Oovernmentgrantof £30,788 14e.i the remainder of this grant 
having been expended upon the Chnicb of Bngland Qrammai 
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School at QeelmiK: The X18,T68 14*. hu been nipplemented 
hj privata ooDtribatioDB to the extent of Bereml thouBBod 
pouoda. made up by a comparatively small uamber of pereonBi 
between thirty and forty indiTidnals haTing each centriboted 
one hundred pounds. 

The school was opened ia April, 1866, nnder the superin- 
tendence of the Bev. Dr. Bromby, irtu> had been appointed in 
England by gentlemen specially entmBled with the respooBi- 
biUty of selecting the head master. On the first day of the 
opening, nearly one hundred pnpila were admitted, and the 
numbers have since gone on increaaing. The schooi is calcu- 
lated to receive about three hundred boys, including about 
sixty boarders, and there is every reason U> believe that all the 
accommodation it can aEford will be required. 

The school is watched over by a conucil, bnt its •cholastlc 
management is confided to Che head master ; a certun propor- 
tion ot the school fees being paid over to the council for the 
purpose of keeping the bnilding in repair, completii^ the 
dmgn of the architect, and the formation of a reserve fund, 
Oontribntors ot £50 and upwards are entitled to be governors, 
and to a remission of one third of the school fees for bojs 
nominated by them ; a contribution of £60 giving a right to 
one, and of £160 to two nominations. The school alUiougfa 
carried on in connexion with the Church of England, is open 
to all denominations. There are some special privilc^ given 
to the children of clergymen which it is not here necee'ory to 
particnlarise.

UELBOimME HOBPITAL. 

The flist attempt to provide hospital acconunodatioD for 
the earif «Gttle:B on the sit« of Melbourne was very inade- 
quate, being a rude li^ hut of two rooms, ussd for the treble 
purpose of poet-office, police-office, and bospitel ; bnt at last 
becoming uninhabitable, a home in Little CoUins-street, near 
toe site of the present Temple Court, was taken for the pur- 
poeee of the hospital alone. A meeting was held on the 24th 
September, 18^, when it wee directed that an application 
should be made to Sir George Oipps, the then Governor of 
New South Wales, for a site of land, and for a Bum of £&00 in 
ud of the fiind for erecting an hoepitol and attaching bnild- 
ingB, The money was granted on condition that the recipients 
should raise a gimilar sum among themselves. This point 
was important, as had the building been erected wholly out of 
Oovemment fundi, ita mant^ement woald not have veiled in 
the public. With an energy and liberality commendable in 
the hi^ieat degree, the then scanty population speedily i^sed 
the required amount, and on the 6th of March, 1 816. a meeting 
waa held at the Boyal Hotel (upon the site of the present 
Criterion), when resolutions were passed expressive of tne im- 
portance and immediate necessity of ejecting an hospital far 
Fort Phillip, aud it was resolved that au hospital be established 
under the name of the Melbourne Bospital. On the following 
day a requisition was forwarded to James Montgomery, Esq., 
requesting him to convene a meeting of the governors and 
subscribers on the 19th of Match, lo appoint a committee to 
prepare rules for the lustitntion, Amimg the pemons signing 
the requisition were Dr. Geoghegan, K. W. Fohlman, Esq., Dr. 
O'Mullane, Dr. E. Barker, and man; other old and respected 
colonists. At this meeting a committee was also formed for 
the puipoee of obtaining a grant of land, and the governors 
were empowered to enter into contracts for the erection of an 
hospital on a ^te to be approved of. The foaudation stone 
was laid early in 1846, with masonic ceremonies befitting the 
importance of the occasion. A meeting was held on the IGth 
July, 1847, when Drs. Hobson, O'Mullane. and Howitt, were 
elected physiciana ; and Mesan. Oreevea, Thomas, and Oamp^ 
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bell, Buig«oiu to the butitation. The Hosi^tBl wu then 
c^ieDad for the leceptitm of patients. 
The followiiig 1b a Btatament for each jraar since that 
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The vhole munber of in-patleufii, uid thoM Tecdving 
medical advice and medicincB not rcBidicg in the Eoeplt^, 
amonnts to 22,433. The noble bnilding is situated in Lons- 
dale-Btreet, and contains S33 beds, independent of accommo- 
dation for offices, secretarj'B apartments, stores, sarrant*' 
rooms, &c. The last addition made cost £11,000, providing 
140 beds. The institution is under the managemeot of a 
committee, elected annually from the Bubscribers, and is sup- 
ported by Government aid and voluntary coutiibutioiu. Life 
governors aobecribing £20, and annual govemora of £2, have 
the privil^e of having one in and one out-patient at all 
times on the books of the institntiou, subject to the approral 
of the committee of Dianagement. 

The Honorary Medical Staff coDsists of four phfsiciaua and 
four surgeons ; there are also resident in the institution a 
house-surgeon and aswstant, resident secretary, matron and 
two dispensers. 

BENEVOLENT A8YLT7M. 

The declared objects of this Institution are " To relieve the 
aged and infirm, disabled or destitute, of ail creeda or nations, 
and to minister to them the comforts of religion." 

The first public meeting in connexion with the estabtisbment 
of an Asylum, was held in the Mechaulce' Instltnte, oB ISHl 
October, tS49, the Mayor In the chair. A committee was 
appointed to take initiatory steps, and at a second public 
meeting, held on the 8th November in the same year, Uie ne- 
ceesity for a General Asylum, into which thedeetitnt« coold be 
received, was fully recognised- The object of the meeting was 
to provide proper lodgings for the destitute objects of tiielr 
care, and exercising such control as to make the relief afforded 
really beneficial. Nearly one-half of the applicants for 
admission into the Hospital were fitter Bubjecta fin on Asylam 
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owing to the Incanble nature of their dtscMea and the 
completely shattered Btat« of their conititations. 

With the concnrrsnce of His Honor C. J. La Trobe, after 
WMds Governor, the Government agreed to give an eligible 
rite of ten acres for buildings and gronnda, to be yest«l in 
Tmsteea lo be nameii hj the subscribers, and also promiBed a 
grant of £1,000. subseqaently supplemented by £600, towards 
the erection of saiUtble buildings, on condition of the public 
contributing an equid amount, and a prospect of an annual 
grant towards the maintenance of the Inetitution. 

The foundation stone was laid by Eis Eonor C. J. La Trobe, 
on 2Jth June, 1860. assisted by the Hasonin Fraternity, and all 
the Congtitntod Authorities, a large concourse of the inhabi- 
tants of the city and district being present, the occasion having 
been obeerved ss a general holiday In Melbourne. The 
original building was calculated to afford accommodation for 
71 males and 71 females, and cost £8,427, towaids defraying 
which, Government, as already said, cootriboted £1,6110, the 

iblic raising by eabecription and collections £2,264, leaving 

the treoEarer'a bands a surplus of £826. 

The Asylum was opened for the reception of inmates on 
2Tth November, 1861, the number received up Co the end of 
the year being Z2. In the following year 7S additional 
Inmates were admitted. During the year 1868, 274 inmates 
were received, and on the 81st December of that year, ttiere 
were 126 inmates in the Asylum, exclusive of ofliclijs and 
servants. During the post year, 1667, there were 686 applica- 
tions for admlssioD, of these 113 were refused for want of room, 
63 referred to other institutions. 16 assisted to the interior or 
other oolonles, 162 received oatnloor relief, and 192 were 
admitted into the Asylum . 

Since the Institution was Brst opened various improvements 
and additions have been made to the buildings, and during 
thepastyearanew wing has been added, giving Bccommodation. 
lor 74 additional inmates, and adding macb to the internal 
comfort of the Institution, and very materially improving the 
appearance of the building, which is now one of the finest in 
Melbourne. The total cost of the old building was about 
£9,000. aud of the new wing and improvements £18,000. The 
building is now capable of containing 224 inmates, and is at 
present full, with a demand (or more accommodation. 

The Institution is supported partly by Qovemment partly 
by voluntary contributions, it being necessary in order to 
secure any Qovemment grant that the voluntary contributioos 
shall amount to one third of that grant. 

The office-bearers consist of a president, two vice-presidents, 
honorary treasurer, and a general committee not exceeding 
eighteen govemois (eicluaive of ex officio members) elected at 
the annual general meeting, by and from among the govemon. 

The president, vlce-pres^ent, the Chief Secretary, the Mayor 
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of Melboame, the houonry Medical Officers, tbe iMldent 
prinoipal MinUten of each Congr^;ation making a coUectson 
for the funds, and the honorary ti«i8urer, are the ex o0cio 
mcmberB of the committee of management. 

Every donor of £20 and npnaide is a life goremot, and 
every person nuBing by one or mors coUactions £20, and the 
eieculor QiEt named in any will bequeathing £50and upwards 
to tbc Inatltntion hare the rights and priviltsea of life 
governors. Every suliBcribcr of one guinea and upwards ia an 
annual governor, having the privilege of voting at the election 
of of&ce-bearen. and those paying two guineaa bare tiui 
privilege of recommending c»se$ of diBtresa for relief. 

The medical staff consists of two honorary physicians, two. 
honorary sargeons, and a resident medical ofGcer. 

The internal control and management is entrusted to ft 
superiQteniient and matron, and the efficient manner in wMdi 
the InatitutLon has been conducted by the committee of 
management, combinii^ care for the comfort and well bdiiK 
of the inmates with economy in the expenditnre of the public 
money, has fuily realised the expectations t^ tbe original 
promoters. 

MELBOOENB LYING-IN HOSPITAL AND XNFIBilAEY F02 
DI8EABEB OF WOMEN AND OBILDRBN. 

In the month of Angnst, 1856, some benevolent ladies 
became impressed with the want of snch an Institution as the 
above. A meetiDg was convened at the Deanery to discuw th« 
subject, and during inquii? it become known to some of the 
ladies that Dr. J. Maund and Dr. R. T. Tracy having long felt 
the need that existed of a Lying-iD Hospital, were than actual!; 
in treaty for leasing a suitahle honse in Albert-street, 
Melbourne, and bad determined to set the Institntion on foot, 
trusting to the support of the pubUc to maintain it when Its 
benefits were prov^. 

The ladies resolved to co-operate with these gentlemen, 
and formed a committee and liberally subscribed to start tha 
Hospital. Since then the charity has gone on Incieoaing. A 
site for a permanent building was obt^ned from Ooremment 
in an excellent situation in Madeline-street. A splendid ' 
bnilding has just been completed. Towards the building fund 
over £2,000 was obtained by voluntary subscriptionB, and 
£iflM granted by Pariiammt. 

During the last two years 260 women have been accouched 
In the Hospital, happily without a death, and 890 women and 
children have received advice and medicines as out-patients. 
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nooGBAirrB aid society, 

Thli fnrtitiitioa was siiabllshed in 186S, Ita object being to 
affiDid ftdrlos uid temporuy Blieltei to neirly arriTed penonc 
in need theieo^ imBpective of CNed or country, bat not tieing 
" Ooveiiunent " waicted innugraote. 

The manBgement of the esteblishment is vested in tlie 
hand! of an executive committee comprised of aeven gentle- 
auai, deded atmuaUj' from Taiions r^lgiooB deDamiuations, 
and meeting weekly for the reception of applications and for 
flnanoe ; alio a general oommittee consisting of clergymen of 
every denomination resident in Helboame, meeting period- 
ically to receive the reports of the executive committee and 
for general bnainen ; likeirifie an honorary secretary and 
treasurer, with a reBident secretary as superintendent. 

The operations of this society have proved eminently usefql 
to newly arrived Immigrante. and a most eeaential auxiliary 
to all other institutions. Upwards of 16,600 " relief gtauts " 
hvn been isnied since the establishment of the society, 
at an outlay of nearly £18,000. The project origiuated 
through Hie emergency arising &om the great and sudden 
inflaz of immigrants in 1662-8, by nbich, in the an- 
developed leaources of the colony, mach temporary 
distress was indacal. A public eobscriptlon, throughout 
Uelbonme and vicinity, was raised to the amount of neatly 
4E900O, upon the express arrangement with the Oovemment of 
Uie time that the society should isoeive a grant to the extent 
otkmt times the amount so contributed. This promise, hoW' 
ever, was not fulfilled, but in lieu theieof a moderate annual 
grant has lleen voted by tJie L^slatnre (as provided by the 
"Bmlgrants' Fund" arising from uie Poll Tax, levied nnder the 
VmBusgn Act, 18 Tiotoria, Cap. 15 and 16, which fond is pro- 
vided expiesslyfar relief of destitute immigrants); also with the 
use of buildings on the sonth side of the Yarra Biver, Mel- 
bonmBi now known as the Immigrants' Home. Princes Bridge. 

Thaw buildings were formerly appropriated by the immigra- 
tion department as a temporary asylum for about forty married 
couples and families, upon payment of a weekly rental for each 
loom. Since their possession by this society the accommodation 
has been much extended and varied in chaiacter. 

So &T as practicable, measures are adopted to overtake such 
exigencies of immigrants, for the time being, Dot otherwise 
provided for — thus, previous to the enlarCBment of the Mel- 
bourne hosjHtal, sick wards were provided, with medical aid, 
attendance, &c; also, a lying-in ward until the establishment 
of a lying-in hosfdtal for sucn caoes. 

lite institution at the present date embraoefi lodging for 
dag^ male and female inmates ; separate rooms for a few 
bniliM, and (as one pressing omeigency yet unprovided for) 
• boms for ontitnte obildien not digible tot the orphan 
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aaylumB, foi whom the aeceettay sleeping and dining roonu 
are get apart, with play- gtonnd. There is also ^ school-room 
attached, and a teacher (provided by the National School 

Of tiie adult inmates, when the house is not occupied bj 
new arrivals, the majority ars either ont-door patients of the 
hospital, convalescents therefrom, too weak to undertake im- 
mediate employment—and, those of the "unemployed" males 
nneijual to ordinary manual labor, for whom temporary em- 
ployment sufficient for ptocuring food is provided. 

The society icBiats as the principle of all its operations, that 
the aid rendered shall be only temporary, and that all inmates 
of the home shall be required to employ themselves to tJie 
extent of their ability; every means being token to indnce 
and promote self-reliance, and to discounte&uice dependence 
upon eleemosynary aid, which neither th« funds nor objects of 
the society, nor the interests of the inmates themselves will 
permit. 

For those sickly necessiiouB persons, not being newly arrived 
immigrants, relief tickets are issned, which the benevolent 
public pnrchase at a cost of 2s. €d. each ; for which mm foil 
two days food and lodging is given, the plan being intended 
to obviate the objectionable and much abused practice <d 
indiscriminate money relief. 

A record is kept of ths cases relieved, by which objects 
unworthy of further aid are denonnced and habitnal mendi- 
cancy prevented. 

This society may be trnly termed the Victorian strangera' 
friend, as it takes cognlEanoe, so far as its extremely moderate 
income peimits, of those cases ineligible or onprovided for by 

Besides the foregoing, immigrants' luggage is also stored 
upon the premises at a small weekly charge. 

The nsefalness of this society has been greatly promoted hj 
the resident secretary, Dr. Earley, under whose superiatendence 
the entire operations ore conducted. For six years past this 
gentleman has devoted his attention to the systematio 
amelioratiou of the difficulties and wants of immigrants on 
the one hand, and the checking of imposition or idleness on 
the other.

The Public Hnseum of Natural History in Victoria was 
commenced by His Excellency Mr. LaTrobe and Capt. Clarke, 
when surveyor-general ; and in the fiist instance a considerable 
collection of the birds, with a leas perfect series of the quad- 
rupeds, and a few specimens of the other divisions of the animal 
kingdom were got together. The best of tluee were, howetWi 
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nat to the FBiis ExMbition, and the gpociaietu wiach n- 
mafned formed a gm&ll museum, rarelj visited, displayed in 
tlie upper rooms of the old assay office, by Mr. Bluidoweki, 
who was employed to collect speeimenB and infoiraatiou 
iUostrative of the natural history of the country, fOF the " Mu- 
seum of Natural History " brancli of the survey department. 

Shortly after Sir Charles Hotham arrived, it seemed to him 
that the museuia establiBhment was an expense that should be 
done away irith, in the theu existing state of the country ; and 
having directed that the collections should be removed to 
make way for the present survey oEBces, and refusing to sanc- 
tion any expenditure for a new museum, an arrangement was 
suggested by Professor M'Coy for the preservation and eiten- 
siOD of the collection, by which the Oovemment offered to place 
the colonial specimens in the custody of the Univeisity, on 
condition ot that body erecting a suitable museum building to 
contain them. The specimens were to be freely open to the 
public and were to remain the property of the Qovemment, so 
that the corporation of the Uaiversity oonld have no power at 
tatj time of ezclnding the pnblic from them, or disposing of 
them in any way. The University accepted the trust, and 
parliament having contributed, on the above conditions, 
£10,000 towards the erection of the museum, the northern 
wing of the dniversitj was built at a cost of npwards of 
£26,000, having the entire length of the upper floor formed 
into an admirably suited museum of four fine rooms. In 
these museums every precaution has been taken to ensure tha 
most abundant light, with entire absence of that great de- 
stroyer of natural history specimens, dust. This is kept from 
the specimens not only by the large enclosed and ' planted 
groonds tmrrounding the baUding, which could not have been 
bad in town, but by fastening the glass of the windows into 
the stone without sashes, and by well made glass cases. 

The museums, both of the state and the University, are 
alike lioelj open to the pnblic ; the latter being confineid to 
the eastern room (principally mineralogical and geological 
collections), and the former occupying the other three. The 
geological and palEoontological ci^ections of the University 
are very complete, and have been stratigraphically arranged 
by the professor of natural science, and carefoUy labelled so as 
to give a complete view of modem geology. Professor M'Coy 
has also arranged the fine collection of minerals in such a 
way that the crystalline eyiteta and chemical constitution of 
each is seen at a glance. 

The next lai^e room is devoted exclusively to the natural pro- 
ducts of thecolony of Victoria; there we find the quadrupeds, 
birds, fishes. &c. of the country, classified in zoological order, the 
class marked ovei each case, tbe order, genus and species, 
locality and common name being given on the printed forms 
adopted for tiie labelB. Whta the naming is finished and the

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collection n«arlr oompleto, it U intended to pobliah dMqt 
illustrated volnmes deaci^tiTe of all the claam, so that (he 
pnblic maf become hmiliai with the object* bf name, and 
tbas render it posdble for obserren in rarioiu parts of the 
conntrf to record th^ obMrvationa In aucli a form as will lay 
tbe foundation for a true natnral historj of the colony. la 
this "Victorian room" h also a series of the noodsofthe 
colony, contributed bj Dr. Hiiller, and the polieontological 
■peolmens collected b; Mi. Selwyn's staff for the illualnttion of 
the geological survej. 

The flnt room on the right al the st^ioase it devoted to 
general loology ; and here the main gron^ngs are lUustrativo 
of the great geographical diTisi<»is of Uie earth's Eurbce, sa 
narked by the distribution of animals ; bringing the theortea 
of "spedflc centres of creation," "representative forms," and 
other ioterestlag points in tbe philosophy of Boology strikingly 
before tbe eye. Each of the geographical groups is, of course, 
■oologically classiaed, and the UbeUlDg of the qtedmens is fix 
advanced, with the order, &niily, geuos, species, locally and 
common name of each. Owing to the intercesuon of Brofeasoi 
U'Coy with tbe scientific men at home, this part of the colleo- 
tion has received, and is receiving muiy large and valuable 
additions, and in somB departments will soon rival some oi 
the great pubUc eo'' ■■•'■■■ ■ 
already exhibited a: 
of these. 

The west room coutuns the first commencement of an 
Agricnltnral Museum, comprising a fine coUectitxu of seeds by 
Mr. Uacmillan, and a few models. Bnt by the kindness ot 
Professor Henslow it is expected to be enriched before the end 
of the year with copies of the agricultural objects in bis 
ftlnsenm of Agricultural Botany at Kew, models of the best 
machines, Ac., &c., so as to be as useful and instinctive as tha 
other more advanced sections. This room also contains one 
of tha most practically useful and interesting sections (com- 
menced by Professor M'Coy last year) of the whole — vis., the 
"Mining Museum." Here may be seen all the tods and 
machines used in both allnvi^ gold-washing and aiining in 
Victoria, all the larger machinery being illustrated by boauti- 
ftUIy accurate working models, shewing every detail of con- 
stntcHoD. Here also are models of the miuea of Ballaorat, 
Buuinyong, &c.. formed of the actual materials, showing all the 
nnde^round strata, tlie shafts, drives, timbering, &C., exactly to 
scale. Here also may be seen various foreign machines for 
boring for water and coal ; the Russian gold-washing machinery 
employed in the Ural mountains, and various drawings i^ 
machinery, and physical and geological maps of the gold-fields. 

There ore daily expected for this division of tbe museum 
consignmente, from Professor M'Coy's correspondents, of the 
tools used in the fiunous mines ot Gnrcpe, and modds of.

FHILOSOPEICAL DTBTTrCTE. 

During the winter of IBM the attention of maar identillo 
gentlemen in Victoria was directed to the necessity of havliig 
Muuejieneral meaoB of conunuaication one with another ; and 
Mr. William Sydney Gibbons, the Hicioscopiat, propoaed that 
« Boctety ahoald be establiihed under the title ot the Tictorifcn 
bistitnte. This gentleman coDimanicalM with many peiaoni 
of known scientific reputation, and the Institute was fonnded 
under his mansgemeiit. His Honor Ui. Justice Barry was 
elected President ; and Dr. Maand, Frederick Siimett, Esq., 
Qeorge Higinbotham, Esq., and others of sdentiflc emhience, 
hdd office in. tbe coanciL 

At Bmxlj the same time, and with similar views, tiie Phi- 
ICMOi^dcal Society was established,— President, the Bonoraids 
Andrew Cloike, Capt., BJK.; Members of Conndl, Oodftey 
Howitt, Esq., M.D., the Key. A. Morison, A. B. C. Belwyn, 
^„ Dr. Uiiller, B. IfBa, Esq., MJ)., Dr. Eodes, Dr. Wilkie 
and others. The gist general meeting of the PMloBophicol 
Society was held at the Assay Office (the present Public LandB 
OfBce) on the 12th August, 1654, and auleeqaently the meet- 
ings were held monthly. The society progreseed very rapidlr 
aAet its inauguration, and nnmerous papers were read, the 
principal contribniots being Clement Hodgskiason, Esq., C.E., 
Dr. Wilkie, Dr. Mailer, B. Brongh Smyth, Esq., WUliam 
Blansdowski, Esq., aod Dr. Davy, 

In oourse of time it was found that an amalgamation of tbe 
Victorian Institute and the Philosophical Soviet}' was dcsiia- 
ble, and several conferences were held of committees of the 
respective societies. Afl«r some delays the two societies were 
amalgamated, under the title of the Philosophical Institute 
of Victoria, and the first general meeting was held on the 10th: 
July. 1865. 

In 1866 the transactions and proceedingi of the Philo- 
sophical Society and the Victorian Institute watn published, 
the-colony derived much benefit from the. dissemination of 
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the papeis amongBt the Tariou* learned Bodeties throngliaut 
the world. At that time the membera of the aocietieB were 
not DumeTOOB, and none came forwanl foi election nnlera 
they were in some mannei directly or indirectly connected with 
scientific inveatigationn, and it was expected that eTer; 
member would contribute either original papers or specimens 
of natnral history for eihtliition at the meetings. Of late 
candidates for election have been more numerous, and the 
principle of the British Association has been adopted, where 
every taipectahle man is considered eligible who takes snfB- 
cient iutereat in science to induce him to subscribe to 
il8 AmdB. 

His Ezcdlency Sir Heniy Barkly, with his characteristic 
r^^id for every institution iu any manner connected with the 
wwareofthe colony, has largely extended his patronage to 
the Philosophical Institute, and very frequently honors the 
meetings with his presence. 

ASTKONOHY. 

jThe Astronomical Observaton- of the Colony, situated in 

WiUiamstown, is in Longitude 9 h. 8B m. M" 4'" east, and 
87° S2' 7" 7'" south, and was established in the year 1863, for 
the immediate purposes of commercial astronomy. Time bafls 
at Williamstown and Melbourne have been erected, by which 
signals of Greenwich time are given to enable masters of 
vessels lying in Hobson'a Bay to obtain etrois and rates for 
their cluonometers, and for general pnblic convenience. In 
addition to the time balls, night signals are made from the 
lighthoose, which is in telegraphic conimtmication with the 
Observatory. 

The establishment was at 6mt very limited, possessing only 
a small transit instrument, an astronomical doch, anaa tew 
minor instruments, the whole of the duties being carried on 
by the superintendent. Mr. R. L. J. Ellery. Within the last 
few years considerable improvements and additions have been 
made, and the Observatory is now in a£ an efficient a state as 
its compass allows 

The establishment consists at present of two wooden 
buildings erected within the telegraph reserve at Gellibfand's 
point, WilliamBtown ; one of them containing meridian and 
computing rooms, and the other a small equatorial room. 

The instruments consist of a transit instrument by Trough- 
ton and Simms of London ; 8 feet six inches focal length, with 
3 inches effective aperture ; a sidereal transit clock by Frod- 
sham, a mean time clock, an eighteen inch altazimuth circle 
by Troughton, with chronometers, sextants and other minor 
adjuucts of an astronomical observatory. The transit instru- 
ment is moulited on stone piers, the foundations of which are 
solid masonry for a considerable depth below the suriace. The 
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^deieal clock bM for its mppoit a masdve stone pillar itandlng 
upon tho aame foundatiooB as tbe transit pien. The alta- 
ihauth ia placed upon a eolid circular pier also of Btoue in th« 
eqaatorial room. There U in addition to these a staff of 
meteorological inatmmeDta. 

The work of the obserratorr consistB in the otaerrations 
necessarj for maintaining true time, and for latitude and 
lougitude, especially the latter, the accurate determination <^ 
which forms one of the meet difficult probteims in practical 
aetronom;. Eclipees, oconltationa. and all occasional astrono- 
mical phenomena are carefully observed and recorded, and a 
catalogue of south clrcam polai stars is in coarae of formatioa. 
The Obserratorr being in electric communication with all the 
telegiaph stations in the colony, time signals are sent to them 
daily at one o'clock, p.m. Obserratory time, when the limo 
balls at Melbourne and Williamstown are simultaneoosly 
dropped. It is intended eTcntnally to supply all the seaport 
and some of the principal inland towns with time signals la 
Older that ttnifbrm mean time may be obtained thionghout 
the colony. 

The available horizon on the meridian is from abont 48° 
north declination to SO* polar distance below the pole south. 
The south pole star (a) rigma oelaniit is within 48' of tho 
celestial pole, but being only of the 6th magnitude is very 
difficult to find without fixed instruments. 

The zodiacal light is frequently very bright in the evenii^, 
generally most visible on those nights immediately preceding 
or following conjunction of the moon. 

The climate of Victoria, from the cleameas of its atmosphere, 
affords exlraordlnary advantages for tbe prosecution of astrono- 
mical research of thd highest class, and it is to be hoped that 
the Government may be induced to provide instruments of a 
superior class, in order that the observatory may not only be 
safflclently effective for ail the commerci^ purposes of the 
colony, hut may be enabled to contribute something to wtro- 
Domical knowledge generally. 



FHEBKABONBY IN VICTORIA,* 

Freemasonry has been defined a Moral order, instituted with 
the praiseworthy design of recalling to oar remembrance the 
moat sublime tniths in the midst of the most innocent and 
social pleascres, founded on brotherly love and charity. Its 
branches now extend to every part of the civilised world. It 
has identified itself with the people of Victoria, become a 
cherisbed Institation, and exercises a potent influence amongst 

• Prejartd hy u eminent member ol llt» C»lft, 
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There ue In Victoria (In 1868) twentj-eight lodges uid 
tone Boyol Arch Chapters nadei the English, nine lodges 
under the Iiigh, and three auder the Scottish Oraod Lddges, 
and one Boyal Arch Chapter uitder the Scottish Supreme 
Grand Chapter, the aggprcgate number of membeiE of which 
lodges and chapfijrs ia about 8,500, excluBive of a Blmilar 
number of Freemajjons vho, fiom various causes, have not jet 
affiliated with aaj of theee lodges. 

The brief space allotted for our subject precludes the intro- 
duction into OUT ri-uta^ of little more than an unumeratioii 
of events in the annals of Freemasonry in the colony. 
The constitution of the first lodge, the Australia Felis, 
under the English Qruid Lodge, took place at Melbourne 
on the 26th Mar';h, 1S40. The first W. Master was lir. Qaotse 
B. Bmyth. who was installed by Br. John Stephen, P.M., who 
invested the officera and performed the several ceremonies upon 

Tlie next lodge formed in the coLouy was the Australia 
Felix Lodge of Hiram, at Melbourne, under the Irish Qrand 
Lodge, on the 24th June, 1S43, Br, John Thomas Smith, then 
the E. W. the Mayor of Melbourne, the first initiate in the 
English LodgH, was elected W. Master, Br. John Stephen. P.M-t 
also performed the same ceremonies upon this occasion, aa 
previously described in relation io the Australia Felii Lodge. 

The first lodge in the colony under the Scottish Grand 
Lodge, though steps for its formation weri; taken in November, 
1S41, was not constituted until the 13th May, 1844. The 
ceremony of constitution and the installation of the R.W. 
Deputy Master. Br. Wm. Kerr, and investment of his ofEcera 
being severally performed by £r. John Thomas Smith. 

S(»netime thereafter the United Tradesmen's Lodge, under 
the Scottish Grand Lodge, was constituted at Geelong, and 
Br. George <!oppin, late of dramatic celebrity, who had 
obtiuned the warrant of constitution, was installed the first 
B.W. Master of the lodge. 

During the interval between the constitntijsn of these 
several lodges and the discovery of gold, the pn^resa of Free- 
masonry, though subject to the usual vicissitudes, was con- 
siderable. Contrary, however, to prescriptive right, to take a 
secondary part in such ceremonies, the brethren assisted 
Charles J. LaTrobe, Esq., Superintendent of Port Phillip, and 
in his sabsequent position as I ieutenant Governor of Victoria, 
to lay the foundation stenes of several public btnictures, 
namely, the Supreme Court in July, 1842; Prince's Bridge and 
the Hospital in March, 1846 ; and the Benevolent Asylom in 
June, 1860. The It.W, Master of the Australadan Eilwiq,- 
ning Lodge, with the Masters of the other lodges, laid the 
foimdation-stone of the Temperance Hall, Russell-street, in 
December, 1846. 

The first Boyal Arch Chapter in the colony, deeigaat«d 



the AaBtTaladan, affiliated with the AnstnUia FeHx Lodge, 
was conBtituted on the 7th Maj, 1844. 

After the dlBcoveiy of gold in 1861, an immeDBe Inflnx of 
Btuopeans arrived ill the colon;, and among;Bt them Mveial 
brethren of great masonic experience, fully cunversaat with 
the various rituali and qualified to carry on the work of Freer 
masonry according to the ancient nsages, castoms, and land- 
marks of the ordar. Some of these brethren greatly accelerated 
the progreM of Freemasonry in Victoria, and Btill continue to 
exercise a marked influence over it. Amongst these may be 
mentioned Br. J. J. Moody, a, Fast Provincial JiMilor Grand 
Warden for Ctieahire, a Koyal Arch Paat Z.. a Knight Templar, 
and Prince Grand Rose Croix ; Br. E. T. Biadshaw, a P.M., a 
B.A., a Knight Templar and Knight of the SOth d^ree, 
H.R.D.M. ; Br. Edward Sydes, P. Prov. G. Secretary forSomer- 
setBhire, a R.A. and Knight Templar ; and Br, Robert Levick, 
a P.M. and R.A, past Z. These severally commenced their 
masonic labors in 1863. The latter brother established la 
18M, and has Kuccessfully contiaaed to the present a lodge of 
instruction, which has been of inestimable advantage to the 
craft. About two years thereafter Br. H. W. Lowry, a P.M., a 
B. A., and Knight Templar ; Br, Professor WileoD, a B.A., and 
K.T.; and several other influential brethren from Britain, 
increased this phalanx of devoted Freemasons. 

During the years 1863-4-5 the lodges increased rapidly In 
nnmtier, and warrants of dispensation were obtained to liotd 
them at the principal gold-fields. During this period the foon- 
dation-stone of the Melbourne Qss Worlis and of the Western 
Market were respectively laid by Br. John Thomas Smith, then 
R.W. Mayor of Melbourne, assisted by the masters, officers, and 
brethren of the several lodges. Upon the former occasion a 
beautiful silver trowel, and upon the iatter a massive one of 
pure Victorian gold, each witli suitable inscriptions, were pre- 
sented to Br. John T. Smith. 

The great increase in lodges led to a desire for their united 
government b; the formation of Froviaciol Grand Lodges, 
wherein each lodge, under its respective constitution, would 
be fully represiinted. 

On the memorial of the Australasian Kilwinnii^ Iiodge, the 
Orand Lodge of Scotland appointed Br. James Hunter Boss, 
B.W.P.G. blaster, but after appointing his officers and he and 
they being respectively inBtalled and invested in July, 1847, 
he never summoned them to meet thereafter, and did not 
resign office until 1 854. From the loss of his commission a 
successor was not appointed until the present year, Br. W. C. 
Uaines, MX.A., being recommended to the Duke of Athol for 
sDch appointment, one which, from the high character of 
Br. Haines, cannot faU to be generally approvM. 

In 1866 Br; John Thomas Smith, M,L,A., was appointed 
6.W.P.Q. Master, under the ItiBh Con£titutio&, for Victoria, by 
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the Duke of Leinster, and the folloning year Lord Zetland 
sppoiated Captain Andren- Clarke, B.E., H.L.A., B.W.F.Q. 
Master, noder the English Conetitution, for Victima ; there 
being then twelve lodges to be placed under Ms jurisdiction. 
Each of the ProvLnci^ Grand Lodges and ProTincial Grand 
Masters were respectively coiis(itnt«d and installed, according 
to ancient usage, by Br. J. J. Moody, Fast Provincial Junior 
Grand J, Warden for Cheahire, assisted by numerous Masters, 
Post Masters, and Brethren. Captain Clarke laid the founda- 
tion-stone of CoUingwood bridge in 1866, with great ecful. in 
the presence of many thoiisands of spectatoni. The members 
of the Municipal Conncil of East CoUingwood purchased and 
presented to him for the occasion a beautiful silver trowel 
suitably inscribed. 

Prior to the departure of Br. Smith for Europe in July of 
the preeent year, and the departare of Br. Captain Clarke for 
Europe in Angost of the present year (1S&8), the brethren 
gave them sumptuous farewell banquets ; the former was held 
at the cm de Paris, P. T. Oell, Esq., W.D.P.G.M., for Victoria 
(English Constitation) in the cbaii, and the latter at the 
Prince of Wolea Hotel, Br. Professor Wilson, P.M. (Scottish 
Constitution) in the choir. Appropriate speeches were made 
on these rcepective occisions, and the Bretiiren testified their 
regard for the P.O. Masters in a manner so marked and fra- 
ternal as i<i inspire them with the most grateful feelings fbr 
such demonstrations of brotherly courtesy and attention. 

An interesting event took place, during the present year, 
at Sandhurst— the consecration of the beautiful lodge, recently 
built therein, to Royal Arch Freemasoniy. This ceremony, 
tlie installation of the Principals, the Investment of the 
Officers, and exaltation of Candidates, were severally per- 
formed by Companion J. J. Moody, Past Z., who visited 
Sandhurst for the purpose. The ceremony of consecrating a 
Boyal Arch Chapter was thus performed far the first time 
in Tictorla. 

A desire having been manifested for the introductjon of the 
Chivalrous Degrees and the Ancient and Accepted Itite into 
Victoria, Benjamin Archer Kent, Esq., M.D., RW.F.G.M. for 
South Australia, having been appointed Provincial Qrand 
Commander of Knights Templar and of Prince Masons for the 
Anstrolian Colonies, soon after his arrival from, and before 
hU return again to, England, carried out this desire. In 
April he constituted the Pembroke Encampment of Knights 
Templar, at Melbourne, and instaUed Sir Enight £. T. 
Brodshaw Eminent Commander, and Sir Knights J. J. Moody 
and H, W. Lowry, respectively, First and Second Captains 
thereof. 

On the same day he constituted the Sovereign Chapter of 
Knights of the Eagle and Pelican and Perfect Puissant Princes 
Onmd Koae Croix of Victoria, under Uie supreme council 
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of Sovereign Onwd Tiupndon Oeneral for England and Wales 
and the dependencicB of Gieat Britain, and installed and 
inducted tbe foUoiriDg Sir Knights into office : — Most Wiia 
Boveretgu, J. J. Moody, Knight, 18th, and, nnder Scottish 
Jurisdiction a Knight of the Sgrd Degree of tbe O.M. First 
Geneial. E. T. Bradxhaw, Knight, K E., 80th ; Second Qenenj, 
A. J. Gibh, Knight, K.H„ 80th. 

Such ia a brief outline of the introdDction into and progies 
of the several branclMiS of Freemaaouiy in Victoria.

Sydney, New Scnth Wales, was formerly the head qnarten 
ofUie General Officer oommandingOietroops in the Auetralian 
colonies. In the year 1864, however, the British GoYemment, 
coneeqnent on tbe rapidly increasing importance of tlie 
Colony of Victoria, and r^arding Melbourne as the most 
centrid mililarypoint in thecommand, added to which its postal 
proximity to England, directed the removal of the head 
quarters of the army thence. Accordingly, in Aagust, 1854, tbe 
late Sir Itobert Nickte, K.H.. then Commander in Chief in 
these colonies, arrived Sit Melbourne with bis staff, and 
established his head quarters in Victoria. 

In May, 1856, Sir Robert Nickle died in Melbonme, when 
ttie command of tbe troops devolved on Colonel E, Hacarthnr, 
Deputy Adjutant-General. This officer was, in ^eptemt)er of 
that year, appointed Commander of the Forces in the 
Australian colonies with the rank of Major-General, being 
succeeded as Deputy-Adjutant-Geneial by Lientenant-Colonel 
J. M. B. Neill 

In January, lS5e, Major-General MacarQiar succeeded to 
the temporary Qovemuient of Victoria, by the deatli of His 
Excellency Sir C. Hotham, K.C.B., and administered the same 
until the arrival of His Excellency Sic Henry Barkly, K.C.B., 
the present Governor. 

On the 17th July, 1857, Major-General Macarthur was 
nominated a C.B. 

The present head quarters and military staff of tbe Austra- 
lian command is composed as follows : — Major-General E.

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'CoDReqnetit on the di«coTeiy of gold in Tictoria, and tbe 
TMt increaBe of the population, it waa deemed ailvUablo to 
ftngment the military tOrce in the colony, nod. in June, 1862, 
the head quarters of the 40th Begiment, under command of 
Colonel Valiant, embarked at Cork, in Her Majesty's Troop 
Ship Vtdcan, CommandeT E. Voa Donop, and arrivetk at 
Melbourne on the 6th November of the same year. 

The military force in Victoria had previonsly coDHiBt«d of 
only a small detoclimcnt, geaerally fiom the regiment sta- 
tioned in Sydney. 

At a snbeeqaent period a still greater amount of militair 
force being thought desirable in the coionj, the lat bBttali(Hi, 
12th Regiment, under the command of Major Kempt, was 
directed to proceed from Cork to Melbosrne, where it arrired 
«n the IBth October, IBM. 

This regiment remained at Melbourne until the close of 
16£&. when an augmentation t« the 40tli Regiment of four 
companies, under command of Major (now Lieutenant- 
Colonelt Neill airived at Melbourne. 

The 40th Begimeut is the Gist corp the head quarters of 
which has been stationed in Melbourne, and it is now tbe 
oa\j T-ffular corps in tbe colony of Victoria; at one time it 
famished detachmentE of one company each at the gold-fleld« 
of Ballaarat, CasUemaine, and Bendigo, and at tbe town of 
Oeelong. All these have now been withdrawn, and the whole 
strength of the corps, with the exception of one company 
stationed at Adelaide, South Australia, has been concentrated 
in Melbourne. 

Shortly after tbe arrival of tbe 40th, one company was 
mounted and equipped aa light cavalry, with tbe view of bring 
emiJoyed against buehrangera. The increasing numbers and 
efficiency of the police force, enabling it to compete with these 
robbers, the mounted company of the 40th waa employed in 
the escort of gold and treasure from the different gold-fields to 
the Treasury at Melbourne. This aidunus and highly 
responsible service was most enccessfully peifonned by the 
ofBcer^and men of tbe company, in acknowledgment of which 
a most deservedly complimentary General Older* was iferoed,

In Older, howeTer, to afford every facility to Qovetmnent 
in the escort of the gold, tlie Uajor-Qcneral commnQdinK 
aHowM one sergeant and fifty rank and file of the 40th 
Begfiment from those who had formerly belonged to the 
mounted company to continue their serviceB, for the purpose 
of escorting gold and treasure, but under the direction of the 
Chief CommisgioDer of Police. In this duty they were 
employed nntil arrangements having been made by Qovern- 
ment for the police to do the whole duty of the gold escort the 
military were directed to rejoin their corps. 

A most gratifying report of the steadiness and efBcieccy of 
these soldiera. while they vrere attached to the police, was 
made by the the Chief Commissioner of that force, 

A letter expressive of the satiafaitory manner in which . 
the mounted company, 40th fiegiment, had conducted them 
■elves while in civil emfJoy, vias also received from the 
Kllitaiy Secretary to His Uoyal Highnesa The Qeneral 
Commanding in i. hief. 

The expense of the military has been defrayed as follows : — 
That for the mainte ance of the >lead Quarter Staff, with the 
exception of the colonial allowance granted to each officer, 
U, and always has been, disbursed from the Imperial chest. 
Until the 81st December, 1867. the Imperial pay, and also the 
Colonial allowatices of the Regimeats stationed in Victoria, 
were defrayed by the colony. Since (hen, however, the Home 
Government have been requested by that of this colony to 
disburse the Imperial pay of the troops. 

Ever since the ari'ival of the military here, the barrack 
accommodatioa has been, not only of a temporary character, 
bntbad and inconvenient in every possible respect. There 
are, however, now barracks in tile couree of erection, near 
Princes Bridge. 



Consequent on the war with Buasia, the attention of the 
colonists wag directed to the expediency and necessity of 
organizing a military force, to co-operate with Her Majesty's 
troops in case of emergency, and in the year 1854, an Act was 
passed, authorising the raising of Volunteer corps.

The library, under the superintendence of Mr. Hidgway, 
was establisbed in 1852, and now contains aboiit 9,0UO volumes 
of every description of literature. Nearly 6,000 volumes are 
shortly expected from England. The library is specially 
for the benefit and general nse of the members of the L^is- 
lature, but ov«ry facility is ^iven to the public by the librarian 
in all searches and inquiries strictly parliamentary and 
legislative.

'Without attempting to enter into any minut« analysis <^ 
this table, it will suffice to remark that although some ol these 
banks have only been recently eetabliahed, the aggn^t« sntn 
lost divided amounte to 18 per cent, per annum on the pald- 
np capital, besides reserved profits amounting to more than 
one-fifth of the subscribed capital. 

Comparing the progress of population with these EtatJstics 
of currency, wu perceive that while the population has increased 
uzfold within the period under review, the notes in circulation 
have iucreased nearly twelve fold ; the coin and bullion more 
than eight-fold ; and the deposiU between seven and eight- 
fbld. The most remarkable feature presented by the bank 
returns is the enormous proportion which the deposits bear to 
the number of InhabitantB ; being £12 16s. 3d. per head of the 
whole population.

It woald be impoeslble to improve much 
upon their policy, which ia finu and consiiitent, without being 
oppreaeive. There is no doabt that the bulk of our commu- 
nity is perfectly sound and Htable, and if the recblesa specu- 
Ifttorg of the mother country could only be taught a little 
caution, we doubt not that onr mercantile and financial affairs 
would be speedily re-establiahed. 

SAVINOa' BASKS. 

The returns of the Savings' Banks, an institntion the work- 
ing of which forms so sure an index to the material prosperitj 
of the laboring classes, present results of a most gratifying 
character, manifeiittDg as they do beyond all question the 
steadily increasing comfort of the people, and what is, peihaps, 
of more genuine impoitance, their perseverance in habits of 
economy and of careful provision for the future. It is under- 
stood that much of the deposits withdrawn in the course of 
the year have been applied to the purchase of land ; and thus 
the Savings' Banks, by providing a secure place of deposit, 
and allowing a reasonable rate of interest, 4 per centl per 
uuLom, for the savings of the working people, lend their aid 
towards the permanent settlement of the country. 

It ^tpeacB that on 31st December, 1851, the total amount 
lodged by the 1,206 depositors was £46,444. At the last annual 
balance period, viz., (it 1st ^uly, 1858, the total number 
of depositors was 7,242. and the total amount of balances at 
their credit. £482,243 Sa.

£69 18s. »d. 

The Savings' Banks in Victoria are separate institutions, 
under the management of local trustees appoint«d by the 
Commissioners of Savings' Bankg, who are appointed by the 
Governor in Council, and have the general control of their 
administration and the investment of the funds, in accordance 
witli tlie provisions of the Act of the Lieutenant Qovemoi and 
IiC^lislattve Council, 16 Victoria, No. 37, commonly called 
" The Savings' Bank Act, 1858." They are now established 
tn Melbourne, Geelong, Costlemaine, Sandhurst. Ballaarat, 
Fmtland, and Belfast, and it is understood that the Commis- 
sioners intend shortly to estahUeh biuiks at Beechworth and 
ilarjboioagh.

the quontitj of laud under crop amounted to 237,729 acres. 
The produce of the last harrest was: Wheat, 1,808,4SS 
bushels; maize. 6,5^ bushels: barley, 166,468 bushels; oata, 
1,249,800 buBheU; and of potatoes, 61.116 tons, besides other 
crops ; while 101 acres were planted as vineyards, which 
yielded 6.T6I gallons of wine, and supplied the marketo with 
618,463 iba. of grapes. 

Fie-eminent as Victoria is for its mineral wealth, it is 
tcareely less remarkable for its com producing qualities in 
comparison with those of several other countries. The fol- 
lowing table, showing the average produce per acre according 
to recent official documents, speaks for itself ; —

The extent of the land under crop in the years eliding 
Te8}>ectively in March, 1852. and 1B5S, is exhibited in the fol- 
lowing table.

LITE STOCK 

Two or three years ago some alarm was excited in this 
country, eren among intelligent men, that there was likely to 
be a deQcleiicr in live stock beyond even the power ct toe 
neighbouring colonies to supply, and prophecies were h^urded 
that the price of butchers' meat would are long reach the 
famine rate of 28. 6d. per lb. These fears are now dissipated. 
The numbers of sheep have diminished, bat the deficiency in 
sheep is amply compensated by the increase in cattle and pigs. 
In 1861 the stock of the colcmy was as follows .— Hotsee, 
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21,219: cattle, ST8,606 ; sbaep, &,032.7Sa. Bj the aid of the 
Bt&ff whtcb baa been no csrefully oiganised during the last two 
jeaiB for the aanual collection of a^cnltursil Htatistici, it has 
been aacertamed that the stock in March, 1858, was — hoisee, 
56,688; cattle. 314,587; sheep, 4,7Q6.022; and at the com- 
mencement of this ;ear there was an increase of 60,424 homed 
cattle, 22,946 pigs, 168,150 sheep, and 22,263 hones, over the 
nnmbers returned in 1866. 

The quantity of cattle llanghteied during the year 1857-8 
was— homed cattle, 176,947 ; sheep, 998,824 ; pigs, 26,249. 

OAS. 

The Qas and Coke Companj was ori^nated, and the Fio- 
visionsl Commitlee formed at Melbourne on the 28th August, 
1650. The aum of roone; already expended on buildings and 
apparatus, and street maips, amonntg to £150,0IX). The 
number of shares of £5 each issued has been 18,000, 
equal to £90.000; and 6,000 shares of £10 each, equal to 
£60,000 ; the total being £15O,0lO. At Slat August, 1855, 
debenturts bearing ten per cent, interest were issued to the 
extent of £60,000. since when £20.900 has been paid off, leariog 
£29,100 still unsettled. The total of ehares and debentures 
amounts to £179,100. Dividends are paid on the capital at 
the rate of twelve per cent, per annum. Aliout fifty miles of 
mains are laid ; and forty miles of mains are now being received 
for the purpose of supplying Richmond, Prahran, St Kilda, 
Emerald Hill, ^^andridge and North Me bourne. The quantity 
of gas consumed is about 46,000,000 cubic feet per annnm, the 
charge being 22b. 6d. per l.OUO cubic feeL The works are very 
extensive, situated on the north side of the Yarra Yarra 
Biver, adjacent to the city. 

SnSOFEAlT KAILS. 

The "European and Australim Royal Mail Company" 
have had the contract for conveying H.U. mails between 
Europe and Australia since the year 1866 The route is from 
Southampton to Malta (where the mail via Marseilles is 
received) and Alexandria; thence overland to Suez, where the 
mails are re-shipped, the steameis tonching at Aden, Point de 
Qalle, King Oeorge's Sound, Melbourne, and Sydney. This 
airangcment terminates in February, 1859. 

The "Peninsular and Oriental Company" have the new 
contract for seren years, with some modifications in the route. 
The vessels are to call at Mauritius instead of Point de Galle, 
and to touch at Kangaroo Island to tranship the Adelaide 
mail. I'ho new service will commence on the 12th March 
from Southampton (mail vtS Marseiltea on the 16th), and the 
first TcsBcl will be dne at Melbourne on May 6th. The first 
homeward mail will leave Sydney on the 15th February. The 
contract time is 56 days, vtii MareeUlefl 60 days. 
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KAILWAYS. 

Two lioai have been constracted by priTate compaalea. 
The Srst, from Uetbonme to HobBon'fi Ba^, with a branch to 
8t. Kilda, Including a pier ranniDK 682 jards mto tbe Bay at 
Sandridge, has cost £S66.24''. The average Dumber of posaeu- . 
gem weekly has been 10,240 to Sondridge and 17,800 to St 
Kilda. The profits for the last half-year amounted to £29,972. 
The second la from Oeelong to within eight milei of Mel- 
bourne. Ita total cost has been £590,676. Two other private 
companies have recently been formed for the cnrpose of con- 
nectiog the more populous suburban towns with ihe metro- 
polis. For portions of the lines, contracts amounting to 
£820,000 have been entered into, and the works Bare been 
commenced. Finally, the Government, by authority of an 
Act of Parliament, has underiAken to construct upwards of 
two hundred miles of railway, including lines from WillianiB- 
town to Melbourne, from Melbonme to the Murray utd Castle- 
maine and Kendigo. and from Oeelong to Ballaarat, the lines 
to be completed in about four years. Contracts have been 
taken for ibs Sandhurst line, 94^ miles, amounting to 
£8,S56,937, and for the Ballaarat line, 63 miles, to the amount 
of£l,271.841. It is eipeofed that the line from Sandhurst to 
the Murray, being over a level country (57i miles), will be 
constructed for ahout £600,000.

Thifl Company was incorporated on the 8th Febraary, 1868, ■ 
for the construction of a line of railway between Oeelong and 
Melbourne; capital, £860,000. The portion of the lino 
between Williamstown and Batman's Bill was mbsei^nently 
ceded to the Melbourne, Mount Alexander, and Murray Kiver 
Railway Company, on the understanding that the two lines 
should be carried on contemporaneously ; but the Mount 
Alexander Company having failed to raise the necessary 
capital, transferred their righta and liabilities to the Oovem- 
t, hy whom the branch line to Melbourne is now in course 



The Government originally guaranteed icterest at five par 
cent, on £200,000, which was extended on the accession of Sir 
Charles Hotham to the remainder of the capital ; and in the 
latter part of the year 1864 an agency was established in 
London for the sale of shares, in which object - the Company 
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frag entirely sacccssTul, and the line waa completed to the 
proposed juactioQ with tbe Government line, in length about 
forty milea, and opened for passenger traffic on the 26th of 
June, 1&67. 

But one line of rwls has been bb jct laid down ; bnt the 
earth worliB and bridges are cotiatnicted for a double track ; 
and the eipenao has coosequentlj exceeded the estiinated 
capital, the cost being about £600,000, or £15,000 per mile. 
A power Ib reserved to the Govemment, by the Company's Act, 
to purchase the undertaking after the year 16G8, at the rate 
of £250 fbt every £100 capital subscribed, or sixteen yeaia' 
purchase of the annual divisible profile of the three years then 
next pcecediug. 

The paBseugei traffic, to which the operations of the Com- 
pany have been bo far confined, has yielded an average of about 
£800 per week, which leaves a surplus after the payment of all 
working expenBee ; and it is estimated ihat, when through to 
Melbourne, the receipts from goods and pasacngei-s will not be 
ICEB than £2000 per week. 

This railway forms a junction with the WilliamslowD 
branch line, at a distance of about two miles and a quarter 
from the Railway Pier, and an agreement exists under which 
the Geelong Company pay a toll lo the Government for the 
use of the branch line. The greater portion of the laud 
outside the town boundary is held by the Company under free 
grant from the Crown, as also about eleven acres of valuable 
hnd, npon which the station is erected. The railway is con- 
tinued to the waters of Corio Bay by a curved pier, ICOO feet 
long, running into a depth of twenty-two feet water. 

The Ballaarat railway now in progress branches from this 
line at a distance of about two mUes from Geelong, and forty- 
two from Melbourne. 

The accounts of the Company are made up to the SOth Hay 
and 30th of November, and the general meetings of share- 
holders are held at Geelong in January and July. 

The traffic receipts being insufficient to pay the annual 
debenture interest amounting to £18,725 in consequence of 
the non-completion of the through line, the shareholdeiB re- 
solved at their last half-yearly meeting, to apply the guaran- 
teed interest of five per cent to the payment of the mortgage 
interest. Directors qualification 20 shares. ShareholderB lia- 
bility limited to double tite amount of bis shares. Number of 
hues held in England, 15,872 ; in the colonies, 2,128 
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■ELBOOXFB ABS HOBSOITS UT SAILWAT. 

Thia railwB)', which was commenced ia January, 1863, and 
completed in September, 1854, has obviated the naceasitf that 
formerly eiisted of traoiiporting goods from vessels in the Bay 
to Melbourne by BtnaU craft up the rivsr Yarra Yarra for nine 
milGS, by taking them, from the ship's side on to a pier, and 
sending them into the heart of Melbourne, along a line of 
railway tittle more than two miles in length. Qreat doubts 
vera at one time entertained as to the DndertakiDg proving a 
remunerative one in a money point of view, and the shares 
were at one time at a very heavy discount. The working of 
the line has, however, shown a veir la^e proQt, the dividends 
having gradually increased, and have now reached fourteen 
per cent, on the paid up capital ; a large surplus as a reserve 
fund being carried over after payment of the dividend. 

Thij result is mainly attributable to the fact, that Um 
largest ships are found to lie in perfect safety at the Pier, 
which at one time was thought too much exposed to admit of 
their heiug moored alongside in rough weather. This pre- 
jndice, however, ban so entirely vanished that captains of large 
vessels, who before the eiperiroent was tried viewed such an 
undertaking with great doubt as to saiety, now gladly lay 
their ships alongside, and discharge ca^;o upon, the Bajlwaj 
Pier. 

In 1850, this Company undertook the construction of a 
branch line to St. Kilda, which is now in full operation fbt 
passenger tiaSc lo ihe mutual benefit of the Company and 
the public. The returns upon this short line are it is bdieved 
larger than upon any line of cqnal length that has ever been 
constructed. 

The ac(»mpauying statement shows the extent of the 
present trafGc. and the general increase since the opening of 
the line. 



The Company are adding largely to their shed accom- 
modation for goods, and have just completed a new line 
by carrying another bridge across the river Yarra, which 
gives a double line of rails to Sandridge, and will greatly 
EacUItate the transmis^on of goods to ana from the ships dis- 
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charging at the Pier, which ia in coqibb of further extension, 
and haa tdreadr bt«n carried ont to a length of 1,871 feet, iy 
a anifonn nidth of 60 feet, and a depth at low water of 28 
feet, and giving pier acconunodation for vesBels of the follow- 
ing tonnage, tU. : — STessele under 600 tons register, 4 do. 
from 500 to 1,000 do., 6 do. of the largest tonnage of any ship 
that hag ever entered HobBoa's Bay. 
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His line wu projected in 1866, bnt was not brought 
prominentlj before the public until the commencement of 
1657. 

The line at first proposed was to connect tbe City with the 
districts of Richmond, South Melbourne, Prahran. Windsor, 
St. Eilda, Elatemwick, EUwood, Little Brighton, and Brighton 
proper, on ths one hand ; and Hawthorne and Kew, on tbe 

A Provisional Committee was formed and receired a snfS- 
cient amount of public support to warrant them in asking the 
L^islature to grant an Act of Incorporation. 

At this period a distinct company was formed for the purpose 
of connecting the Hobson's Bay Terminos at St. Kllda vrith 
Brighton, and resulted in the Legislature allowing the rival 
company to construct that portion of the line lying between 
St. Kiida and Brigliton ; therefore, the route of the Melbourne 
and Suburban Bailway is confined to that portion of the 
suburbs situated between Melbourne and Wellington-street, 
Frahian ; and its branch, as originally laid out, to Hawthorne ; 
with power conferred by the Act to use the Brighton and 
St. Kilda Railway to its terminus at Brighton. 

The use of tbe other company's line has been reserved upon 
the usual traffic arrangementa. 

By this decision of the Legislature a great saving of outlay 
will be secured to the company, and although the original 
capital of £300,000 is not altered, It Is estimated that tbe 
expenditure for the congtruction of the line from Melbourne 
to Windsor, with a branch from Richmond to Hawtbonie, 
will not eiceed X200,000. 

The works were commraiced on the let July last, and are 
progrearing rapidly ; and it is confidently hoped that the first 
section wiU be opened for traffic early io the present year. 

The company are now serving the nottcee on the ovnei« 
and DccupieiB of the land required for tbe load, and It is their 
intention to push forward the works with all poasible dispatch 
to the river Yarra, both on the Brighton line and Hawthorne 
branch, and prepare for a commencement of the works on tbo 
south ^de of the river before the close of the yeu. 
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The advantagee to be derived fiom connectiDg these distiicts 
njth Melbourne, la a commercial pomt of view, ss well aa 
^riug those localities facilities of rapid communication, can 
scarcely be exaggerated in ImportaQco. 

The projectors believe that this Railwaj will be lughlj 
remunerative to the sbareholders, and will lealiie the mort 
sanguine ezpectations. 

The liabilltj is limited to the amount of the share. 
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A contract was signed on Tth June, 1856, between the 
President and Membeis of the Board of I,and and Works and 
Messrs. Cornish and Bruce, for the formation and completion 
of the portion of this hue of Bailway. commencing at the 
Junction with the Melbourne and WilliamHtown Batlway, 
near Footscray, and extending to Sandhnrat. The whole 
distance is about 79 miles. Tho contract price is 
XS.S56,93T 2s. 2d., and the whole works are to be completed 
by the 1st January, 18G2. 

It was intend(^ to hold a grand inauguration and banquet 
at the turning of the first sod of the Victorian Eailways, but 
it has been from time to time postponed in consequence of the 
indisposition of tbe Hon the President of the Board of Lands 
and Works, and is now postponed till January, 1869, by which 
time it is understood the contractors will have completed the 
first twenty mites of the line. 

The works on the Keilor Plains and Sunbnry sections are 
being pushed forward with great vigour. Operations have 
also been begun on tbe Gisbome and Big HiU sections, and at 
CasUemaine and Elphinstone the works are being laid out 
with a view to their Immediate commencement. 

Some dissatisfaction at one time prevailed by the men 
tequiring to be all paid the same wages, but the contractors 
remaining firm, the men able to work soon resumed operations 
«nd were followed by the others. The greatest quiet has since 
existed over the whole line. 



The line in course of construction by Messrs. Evans, Merry 
and Co., from Qeelong to Ballaaiat, is mentioned in page cui., 
bnt full pajliculars have not been forwarded. 

A lino of railway is being made by the St. Eilda and 
Brighton Railway Company, to form a junction at St. Eilda, 
The contract has been token by Mr. W. Handle. 
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■nU An) XASTTFAOTOBIZB, 
HUIb, breweries, foundries, gas-works, together with agricnl- 
tnral implement and other manufiictories, have been eiten- 
siTelf introduced into many parts of Ibe country. The ato- 
tistical returns are not yet safficiently completed to afford an; 
Bccnrate account of the nnmbera and description of these 
important evidences of induetrial piogress. The establishment 
of flonr-milla in the interior baa l^en to general as to have an 
important inSuenceon the flour trade; and in place of being 
d^ndeot on tie seaboard towns, several of the principal 
gold-flelda are, ia a great meaBare, BuppUed with flonr from 
wheat grown and ground in their immediate neighborhood. 

FOFTTUTIOH. 

By the Census Act, 20 Tict., No 2, it was provided the 
Registrar-General should receive all the schedules from th« 
enumeratoTs, and proceed to compile the tables of population 
from them. 

The censDS was taken on the 2gth March, 1S6T ; and an 
approximate estimate of the population bas been periodically 
tept up by means of the ofBcial quarterly returns of births, 
deaUis and immigration, which are deposited in this depart- 
ment. In the year 1861, it was ascertained by census that the 
population was 77,845 persona, of whom 23,148 were congre- 
gated in thecity of Mclboome, 18,348 intbe surrounding county 
of Bourke, and 12,784 in the county of Grant, which includes 
the town of Geelong, By the 29th March, 1857, the population 
numbered 410,760, of whom 99,864 were located in Melbourne 
and ilBBUbar1)s,23,SS8 in Geelong; 121,620 being distributed 
over the rural districts, whilst the gold-fielda alone, with their 
rapidly increaaing townahips. absorbed a total of no less than 
166,650 Souls. By the census, and from official retitrvs of 
immigration and emigration, and of births and deaths. It was 
osceitained that on 80th June, 1668, the population was 
477,346. It may be safely estimated that the number is now 
close upon 480,000; so that in seven yeois no fewer than 
400,000 souls have been added to the population of 
Victoria. The rapidity with which thia country has become 
pe<;pled is almost unexampled in the history of any nation, 
andent or modem. During the last three yeats, while the 
population has rapidly increased, the deaths have remained 
stationary. The births have increased in the aame period 
□early in proportion to the increase of population. The num- 
bers ore-deaths in 1866,6,608; in 1866, 6,782; and in 1867, 
7,466 ; and births, 11,941, 14,406 and 17,490 respectively. The 
influx of Chinese, numbering 84,874 persons, consistiug 
almost entirely of males, has been the subject of much 
acrimonious discuBslon, and the Legislature has 80Bgfat 
to discourage it i)j special taxes. A timilai conree of 
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prooeediog hSTing b«en adopted in South Aiutralia and New 
SoDth Wales, it Beems that Austioliaa upluioa is advene to 
this desmptioQ of immigration. 

Id the three years which elapeed between the cecauses taken 
in 1861 and 1854, the number of inhabitants had trebled ; aod 
in the eonree of the four succeeding jeara even that population 
had doubled. The increase altt^ether has been sixfold wittun 
seven years. The manner in which this population has spread 
itself over the country may be gathered from the circumstance 
that while the census of 1 854 showed but 114 townships and 
villages, the returns of the census of 1 867 detail the number of 
inhabitants in no less than 204 uf such settlements.

county of Bourke. It returns five members to the Lc^pslative 
ABsembly, and as it is situate within the Central FroTince 
has a voice in the election of five members for the Legislative 
Cotmcih The population is about 50.000. 

Id the year 1885 thesite was chosen fi^reacampment by Messrs. 
J. P.Fawkuer and John Batman, and so rapid was the progress 
of the settlement, that iu 183T, Sir Kichard Bourke. then 
Governor of New South Wales, determined upon paying an 
official visit to the prosperous and rising community. He 
named the town Melbourne, in honor of Lord Melbourne, then 
English Premier. It is the seal of government, aod is situate 
on the banks of the river Yarra Tarra, about two and a half 
miles from Hobson's Bay, with whidi it is connected by a 
short line of railway {see Hallways). By the couise of the 
Tana the distance is about eight miles. The position of the 
Meteorological Observatory, at the Crown Lands OfBce, is in 
latitude 37° 49' 28" S., longitude 114° 68' 35" B. 

HelboQrne has been described as the Southern City of the 
Seven Hills. There the likeness to Ancient Home ceases ; for 
it is bat the growth of a single generation, and therefore 
poeseeses no monuments of antiquity, or works of ancient art 
of whlidi it can boast. The seven hills alluded to, are the 
Helbonme Eastern and Western Hills, Batman's Uill, Emerald 
Hill. St. Kilda Hill, South Yarra Hill, and Hichmond HiU. 
Bnt lome of these belong to what would be more correctly 
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deflcribud as the sabarbe of Malboume. Threeof themalieadr 
are diiitmct nmnicipalitics, muaelj' Emerald Hill, St. Kildsi, 
and Richmond. 

The town was incorporated In Anguat, 1842, by an Act of 
the Legislative Council of New South Wales (6 Vict. No. 7), 
and major, aldermen, and conncillore were thenceforward 
annnally chosen. lu 184S it was erected into an episcopal see, 
and therefore became entitled to the dignity of "City." 
Oripnally it was divided into four, and mibaequently int« 
eight wards; one of which, Fitzroy Ward, wag constituted 
a distinct municipality by proclamation dated Qth September, 
1868. The seven wards into which it is now divided are 
Lonsdale, Bonrke, Oippa. LaTrobe, Hotham, Smith, and 
Macarthui, each of whith is represented by three cooncillors, 
And an alderman. The area of the corporation jurisdiction 
contains about S,000 acres. Its boundaries are— on the 
north, a line two and a half miles, extending ftom 
Hoonee Ponds to ITorthcote, tbence hy the Iderri Creek to 
Heiddberg-bridge, thence along the Heidelheig-road, Beilly- 
street, Nicholson street, Victoria-parade, Hoddle-street to St. 
Eilda ; tbence along the St. Eilda-road to Princes-bridge, the 
river Yarra to the end of the Tea-tree scrub ; thence by a 
straight line north to the Moonee Ponds, which completes the 
circuit, irrespective of Macartbur Ward lying between the south 
bank of the Yarra and Hobson's Bay. 

The portion of the city known as Melbonme Proper is in 
Lonsdale, Bourke, Gipps, and LaTrobe wards. It was 
oiiginally laid oat in a rectangular block, and no proviwon was 
made for public squares or gardens, either for ornament or 
health. The five principal streets are 99 feet wide, and about 
a mile in lengUi. running nearly east and west, named - 
severally, Flinders, Collins, Bourke, Lonsdale and LaTrobe 
Streets; with smaller ones of 88 feet wide between each, of 
the same names, but with the addition of the adjective Little ; 
except in the case of Flinders, the diminutive of wbich is 
Lane. These are crossed by nine others 99 feet wide, 
running north and south, namely, Spring, Stephen, Russell, 
Swanston, Elizabeth, Queen, William, KiDg and Spencer 
Streets. The town is divided into east and west by Elisabeth- 
street, which is at the footofthetwo principal hills upon which 
the city is buUt, and forms its main artery. This street is only 
about 22 feet above the level of the sea, and is often during 
heavy rains impassable to pedestrians, in consequence of the 
the great flow of water from the high ground. Several pro- 
posals to provide a remedy have been made, but nothing has 
yet been efTectually done. In the Immediate vicinity of the 
ctty proper, however, on either side, are large park-like reserves, 
wmcdi ore included in the other wards, or separate the town 
from the suburbs. 

Dp to the year 1861, the yeu of the gold discovery 
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Melbourne was but an inconsiderable place, not much laiget 
than an English email market town, but since that period its 
progrees has been marked and substantial. The streets are 
now well metalled or macadamised, and the footpaths, which 
in the principal Btreots are twelve feet wide, are being: rapidly 
paved with Qag-stoaes. so that it may be hoped the notorious 
" Melbourne mud " will soon be only a matter of history. The 
town is well supplied with light, it haying been lit with gas 
since January 1866. That prime necessary of lifii, water, i« 
now no longer supplied to the inhabitants from, the cariiei's 
cart, but a plentiful supply from the Yan Yean reservoir (see 
page Ixviii) now ciicalat«s through the greater portion of 
the metropolis, and is also being rapidly eit«naed to the 
surrounding Suburbs. The desirability of erecting ornamental 
fouutains is engaging public attention, and doubtless these 
grateful and refreshing auxiliaries to health will goon occupy 
a conspicuoDB place amongst the improvements that are in 
ftogress. 

The principal approach to the city from the south is hy 
Princes-bridge, across the Yarra, which it spans by an arch of 
I&O feet. The foundation stone was laid with great eelds on 
the 20th March, 1846, a general holiday being obserred on the 
occasioa, and it was opened to the public November 12, 1860. 
Its cost was about £16,000. The bridge is a substantial 
structnie of bluestone, but has only space for two lines of 
vehicles, and the footways are inconveniently narrow, so that 
it is quite inadequate to the trafBc of the present day. A 
proposal has been made to remedy the defect hy erecting a 
pathway on either side for the accommodation of pedes- 
trians. Another bridge is contemplated, across the Falls, which 
will connect the city with Hmerald Hill. There are ^so 
several other bridges across the river in its course round 
the suburbs. A light structure for foot passengers connects 
Richmond-park with the Botanical Qardeus ; an iron 
tubular bridge unites Bichmond and Frabian; a frail wooden 
stmcture crosses the river at Hawthorne, which wiB shortly be 
replaced by a substantial bridge, now in conrse of erection ; 
and the Johnston -street and Studley Park bridges connect 
Collingwood with Eew and Boroondara. 

The number of houses, in 184S, according to the assessment 
made iu the first quarter of that year, had reached to 1,095. 
These were variously constructed of brick and stone, iron and 
wood, zinc or canvas, and the styles of architecture were as 
multiform. The tide of immigration steadily increased, and 
in a proportionate ratio the number of habitations, and In 
tiie space of ten years they had reached to 4,980. By this 
tune the news of the gold discoveries had given such a 
stimulus to immigration, that to provide for the wanta 
of the inflowing stream of humanity, upwards of 4,000 
additional buildings were erected in one year, so that in 1864 
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the nnmber of houses had reached to 0,175. Tear by year the 
chaiBckr of the buildinga has steadily advanced, and the ball 
tenementH that were at fir^t put up, havii^ served their 

Earpoac, are now rapidly giving place to substantial atone and 
dck dwelliagB. By the terms of the Building Act now in 
operation, no wooden structures can be erected within the 
boundaries of the city, unless at a sufficient distance from other 
buildings to ensure iaolation. 

The style of tlK better class of shops in the principal streets 
may be compared with those of the City of London, but they 
would scarcely rank with those of the first-class west end 
depots. The goods, however, with which they are supplied are 
from the best markets of the world; and the rich and 
varied display of wearing apparel tor the fair sex, or for 
supplying the wanta of Young Australia, cannot fail to attract 
the attention of all new arrivals. 

The massive bluestonc stores along the line of wharves, ss 
well as in other parts of the city, are couspicuous objects 
of attention, and bespeak the extent and importance of the 
commerce of Victoria. 

Melbourne is already comparatively rich in stately public 
buildings, and many more are in course of erection. It will 
be sufficient for our present purpose to enumerate some of the 
principal. The new Houses of Legislature {see page czii), the 
Treasury, and the Oovemment Printing Omces, on the Eastern 
Hill, not only occupy a splended site, but will be conspicnoua 
toT their architectuial grandeur. 

Besides these, there are the old Government offices in 
William-street, the Qold Escort OfBce and Troasury, the 
CusUim Bouse, the Public Lands Office fitted np foe the 
BtiFvey, Railway, Geological, and Meteorological Department, 
and the old Post Office, m Bourke-strect ; the latter is ■""" *" 



Se place to a building that will be an ornament to the city, 
e legal buildings are, the Supreme Court, the Countj Court, 
Prothonotai7'a oflice, and Police courts. The lawyers have 
suites of chambers in a Temple Court, Collins-street west, so 
named in consequence of being bnilt for the legal profession. 
The Vice-regal residence is situate at Tootak, about four miles 

The principal public commercial buildings ate the Melbourne 
Exchange, the Hall of Commerce and Electric Tel%nph Office, 
and the banks and ofGces of the different insarance companies. 
The market buildings are not yet completed. 

The Town Hall, Swanston-street, is a large stone bnilding, 
where the business of the corporation is transacted. In case* 
of fire, an alarm is ^ven by the Town Hall bell, which 
summons a wellHjrganiaed fire brigade, who. by means of the 
now plentiful supply of water from the Yan Yean, soon have 
the mastery of the devouring element. 

Amongst the edifices consecrated to beoeroleiice, are the 
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Helbcmme EoBpital, in Lonsdala-atreet ; the Lying-in Hoepital, 
at Carlton ; the Benevolent Aaylum, at North Helbonme, for 
the reception of the destitute ; and the Yarrs Bend Asylum for 
the iuiuine. Besides thrae there ace two Orphan Asflnms, 
ImmiKiHiitti and Female Homes, a Refnge foi females ; and 
aeverid philanthropic societies in active operation. 

A few yeaiB since tJie banks and hotels occupied the fint 
rank amongst the public buildings. They still retain a 
prominent position, and the recent erections of some of the 
former far snrpaas in architectural splendour aoet of the 
Btmctures of a like nature in the old country. The new 
buildings of the Bank of (few South Wales ; the English, 
Scottish, and Australian Chartered Bank ; the Oriental Bank ; 
and the Melbourne Savings' Bank, are illustrations of the Gut. 
New structures for the London Chartered Bank and the Bank 
of Victoria are in prcgress. Many of the new hotels are 
of palatial appearance and proportions, fitted up with all the 
appliances of modern science, and decorated hy the aid of the 

The principal educational establishments are the foUowii^: — 
The Mrfboume Dnivorsity, founded in 1854. and opened to the 
puhlic in 1866, is to the north of the city, about a mile 
&om the Poet Office, and is supported by an annual grant 
of *9,000. The Muteuio of Natural History is at the Universitr. 
The Boman Catholic and Scotch Colleges, on the Eastern Hill, 
and the Church of England Grammar School, on the Domain- 
road, Bouth Yarra. The Model Training School, in lonneiioa 
with the National Board of Education, is on the Eastern Hill. 
and though not distinguished for its aichitecturat beauties, is 
a commodiooB building, and doing good service in the cause 
of edncation. There are several minor schools, in connexkm 
with either the National or Denominational Boards. 

The ecoleeiostical edifices are numerous, and manj of them 
noble specimens of architecture. Belonging to the Church of 
England are — St. James's Cathedral, on the Western-hill ; 
St. John's. Elizabeth-street; St. Mary's, North Melbourne ; St. 
Paul's, Swanston-street ; St. Peter's, Eastern-hill; and St. 
Mark's, Gollingwood. The Presbyterians have the Scokh 
Chunih, Collins-street, east ; Chalmers' Church, Eastern-hill; 
fit. Andrew's, Carlton ; beside several minor buildings. The 
Boman Catholics, have St. Francis' Cathedral, Lonsdale- 
street; St. Patrick's. Eastern HiU ; St. Oeoige's, Carlton; St. 
Mary's. North Melbourne ; St. Augustine's, and a Conrent In 
Nicbolson-Etreet. Carlton. 

The Wesleyans, Independents, and Baptists have some 
eicellent chapels. The new " Wesley Church" in Lonsdale- 
street, equals, if it does not surpass, any building of a like 
nature in the citj. The Independent chapel in Colltns-street, 
the oldest in the Colony, Is a very plain building, bnt it is in 
oontem^tioa to erect ft new one on its splendid site. The 
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chapel in Lontdate-Btreet ia an elegant stmctiiTe. The other 
CoDgregotioDal chapels are bnt temporary boildings iritb the 
exception of those in the suburbs, namely, Oiford-street, 
CoiiuigTrood, St. Eitda, and Richmond chapels, which are 
ornamental and commodious edifices. The Baptiet chapels 
lae In Colltna.atreet and ADieFt-Btreet ; tlie former has been 
gteatly enlarged, and the latler has been Just built, both of 
which when completed will be fit to rank with any other 
chapels in the citj. There are in addition some smaller ones 
in the city and aulnirbs. There are also a Lntheran church, 
a Unitariaa Chapel, and a Chinese Chapel, together with 
Jewish synagogues. The Bethel or Floating Church is moorsd 
between Sandridge and WilliamBtoim. 

Of the Literary Institutions, the most conspicuous are the 
Public Library, in Swanaton-street ■ and the Mechanics' 
Instiliite, Collins-street east. The Pbiloaophical Institute, 
the Microscopical Society, the Horticnltural Society, Fine Arts 
Society, Industrial Society, &c., hold their meetings either at 
the latter or other offices. 

Amongst the miscellaneous public buildings mnst be not«d 
the Exhibition Building, on the Westcm-hill, built after the 
style of the Qreat Exhibition Building in l.ondon, and erected 
for the purpose of receiving the Australian contributions to 
the Paris Eihibition in 18W>. It is now used for the purpose 
of levies, concerts, balls, bazaois, &g,, in connexion with 
charitable objects, and the subscription and other conceits of 
the Philharmonic Society. Also, the Protestant Uoll, St 
Patrick's Hall, the Helboarue Club, the Victorian Ciub, and 
others of a lite nature. 

There are three Theatre*, the Eoyal, the Princesses, the 
Olympic, a Circus, besides several Concert Halls attached to 
some hotels. Cricltet is very popular, as well as other out-doOT 
exercises, such aa arebery, boating, rscing, &c. The roce-course 
reeerva ia at Flemington. 

In literary matters, there are three daily papers, published in 
Helbonme; eighteen newspapers or other periodicals weekly ; 
e%ht montiily journals, besides three Prices Current, on the 
d^patch of the - European mail ; one quarterly ; and several 
annnals. In addition to these there are many pamphlets on 
the passing topics of the day constantly issuing from the press, 
bat of larger literary efforts in the shape of good sised volumes, 
there is a comparative dearth, with the exception of the 
Imported supply. All the principal works, however, issued 
from the British press soon find their way to the Australian 
metropolis. 

The means of ready transit abound. All kinds of passenger 
Tehicles are plentiful. The light car, the omnibus, and uie 
dray, beside numerous private carriages, keep up constant 
traffic in its streets ; and communication with the Bulnirbs ii 
constontlj carried on at trifling rates. Bteom boats and 
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wherries also pl^ on the Tarro, at yery moderate fares. 
CommunicatioQ nitb. the variouB gold-fields is hj nieaiiB of 
four and six-harae coacbes, of a somewhat pecaliar build, 
but adapted to the Atistraliaa roads. Heavy g^oods are carried 
by waggon or dray. The railways in eiiateiu^, and in progrees, 
are described elsewhere. (See page cui.) 

As before remarked, ttiere are several extensive reservei 
around the city, appropriated to public recreation. The tnost 
interesting and beautiful is that of the Botanical Gardens, on 
the south side of the Yarra, about a mile above Prince" bridge, 
(see page Ixi.). Adjoining the gardens is a beautiful reserve 
called the Military Hill, from which may be obtained « 
splendid view of the city and the surrounding country. On 
the west of the St. Kilda road, lies the South Park, whith 
extends from Emerald Hill to St. Kilda. Opposite the liotani- 
cal Qardens, and connected by a foot-bridge, is the Richmond 
Faddock, a most beautiful locality and a delightful retreat 
from the dost and bustle of the city. The Melbourne Cricket 
Club Ground is situate in this park, and upon occasions 
of intercolonial and other matches, the paddoct presents 
a most animated appearance, the company generally consisting 
' of the (to of Melbourne, gractd by a large concourse of ladies. 
On the Eastern Hill, and within the town bonndaries, is a 
Bmaller reserve, called Fitzroy-square, which has been recently 
reclaimed, and being on undulating ground will one day 
become a most ornamental park. To the north-east is situated 
a large enclosure, teinted Carltoa Gardens ; at present only in 
name — the gardens are now being formed. The beautiJul gar- 
dens attached to the University are also open to the public. 

The new Melbourne Cemetery is a spacious enclosure about 
a mile and a half from the Post'Office. The use oftheoldone, 
near the Flagstaff Hill, has been discontinued Eince 1863, it 
having been found too email for the increasing population. The 
new City of tbe Dead is tsEtefuUy laid out, and adorned vrith 
many interesting and beautiful monnments, whose ingcriptioas 
tell of blighted hopes or record the virtues of those who 
rest there. It Is divided into different portions, appropriated 
to the various denomioatioDal sections of the community, so 
that the religious differences of the living are perpetuated at 
the grave. 

Melbourne is nearly encircled by populous and thriving iub- 
urban districts, which are connected by well-made macad^iaed 
roads. On the north are the more recently formed townships 
of Carlton and Brunswick. On the north- east is situated Col- 
lingwood. which rivals the city in population. On the east, 
Bichmond, now celebrated for its Cremome Gardens, where at 
night, during tbe summer months, entertainments are given 
similar in character to those of its Chelsea namesake. On the 
south-east, Toorak, Frahran, Windsor, and the favorite resort 
of all classes, St. Kilda and Brighton, situate on the shores of 
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Hobaon'a Bay. On the wath tlia Emerald Hill : on the aratb- 
weat, the landing port, Sandridgo ; and on the west and nortb- 
weat, the rising diatricto of Flemington and Footscray, near 
which will be the junction of the new lines of Railway. 

Beyond the subarbs are the pretty hamleta of Moonee Ponds, 
Northcote, Heidelberg, Kew, Boroondara, Caalfield, &c, which 
partake of a niral charanter, and where many of the more 
wealthy citizens have erected their country villas. 

Beside the railways in course of formation, tiere are four 
principal thoronghforcs out of Melbonme: the northern road, 
to Sandhurst and the Kiver Murray ; north-east, to Sydney ; 
north-west iiid Ballaarat, to the Pyrenees Ranges ; and south- 
east, to Gippa Land and Western Port

Geelong is the capital town of the county of Qrant, is remaAablj 
jHoturesi)ue, well laid out on ground sloping towards the Bay, and 
overlooking the anchorage. Its situation is adapted for the empo- 
rium of trade for the westerc district of the oolonj, and the outlet for 
aJl ita export products, having a populous agrieultoral district around 
it. The dietance from Melbourne by water ia about 46, and 41 milea 
by Qeelong and Metbonme Bailwaj. Sleamera run daily to and from' 

About a mile and a quarter from the bay, the river Barwon pasiea 
Geelong in its loituous course to the ocean. After passing QewiUf, 
the Sarwnn pursues a aouth-eastcrly course, for about nine 
or ten miles, when it spreads oat into a series tf lakes called 
Connewarre, and ultimalelj flows into tbe Great Southern Ocun.

and temporarily checked its progrees. Whan the bar is removedt BO 
aa to admit of Teasels of heavy tonnage lying alongside the wharTee, 
there i« no doubt that direct consigning will be much increased, and 
tiade genersilj improTed.

K' in as those of Mel:oume, the principal ones named aner the rivers 
eorabool and Tarra, are of ample width and adorned with a variety 
of handsome and BubstflnfiBl shopB and buildings, but the uime error 
which has deformed Melbourne, that of altematinjv the wide streets bj 
mere lanes has prevailed here, ootwithstanding which, in point m

Presbyterian, Roman Catholic, Wesleyao, Independent, Baptist, and 
other denominations, and a corresponding number of schools, inolu- 
ding two Qrammar whools. (See another page.) The Theatre Boyal 
has a plain unpretending exterior, but good int^nal arroagements.

A tastefully laid out Botanical Oarden ha> been constructed at tbe 
east end of Geelong, and already possesses a varied and eitenalTe 
collection of shrubs, trees, and plants, which occupies an area of 
fcom e to 700 aerOB, well fenced in, and forming a most agreeable 
promenade and pleasure ground overlooking the Bay; the expenaea 
of ite maintenance being oefr&yGd l>y an unmift^ grant &om Parliament. 

There are two fine bathing eatabUelunentii, tlw larger one of which 
is situate on the eastern beach ; the other, more recently erected, and 
somewhat smaller, on the vettera. 

A very delightfiJ pleasure garden has been recantlj opened, at a 
short distancB from Geelong, on the highest point of tbe Barrabool 
Hills ; the beauty of its situation fully juetifpng its appellalian of 
" Montpellier," and one of the most attractiTe spots for parties 
visiting tbe locality. 

Qeelong returns four repreaenlatiTes to tlie Honse of Ajsembly, 
and is iiwluded in the Soath-westera Frorince, which eenda five 
members t^i the XegisUliTe Coonral.

AVOCA.— The town of Avoca was laid out in 1864^ and is 
beautifully situated on Uie Avoca Eiver, about twelve miles from its 
source in the Pyreneea. It is distant about 117 milee&om Melbourne. 
The population of Avoca and its neighborhood is at present cetimaled 
ai 4,450 persons, of whom 1,S£0 are Chinese. There are three pablie 
schools in the place, and one bank. Pubhc worship is held in the 
Kpiscopalisn and Wesle;an school -houses. Avoca is about 12 mites 
fromAmhent, 16 miles from Uaryborough, 26 miles from Dunijly, 
and 40 miles from Pleasant Creek, Ararat, Ballaarat, and Caatlemaina, 
to which places there axe coaches every other day. Criminal Besaionj 
ore held at Carisbrook, 3 miles from Maryboroogb. The telegraph is 
being extended to Avoca from Castlemsine, bj way of Torrengower, 
Ihinollj, and Maryborough. 

BACCHUS MAItSH.— A township on the road to Ballaarat, about 
34 miles from Melbourne. The population, including that of Pentland 
Hills, is about 1,500. There are a police office, mechanics' iiistitute, 
rood board office, and several churches. Fme agricultural lofid edsta 
around the township. 

BALLAABAT is the centre of the most eilensire gold-field, and 
the capital of the counties of North Orast and Nortji Grenville. It is 
distant from Melbourne 78 miles, from Geelong 63, Ararat 66, 
Pleasant Creek 86, Maryborough 16, Castlemaine 47, and Bcndigo TS 
a^les. Ballaarat consists of two townships, West and East; tin 
toaaet was created into a munidpalit; on the 23rd of January, 1864 ; 
Kkdttie latter in June, 18G7. Population of the Ballooiat district ic. 
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OTer 40,000, lulT of -which Uts in Oie two towiulupi. Ballumt Wert 
ii well laid out an elavaled eTouad, and ii Mpant«d from Ballunt 
£a>t by tho Yunxree Creek. The town coDtuns man; handaonn 
stone and bnek buildiDgs, Berera] churchea and chapela, five banks, 
and a hospital. The latter building is the fincet on Ballaarat, andean 
accommodate over 200 patients. Ballimrat East is situate on a flat, and 
stretches from N.W. to BE. about2 nules. The mam road, which is 

lit with gBA, as also all the banks and hotels in l>oth municipalities. 
The country in and about Ballaarat is composed of bold ranges, 
■ smi eitcnsire gulliee and flats; most of the pulhea ran towards the 

and 3 miles wide. Kearly all the gullioa contain leads of gold, which 
are termed alluvial diggings, most of which rantowarde the flat, where 
several connect together and take their oounie in a westerly direction, 
thence followed up through Ballaarat West. At first the sinkings 
were shallow, hut are now often over 350 feet deep, and are worked by 
st«am machinery. The shallow ground, as well as those leads which 
were formerly worked by manuallabor, have been worked over again 
by horse and steam power. Sluicing ia extensiTcly introduced in the 
totrict. In some of the deep leads blasting through rock of from 10 
to lOU feet in thickness has to be resorted to. Some shafts have taken 
sir to nine months to sink, and years will be necessary to work out the 
larger claiina. Bich quartz mines are alao opened in the district, and a 
large number of quarts crushing machines have been erected, Tho 
largest natural piece of gold in tho world was found on Bake^ Hill, 
BaUaaiat, ] 90 feet from the sur^e, weighing 1,217 ozs,, called the 
" Welcome Hugget." Tho ground about Ballaarat is euited for ajri- 
cultja^l purposes, and eiteneive forms are in the process of cultivation. 
Ballaarat sustains two eteam ficur mills and several steam saw mills- 
Ibere are three theatres and fire concert halU, beaidea about 100 
hotds; a new theatre is in courec of erection. 

BALIAN.— A township in the county of South Grant, situate on 
an eminence on the banks of the Werribee Biver, on the main road 
from Melbourne to Ballaarat, distant from the former 46 miles, from 
the latter 26 miles. It is aurrounded by an agricultural district. 
The new Gordon gold-fields and JEerrit Barrett are 7 miles, and 
Mount Blackwood 11 miles distant. The climate is ealnbrious, hat in 
the winter season, on account of its eleiated poatiun, very cold. 
During the dry season an eitensiTe traffic is carried on between tho 
Western guld-fields and Melbourne. There are a steam floor mill 
post-office, and four stores. • 

BBLVOIR, or WODONGA.— On theWodonga Greek, on the 
Victoria side of the ffiver Murray, opposite to the town (JAllreuj.

BEECHWOETH.— The capital of the Murray district, and <rf the 
Ovens gold-fields, distant from Melbourne 186, and from the Muiraj 
rirer, £5 miles.

proclaimed a municipality. The land in thti vicinity of Creswidc ia 
alluvial, of the moat fertile dsacriptioo, and is wall watered by numeKiiu 
creeka. Tie Creawiet Creek diKgioga have a high reputation, the 
govemmant escort averaging about 1,000 oaa. per week. The 
population of the town lb catimatcd at about 1,000, that of tbe 
surrounding gold-field at about 3,61X1 j besidea which there ia a large 
and £uunahing agricultural population, the pariahes of GlendamaJ, 
Aacot^ and Spnne Hill being within a circuit of 6 mUes.

FOBTLAND.— The tomuMp of Portland is aitualed in Utibide 
38° iO* 8., and 141° 40' E. lougitude, at the head of the ba; of the 
same name, about midwa; between Melbonms and Adelaide, bsing 
distant from the former 231, and &om the latter 300 miles. It is the 
oldest settlement in the colonj, having been occupied as a whaling 
station in 1B3S, although aa a towoship it does not date eailiei tbao 
13^. A person named Button^ in the employment of Hr. J. Sinclair, 
of Laonceston, in 1B32, Qnt settled at Portland; but the induMice 
and enterprise of the famil; of Mentj, which airiyed in IS31, has been 
one of the main oauseB of raising Portland to its present position. At 
a distance of twenty milee Btands the Julia Percy Island, a mass of 
preinpitous rock, about two rnilee is length &om north to south by one 
in width, and name; to a hei^htof&om two to three hundredfeet. At a 
distance of about nVe miles irom the town and one &om the main 
land, elaod the liiwrenee Bocb, alio precipitoui. Theee give Che 
entrance to the bay a moat picturesque appearance. TheM are two 
jetties. The old one ia aoo feet long, and has a depth of water 
of elerea feet ; the new one, just oompleted, vai built by Meaara. 
BaiUie ; it is »10 feet long, and has a depth of water of aerenteeo feet. 
The anchorage lb good ; and with a breaJtwater to turn oiF the force of 
the sea duriOE storms from the south-east, the haibur woulil be one of 
the finest ai^ safest on the coast. The ta«Q riaee Erom the bay on a 



gentle alopo. The streets extend east and west, and uorth ai 
many of the former open immediately towards tke sea. To i 
of the old jetty stand the custom house, the post office, the electric

!81nglish and the Koman Catholio cburchea ; the former is of bluertone 
and in the modem Oothie style ; the latter, not yet completed, is of 
freeetooe and in aiinilar style, and promises to be a very handsome 
building.

It was 
Borvejed in 1864. There are three hotels, several stores. Church of 
Borland schools, posC-ofBce, police station, &ii , and a stone pier, 
which runs into twantj-two feet water, and oorapletolj shuts in and 
shelters the harbor, Bchnapper Point is a most desirable plaoe Ibr 
marine residences. The sccneri' is picturesque ; and the view from 
the top of Mount Martha, about six miles distant, which embraces 
the whole of Port Phillip Bay, ond poit of Bass's Stnute, Arthur's 
Seat, the Plenty Bangea, Mount Macedon, Mount Buninyong, Station 
Peak. Point Nepean on both aides, and the coast line as &r ai Cape 
Otway, is perhaps unrivalled in this colony. 

8EYM0UB Seymour is thepriuc^ township on the Ooulbum, 

and ia DD the main Ime of road from Melbourne to Beechworth. It is 
one of the Murray Borouehs, and in conjunction with them returns 
One member to the Lc^ah^tire Assembly ; is situate in the BasCem 
Prorince, an extensive district which sends five represenlatiTes to the 
Upper Souse. The river divides Uie township inlfl two parts ; the 
papulation is small, principally cnga^red in agricultural pursuits. The 
land is generallj good, though swojnpy in winter, being occasionally 
niinect to floods. There are several good slures, post-office, bUek- 
■muh's shops, police station, a compact aubatantial st^am fiour.milL a 
public cemetery, a race-course, and two good hotels, one on each side 
of the river. There are two puale ibc the oonTeniance of the 
public — the government punt is about a mile above Seymour i the

STEIOLTTZ.— An inland townahip, situated about 26 milea north 
of Oeetong, un the eastern side of the Moorsbuol River, and about 
three milea from that rivet on a sduU cteek. The land on which the 
township is buiLt belongs to the Crown. The quarti-reeiis, whicli are 
extenBively worked, pass through the townahip from nort^ to south, at 
the rear of a street called Regcut-stteet. The land in the vicinily is 
barren and dr;, and good water ia soarce in summer. The sir is ulu- 
briouA and invigorating. Steiglitz contains three schools, an Episco- 
palian Denomination J^ school, a Wealejan, one at New Chum Eec^ 
chiefly BuppoHed by PcB8bytorians,also a post-office and a court-house.

TABADALIG.— An inland township, distant from Melbourne 62 
milco, from Caitlemaine 10 milea.

Tbe town contains about 600 
inhabitants, and is connected by a handsome single arch bridge, of 
timber, thrown over the Ovens Eiver, a fine river which runs through 
the town, and is believed to be navigable as far as Waogaratta. 
The prineipal buildiogs are an English church, a Koman Catholic church, 
a targe steam flour mill, a National schoij, and a tolegraph station- 
There are six hotels. A new court house is about to be erected, also 
a bridge over the King River at Wangaratts, to coaneot the Oiley 
Plains with the town. It is one of the Murra;r Boroughs, returning 
one member to the Assemblj. The land in the vicinity of Wongaratfii 
is for the most part very rich, and well adapted for the growth of 
cereal^ of which large quantitice are produced at Tarrawiogee, bor- 
dering on the town.

OOAPOKATIOV. 
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GOVEIINME ST OP VICTOEIA. 

On the separation of thU colony from New South Walae, on 
the Irt July, 1851, Charles Joseph La Troba Esq., wosappointed 
Lieutenant-Qovernor, he having acted as Buperintondent from 
the SOth September, 1639. tJpon his departure for Europe, in 
May 1864, the then Colonial- Secretary, J. V. F. L. Foster, 
Esq , adtninUtered the affaini of Goremment till the arrival of 
Sir Charles Holham, K C.B., on 2lBt June, 1864. After his 
death, which took place on the SUt December, 18fi6, Major- 
0«neial Macorthnr, Commander of H.H. Forces, waa, by the 
proriuons of Her Majesty's Commission, Acting-Governor, and 
exercised the functions of both offices till the aRi-ral of 
the present Viceruy, on the 23rd of December, 1866. 

His Eicellency Sir Henry B&rkly, K.C.B., is the Son of 
XneaB Boikly, fiiq., merchtuit, London, and was bom in 1B1&. 
He was educated at Bruce Castle, Tottenham, and entered 
Parliament, in 1846, as member for Leominster. He let^ned 
his seat until 1849, when be was appointed Covemor of British 
Oqiana, which offiM he continued to hold, with credit to 
himself and advantage to that colony, until 1863, when he 
was created a Enight Commander of the Bath, and appointed 
Governor of Jamaica. He retained this ofBce for three years, 
gaining the good will of all classes of the colonists, and at the 
end of that period the high position which he now holds waa 
oSeied to him. The dates of Sir Henry Barkly's appointments 
by the Queen aie as follows : — Oovemor and Commander-in- 
Chief in and over British Oaiaua. 12th December, 1848. 
Captain-Qeneral and Govemor-in-Chief in and over the 
Tslaud of Jamaica and Dependencies, Sth Angost, 1858. 
Captain-Qeneral and Govemor-in-Chief in and over the 
Cdony of Victoria, 26th September, 1856. Tbeee appoint- 
ments were successively offered to Bir Henry Barkly, by Her 
Majesty's Ministers for the time being. In 1840, Sir Hentr 
was married to Elizabeth Helen, daughter of J. F, llmioa, 
Esq., of HilGelil, Aldenham, Hertfordsbire, and has issue, time 
sons and one daughter. The lamented death of Lady Barkly, 
at Toorak, on 17m April, 1867, just when her noble example 
and virtuous conduut began to exercise a great social influence 
in the community, caused a deep sorrow among all rlnnnrrr 
The careerof Sir Heniy Barbly, in Victoria, has confirmed the 
high opinion previou^y eitl«rtained, and won for him the 
esteem (tf the whole community. 

PABLUKEirT 07 TIOTOaU. 

At the time of the separation of Fort Phillip bom New 
SonUi Wales, in 1851, the LE^islative Council, comprl^ng 
representative of tlie two districts, adopted, on the motion of 
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26 HAXDBO(» TO AtrSTRAIABU. 

Hi. W. C. Wentworth, a remonstruice againet the InoomiMtt 
form of goremment accorded to the coloniea. The IocbI 

legiglatnrea were invited bj the Engliah OoyeTnmeat to eoggcBt 
such coDBtitntionB oe were moat acceptable to each colony. 
New South Wales, Victoria, South Australia, and TaEmanla, 
at different periods availed themselTei of the offei thus mad^ 
and in each of them the chosen constttution is now undergoing' 
trial. The Constitution Bill passed In Victoda was embodied 
M a schedule to a short statute, 18 and 19 Victoria, cap. 56, en.- 
abling Hei Majesty to assent to the bill, slightly amended. 

The bicamtral form was adopted. Both hou«es ore elected. 
Twelve iDonths cannot elapse without a sesdon of the Par- 
liunent. for names of members, &&, see pages 91 and 92. 
THE EZXUUIIVX OOTOCIL. 
The BzecnUve Comu^ is conqioeed of sach persona ai the 
Oovemor may call upon to advise him. Before the inaugura- 
tion of Besponsible Oovernmeut certain specified chief officers 
were, in accoidanM with Boyal InstmctiooB under Tiett^ 
Patent, necesaarily Bommoned l^ the Oovemor as Kxecutive 
Counoillois : but In Ytctoria, as in other colonies in which 
Besponsible Oovermnent is established, the Oovemor has 
nnfetKred power to appoint Executive Councillois, it being 
Budeistood that when they cease to command confidence 
and support as a ministry, they will resign their seats In 
the Executive Coundl (see book of Colonial B^;n]atlon« 
emanating from Downing-street). Practically, therefbre, the 
Executive Council consists of those who, for any time being, 
are members of the Qovemmeut, and whose adTice In the 
Executive Council is sought by their colleagues, subject to the 
condition tMt the Governor only can appoint Executive 

Councillors. 

T3X LSOIBLATIVE COTTXOIL. 
The number of members of the Legislative Council in Victoria 
is thirty. They represent six provinces ; viz., the central, the 
south, Oie Bouth-westem, the western, the north-WBSlem and the 
eastern. At the firat general election in 1866, five membeis 
were chosen for each province. Of theee the one who received 
the lowest numbei of votes in each district vacates his seat 
after the lapse of two years ; and each other seat is vacated In 
rotation, so that the member highest on the poll has a term of 
office of ten years. The laember succeeding at each periodic 
vacation in like manner is elected for ten years. Occasional 
vacanciea by resignation or death are supplied by the election 
of a member, who is entitled to a seat for the same term which 
could have been enjoyed by the member who has vacated the 
seat. The seat of a member accepting office of profit in the 
public service becomes ijuo fatto vacant, but such member may 
be re-elected. Public contractors canrkot be members of coun- 
dL A member can resign hia seat by a letter addreawd to the 
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Qovernor. Absence for a seedon witlunit kftve of Uie conocil ; 
the iiiKki&g of BBj decluMtioix or taking of aaj oatb td toi^m 
allegUnce or obedience; babkiupte;; becomiiig » public &• 
fJM)lt«T: bung attainted of tre«Bon 01 convicted of felon;, or 
becoming nan cooytot nunfii, tue declared bj the Constitntion 
Act to b« jwo fcKto CTHiBei of vacation of the seat of a member. 

The Council cannot be dissolved, but by its periodical r»- 
constnictioD six-tentlis ol its memben are cbaD^ed in each 
period of six years. 

Bills fbi the a^iprapriatlou d the revenne comiot originate 
In the Cotincil- 

The privileges of the Hoose are eqoal to those of the House 
of ConuDons ; the Constitution Act having made it lawful for 
the Legislature of Victoria to define itq privileges so as not to 
exceed those of tlie House of Commons, and the Sist act passed 
in the first eeesion of the Legislative Council and L^slativa 
Assembly having defined the privil(f^ of the two. houses to be 
tlioee which appertained to the Hotise of Commons when the 
Constitution Act was passed. 

The Council deota its own President, but it is in the power 
of the Qovemor to disallow t^ choice made. 

A member of the Council is required to "be thirty years of 
■ge and a natural bom subject of the Queen, to have held or 
been entitled to for a period of twelve months before his 
election, a freehold in the colony of the value of Ave thousand 
pounds, or oi the annual valae of five hundred pounds above 
all chaiges affectiog the same respectively. No judge of any 
Coortin the colony, nor minister of any religious denomination 
can be a member of Council, and no person attainted of 
treason or oonvicted of felony vrithin any part of Her Majesty's 
dominions is capable of being elected a member. An elector 
tn a province which returns a member of Council must be 
seised (within that province), at law or in equity of lands or 
tenements of the clear value of one thousand pounds, or of the 
clear yearly value of one hundred pounds, or must be entitled 
as lessee or assigneefor anyuoeipired period of any term ori^- 
•Uy orealed for a period of not fees than five years. Oocupiera 
M tenants liable to a yearly rent of not less than one hundred 
poonds are also entitled to vot«, Oradoates of aoy Dniversity 
in the British dominions, barristers, solicttors, lEsally qualified 
medkal practitioners, ministers of any religions denomination, 
•chooImaBteiB producing testimonials of qualification to teach 
nndn the Commissioners of Education of Great Britain and 
Ireland, or tortlmoniBls of some competent Board appointed 
by the Qovemment of Victoria ; officers or retired officers of 
Her Majesty's forces, or of the £ast India Company's service, 
except on actual service, are also entitled to vote. No person 
atta^iing the age of twenty-one jeem after the 2Srd November, 
I86T is entitled to be r^^tered as a voter unless he can read 
and write. All voters must be duly registered on the Electoral 
03 
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fiidl of the proTiuoe. A g<eneial list It Mmnall^ mode a( bU 
who cltum to vote up to the 14th Jauiuiry, Special clainia ara 
received and BpecUl liBla nutde oat of oliinu sent in b^ora the 
14th dayB of April, Jul; and October in each year. The Act 
DDdar vhioh legistntioa must be effected u the Act 21 
Victoria, No. 88, paHed Id the Ont uerioa of tbe " Pariiament 
of Victoria," as bj the Pririleges Act, 21 Victoria, No. 1, the 
Legislative Council aiul Lef^ilatlve Aaeemblj of Victoria are 
euRtled to be styled. 

All elections for the Conncil where a poll is demanded are 
condncted bj ballot, under the provision of the Act 19 Vio- 
toria, No. 12. 

Unless bills which alter the Constitntton of the colony are 
passed at the second .and third readings by an absolnta 
majority of the whole number of the members al the Conncil 
and Assembly respectively, they cannot be presented tor the 
Boyat Assent, and suuh biUs when so passed are to be reserved 
fbr the sl^^cation of Her Uaieaty'spleasnre thereon. This 
limitation is withdrawn from bills relating to qualifications <rf 
electors, estaUkhment of new electoral provinces or disMcta, 
increanng the nuqber of members, &c., as set out in the 61at 
clause of the sdiednle to the Statnte 16 and 19 Victoria, cap. 66. 

The members ot the Conncil are enticed to the prefix of 
" Honorable," dnring the period of their being membOTs. 

TEE IXGOXATIVS ABBXIIBI.T. 

The L^islative Auembly is composed of sixty members, 
who are retnmed by thirty-seven electoral districts. Two 
important changes in the constitution of the Le^slative 
Asembly have since become law. 

The property qualification required by members has been 
abolished, and the right of voting at elections for members of 
the Assembly has been conferred on all male subjects of Her 
Majesty of the age of twentj-one years, not subject to any 
legal incapacity. 

The privils^es of the Assembly are equivalent to those of 
the House of Commons, the Constitution Act having enabled 
the Local Parliament to define its own privileges (not In 
excess of those of tbe House of Commons), and the first act of 
the Parliament af Victoria defined those privileges to be the 
same as at the time of the passing of the Constitution Act 
were held by the Commons House of Fariiament. 

The Speaker (entitled to the prefix of " Honorable ") is 
elected by the Assembly. A member can rcaign his seat by a 
letter addressed to the Speaker. 

The seat of a member of Assembly is necessarily vacated hy 
reason of the same causes as are already ennmerated wlUl 
r^iard to the Council, and the same restriction exists in both 
chambers with regard to ineligibility of contractors. 

The qualification of electors in an electoral district n- 
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torufaig memberfi to the AsBemUj has tiudergone considerable 
nrlakm siiice the pTomii^(a^on of the exic^ug- CoDBtitation. 
By the Act 21 Victoria, No. S3, the anffroge ia aiteuded to ill 
nule natural bom Bubjecta of Hei Majesty residtng ia any 
dlstilct, and to all who have been Daturaliaed oi made 
deidaeni In Victoria three years previoaa to the day on. irMch 
they may claim to be re^tered, Only two mouths residence 
in any dutrict is lequir^ before legistratioa. PosaessioQ of a 
fraehold of the value of fifty pounds, or of the annual value of 
Aye poimds, alao gives a claim to vote in the district in which 
tbe neehold is gitoate, whether the owner bo resident therein 
Of not. No voter can vote twice at any election though he be 
legisteied under the " manhood eufFrage" title ae well aa under 
the title of "freeholder." No person can be regiateied as a 
voter who has attained the age of 21 yean gnbeeqaently to the 
28nl November, 1S67, unless he can read and write. A 
general list of electora m made np to the 14th Jannary in each 
year, and special lists are also made of claims sent to the 
ragiatrais of a district before the 14th of April, July and 
O^ber reapectivdy. The claims made are published, and 
may be objected to in the manner prescribe in the Act. The 
lists aie revised by the Magistrates in Petty Sessions. 

BlectionB are OMidacled by bidlot. The L^lslative Assem- 
bly originatw all bills for the ai^ropriatlon of the revenue 
and for imposing taxes, bat may not do so (6i any purpose 
which shall not hftve been firat recommended by a message 
from the Governor during the current session. No differential 
dnties can be imposed by the L^ialature on the ssme class of 
goods imported from different countries. 

The Aeeembly may be prorogued or dissolved by the Qover- 
uor, but twelve months cannot intervene between the last day 
of one session and the first day of the next. 



GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS. 

The following account of the various d^Mtrtments of tbe 
Government has been gathered from the most reliable and 
authentic sources. The various tables of statistics tell their 
own tale, and the arrangement of the varied particulars 
under their respective heads, will be found useful for ready 
reference, and at the aame time furuiah the means of forming 
aik accurate Judgment of the progress already made 1^ Uiia 
intent colony. 

Bad the arrangement of the vatioos departments been 
adopted accoiding to rank, it wonld have been as follows : — 
Chief Secretary, Law, Treasury, Public Works, Customs, and 
Fost-olSce. Ilie difficulty, however, in obtaining the details 
of the required information necessitated our printing off several 
■heetsbefore tbe whole of tbe copy was prei»red Wethinkthis 
•pology may be necessary for an apparent arror of amngemant. 
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LAW DEPARTMENT.* 

The AtttHuey and Hie BoUcitor Qeneral, who sre at tbs be«d 
of this department, have daties of an important natore to 
perform. Ab the Law Offioen of the Crown, they are the 
Grand Jototb and Crown pTOBBcaton for the colcmy, and have 
not only the power to file an information and conduct the 
proeecutioD, in thosn cases whtin a previous inveetigatlon haa 
taken place, and a committal far trial haa been directed bj a 
bench of Magistrates ; bat possess, also, the power ot flMng 
an ioformMioD againHt. and procnring, upon sach information, 
the arrest of any ludiTidnal whom they may su^Mct to be 
guilty of any crime, without any previous investigation befcne 
a Justice as to the meiite of the case. 

Connected with this power the Attorney General Is, under 
the Act T Vic. Na 6, enabled to procure the discharge of any 

rrson conunitted for trial, if on reading the depositions ha 
of opinion that the eridenoe is insufficient to support a 
conviction. 

The Iaw officers have the responsibility of odvisiDg the 
Crown, the heads of Departments, and Benches of Magistrates 
in all matters of a legal nature, or in oases where the law is 
doubtful, or open to miBcoustmction. 

The preparation of bills of Pariiament introdnced bj the 
Qovemment also foils within their province. 

The Attorney and Solicitor General have, moreorer, the 
direction and general supervisiiHi c^ the branch of the Civil 
Service connected with the administration of justice, including 
the departments erf the Crown Solicitor, the Prothonotary, the 
Master in Equity, the Sheriife, the County Conrto, CouitB of 
Mines, General Sessions and Conrts of InsolTeucy, the Conrts 
of Petty Bessitats, and Coroners. 

CSOWir BOUCEIOB. 

The Crown Solicitor, being at present absent on leave^ Ofi 
department is divided into two branches, one of whldt is 
managed by the Acting Criminal Crown Solicitor, and tha 
otier by the Acting Cirfl Crown Solicitor, 

The duties of the Criminal branch are to draw all informa- 
tions agunat prisoners committed from the different Police 
Courts for trial before the Supr^ne Conrt of Melbourne, and 
the various Circuit Courts throughout the colony ; to prepare 
briefs for Prosecuting Counsel ; to get up the cases on behalf 
of the Crown ; and to attend the Couits for the purpose of 
instructing the Prosecuting Counsel, and generally to conduct 
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the oriminal trarineM of the Couutrf appertaiidag to the 
Snweme Court. 

The dutisB of the Civil Branch aie to coudact ell BailwsT 
Bn^neM, ConT^aacea, VeoSmeate. To condact all actions 
■ad snits institated ot dsfeoded by the Qoveminent, and 
geiMtal^ to act BB tha Attonier for the Govenunent la all 
matt<N lelatLog to civil btudnees. 

BBXRIFF8 DZFAETKXHT, 

The daHee of the Department are to enforce all the judg- 
ments of the Supreme Cottrt i*hether the uuue be SKalnat 
MnMiu <n property ; to snmmon Jorora for the Saprema and 
Urcoit CoBiis, and jarorg and assessors for thu County Conrta 
and Conrts of General SeHsione ; to control and legolate the 
gaols, and generally to take charge of the court housea and 
see that proper order and deooram ore obeerred within their 
{Hedncts. 

When the office of Sheriff was ondertaken by Cland Farie, 
In Norember, 18G2, the dnties were of a very light natnie as 
compared with what they hare now become. The annexed 
Betnin of the number of wiita iraued for execntion. during the 
Un six years, with, amonnls racorerad under them, and sibo 
of the correspondence of the office will best shew the increase 
in the hnriness of the depaitmant. All the expeocUtnre of the 
depaiteent thronghont the whole colony, and all conwpon- 
draoe oonueoted tiieiewith (as well as tJie general ooriespon- 
dence witb the Qovemment and other departments of the 



hereto aopliai only to the Melboome office, and there are many 
oQierB adoresKd to the Sheriff at Geelong and to the Depnty- 
Sheri^ dlreot (without passing throngh Uie Central offloe), on 
which large stimg aro collected. A Bl«tement is also appended 
of the Btr^igth of the department, shewing also the number of 
goals in the colony and the numl>er of prisoneis received into 
each daring the years 1856 and 1857. The gaols mentioned 
are thoee only under the control of the Sheriff, but besides 
these gaols proper, there toe a nnmber of watchhouses through- 
out the country, under the control of the Police Department, 
which have been proclaimed as gaols where prisoners com- 
mitted for trial at the conrts of General Seaaious are dotted 
for trial, and some few short sentenced priaoiieis perform their 
■entenoea; as at Warmambool, Belfast, Ararat, Duuolly, 
Corisbrook, Alberton, and Ellmore. Iliere were three gaols in 
Helboume nntil the beginning of the year 1858, now ^ere are 
onlv two, namely, the Central Qaol, Oeoige Wintle, QoTBrnor; 
tad the Western OaoL 

The Eastern Ohtol is now abolished. The number of pri- 
■oneis received into it In 1866 was 486, and in 1857, 897. 
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The Western Qaol ia for female prisooeM oommitted for 
trial, and sentenced to short periods of incMcerotion ; and fa 
also DSed for the reception of snoh male lunatica as cannot be 
taken in at the As; him, and a nomber of sick and deetitnte 
Tagranto. Long sentenced females are now kept on board the 
hi3k Ljgander, in Hobson's Ba^, in chaige of the Penal 
Department. The nimiber of prisoners received into tliis ga(d 
(Western), in 1856. were 9M ; and in 186S, 906. 

The Central Oaol recelvea eill male offenden convjoled in tlu 
Supreme Court and in the respective conrts throoghoat the 
<Monj, except sliort eentenced prisoners (sentenced at Circuit 
Conrts) who perform their «entencee in the country gaols. It 
Is also a gaol for general parpoees for prisoners of all grades. 
The number of prisoners received in 1866, was 2,10S ; in leGT, 
2,544. 

Qmsuma. — The North Qeeloug Gaol is s leceptaole for mala 
prisoners. The Soath Geelong for females. The nomber of 
prisoneiB received into these gaols was, in 1856, S59; and in 
1867. 1,158. Sheriff, Robert Bede. 

Saihibdbst.— A gaol for the reception of male and female 
prisoneis. The tmmber of prisoners received, in 1856, 547 ;

On the let Joly, 1861, Port Phillip wag separated from New 
Sooth Wales, and In January, 1862, Mr. Justice A'Beckett 
became Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the Colony of 
Victoria, under the Act 16 Tic, No. 10, which created the 
Mid Cooit. In the same month Mr. Justice Barry was raised 
to the Bench.

MASTER IN EQUITY. 

The sealing of bills, i»«"'"g subpcenas, in fact all the 
machineiy of the Snpreme Court in its Equity and EoclesiaS' 
tical Jarisdictions, take place and are carried on in the o&ce of 
Uie Master in Equity. 

He has to draw up all decrees, orders, and mles [tfononnced 
and granted by the Court, and before any such decrees and 
orders, and before any letteis of administration or probates 
can be issoed, has to read through the whole of the papers 
filed by the solicitors, in order to make bimsdf thotongbly 
acquainted with the whole case. 

It is his duty to prosecute inqoiries as to EacIs, take accounts, 
appoint receivers aad guardians, take bonds of administrators 
and their sureties, examine titles, settle and approve of 
recognizances, and to superintend and carry out many other 
matters of detail of the most various description, referred to 
him by the Court. Such inquiries and references involving, 
not unfrequently, the consideration of questions of great nicety 
and difficulty. 

Anotlierdatf attached to the ofBce of Master, is that of 
taxing bills of costs in Equity, Ecclesiastical, and Conveyan- 
dtng. The Master also fu^ls the responsible duty of Account- 
autOeneral. All moneys ordered to be paid into Court being 
pud by him to the Bec^ver of Revenue (hithMto paid Into one 
of the banks in his name to the credit of the particular cansa 
or matter). 

In this the Master isassistedby the Chief Clei^ who taxes 
bills of costs, draws up decrees and orders of the Court, when 
time permits, takes Uie bonds of administrators aikd th^ 
sureties, keeps the accounts of all moneys paid into and out 
of oourt ; and superintends, generally, Uie arrangement of 
the offices.

The Pnitiionotary it reqiiired to attend tiie Gnprenie Coart 
at ila sittingi in baiioo, to take notes of the applicationaniBde 
on motion and ths dedaion of the Court uwreon; when 
ordered bj the Comt m a, Judgje, he has to examine witneuea, 
and to report tliereon ; and when an amount clalroed ii a 
■natter oT calcnlation, he hai to aacertain and decide in the 
lame manner as before a jurf, upon inquiry, the amount of 
the damages. These proceedingB oie generall)' attended bj 
CoDOael, and the examination of the witneaaee ia aoauHiatm 
ytij voluminous. He Is reqaired to settle bonds f6r secoittf 
fi>r ooats, to settle cmnmlsslont, to isstie exemplificalloua and 
memorials of Judgments when required to ground prooeodingi 
upon in the Conita of the ueighbonring colonics. 

In the abeeoce of the ProQionotarj from his office, all acta 
which he is reqaired to do may be dons br tha Chief Clerk. 
The Prothonotarr and Chief Clerk tax bills of costs, both 
between party and party, and between attorney and client, 
from ten o'clock to three every day, both in term and vacation. 
In the progress of this busing nice questions arise npon what 
are called cross isHoea, requiring a careful analysis, and exami- 
nation of the case, and of the evidence ; and, nnder the act 
r^nlating the taxation of Attorneys' Bills of Costs, they have 
very often to investigate and decide upon long and compucated 
accounts. 

The Frothonotary is also charged with tbe responsible dnty 
ol receiving and paying into the Treasury moneys pud into 
Court bj suitoia, and of paying the same oat of Court, to 
those puiies entitled to receive them, also of collecting and 
aooonnUng f<» the fee fund, such moneys amounting to a laigo 
Smn annually. 

The following U a summary of tha gener^ duties performed 
In the Prothonotory's (rfBce : — To keep a roll of banlateia and 
attomeyi admitted to practice ; to keep a record of all com- 
mladonera appointed ; to keep a book containing the names 
and remdenoes of attorneys and of parties Bueing and defending 
in p^son ; to file and record all criminal infbnnationB, indict- 
ments, and oonTiotlons; to prepare abstracts and to pay tha 
expenses of witnesses attending criminal trials ; to aeti, enter, 
index, and issue all writs of summons, capias, rederin, all 
writs (^execution and subpoenas; to file ana enter all appear- 
ances ; to record and index all judgments signed, warrants 
of attorney, ooc;novit actionem, and writs and orders of attach- 
ment ; to receive all records and prepare lists of causes for 
trial ; to prepare and Issne all jury precepts ; to file all affi- 
davits used before the ConrtoT the Judges, at chambers, orupon 
taxation of costs ; to furnish office copies of all docum«its 
when dananded, to attend to office seaicbes, and to loodncs 
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docnmeuta whsn leqnired before the Judges or Court ; to moke 
entries of ail proceedingg in caoaeB ; to file memorandum 
allflginK error in fact, and to deliver note of leoeipi thereof ; 
to recWTe and file all Bippeala and special caaen, and, a^r 
hewing, to draw trad iBsae the order of the Coart thereoD ; to 
iMoe and lectml ill mks of Couit.

Assembly. The total number of eases disposed of at this 
branch of the Citf Court from Ist January to SOth Beptember, 
1856, was 7,006. 

The civil basiness of Uie City Court is presided over by 
Septimus Martin Esq., J.P., acting for Charles P. Hackett, 
Esq., Police Uagistiate. The court sits daily in tlie hearing 
of oases of assault, disputes between masters and servants, 
offenc«B under the Management of Towns Act, orders of main- 
tsnance, &c. The number of coses disposed of in this oonrt, 
from Ist January le&B to SOth September 1868, amounts to 
0,010. 



LAND AND WORKS. 

The Board of Land and Works is formed of the President, 
Vtoe-PresideDt, Commisnoner of Public Works, Surveyor- 
Oeoeral, CommlsdMier of Boads and Bridges, and Commis- 
sioiiBT of Ballways. The department under the control of the 
Presidmt, and in his absence the Tice-Fre^dent, are the Crown 
lands, including survey, sale and management of lands of the 
ookmy, roads and bridges, publio works, railways. Aborigines, 
sewerage and water supply. The duties coimected with the 
various branches of the department are defined by the Board 
of Land and Works Act, 21 Vic,, cap. zzii ; ditto amendment, 
22 Yic, cap. Iviii Crown Lands Acta (see Adamson). Her 
Majesty's Orders in Council of various dates. Thistle Preren- 
tioD Act, 19 Vic., cap. liv. Soad Act, 16 Vic, cap. xL and 17 
Tic, cap xxlz. Police (town and country) Act, 16 Tic, cap. 
ziv. Sewerage, IS Vic, No. S8, and AmenibnentActtnt last 
BV>ion,ftc, £o. 
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Of tlie &cilities Afforded for the permansnt BetUentellt of 
this increasing population, it may be stated that there had 
1>eea8oM, In 1861, 99,769 acres to 77,845 persons, being Uttle 
moie than an acre and a quarter to each, white the nomher 
alienated up to the end of 1S57 was 2,748,116 acres, sold to 
460,000 peiBons, at the rate of sti acres to each. The compnted 
area of Victoria is about 56,644,160 acres, of which, so tar aa 
the survey returns at present extend, it is known there remain 
86,B6S,46% acres fitted for agticnltaral and grazing porposee. 

During the four years ending Slat December, 1857, 1,781,847 
acres of land realised the sum of £8,994,624, being at an 
average price of £2 4s. lOd. per acre. This apparency high 
average has l>een caused by the limited quantity brought into 
market, as compared with the demand ; and also inclndee the 
prices, necessarily high, realised for town and suburban lands. 

Gradually, however, the price of country lands is tieing re- 
dnced, and may, ere long, be obtained at the Qovemment price 
offlanacre. 

One great advantage with regard to the unsold agricultural 
lands of tliis country is, that, for the greater part, they lie 
within the area of wttleraent, and close to markets. This is 
in the main attributable to the manner in which the popnJa- 
tion has distributed itself in masses over the whole extent of 
the country, in consequence of the general diffusion of its 
metallic wealth ; and it forme a stnking contrast in this 
respect with the cose of most other new countries, where mnch 
of the agricultural land is to be found only in places 
remote from the present or probable eail; settlement of a 
dense populadon.

Besides this amonnt, the Department of Public Woiki 1 
entered into liabilities, by contracts and otherwise, to tiu> 
extent of £500,000, wMch Enm haa been provided &om the 
General Berenne, for the fbrmation and repairs of roads and 
bridges for the year 1868, 

These public roads and the expenditure upon them are 
quite irrespective of the great number of improvements which 
have been affected In various parts of Victoria through the 
instrumentality of district rood boards (statistics of which we 
hope to give in our next volume), supplied by funds raised by 



lo<»l taxation, supplemented by grants from the generic 
revenue, and disbursed under the direct control and super- 
vision of these popularly elected local authorities. The num- 
ber of these appears to be constantly on the increase.

la the month of July, 1S68, a bill was introduced into this 
Legislative Assembly by the Hon. Dr. Evans, postmasCer- 
general, and ia now in force, fot legalising the issue and 
payment of Poet Office Money Ordets under certain regulations 
which will be found inserted in the monthly manual men- 
tioned above. 

The rapidly increasing busiikess of the General Post Office, 
Melbourne, and the insufficient accommodation afforded in 
the old building, which had been enlarged so often as to 
render it unsightly, and unsuitable for the prompt performance 
of the work required, has necessitated the erection of a new 
edifice that shall serve for a Metropolitan Post Office for many 
years to come, and provide ample space for the public and the 
employes. The L^lature voted £26,000 for this purpose on 
the estimates of 1658, and a fnrther sum of £30,000 Is 
provided on the estimates of 1B69. The Government 
advertised for plans, offering three preminms, — one for £800, 
one for £200, one for £100, tor the best architectural designs, 
and similar premiums for the Internal arraugementB. I^m 
prises were awarded, as follows :— .

The dopartmeots of the Public Service nnder the control 
of the Bon. the Chiiif Secretaiy, are the Police, Penal Estttb- 
Usliments, Qaols, Gold fields, B^istratlon, and StatUtics, 
Agriculture, Science, Electoral and Begistnttioa of Voteia, 
Uedical, Sanatoc;, Lunatic Asylum, Patents, and the Beglstra- 
tion of Friendly Societies. 

In the office of tJie Chief Secretary is transacted all gorem- 
ment busineas relating to MunicipaUties (28 in. number), and 
vadona local ioBtitutionB, CertiQcates of Naturalization are 
prepared in this office, and also all ConunisBions, Fatenta, 
Wnte and other documents under the Great Seal of tiie colony. 
The GmremTaertt Gaieib is compiled in this office. 

Correspondence with the Govemments of the other Aus- 
tralian colonies and Neir Zealand and with the Colonial 
Agent-General, as well as the ordinary miscellaneous corres- 
pondence with t^ public, Is conducted in this office. 



The BegJEtrsr-General's department was formed in the year 
186S, in accordance with the provisions of the Act of Oonncll 
16 Tic., No. 26, commonly known as the " B^^tration Act" 
This measure enjoined — 

Ist. The division of the colony into registration districts, of 

which there are at the present time one hundred and 

twenty-tluee. A nd 

2Qdly. The appointment of one or more Begistrais to each. 

Srdly. The obligation on the part of the Begistrars to record 

in the manner preacribed, and to mate returns in the 

montlis of January, April, July and October to the chief 

office, Melbourne, of all cases of birth and death, without 

charge to ths public individually. 

4thly. That ministers of all denraninations should in like 

manner roister uid make returns of all nuuriages 

solemnised by them. 

When a birth, or deatii or marriage is registered, tJie 

particulars are entered on two different sheets, and the Registrar 

and the party or partiee interested sign both sheets. One of 

Uiese sheets is retained by the cleigyraan or Begistnr, ani^ 

tike other one, literally agreeing with the former, is sent to the

the Act, whare it is enacted that ceittflEd copies of registers or 
entries of regUters, shali be received t»pTiin6 facie evidence in 
any Court of Justice, — " provided that no entry of the legistei 
of any death shall be received as evidence of the fact of snch 
death, unless there shall also be an entry of the register of the 
burial." 

As every inhabitsut of the colony may, at some time or other 
be interested in knowing the precise time of some birth or 
death, and, as a complete system of rcwatration will prevont 
much litigation in nitnre years, and oUierwise protect indtH- 
dual rights of property, besides throwing lleht on many social 
qnestions as to doratioii of life amtuig chiidien and the up- 
grown'pomilation, to tlie incKase of statiitical sdenoe, and the 
general advantage of the inhabittint« oi Victoria, it is of the 
ntmost importanoathat the public should cordially oo-operate 
in carrying out the registration ^tem to its fullest extent. 

All letters or packets on r^istratiou business to the Begistrar 
Qenetal, or any of the Deputy Registrars, provided the sidea 
are open, pass through the Post Oflice iiee of charge. 

The number of names registered in the Birth, Death, and 
Marriage Index Books, numbered in July, 186S, about 112,000, 
and may he said to relate in some way or othm to almost 
every family In the colony. The pnbUo hss access to these 
carefully and methodically kept records from ten till four o'clock 
dally. The fee raqnired for a search is Ss. 6d., and {dt a certi- 
ficate 58., in accordance with a proclamation made in the 
eoMnwMit< OoMttU on the 28th day of April, 18U. 



Under the provisions of the Act, 18 Vic, No. 4, c<anmoQly 
known as the "Vaccination Act," the colony has also been 
divided Inte districts, and public vaccluatoni have been ap- 
pointed in each, who respectively attend on certain days of 
the week to vaccinate such children as may be bronght to 
them for that purpose. A notice on soch occasions is given 
In' the vaccinator to the parents or guardians to take the 
children again for inspection on the eighth day following, 
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under a penalty. After the incceaeM vKdnatton of anj 
child, th« vaccanator Ktveo a certificate to that eSect to tha 
pai«ait or guardian, and forwards a dapUcate to the Deputy 
B^stnr of Births and Deattta for tbe dutrict. 

The Deputy Be^^iatrar oa hia part ia required within twenty 
dna after the i^utration of any birth, to give notice (on a 
pnited form), to the tiarent or gnnnUan to have the cliild 
vaccinated, and of the daya and houis in each week that the 
Oovemment Taccinator attends for that pnipoee, and on the 
certificates of successfal vaccination being forwarded to him, 
to keep a register in duplicate of all BDch caaea, one to be foT' 
narded to tbe BegiBtiar-Oeneral'a of&ce quarterly, and the 
other to be retained by himself. 8nch registers are open for 
public inepectton gratis, and copies of entries are furnished on 
payment of the fee of 1b. 

Tbe fee to vaccinatoni paid by Oovemment is &. 6d. for 
each Buccesafal case, and to Deputy B^iatrars le.. for eadk 
entry of succesBfol vaccination. The number of vaccinatots 
ia abont ninety. 

The public Vaccinators are also empoweisd to give certifi- 
eates to the parents of tbe child not being In a fit state to be 
vaccinated, or being insusceptible of the raccine disease : but 
the aucceBsfnl cases are the only ones of which any record ia 
kept by the Deputy IU«igtr»r. 

Any legailj qmjifieamedical practitioner, not being a pub- 
lic vaccinator, may vaccinate, but most give a certificate of 
each Euccesaful case to the parent or guardian and forward a 
duplicate to the Deputy B^;istrar of the diatiict to be entered 
In hie register. 

Parents or guardians reAuing to have their children vacci- 
nated after having received a proper notice from the Deputy 
Begistrar, or neglecting to appear before tbe vaccinator ou the 
dghth day following, are liable to a penalty of 40s., which 
may be increased to £6.

For purposea of BdminiBtration, the gold-fields are divided 
Into s^ mining districts, nhicb kk again formed Info sub- 
dlviaions. In ^ch mining district there ia a Uining Board, 
ft staff of Wardens, Chinese Protectors, &c , and a Conrt of 
Ulues. 

The Mining Boards each consist of twelve mem.be[8, who are 
elected for a term of twelve montlis by the minera raeiding in 
the WTN^ diTisions ; and tbcee Boards are empowered to 
nake bye-laws for Fegnlatlog mining operations throog^oat 
tbeir respective disbicta. 

Disputes aridng ont of mining operations are adjadicated 
upon eittier hy the Warden in cbarRe of the division (with or 
withont aaeeaaoiB, at ti^ option of the disputants), or b; the 
Court of Minee, which Is presided over by a Judge, and is held 
periodically in various parts of the district. An appeal from 
the deciraon of a Wuden, or Warden and assessors, to the 
Court of Mines is allowed, under certain restrictioDS. (Act 21 
Vict. 82, sec. 84. 

With refereuce to ttie following tables. It is to be obeerved 
that. Independently of the effects prodoced by the opening- of 
new srouiul, the popalatton of the gold-fields fluctuates consi- 
derahlT at Afferent periods of the year, being limited iu various 
localities by the supply of water necessary for mining ope- 
rations, as well as for the oonsomption of the population. The 
retama are Aimlshed to the Oovemment fortnightly, and 
being made np from minute details sent In from the local 
government officers, are found to be very close appioxiraationa 
— SufBciently eo fbr all practical purposes. The gsDcral cor- 
rectness of them may be gathered maa the trifling difference 
between the estimated population on the Ist January, 1S57. 
and the enumerated population according to the census taken 
on the 81st Uarch following. Thus, for the Ballaaiat district, 
the estimate was 19,000, anS the enumeration 47,728 ; for the 
Castlemaine district the estimate and enumeration were re- 
^Ectively 28,600 and 81,381 ; for the Sandhurst district the 
Warden's estimate was 32,221, and the census returns showed 
the population to be 82,417. 

mtherto the purauit of mining has not partaken, to any 
nmsiderable extent, of a scientl&c character, and doubtless 
lonch labor has been nselessly eiqiended, yet the nett lesults 
have been so astounding, that the gold-fields may Justly 
occupy the first rant. The subjoined tables present at one view 
ths rise, progress, and yield of the several auriferous districts.

The Chief Medical Officer has the Kcneial control and Boper- 
inlendence of the lunatic asjliim at Tana Bend ; the sanitary 
ttatlon at Point Nepean ; the health officeis' establishment at 
QaeensclifTe ; the immigration hospital at Batman's-hill ; the 
DTOvlBion of medical att^dance, medicines, and medical com- 
forts for the Government immigrantB and the prisonere at the 
gaols and lockups thronghont the colony ; the payment of medi- 
co wttnemes, in cases where persons are chai^ with Innacy ; 
the eiecutlon of the proviMons of the Compnlsory Vaccination 
Act ; the Central Board of Health ; and the Medical Board of Vic- 
toria. The Chief Medical Officer is also chairman of the board 
appointed to administer the police reward fand ; chairman of 
the board of victors to the luoatlc asylum ; and a member of 
the board appointed to inspect newly-airlved immigrant 

The Chief Medical Officer attends the prisoners, wardens, 
ftc, in tlie stockades at Pentridge and Collingwood, and ttie 
gaols and watclihonses in Melbourne ; and the QoTemment 
uamigrants in depflt or hospital at Melbourne. The prisonera 
confined in the penal hulks, Hobson's Bay, and watchhouses in 
Wllllamfitown, arc attended by the District Snigeon, Williams- 
town ; and at Qeelong, the District Snrgeon attends the pri- 
soners in the gaols and watctihouses, the Qoremment immi- 
nants, and the military. At Castlemi^ne, Saudhnist, 
Ballaarat, Bccchwortli, Eyneton, Ararat, Portland, Belfast, 
Warmambool, and Port Albert, yearly contracts are made with 
resident practitioners for providing medical attendance and 
medicine for Qovemment immlgranta and prisoQers. At other 
places, medical men attending prisoners are paid according to 
the following scale of fees, via, ;— For medical or surgical atten- 
dance, incluaive of all necessary medicines, within any dty or 
town^ip, 10b.

tion of Hie children of thoee persona who are tmable to pay, 
uid applications for Buch appointmentB are made to the Chief 
Medical Officer. The fees lUlowed to poUic vaccinatois by the 
Government are 29. 6d. for each saccaafol case of vacdnatloa. 
The parsnta or guardians of children neglecting to have ttiem 
vaccinated wimn the time stated are liable to a penalt]' of 
from two to five potindg. By the Act 21 Vid, No. 87, occu- 
piers of hoiwes where any case of smaH-pai oocura, and medi- 
cal pcBctitioneis, to whose knowledge any case may come, an 
to report the same within twenty-four hours to the Local or 
Cen^ Board of Health, under a penalty of twenty ponnda. 



The Aflylam ia sitnated on one of the bends of the river 
Tarra, about four milee from Melbourne ; and contained, on 
the 26th June, 1858, 483 patients^—SST mole and 176 female. 
The staff conslata of the mrgeon superintendent, a house 
steward and storekeeper, a dispenser, a matron, two cooks, K 
gardener, a carpenter, a carter, three laundresses, twenty-six 
male and fourteen female attendants. The A^am was first 
Opened in October, 1848, and at the end of that year cantoned 
only twenty patients. Since then, the number of patients has 
rapidly increased, the admissions during 18£>7 being 189. Tbo 
original stone buildinga were only constructed to accommodate 
al^-four lunatics, but considerable additions have since been 
made ; these additions being of a temporary nature, in conse- 
quence of the proposed construction of a new Asylum, on a site 
better adapted for the purpose than the present one. 

The paUenta ore provided with many means of amusement, 
sach OS cricket, skittles, football, and other ont-door games ; a 
liliraiy ; billianls, bagatelle, cards, dranxhts, mnslc, &c. ; end 
■ concert is got up once a week, concluding with a dance, at 
which a considerable number of the patient amuse tJiemaetvce. 
Those who are able and willing to work ore also employed In 
TariouB Dsefiil ways about the Asylum. 

The establishment Is inspected each week by one of the offi- 
cial Visitors, and once in each month by the Board of Yildton. 
The Asylum is open to visitors &om 10 tiU half-past 11 »jd. 
on Bandays, and from 10 to half-past 12 a.m., and ftom S to 4 
p.nt^ on other days, subject to certain regnlatI<»iB. Not nan 
than three visitors are permitted to in^iect the Asylum at one 
time, and all viiiton are to enter their nimet in the Tlittoitf 
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inok. Tbitora u« not to entei Into conTSTBAtloD irith Etny of 
thepatienta wiUiont the BanctloQ of tiie Baperintendent. 

Tbe followins are the regalationt aeceeaary to be obeerred 
in procnring the admisBioQ of patients, witli the scale of 
cfaaif^ for sttch as enter as pay-patienta, tIi. : — A petition is 
to be iinied by some relative or friend of the Innate, and 
upended to » certificate of ineanity, signed by two %o% 
gnal^td medkal praeHtionen. The papers are then to be Bob- 
mitted for the approval of one of the Jadgee of the Snpremo 
Conrt, and, when thou completed, forwarded to the Chief 
Medical Officer, Melbonme, frcan whom informataon can b« 
obtained as to when the patient can be admitted into the 
Asylum. In the case of pay-patients, the charees for main- 
tenance Eire — Ist class. £2 per week ; 2iid class, 2Sb. per week ; 
payable quarterly to the snreeon superintendent of the Lnnatio 
Aayluni, and a bond for the regular payment of whichever 
■monnt may be agreed upon ia to be entered into by two 
respon^ble pereons, and deposited with tlie superintendent. 
In the case of those patient* whose Mends are unable to pay 
for theli maintenance in theAsylum, acratificatetothatefiect, 
■Igoed by some respectable person acquaiated with the ciicnm- 
stances of the lunatic, ia to tie annexed to the petition. The 
forms of petition, certificate, and bond can be obt^ned 
ftom the Chief Medical Officer, or the Surgeon Superintendent 
of the Asylum. 

BBALiH omoEB, QtmBNaounx. 

This officer Is provided with a boat's crew of six men, and 
Itif datice are to board all TesselB not Intercolonial traders, 
orrivlDg at the Fort Phillip Heads, in order to ascertain 
whether any Infectious disease exists on board, or whether there 
is asy necessity for placing the vessel in quarantine. Hasten 
of vessels passing through the Fort Fliillip Heads without being 
first cleared by tiie Health Officer are liable to severe penalties 
under the quarantine laws. The average detention of each 
vessel whilst being "hove-to" fi>r the Health OfBcei is tmly 
about thirteen minntes. 

HANITUtl STAnOR, fOBIT HBPIAIT. 

This station Is situated at the entrance of the Port Phillip 
Heads,and when the new buildinss, which are now in progress, 
are OMnpleted, will consist of five separate hoapit^ each 
capable of accommodating one hundred patients, with the 
officers' quarters, &c. The staff consists of a surgeon superin- 
tendent, a clerk and storekeeper, a nurse, and three laborers. 

Teasels placed in gnarantine by the Health Officer are taken 
within the limita of the quarantine anchorage, and have all 
the sick landed en the sanitary station ; and, f^r performing 
the qnaiantine directed by the Oovemor in Council, and being 
thoroughly cleansed and fumigated, are allowed to proceed to 
D 3 
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their destinotiaii without ha^:^ to w^t in qnMsntine fM tbe 
convaleecenoe of the sick, triio are detained is hospital till theli 
recoreiy, and tlien forwarded to Uieiz deettoatlon. Daring 
tbe year 18GT, oleren T«Mels were placed ia quaiaoliiie : three 
from nuaH-poi:, Ibor from Qmhns farei, two tnaa BCarlet fever, 
and two to peiform qiuruituie ot oboerrktion. Three handled 
mnd ninety-Biz penonB were landed on the station dnring the

Tbe Central Board of Health ia conrtitated to mperlntend 
the adminiBtration of the Public Health Act, 18 Vict., No. 18. 
The execution of the Act in the varions districts to which ite 
provieionB are extmded derolTee upon local Boards of Health, 
which are invested wUh powers for the management of sewers 
and drains, tho rouoval ot nnisanoes, regnlaUon of offenslTe 
trades, and generallr fi» the promotion ol Qui sanitary isto- 
rests of the districts nndec their respectlTe control. 

The Corporations of Melbourne and Oeelong, and the CoDn- 
cil of any Monicipal district to wtiich the Act is extended, are, 
ex qffiriii, the Local Boards of Health within their respective 
limits ; but If the Act is extended to any other town or dis- 
trict witbont such limits, tbe Local Board of Health is appointed 
by His Excellency the Governor. 

The proTisionB of the Public Health Act baye been extended 
to tbe following towns, viz. :— Melbourne, Qeelong, Williams- 
town, £^era!d Hill , East Collingwood, Ctutlemaine. Frahran, 
Richmond, Sandhurst, Ballaaiat, Warmambool, PortJaod, St. 
Eilda, Ballaarat East, Queenscliffe, and Beechwortb ; in all Uieae 
tbe Municipal CotuifJls are the Local Boards of Health. 

Local Booida are required by the Pnblic Health Act to report 
tbe appearance of any infections or contagions diseases to the 
Central Board, who are empowered to make and cause to he 
enforced sacb regnlatious as they may deem necessary for the 
prevention or mitigation of snch diseases. Tbe Central Board 
Bie also empowered to r^nlate the bniMIng or opening of hos- 
pitals, and to receiye and determine appeals which taxj be 
made by any person against any order or regulation of snj 
Local Board of Healtti, and g^erally to provide for the con- 
servation of the pnblio health, and (he advancement of the 
sanitary interests of the colony. 
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(8 Vict., No. 8.), for tha registration and publication of the 
names of l^allj' qualified medical piactitioners. 

The quahficationa neceasary to r^iBtration as a Icsallj qna- 
li&ed medical practitioner are defined in the Acte of Council, 
2 Vict., No. 22, 8 Vict. No. 8, 9 Vict, No. 12, and 17 Vict. No. 
14 (Adamson, fol. 1057—61), by which, it is enacted Uiat no 
person ehoQ be deemed a legally qualified medical piactiUoner 
unless lie shall have pioved to the iatisfaction of the Medical 
Board that he is a doctor or bachelor of medicine of some uni- 
Tendty, or a phyaiciau or anrgeon licensed and admitted as snch 
by some college of physicians or snigeons of Qreat Britain or 
Ireland, or a member or licentiate of the company of apothe- 
caries in London or Dnblin ; oi is or has been a medical 
officer, duly appointed and confirmed, ot Her Majesty's sea or 
land service ; and that any person deairons of bemg declared a 
legally qualified medical practitioner as aforesaid, shall sobmit 
bis di^^ree, diploma, or proof of bis being so duly qualified, for 
the examination and approval of the said Medical Board, by 
whom a cortificato of qualification will be granted. 

Graduates of foreign universities are admitted aa legally 
qnalified medical practitioners, on complying with the require- 
ments of the Act, 17 Vict No. 14, as follows : — The applicant 
must produce proof, satisfactory to the Medical Board, that he 
has followed a regular course of profteional study in some 
medical or su^csj school, college, or nnlversity, for at least 
fbur years, and must Eubmit t« the Board a diploma teetiMng 
to his being a graduate in medjt^e or surgery of some univer- 
^y which requires a residence of at least one year prerious to 
graduation. The applicant must also have obtained the certi- 
ficate and taken the oath required to be taken by the law re- 
laUng to aliens in this cdony. (Adamson, fol. 1076., 11 Vict., 
No. 89.) 

Peiaons defdrous of reglsttatioa as legally qualified medical 
pnctitioueiB must, if reeidiug within twenty-five miles of Mel- 
bourne, attend penonallg at uie monthly meeting of the Medi- 
cal Board, which is held on the first Monday In every month, 
at the Medical Department in Melbourne, submitting for in- 
i^wction and approral of the Board theii prooft of qntdilcatdon, 

' Medical practitioners reading at a distance of more than 
twentf'five miles from Melbourne, can olDtain registration by 
making peraonal application to the President of Uie Board in 
Uelboume, at any period during the usual hours of buranera, 
on producing the necessary proo& of qualification, and nuking 
a declaration before a magistrate, a form of which can be ob- 
.talned on application to the secretary. 

A list of the names of legally qualified practitioners is pub- 
lished at tlie commencement of each year, and supplementary 
lists are published immediately after each meetmg of the 
Board. ...

Only one estabUshnient {the Pentridge Stockade) was then 



of gold in Tictoria, that aer^^ new eatablishmeBts i 
formed, and Mr, Barrow was, on the lot Jnl^. 1863, appointed 
Inspector-General of Penal Egtablishments m Tlotoria, which 
ofice he held until the 24th of January, 1864, when he was 
appointed Immigcatioo Agent, and was succeeded by Mr. John 
Price, for many yeara previoualy commandant of Norfolk Island ; 
this gentleman continued at the head of the department 
until the 26th of March, 1867, when be was mnrdered hy a 
gang of conricto, on Oie works at Gellibrand's Point, and was 
Buoroeded by the present Inspector .Gteneial, Mr, William 
Thomas Hapter Champ, formerly Chief Secretary of Tan 
Diemen's Luid, whose appointment dates from the Srd of 
Jime, 1867. 

Th« following return, " A," shews the number of prisoneta 
on the 8Dth June and 81st December in each year, togethei 
with their cost and earnings. 

- Betnm " B " Is a copy of oao recNttij furnished to tliQ 
Gflvemmeiit, and shews the classification and condition of Uu 
prlsonera in condnement, on the Slst of March last, who were 
then distributed as follows: — Pentridge Stockade, 606 maUa; 
Collingwood, 842 do. ; Hulk " President," 78 do. ; Hulk " Suc- 
cess," 90 do. ; Hulk " Lysander," 19 do. ; Hulk " SacRUoeotot"

There were also IT children oa board the " Sacramento," 
belonging to the female prisoners. 

The prisoners have been employed as follows : — at Pent- 
ridge, in the first instance, in making the Sydney Boad. b^ 
tween Melbourne and Pentridge, and snbsequenUy in erect- 
ir^ buildings for their own accommodation, making clothing, 
bcMts, tools, and other mechanical work. At Collingwood, in 
quarrying stone and hreaking metal. At Bichmond, in 
making Uie road from Helboumetothe Bridge, near the Tarr« 
at Hawthorne. At the Marine Stockade, in fbrming the streets 
of Wiltiamstown. At the hulk "Sacramento," for a short 
period on the Oeelong and Melbourne Bailway, and subse- 
quently, in conjunction with the prisoners fiom the hulk 
'■ Deborah," " Success," and " Lysander," at Gellibrand's P(dnt, 
in quarrying stone, building the jetty, batter}', and olhet woAa 
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liATQ iient beea sont to labor, having been retained in eepa- 
rate confinement, as have llluirise thcae on board the 
■* Baaeem " dnce Jul; 1867. 

All the penal prisonera whom It was deemed safe to keep 
at labor were transferred from the Hnlks to Fentridge and 
CoDinKwood Btockadea during the latter part of 1667, so that 
the onij male priEoneia now confined on board the hnlks are 
those penal priBonen whom it ia deemed unsafe to work, and 
the seamen committed for ofTencee on board their vessels. 

At the latter end of December last, female prisoners, who had 
previoiuily been confined in a moat unsuitable bnilding in Mel- 
bourne, were transferred, as a temporary arrangement, to the 
balk " Sacramento," which had been previoWy Tocated by 
Uie tcanafei of the men to Fentridge Stockade; the averaee 
number od board during the jear haa been 75 women and 16 

Several serions attempts to escape have Iteen made, none of 
which, however, have been soccessful. In September, 1668, the 
nng at Oellibrand'B Ftdnt attempted to rush upon the guard, 
bat WMe fired npon and several of them wounded, three having 
to submit to amputation of the leg. Again in October, 1666, a 
daring attempt was mode bj a part; of ten convicts, who tdstd 
the boat in miich thej were being towed from the works to the 
hnlks, and mnidered two boatmen, who resisted them ; three 
of them were snbaequsntly convicted of the murder, bnt were 
reepUed in consequence of soma legal informalitj. Then tai 
Much, 1867, the gang from the " Succes " hulk set upon and 
murdered Qm Injector-General, Mr. Price, while on the works, 
having forced him down a declivity where they were sheltered 
from Uie fire of the guards, they then broke their irons with 
the Intention of escaping, but were deterred and reduced to 
subordination by the steadineea of the guards and police who 
come to their assistance : fifteen of the rlngleadeia In this 
outrage were committed for trial, of whom seven were subse- 
quently hung. 

By the regulattons now in force, prisoners under sentences of 
less than three years are restored to fteedom, if they are attentiva 
and Industrious at work, and their general conduct in confina- 
ment is irreproachable, when they hare completed two thirds 
of tlieit sentenuee; prisoners under longer sentences receive 
tickets of leave, if well conducted, when, they have strved (me 
half of their sentences ; these tickets of leave enable them to 
reside and work for their own advantage in any district in the 
colonythey mayselect; but places them under Uie surveillance 
o( the police, to whom they are required to report their 
residences. If they contlnae to conduct themselves properly, 
they are restored to freedom when thej have served for a 
period equal to one-third of the time they originally serred 
In the gong. 
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tJndet the heading of " Qood " (p. 62) ue incloded bQ prboDen 
against whom no offence has been recoided while in conflue- 
ment. Under that of " Qenerally Good," such &s have com- 
mitted one oi two trifling offeaces against discipline, bat have 
otherwise condacted themselTes with propriety. Under that 
of "Unsatisfactory" are those who hare committed seveisl 
offenceo, and whose geneiat conduct has not been good. Under 
that of " Bad " are Ukose men who have exhibited no disponl- 
tjon to conform to discipline, or who have committed wrioos 
crimes since their original convictaon. 



This force Is organised nnder the provisions of the 10 
Tict., No. 24, and the 17 Tict., No. 26. It consists 
of a Chief Conunissioner, appointed by virtue of daose 2 of 
16 Vict., So. 24, who has the entire management of the 
establishment, and the following grades : — Paymaster and 
Commissioner, Inspecting Bnperlnt^dent, Superintendents, 
Inspectors, 8nl>In^)ectoTs, Sergeants, and Constables; also 
1st, 2Dd, and 3rd class detectives. 

All vacancies in the grades above that of Constable, and np 
to and Inclndli^ that of Superintendent, are filled by promotion 
from the next inferior grade. 

The advantages resulting from the whole force, thronghont 
the colony, being under the control of one Superintending 
authority, whether that authority be an ofBcer holding the 
position of Chief Oonunlasioner or a Board of Comials- 
sionera, are obvious. Prompt circulation of reports of crime 
and descriptions of offenders, is thereby secnred, and criminals 
are prevented from evading justice by removing from one 
locality to another. It is also advantageous tha.t the whole (^ 
the Constabulary should he subject to the same regulations 
as regards appointmentB, promotions, rewwiis and punishments, 
drill, arms, &c. Statistical Information can be more easily 
obtt^ned by the Police, withont materially interfering with 
their legitimate duties. A cordial and zealous co-operation Is 
ensured between the police throughout the colony, and the 
extra duties devolving upon the department, such as escorting 
treasure and prisoners, carrying despatches Uiat may be ca 
importance to the Government, &c., &c,, are easily and 
economically combined with the regular duties. FurOter, 
members of the force otherwise adapted for the service, but 
who, flrom local causes, may not be In a position to carry out 
their dutlss efBcientiy, at a particular station, can. be readily 
transferred to other localities, and as every member of it is 
furnished with a complete equipment, including arms of the 
most improved description, the police force is rendered eadly 
available, in case of need, as a cOsdpUned and armed body. 

The force is divided into Uounted and Toot, tiie latt«r 
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The territory of Victoria, fbr police pnrpoBea, Is divided into 
« certain nniaber of police distdcte, and each district into sab- 
diBtrlcts or stationB, vhich are further divided into beala or 
pstroli. This division it moBt be observed, is one introduced 
rimpl]' for tha purpose of &cilitating the internal administra- 
UoQ. of the foicB, and although the divUions are called 
poUcBdiBtricta, they differ from thoee pcoclaiioed, from time 
to time in the Qazelti, aa police distiicte. The latter would 
be more correctly termed petty seeaioos districts. 

Each district is under the charge of a Sapermtendent (nho, 
SB a rule, is in the Commission of the Peace), or aa Inspector, 
acting OB Superintendent. The officara in charge communicate 
direct »ith the Chief Commlsaioner, to whom they look fbr 
instmctions. 

The arrangement of police districts, and sub-districts or 
statioua, with the strength of police at each, on the 1st June,

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The whole of the escort service of the Qovenunent is con- 
ducted b; the police. The treasoie Is foi the most part con- 
veyed in wagons mannfikctiiied for the purpose at the 
pirfice depdt, Bichmond. Theae conveyancea are drawn, on 
the principal lines of road, by fom horsea ; and on the branch 
lines, light wagons, spring cari», and, in some cases, pack- 
horses, are nseo, according to the amonnt of treasnre to be 
conveyed. The draught horses, conveyances, drivers, &c., as 
well as the guard, are supplied by the police department; 
and the following table wul give an idea of the extent of 
the service : — 
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branch are not only amenable to the game rules for the main- 
tenance of diaciplhie, and bave the same powers as the other 
branches of the service, hnt have also special poweiB In Tegard 
to shipping, aa laid down In 16 Tict^ No. S8. An officer 
and a detadiment of water polios are stationed on the bloclC' 
ship, another detachment being stationed at Point Henrj, 
Geelons. 

Tho detectiva, althona^ sabject to the some discipline, are, 
to a c«rt^n extent, a distinct body of the police frace ; their 
duty beii^ to dtUrt crime, that of the ordinary police to i>m«i< 
It. Not being in uniform, each member of the detectiTe police 
la fUmished with a " warrant card," signed by the head of the 
department, to produce when necessary oa a proof of 
the authority under which he is acting. Detectives are 
stationed in each of the more important districts, and the 
whole body is under the control (^ a saperintendent, whtwe 
office is in Melbourne. Appointments to this branch of 
tbe service ore, for the most part, mode by selecting ttora the 
"preventive" police such men aa are considered best suited for 
detective duty; hnt candidates for employment, who may 
be found to possess the peculiar qualifications considered 
necessary in a detective, are occaaionally appointed. 

Each member of the police force is fumiBbed with a manual of 
instructiona for his guidance, and further inatructions are issued 
from thne to time aa the exigencies of the service require 
them. In addition to this, a small volume of extracts from 
anch Acts of Council as confer powers upon or relate to the 
police, has been compiled, and a copy aapplicd to each member 
of the estabiishment. * 

A Police Qaiette is published every Thorsday, for the pur- 
pose of circulating to every member of the force all iMor- 
maUon of interest to the constabulary, and is issued from the 
Cblsf Commissioner's office. It contains notices of offences 
committed, warrants issued, horses and cattie stolen, &c., Ac. 
All communications relatir^ to matters of police istereet ore 
inserted gratuitously, on being addressed to uie PoUte Oaaettt 
Qffici, Melbourne. 

A Fund designated the Fali^ Baward Pwid has ac- 
cumulated under the provisions of the 18 Vict., No 
82, and the 80th section of the 18 Vict., No. 24. It 
is, at present, administered in accordance with the regula- 
tions of the 29th March, 1666, published in the Ghvtnmait 
Oatetu, of the 6th April following ; but a sch«ne has been 
pre[>ared for its apjnoprlation to a penaion fund, so for as the 
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Applicantfi for emplo;meiit la. the force are required to 
pieeent themselves at the Polire Depflt, Bichmond. If after on 
eiaminatlon, they are pronouncad to be adapted for the per- 
formance of police dnties, their najnes are placed on the liat of 
"candidates, and, ae vacancies occur, the applicants, after 
having- been exWined b7 the surgeon to the force, and 
declared by him to be physically qaalified, are employed in 
tarn, the piefereoce being given to auch as have had previons 
police e^ieiience. Candidates must be able to produce 
certificates of good cliaracter, and must be able to read 
and write well. After being engaged, they are retained a 
few days at the depSt, at Bichmond, without pay. At the 
termination of this period, if reported suitable for the service 
they are sworn in as "constablea" and remain at the depM 
a forther period, to lie drilled, and instmcted in the rules 
of the service, until tliej[ are required to fill vacancies that 
occur in the various districts. Until so transferred, they do 
not receive the foil pay of constables.

Six thousand volumes are shortly expected from England, 
to be added to the Library. The general character of these 
works will be scientific, although no brancli of mental 
development has been entirely ovmooked by the Tnutees In 
their last year's order. 

As the number of visitors has increased In a far 
greater proportion than the books, more room has been 
required ; and to meet this demand, tenders for an extensliHi 
of the building have been accepted, and the south wing will 
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be completed shortly, under the snpeiintendeace of the archi- 
tect, Mr. Joseph Beed. 

The respect for poblio order and the good conduct of the 
viBitore have been patent from the very opening of the 
institution. And the very slight loaa of books, either by 
mutilation or abstraction, amounting in all to bat seven 
Tolumea, in a period of two years and a-half, has not tended 
to throw any slur npon the absolutely free system of admis- 
sion adopted by the Trustees. The public of Victoria may 
congratulate itself that even the esclusive ticket system of 
the British and other public librBriee has not succeeded bo 
well as theirs. 

The only holiday are Christmas Day and Good Friday, 
and the days appointed for quarterly cleaning. 

Great credit is due to the Trustees for the zealous super- 
YiBJon which has evidently l>cen exercised In regard to the 
character of the editions. The appearance of the books and 
the superior character of their bindings are equally creditable 
io the London boohaeller. Mr. J. J. Guillaume, of Chester- 
square, by whom they have been supplied, A list of works on 
AnsttaJaffia yiia be fomid in another part of this book.

It mief be as well to explain, previous to describing the duties of the 
Treuury DepsHment, th&t all«r tho revenue of the yeAt has been 
appropnated by the LegislHturD for certiun Bpeci£c objectB (by the 
Appropriation AitJ, that eipcnditure can, neverthHless, not take place 
without the authority of the Governor, which authority ie issued as 
regards the cxpendituro upon each mijustcrial division of the eervice, 
upon the lecomiueodatlon i^ the minister in charge of that division. 

The division of the Govemmezit Service of which the Treasury is the 
head cousiata of, — first, the TreHfiuiy ; sotxmd, the offices of tho several 
Receivers and Paymastere (at presont twelve in number); third, the 
Gold office, Melbourne, and the offices of tlie bsveral Gold Seceivera 
throughout the country (siiteen in number), many of which, how- 
ever, are held jointly with the office of Receiver and Paymaster; fourth, 
the Store and Transport Department ; fittb, the Govemnient Printing

service, that all applications for authority to incur expenditure out of 
coloniaj funds on account of this Department, or for the payment of the 
ctdonial allowance to Her Majesty's troops in the colony, are made to 
the Treasurer ; and that all necessary bosiiiessconnected with it.requir- 
ing to be transacted through the office of a Keoponeible Minister is 
tranaactcd through tho Tre^ui?. 

The Audit office is so far connected with the lYeasury, that authori- 
ties for the payment of the Balaries and tor the appomtment of (be 
officers, proceed from the Treasury ; the Commisaioners of Audit

The Treasury Department, previous to the introdueljon of S««ponsible 
Government in Norember, 1655, wu the same in fact, or verj nearlj 
so, as that of the Melbourne Jteceiter and Fayniaatfli at present. The 
imly essential difference arose from (he n umbar of Sub-Treasuiera being 
at that tims limiUd to three (Ocelong, Portland and Belfast), sod also 
from the fact that accounts for paymimt at a ^ub-TVeasurj were then 
not forwarded through the Melbourne office. 

Again, previously to 1366, the accounts of Ihs coIoqt were kept in 
thfl office of the Auditor- general, to which office sll aocounte for 
payment had to be transmitted in the first instance, for evamintL- 
tioii; if found correct, they wore then forwarded by the Auditor- 
general lo the Treasury for payment, the (jovemor'a «»rront to the 
TreaBurei authoriiing payment bung first obtained by the Auditor- 
general 

Frevioua to the year ISM, the Qoreroar'i anthority fbr all eipendi- 
ture, for all appoinlmenta, or changes in ^pinntmenis, &o-t had to be 
obtained from the Governor through the office of Uie Chief Becretaiy, 
vbich formed, moreover, in other respects the channel of communica- 
tion between the Governor and the several Departments, and also 
between the Governor and the public, tespectJDg the general burimeas 
of the Government. 

On the introduction of Eesponeible Government, however, the anpar- 
Tisiun previously directly exercised by the Governor through the office of 
the Chief Secretsj^ over the several Departments forming the Civil 
Service was transferred to the six ministerial officers (the Law Officers 
being considered as onej, and the business formerly transacted through 
the Chief Socretary^B office was therefore divided between the sIt mime- 
tflrial Departments, to each of which a number of the other Depart- 
ments was therefore attached with a view to thie division. 

In the division thus made, the Post-office, at that time without a 
separate ministerial head, was placed under the Treasurer; the Mih- 
tiuy, and the Audit Departments, on the other hand, remained 
attached lo the Chief Becretary's Department. 

In the conunencement of 1856, a new system of keepij>g the public 
accounts was introduced (on the recommendation of a commission 
which had been appoint^ b5| Sir C. Eolham, to inquire into and 
report upon the financial administration of the colonyj, under which 
the keeping of the public " books " was transferred trom the Audit 
Office to the Treasury, and the preacnt mode of making payment of 
accounts previous to final audit was introduced. A large pcitiun of the 
duties which had hitherto devolved on the Audit office was bv this 
means transferred to the Treasury. The Treasurer, however, during 
this year continued to perform &a duties of receiving and didimraiiu; 
the public moneys as before, asinsted by tlie eetabliahment of, in Apiu, 
1856, «i Sub -Treasuries at (ha several gold fields. 

In the early part of II ' ' 
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reedpt of revenna and tbe pkymmt of ueounU to s aapante office 
railed thai ot " Becdvet and Paymaster of ths Traamiy." 

In this year ilw, the Post oflioe Seputment tma pkoed under ft 
aepuvte mmiBt^al head, while the Audit Deputnumt ^wafda the end 
of tike year was reoonstituted and placed upon ite present footing. 

The constitution of the miniBterial office of the Treuurer hai not 
been sines altered, although the mode of pajment of accounta, and 
of accounting for the receipt and payment of accounts (astahliahed 
on the report of 8iT C- Hotham'a nnaooe committee), has been this 
year considerably modified, and the system, as amended, very strin- 
gently preficribed by the Audit Act. 

The Treaaury is now divided into tliree branehoa, tIj. : — ■ tlie 
AocouDtanlf a branch, where the books of the colony are kept i tlia 
Eiami nation bnmch, in which acooucta against the Qaiemment are 
examined previous to payment; and the Correspondence or BecOTd 
branch, the dudea of which involTo not only correapondence and ths 
record of comepondence, but tbe record of parliamentary documents, 
Uie preparation and record of authorities for expenditure isaued by 
the IVeaaurer aa a ministanal officer ; the compilation of returns, and 
in part, the tranaaction of auch buaineaa as falla to the Treasurer in 
his rapacity of miDisterial officer in charge of the Treaaniy Sitieion, 
qiart from that which belongs to bis office of Qenoral Accountant. 

The whole is presided over by an officer called the nnder-Treasunr, 
who acta aa the permanent head of the Treasury diviaion, and as audi 
earriea on the routine of tbe office, subject to the aoperrisian of the 
miniaterial head, the Treaaurar, 

The object of thia work beinff the guidance and information of 
t^ pubUo in general, and not U>at of the Gorermnent ataff, it ia 
not necessary to expl^ the preeent system itf accounts or the bnsineai 
of tlie office, except in so far as the public are affected in their trans- 
actions wilb the 'I'Teaaory. 

It will be Bofficient, therefore, to explain that imder thia system the 
Treasurer has no power to pay or receive any portion of ue public 
moneys himaelf. All he ran do is to obttun orders upon the Banki, 
where the public receipts are lodged, to honor the cheques of the 
Beccivere and Paymaaters, for such and such particular accounts 
forwarded to them from the Treasury for payment. These orders tlie 
Banks cannot honor unleea they are countersigned by tbe Comtnis- 
sionera of Audit, and the CommiaaiDnera of Audit cannot countersign 
them unless the accounts specified therein are within, or not in excess, 
<rf the auma voted Iw the Legialature ; and unleaa tiie expenditure to 
be de&ayed ia legoUy incurnd, that ia, has been approved by the 
Legislature. 

On an account reaching the Treasury it ia examined, with

Should the account be correct in these points, and no inaccuroi^ or 
imperfection be otlierwiae observed, it la then fbrwarded to the 
proper pay-office, the requisite steps being at the same time taken, aa 
abore mentioiied, to cause the Paymaster a cheque in payment to b« 
honored by tbe Bank. Should the account be correct it will, in 
ordinary caaes, be forwaided to tbe pay-office for paTment, within 
twenty-four houra of its reaching the Treasury.

oousequest delay may be produced in oliteuiiag pajment ; but 1)10 
delay tUI not ia that cue be attributable to Ihs TrHiniMr ; and it is 
therefore well for claimants on tlie Gwemment to hear is mind that 
the olEcer b;? whom any eipense ia incurred, is roBponwble for Ihe 
proper obtaining of authority to incur that eipense previooaly to iacur- 
rinp it, and for the proper completion in erery respect, of the aooant 
for lie payment.

Beuch of the district aullerising the issue, and the payment of v£26 ; 
applications for certitlcateB can bo entertained by the Benches of Ma- 
gistrates on the annual licensing day, viz !— the third Tuesday in April, 
or on the first Tuesday in Septemlier, December, and March. The 
licenses must be taken out previous to 3Uth June, iS the certificato has 
been obtained upon the general licensing day in April, or within a 
month of the dato of the certificate, shoulij it have been obtained 
on one of the other days above mentioned. The Oovomor baa power, 
howi^ver, to direct a license to be issued in any case, notwithstandiu|f 
the prescribed period ahall have elapsed on payment of a fine (in 
addition to tlie regular fee) not eiceeiling £10 in amount, and pro- 
vided that the fee and additional fine be paid within a further period 
of twenty-eight days.

The annual meeting 
tor the issue of these certificates is held in Sorember, but the GoTemor 
has power to direct a special meeting of the magistrates of any court 
of Petty Sessions tji be hold at any time.

Beceivers and Paymasters, however, are furnished 
irith advances to eoable tbem to make immediate repayment of all 
such sums upon application, and tiie officer by whom the money has 
been pvd in is required to prepare and oerti^ to an account for tbB 
claimant to present at the pay-office.

This department was formed for the purpose of enabling tlie 
Qi>Temment to print (he whole of the numerous documents required 
for Uie leccislature, and by the various bianehea of tfae Public Service, 
and was founded in the month of November, 1861. Operations were 
at first commenced in a portion of the Audit office, in Lonsdale-at. west, 
but from the confined nature of the building, further accommodatiau 
Boon became indispeosable. In February, 1863, tfae office was removed 
to more extcuBive promises, being those at present occupied as the 
offices of the Ceatral Bead Board, but these also were shortly fbnnd 
to be inadequate to the increaaing requirements of the service. 

In May, 1863, a laree wooden building was erected, adjcnning the 
OovemiQCut offices in William-street, for the porposea of a ball to ba

In 13S1 it iraa deemed neoeaaarj, hj the OoTemtaeiit, to establiah 
m book-binding branch in connection with the printing office, ajid 
under the control of the OoTeminent Printer. To accommadate this 
branch, abuildingwu erected adjoining the printing olSce, in which 

Thewo^en building in William-itreet (since ^mohshed) having 
become Ter; dilapidated, and not being of aofficient extent to meet 
tlw still inereesing demandi anon (he department, the present spaciooa 
building wu commenced in November, 1856, and taken possession of 
b; the OoTemmcnt Printer and his staff, at the latter end of Ma;, 1868. 
It is utualed in the reserve in which it is intended to erect the 
whole of the Govermnent offices, and in the vicinity of the Hoosea 
of Parliament, Spring-atreet, Melbourne. 

On theformation (^ the office in 1861, the amount of material was 
ver; limited, conaiBtiDg of a small fount of long primer type and two 
inferior presBes ; the number of hands omplojcd being oiJy six. In 
1863 large additions were made to the number of workmen em- 
ployed. The material was also considerablr Increased and included 
one of Ifapier's perfecting prinliiig machines, capable of throwing 
off from 1,000 to 1^0I> copies per hour. This machine was driien 
bj a fly-wheel worked by two men. In 185S two additional machines 
were obtained, Bteam-power being applied to the three. Another 
machine has since hcen added, and the whole are now worked bj a 
fbur-horse power table engine. There are also nine hand-presses in 
the office. The number of hands employed during the present ™r 
baa averaged 88 in the printing department, and M in the binding 
brand), the whole being under the control of the Crovemmeut Printer, 
assisted by Ihree deAs and four overseers. The Treasurer is the official 
head of t^ eatablithment.

The various departmoiite oyer which the Commisaioner of 
Trade and Customs has control are as follow ; — CustomB, Im- 
migration, Ports and Harbors, Lighthouses, Sl«ani Navigation 
Board, Pilot Board, Distilleries, Powder Magazines, Shipping 
Masters, and Kegifltrar of Shipping; and it is with Buhjccts 
connected with tbe administratioa of these departments that 
he has to deal. 

The duties of the Cnatoms Department are defined by " the 
CostoniB Act, 1857," 21 Victoria, No. 13: and it is entrusted 
with the responsibility of collecting all the duties itaposed 
under the following Acts :— Tariff, 18 Vic, Ho. 9 ; Gold, 18 
Vic, No. 27 ; Tonnage, 17 Vic. No. 18 ; Pilotage, 17 Vic, No. 
28 ; Passenger Rate, IS Vic. No. 5 ; and Opium, 21 Vic, No. 7. 
The omoonts collected during the past six years arc set forth 
fa the accompanrlQg table : —

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These are ftH soaices of public revenue of Victoria, with 
the exception of the pilot dues, which are distiibuted Lj the 
Pilot Board appointed under the 17 Vic, No. 28, to Ilia varioue 
pilots according to theii earnings. Of the whole revenucB of 
the colony, upwanls of one half la collected by this depart- 
ment, the cost of collecttou being a little over four per cent.

The total amount of the imports during the seven years was 
£82,499,196. It is to be observed that a considerable diOer- 
ence prevails between the statement of the declared or esti- 
mated value of the exports from the mother country in the 
ofBcial rettima printed in England and in Victoria: in the 
latter they are estimated at their value on the spot, aftor the 
cost of trammissiou and all other charges have been added ; io 
the former only at their value at the time of shipment. 

In the year 1853, the imports were from the respective 
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conntrieB as follows:— Prom Qreat Britain, £8,288,226; from 
the West Indies, £14,978 ; from North America, £18,660 ; from 
other British PoBseuions, £6,036,S11 ; from the United States 
of America, £l,668,G06 ; from foreign States, £620,961 ; total, 
£16,842,687. In 18S7, the imports were as follows: — 
from Great Britain, £10,122,201 ; from the British West Indies, 
nit; from British North America, £13,111 ; from other British. 
Possessions, £5,588,780 ; from the United States of America, 
£784,643; from foreign States, £747,624: total, £17,266,209. 

We now direct the readers attention to particidar articlea, 
and shall commence with floor. In 1S5S, the values of oar 
imports of flour and other bread stnfl's were in the foUowiog 
proportions ;— From Great Britain, £162,169; from the West 
Indies and British North America, £1,006 ; from other British 
Possessions, almost wholly, of course, from the neighboaring col- 
onies, £421,171; from the Unit*id States, £319,419; from foreign 
States, £42,846 : total, £946,101, In 1867, the amounts were ; 
from Great Britain, £28,887 ; from West Iniiies and British 
North America, nil ; from other British Possessions, £812,402 ; 
from the United States, £68,178 ; from foreign States, £43,444 ; 
total, £937,861. In 1857, of the total quantity of bieadstufTs, 
valued at about £2,(Xl0,0OO, consumed by this population, the 
amount imported from beyond the Australian colonies, was 
only to the value of £126,469. 

For the purposes of the Department there are only sLi ports 
of " entry and clearance" at which customs duties are collected, 
viz. : — Melbourne, Geelong, Portland, Port Fairy, Port Albert, 
and W^armambool ; but duties are collected by the South 
Australian Government at 0<>olwa (situated at the mouth of 
the Kiver Murray) on goods imported into Victoria via the 
river Murray, the tariH which baa been adopted by special 
arrangement between the three Governments concerned. New 
South Wales, Victoria, and South Australia, being that of the 
flrst mentioned. The arrangements are carried out under 
legal enactments of these colonies, and the amount of duties 
so collected is at present divided equally between the colonies 
of New South Wales and Victoria, irrespective of the quanti- 
ties of goods landed in cither colony. 

Every port has its " Collector of Cnstoma," each of whom is 
responsible at his own port to carry out the Customs Laws, 
subordinate, however, to the Commissioner of Trade and Cus- 
toms. It may be stated, however, that of the total amount of 
duties, about 82 per cent, is collected at Melboame, 14 per 
cent, at Qeelong. the remainder being collected at the other 
ports before enumerated. 

The Customs Department was up to the year 1852 under the 
control of the Lords of the Treasury in London, but tiough the 
officers were accountable to the Treasury, the revenue collected 
formed a portion of that of the colony. 

In addition to the local Acts, this department is entrusted

The number of ships and vesBelB entered inwards at the 
diatom House in Victoria in 1861 was 710 ; in 1867 it was 
2,190. The toun^e in 1861 was 128,969 tons; in 1867, 
604.664 tons. The number of men in 1861 was 7,786 ; in 1867, 
34,TTT. The increase in the number of vessels has conse- 
quently been 208 per cent., of tonnage 488 per cent., and of 
hands employed S49 per cent. The departures in 1851 com- 
prised 66T vessels of all classes, having a total tonnage of 
110,669 tons. In the year 1857 the numbor cleared outwards 
at the various custom houses in Victoria was 2,207, with a 
tonnage of 684,826, manned by 83,928 hands, 



The seaboard of Tictoria embraces a range of about six bun' 
dted miles, the ports, harbors, rivera, bays, inlets and anchor- 
ages within which are under the care of the officers attached 
to the above department ; the principal (the Chief Harbor 
Magter) being stationed at Williamstown, from whence, by 
means of the electric telegraph, communication is now held 
with all th§ Western Porta ; and in the event of wreck on the 
coast, or neighbourhood (now happily of rare occurrence), 
arrangements are made to send assistance either by despatching 
A Government or other vessel, as the case may demand. 

To the Harbor Department is entrusted the supervision of 
the movemente, lierthing at wharves, moorings andsafety of all 
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TMsels ; the removal of Bunkea vrrecta and othei obstructioiis 
likely to impede free navigation ; the enfnrcement of the 
harbor regulations within the limits of the various ports ; also 
the charge, maintenance and Bupervision of all lightbouses, 
lightships and signal atationa ; the cotutruction and placing 
of all heacons, buoys and moorings. 

The officera and men immediatelj attached to the Harbor 
Department consist of one cliief and six harbor masters, fonr 
cle'ks, four principal and ten asaidtant lighthouse keepers, 
three maatera, three mates, and twelve seamen on board the 
lighlghipa ; one master, one mate, and siiven seamen on board 
the buoy and lighthouBB tender "fc.mpire;" one superinleu- 
deut and ten mechanics engaged in the marine yard, making 
and repairing buoys, beacons, boats. Government vessels, 
lighthouse apparatus. &c. 

The eipenae of the Department is borne ont of the general 
revenue, by an annual vote of the Legislature. 

The waters of Port Phillip Bay spread over a surface of 
upwards of eight hundred square miles, Ihreo fourths of which 
are available for anchorage, the depth nowhere inside the 
lighthouses eicceding fifteen fathoms, 

Hobson's Bay is capable of affording shelter to upwards of 
eight hundred sail. The holding ground is excellent; the 
depth fivm three to four fathoms, over a bottom of stiff clay 
and mud. 

The Harbor Dnes conust of a tonnage rate of one shilling per 
t4in levied upon all vessels arriving in any port. Ko vessel 
pays this duty mors than once in six months; those dues are 
coUected at the respective Custom Houses, and paid into the 

The appointment of pilots for Port Phillip, establishment of 
Tates of pilotage, and general management of the pilot service, 
fs entrusted hy Act of Council to a Board, consisting of five 
members; the head office is at Williamstown. The expenses 
of the Pilot Department up to 1st September, 18o4. was borne 
out of the general revenue by a vole of the Legislature, but 
since that period it has been aelf-auppocting. and has now a 
reserve fund for sick and superannnation purposes. The staff 
o insists of a secretary, thirty-seven pilots, slimenof triedskill, 
who have safely piloted thousands of British and foreign 
vessels, comprising in tlieir numbers the most noted and far- 
famed ships, both steam and sailing, afloat. Three excellent 
well appointed vessels cruise at all times, and in all weatheie, 
ontsiife Port Phillip Heads. Pilots are also appointed at all 
other ports within the colony. In addition to the regular 
licensed pilots, the Pilot Board grant licenses to skilled ship 
master' to pilot their own vessels when engaged in the toloni^ 
and coasting trades freu of pilotage ; thcsu o jw number 610. 

The rates of Pilotage for the ports are oollocted at theCuitooi 
House, and transmitted monthly to the Pilot Boajd, for distri- 
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botion. A new code of rates was iasued on 10th of August, 
1858; and wUl be found in Bradihaie't Gaida to Victoria. 

Sailing directions for the various porta have been prepared 
by the Harbor Department and transmitted to all maritime 
conntrieg, the Oovcmments of nhicli have, in many instances, 
lepub^ished them in their own language. 

TlagEtaffs are erected at all porta and lighthoaaes in Yio 
toria; and as tht^ electric tel^raph is in full operation between 
Helboame and all the Weatem Po:ts, namely, Portland Hay, 
Beliaat, and Waimambool, vessels detained on the coaat, 
bj light or contrary winds, might, when standing in shore, be 
reported by shewing their numbers, &c. 

The Steam Navigation Board consists of five nwmbera, to 
whom are entrusted the licensing and sup rvision of all ateam- 
vessels plying to and from the colony ; tiiose now under their 
control, nnmber fifty -two. 

The Board's OfGrers, namely, one inepect'ir and one eu- 
f^neer, are constantly employed examining the machinery, 
hnlU, lighia. life-boats, life-buoys, and other appointmenta 
required by the Actof Council, No. 16 Vic, No. 25; and to the 
vigilant superviaion so exercised may safely be attributed the 
few casualties that have been eiperienced from defective ma- 
chinery within the colony. 

As before remarked, Melbourne bting the port where the 
greatest portion of the trade of Victoria concentrates, the 
amount of shipping arriving there is correspond ingl;? large. 

At Oeelong, some few ships arrive direct from England, bnt 
owing to the existence of a bar which prevents veseels of any 
great tonnage coming up to the town, this port has not pro- 
gressed in the same proportion aa Melbourne. This baria now, 
however, being removed, bo that it may be expected that the 
importance of GeelongwiU increase. The trade ofthe other ports 
is confined to the coasting vessels, which convey Eupplies 
from, and wool and agricultural prodncc to, Melbourne. 

At Melbourne, a Oovemment Shipping blaster is appointed 
to see that all seamen are properly engaged and discharged ; 
that the wgges due to them are paid ; to inquire into and 
adjust differences between aaaters of vessels and their crews ; 
to take care that proper medical treatment is administered to 
rick Beamen; and to take charge of the effects of deceased 
seaman. In Geelong, the harbor master, and at the other 
ports the collictor of cuatoms. performs theae duties. At 
Melbourne, during the year ending 31st May, 1858, the num- 
ber of sailors engaged was 6,965 ; discharged, i,2M. Wages 
pi^d, £68,168; advances, £S0,240. 

About eighty beds arc appropriated for sick sailors in the 
Melbourne Hospital. The Bethel Or eeamen'fl Floating 
Church la anchored in Hobson's Bay. A Sailors' Home, for 
seamen of all nations, ia about to be established at the port 
of Uelbonme.

The business of the Immigration Department compriaeB : — 

(1.) The introduction and distribution of Government 
Immigrants. 

(2.) The protection of passengers arriving at, and departing 
from, the Colonj by sea. 

There are no records eiisting in the country which throw 
any light on the subject of Immigration prior to 1844, in 
which fear the total number of arrivals was 2,648, while in the 
fourteen months ending 2ad March. 1851, the number had 
increased to 10,760. SnbBoqnent returns show the arrivals in 
each year to have been as follows : — In 1S52, 94,664 persons ; 
1863, 92,812; 1864, 83,410; 1855, 66,671; 1856, 41,6M; 
1857, 68,360, 

Many of these arrivals, however, having by their industry 
acquired an independence, or a sufUciency of means to enable 
th^ to return to their native lands, Or having been induced 
by various considerations to remove to other parts of Australia, 
a deduction must be made for the loss, which amounted in the 
year 1851 to 2,962 persons; 1852, to 81,088; 1868, to 
42,443 ; and in the four years ending December, 1867, to 
102,974 persons. 

Oovemment Immigration was, nntil 1657, muntained 
by funds appropriated under an Act of the Imperial Pailia- 
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ment, which provided that half the proceeds of the sales of 

land Bhoald be expended io the iatroduction of labor. Since 
the commeucemeut of 186T, the amount to be expended in 
the importation of Oovetomeat Immigranta has been voted 
by the L^Bltktive ABHemblj.

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The Department has branches at Wllllamstown, Geelong, 
Porthmd, Belfast, Warroambool, and Port Albert. 

At the Immigration Office, ia Melbourne, a general record 
of all peraona arriving at, and departing from, the Colony is 
kept, and Information respecting them is given to persons 
applying by letter or otherwise. Instructions to immigrants, 
on their arrival at Melbourne, will be found under the bead 
of "Immigrants' Aid Sotiety," vide Contents. 

Government Immigrants, on arrival, are received into the 
DepSts, where they are open to the public tor engagement. 

The single women are lodged in a separate Dep6t, no access 
to which is allowed without a written penniasion which may 
he obtained nt the Immigration Office. An introduction Is 
required from all employera who may be unknown to the 
Immigration Agent, and no hotel or boarding house keeper is 
permitted on any account to hire single females. 

Peraona resident in Victoria, wishing to bring their relatives 
and friends from the United Kingdom, can secure passages for 
them in vessela chartered by Her Mojeaty'a Land and Immi- 
gration Commisaionera. The regulations vary froin time to 
time, according to the circumstances of the colony ; but the 
object of them is to promote the union of familiea which, with- 
out Oovornment aid, might he separated. The principle in this 
system is, that upon a certun deposit being made, the Qovem- 
ment UDdert&kea to bring nominees to the colony, paying the 
remainder of the expenses incurred from fiiuds voted from 
time to time for the encouragement of immigration, by the 
Colonial L^islatore. The amount required to be deposited 
Taries according to the age and sei of the nominee ; but the 
aTcrage may be estimated at about one-third of the whole coat 
of the passage.

The ofBcial passenger lists of all Tessela amving at, and 
departing from, the Colony of Victoria, are preserved io the 
Immigration Office at Melbourne, 

The duty of protecting passengers inwards and outwards, 
i>j sea, is imposed upon the Emigration Officers under the 
Imperial, and Colonial, Passengers' Acts. Emigration officers 
are stationed at each of the Ports of the Ckilony, and all ships 
conveying passengers are boarded and inspected by tbese offi- 
cais, whose duty it is to see that the provisions of these Acta 
are duly complied with, and to render every assistance to 
passengers in the redress of their grievances. No passenger 
is allowed to leave a vessel until cleared by the Immigiation 
Officer. 

A charge of five shillings for each statute adult landed in 
the Colony is lev ed on the masters of vessels under the Act of 
Conncil, IS Victoria, No. 6. An additional sum of ten pounds 
is required under the Act, 18 Victoria, No. 39, for every "male 
adult native of China, or its dependencies, or of any island 
in the Chinese Seas, or of any person bom of Chinese jtfirents," 
who ma; be lauded in the colony.

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TASMANIA (Van Diqbn'S Lajjd). 



pBXLnmtjkBT. 

On lat December. 1612, A'bel Jaageii Tanaaa discovered this 
isl&nd, wMch he called Van Diemea in honor of the East 
Indian Goremor-Oenerkl. Captain Morion, in the Uascarin 
and Caatries, seeking for a, Bonthem continent, entered Frederick 
Henry Bay on 4th March, 1772. On 9th March, 1778. Captain 
Fumeaui, in the Adventure, aehip belonging to Ct^tain. Cook's 
fleet, anchored in Adventare Bay. On 26th Jaauary, 1777, 
Captain Cook, then on hie third voyage, visited the aame spot. 
On 20th April, 1792, Admiral Snine D'Entcecasteanx. in the 
Eesearcb, accompanied by Captain Huon Kenoaodee, in tlie 
Esperance, io search of La Feroose, brought up in BetAieiche 
Bay, and returned in Januaiy, next year. Their namee are 
E«q>etDated by a cliannel, an i^tand, and a livei. Dr. Baas, in 
February, 1T9S, made the discovery that Tasmania was an 
island, and the straits separating it from New Hijlland still 
bear hie name. 

HIBToaiCAL. 

Amongst the records of the eaHy attempts to form the 
settlement of Fort Fhillip, there is preserved a document 
which throws some light npon the combination of circum- 
stances trtiich led the way to the foundation of the Colony of 
Tasmania. Colonel Collins, under date Fort Fhillip, Slst Dec., 
1608, wrote in a general order, " It has never l>een my wish to 
make the Sabbatik day other than a day of devotion and rest, 
but circumstances oompel me to employ it in labor. In this 
the whole aie concerned, since the sooner we are enabled to 
leave this unpromising and unproductive country, the sooner 
shall we be able to reap the advantage and enjoy the comforts 
of a more fertile spot." Thus the settlemant of Victoria 
was postponed, and the colonisation of Tasmania hastened by 
some thirty years. In due time the diip Ocean, wilh Captain 
CoUine on board, entered Ktorm Bay, IBtb February, 1804, 
E^led up the Derwent,— and on the 19th the Governor landed 
at Sullivan's Cove, the future harbor of Hobart Town. Lieut. 
Bowen, in the brig Lady Nelson, with a party from Port 
Jac^n, had taken possession of the island, asd settled on (he 

F 
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eaat bank of the Denfant at Beetdown, now Budon, on 
lOth AaguBt, 1803. Colonel Patterson also sailed fiom 
Sjdne? to form a new settlement and take command at 
Port Dalrymple. York Town was fiist selected; then 
George Town ; and Lannceston waa finally fixed on as 
the ^te of the northern capitaL For several years had a 
desperate stniggle for existence. Kangaroo were puichased by 
tho CommiBeariat at 6d per lb., and flour wbb £112 per ton. 
The lations were reduced in 1805-6 to a very low scale. 8ome- 
timee there was no sogar, at other times no beef or pork in the 
Island. The wheat crop failed in 1807, and the price of that 
article rose to £4 a bnsbel, which wonld make flour about 
£200 a ton. In 1809 the settlers were aUowed to pay their 
debts to the crown in wheat at ISs. a buehel On 24th March, 
1810, Goremor Collini died, and it ia asserted that two gentle- 
men the same night deetroyed all his ofiicial documents by 
flre. It is a fact that the garrison order book is the only 
cecord of 1809 among the archives of the colony. An interr^- 
num occurred, dnilng which Lieutenant E. Lord, Captain 
Hnrray, and Lienteuant-Colonel Geils successively assumed 
the government. The population was estimated at 1600, and 
there was the same number of acres under wheat. Population 
began to stratch across to Launceston, thd vicinity of which 
waa more favorable for cultivatioE than tte neighborhood of 
Bobart Town, and in 1812 Major Gordon was appointed 
commandant at Port Dalrymple. Governor Davey arrived on 
4th February, 1813. On 19th June the two ports were first 
opened to commerce. In 1816 a census was taken, whi<^ 
showed a total of 1461,-211 being in ComwaU and 1250 in 
Buckingham, the two counties into which the whole island 
was then divided. That year there were 964 acres of wheat, 
44 of barley, 5 of peas, and 11 of potatoes, also 84 horses, 
1956 cattle, and 20,501 sheep, in Cornwall. On 9th April, 
1817, Oovemoi Sorrell arrived and Davey sailed. Begular 
roads besan now to be formed. The stock in Buckingham 
consisted of 188 horses, 9868 cattH 76,991 sheep, and 1652 
pigs ; the acres in cultivation in the same county were — wheat, 
2767 ; barley, 188 ; peas and beans, 94, and potatoes, 196. 
Snccessful industry evoked commerce ; 26 vesaels arrived and 
20 sailed ; 20,000 bushels of wheat were exported to Sydney : 
and a weekly poet was establiahed between Launceston and 
Hobart Town. In 1819 the population, according to the 
muster roU, amonnted to 4111. There were 7292 aciM wheat, 
816 barley, 263 peas and beans, 469 potatoes,— total. 8880 actes 
nndet cultivation. There were S68 borsw, 2S,I24 head of 
homed cattle, and 172,128 sheep ; 26 vessels anived and the 
same number sailed: there were 164 ohildim at pnUic schools; 
the Supreme Court was first held at Hobart Town ; and a CItH

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exported. Next ]«» 48,917 lbs. of salted meat were supplied 
to Sydney. Two charchM were bnUt ia 1822. The population 
bad incteased in 1823 to 10,000 boqIb; 67 veBsela of an aggre- 
gate tonnage of 17,988 entered Inwsrda and S2 veseels, and 
tonnage 16,780, gaUed. The importH were valued at £15,740, 
Uie exports at £24, TM, and consiated of 56,622 bnahelB wheat, 
49 bnshda barley, 50 long potatoe, 226 caekg oil, 52 packages 
whalebone, 24 casks seal skins, 20 dry ditto, 600 kangaroo 
skins, 60 logH pine, 60 logs cedar, 794 bales, 17,160 lbs. wool, 
800 Ibe. tallow. The cnsl^Hne dntiee amonnted to £^,889. 
The ordinary and fixed eipensee of gOTemment wste £24,434. 
On 14th Ma^, 1823, Colonel Arthar, the fourth Lientonaot- 
Oovemor, arrived. From that date the records of the progress 
of the colony u-e formal and aathentic. He introdnced a nev 
system ; and order and sabordination were tiie watchwords of 
tjiat adminiatrative chief. Originally a convict settlement, 
Tasmania continued to he the receptacle of criminals, till the 
argent remonatrances of the fiee settlers compelled the Home 
GoTemment in 1858 to abandon transportation to its shores. 



PHTBICAL 

Tasmania is a mountainons country. Two chains nin 

through it^ongitadinally, nearly dne nortJi and sonth, known 
as the Eastern and Western Tiers. Tlie i&termediat« space can 
Nily be said to be partially occupied. While patclies to tlte 
east are located, little to the west is appropriated, nnleas in 
close proximity to the northern shore. The conformation of 
many of tiie monntoinB rising from the principal chains or 
bttmching oB as spurs, is singularly picturesque. Most of them 
have names. In the Eastern Tier. Ben Lomond risea to a 
hel^t of 6002 feet above sea level, Ben Nevis, 8910 ; and in 
the Western Tier, Mount Buml>oldt is 6620 feet hi^, Dry's 
Bluff 4690, Mount Arrowsmith 4075, and Valentine Peak 6000, 
which can be seen 60 miles off. 

The island is well watered, and abounds in rivets, rivulets, 
and creeks. The Deiwent is a noble stream, flowing by Hobart 
Town. The Huon is also navigable and runs through a fertile 
country. The junction of the two Esks constitute the navigab'e 
Tamax and tie town of LaDDceetoo is situated in the cl^ or 
fi>^ The Mosey is a considerable stream, and Ite sea mouth 
is pnwticabls fox Teasels drawing fooiteeo feet. Coasteii can 
enter the Don, the Forth, the Leven, and some others on the 
northern coast. The south of the island is studded with safe 
bays or harbors ; there axe a few also on the eastern side, 
The west coast is bold, rocky, and inhospitable, but there are 
at least three accessible ports — Port Davey, Macqnarie Hartrar, 
and Pieman's Biver. If steam vessels weie emjdoyed, a trade 
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might be ufelf carried on at all Beaaotui, aod tbtre ie uid to 
be abundance at good Boil aod fine timber awi^ting the entei' 
prise of man. There are unmenniB and exteuBive lakeB on the 
elevated table landB, aa Great Lake, Arthnr's, 9ore)l, St. Claii, 
Echo and CreBcent. The extreme length of TaBuuinia is 260 
miles, and its extreme breadth SDO, but the configuration is 
Teiy ira^iilBr, It is nearly as large as Ireland, and contains 
an area of 24,000 square miles ur 16,000,000 acres. This colony 
is. beyond the othera, more English in its aep«rt. The nropot- 
tion of apfoopriated soil, however, is small compared with 
the superficial area yet unBold, No climate could be more 
aalubrions or favorable to the constitution of English men 
and iTomen. All the fruits and flowers grown at home whtD 
transplanted only thrive more luxuriantly in Tasmania. The 
sheep land is the settled districts in nearly all occupied, but 
soil of surprising fertility for agricultural purposes, covered by 
valuable timber, will be available for a century. [Additiooal 
particulars respectiog the features of the island will be found 
further on]. 

We have s^d this country is more English in its character 
than its neighbours. This remark appjies to its natural as 
well as its Bocialfeaturea— of course, we mean in the districts 
which have been longest settled. The surAce of the island is 
uneven, and it presents every variety of scenery—the snow- 
capped mountain, the wild shore, the barren tract, the green 
vaUej, watered by never-faiUng rivers - the estenjive sheep- 
land, and the wide eipanse of agrionltEral country, studded 
with neat, or splendid homesteads, and made pleasant t« the 
English eye by the subdivision into fields and highly <iultivat«l 
ga^ens, fenced by hedges such as adorn the iandscapea of 
Britain. Tasmania has, from the commencement of the colony, 
been resorted to by settlera of unquestionable reepectability, 
numbers of whom have been long settled cai the land they 
occupy. Their possessIouB are of various extent, from perhi^ 
70,0w) acree, downwards.

Tasmania is situated between the parallels of 40° 4S' and 
43° S3' sonth latitude. The cUmate, as may be imagined &om 
the geographical position of the colony is removed from the 
extrMnes of either heat or cold. The summers are not unfJea- 
santly warm, and woollen clothes are worn throughout the year. 
The winters arc never so cold, even in the more elevated table- 
land, as to put a step to the operations of the agricultnrist. The 
colonist, who forgets not at the vrinter season the hospitality 
and the good old fore of fatherland, takes his dinner vrith open 
windows, through which he looka on waving fields of com 
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■Imoat ready finr the sickle. The sdentiflc labors of Connt 
Straelecki hare established some fccta in connection wiUi the 
climatology of Tasmania which place the island in a very 
&vorBble light. Some parts of the Noithem Coast of the 
island poBsesB the climate of Cheltechaixi and parts of Switeer- 
land, in anmmer, and a winter similar to that of Algiers, 
Sicily, or New Orleans ; Lannceaton, in ItB samjner, reeem'blea 
I« Bocbelle and Toulouse, and in its winter, Lisbon. The 
climate of the South resembles that of AugaburK or Dantzic 
in summer, and that of Smyrna in winter. The climatic 
condition of the island may be estimated by its rich fiora, and 
by the healtliy condition oi its indigenous aaimals. 

SoKSKRi. — [n order to convey to the reader an idea of tie 
scenery to be met with in Tasmania, we cannot do better than 
quote from the work of Count titraeleolti. He says ; — " On 
examining the indigenous organic forma of Van Diemen's 
Land, we find they exhibit, in common with the rest of New 
Holland, a general pbysii^nomy which is exceptive with 
respect to the rest of the globe ; and that this general aspect 
or physitwnomy is eapeoiaify remarkable in the peculiar v^e- 
talion which pervades the whole of Terra Australia. The 
course of the seasons, which in extra-tropical countries causes 
Gie leaves to fall, and diveisifies the foliage with the fresh 
bright verdure of spring, or the gorgeous and variegated tints 
of autumn, has no infiuence upon the unvaried mantle of olive 
green which clothes the forests of Tasmania. On a nearer 
examination, however, this vegetation is discovered to poaaess 
much gracefulness in the form both of species and of individual 
trees, and many delicate or minute shades in its verdure, 
whiii, combined with the ever-chanpng ash grey color of the 
shedding bark of the Eucalypti, the undulating and often 
broken surface upon which it thrivea, and the resplendent sky 
above, present a world of interest and attraction. Frequently 
it Is BO grouj^d as to exhibit contrasts of surpassing beauty, 
the more striking because they are abrupt and little expected. 
Amid the apparent sameness of the forest may be often found 
spots teeming with a gigantic and Inxurious v^etation, some- 
times laid out in stately groves, free from thicket oronderwood, 
sometimes opeoiog on glades and slopes. Intersected with 
rivulets, carpeted with the softest turf, and which lack only 
the thatched and gabled cottage, with its blue smoke curling 
amid the trees, to realize a purely European picture. Some- 
times, again, the forest skirts an open country of hill and 
plain, gracefully sprinkled with isolated clumpa of trees, 
covered with the richest tufted herbage, and enamelled with 
flowers of varied form and aAoar ; or It is lost in immense 
thickets, where innumerable flowering shrubs and elegant inter- 
woven creepers, form bowers as impenetrable and as pictni- 
esqoe as Uiose seen in the forests of Brazil." 
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KATUBAi FBODrcnons. 

The chief prodnctiona of the island conBist of wheat, oats, 
uid all kiadk of agricultaml produce, hnttei, irool, bark, hops, 
ftuit, oil, whalebone, timber, aad attme, The soil genenill;r <9 
remarkable for ita fertility. Afl»r maBj yeani of production 
without the aid of maciire it fitill continues to yield fair crops, 
and single acres of virgin soli liave yielded 60 bnshelg of wheat, 
100 bu^la of oats, or 10 tens of potatoes. A biuhel of 
wheat has been produced, weighing 71 pounds. Without pre- 
tending to particularise minntely the various descriptions of 
timber which this island produces, it may be proper to mention 
the gum and stringy-bark amongst the hardwoods chiefiy used 
fox house and shipbuilding purposes. It is very strong and 
durable, and the trees attain an immense growth : ax feet in 
diameter is a common size. The blackvrood and myrtle an in 
high esteem for cabinet-work; and there is also a very valuable 
description of pine. Wild flowers and heaths of great delicacy 
and beantj abound everywhere. Coal has been found in 
several parts of the ccdony, and mines are now worked at tlie 
Mersey, on the north side of the island, Donglas River and 
Schonten Island, on the east ; and New Town and Port Arthur 
on the south ; the mineral is known to exist in the nei^bor- 
hood of Macquarie Harbor, and in the mountain ranges near 
Fingal there is a veiy extensive deposit of capital coal, which 
presents a very thick seam at the surface, and might be worked 
by adit with great profit if a rail or tramroad were constructed 
for carrying it to a shipping place. LimeskiDe abounds in 
every part of the island ; marble and slate are also obtuned. 
There are inexhaustible beds of clay, adapted for both brick- 
work and pottery. Gold has been found in several localities, 
and some persons have prosecuted its search in the district of 
Fingal wiut considerable success ; when contrasted with the 
yield of the . Victorian diggings, however, our resources aie 
insignificant, lion, silver, leaiJ, copper and tin are known to 
exist, but no considerable attempt has yet been made to 
develop the mineral resources. Freestooe is obtained in the 
north, the centre, and the south of the island. A st«ne, com- 
monly called "Ironstone." a species of trap, and admUablj 
adapted for road-making, exists everywhere in vast quantities. 
Tlte wheat of Tasmania is equal to any in the world — a fiict 
established at the Great Exhibition of Indnstry— and the wool 
holds a high place in the home market. At Hobart Town, oQ 
and whalebone form very important articles of export. 

Twenty-seven vessels belonging to the pott are engaged in 
the fisheries. 
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zooLoeT am xhtokoiogt. 

Of the wild, animala of Tasmania little need be eald. Of the 
camivora tlie lai^est ia an animaL known aa the hjcena, or, 
aative tiger, which grows to the size of a large dog. There is 
Another quadmped held in great horror 'by the flockmaater ; 
much amaller than the hjwna, it b far more Cerodous, and this 
peculiarity of character hag obtained for it the name of 
"devil" The only other camiroroue animal ia a a^lea of 
est, not unlike the polecat, either in its size or habits. The 
kangaroo feeds on greei, and it a timid, inoffensive creature. 
Opo^ms abound in prodigious numbers, sleeping in holei of 
trees during the day, and emerging at night to feed on the 
young foliage or grass. The wombat, or badger, which bears 
a kind of resemblance to both a pig and a bear, burrows in 
the earth, and feeds on roots; itsflesh is said to resemble pork. 
Bale and mice are very nnmerona, 

BiBDfl.— There ia a great variety, many being of fine plumage, 
and moat of them fit for food. Of the ntpacious order there 
ftre several species, the laigest of which exceeds in aize and 
Btrength the Golden Eagle of northern Kurope. and is very 
destructive to lamle. There are at least six varieties of 
hawk, besides three or four species of owl. Cockatoos, both 
white and black, are common, and parrots, wood pigeons, snipe 
and quul, wild dncks and t«al, are abundant. Black swans, 
formeriy very common, have now retreated to the unsettled 
districts, where they are undisturbed by man. Felicans, cor- 
morants, penguins, gulls and crones, line the sea-shore and 
niacins ta lakes and riveri. 

FuH. — Freshwater Gsh are limited to veryfew species; of these 
the moBt in favor is the so-called herring, a small fish weighing 
four or five onnces, which appears to be migratory. Eels of an 
immense siie, a sort of bre^, bariacouta, flatheads, king-fish, 
trumpeter, flonndeis, garnet, cod, salmon-trout, mullet, gar- 
fish, plaice, perch, silver-fish, pike, blue-heads, and skates, are 
the principal at present known and eaten, Large sharks, por- 
poises, whales, £c., abound in all the Austr^ian waters. Of 
diell-fish may be mentioned— oysters, muscles, cockles, peri- 
winkles, wilka, mutton-fish, crabs, prawns, and cray-fiah. 
Corals and sponges are also abundant, 

iHSECTs.^^Amongst insects are — moths (some aa la^e as a 
wren), bottle flies, gnats, musquitoes, great variety of beetles, ants 
(same very targe — a purple sort an inch long), grasshoppers, 
tree locusts, crickets, tarantula, spider, mantia, common flies, 
and other insects well-known in England. The bee has been 
introduced with great success, and a considerable quantity 
of wild honey is now obtained in all parts of the country, pro- 
duced by bees that originally escaped and are now rapidly 
increaMng in numbers. 

BarnLu.— There are Beveral spedce of make,— the black 
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whip, and diamond being the moat oommon; tbey meftsare from 

eighteen inches to four feet, but Bpecimeiu of the black snake 
are often met meaauring over Sve feet long. All are armed 
with poiBon fangi, and the bite is speedily fatal imlesB the 
wounded part be instantly exciied. If the part bitten is a 
finger or thumb, the safest plau is to cut off the member imme- 
diate] j; but if that cauDOt be done, a ligature should be tied as 
t^htlj as possible above the wound to prevent the poisoned 
blood from flowing back Into the system, and the affected part 
should then be cut out, and every method employed to enctm- 
rage profuse bleeding from the woand. Ouannas. lizards, frogs, 
scorpions, and centipedes, are by no means uncommon, bat 
though there is mach venom in the sting of the two latter, 
casualties seldom occur from that canse. 

rounoAL. 

From the foundation of the colony to 1828, it might be said 
to have been governed by garrison orders. A carte biancht 
conld not have conveyed fuller powers than the local rulert 
eieroised. How justice or injustice was administered in those 
days some records yet remain to tell. Acts of tyranny beyond 
the oidiaary excesses of arbitrary government were perpetrated 
with impunity, and all classes wore confounded in a, ngimen 
of despotism. They legislated without warrant ; detained in 
custody sjvd Sogged Engli^ freemen ; levied ille^l duties ; 
Imposed unconstitutional restrictions ; and ^inflicted cruel 
ponisbiaents for offences invented by themselves. Judge Advo- 
cate Wyld declared the legislative authority (rf the Governor 
equally binding with Acts of Parliament. Torture to extract 
confession was not uncommon. On 19th Jnly, 1823, the 
British legislature passed " An Act for the better administra- 
tion of justice in New South Wales and Van Diemen's Land, 
and for the better govemHient there<rf." The old courts were 
mperseded, a Sapreme Court erected, with criminal, civil, and 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction, and the Judges invested with the 
powers enjoyed by King's Bench, Common Pleas, and Ex- 
chequer. A military jury of seven officers on full pay was re- 
tained for ciiiuinal cases; and for civil issues a Judge and two 
Justices — the latter named by the 6ovemoi,~-but plaintiff or 
defendant might apply for a jury of twelve freeholders. Courts 
of Quarter Session and Bequest for sums under £1 were at the 
same time constituted. I'he semblance of a legislature was 
also conferred. The Governor, with the advice of a nominated 
cooncil or the major part of them, was empowered to Miact or- 
dinanoes not repugnant to the law of England. The then-ex- 
isting duties were made perpetual, and no fresh taxes were to 
be imposed except for local purposes. 1^ Qovemor, with the 
assent of one member, could pass any law, even, in case of rebd- 
Uon, though all mi^t dissent ; amd the Sovereign could enact

» Un rejected by the Coancils. Colonel Aitlmr wm a Btrict 
disciplitiamn — a idbh of method, and estimable in piirate life. 
But he was oit officer, and hod no H^paihy with popular 
liberty. He dealt with the colonUla as with 'Boldiere : diBobe- 
dienoe wa« always followed by puuiahment. During his long 
tenure of office and vigilant Baperintendence, the resources of 
the colony were rapidfy developed, esteniive public works oi- 
ecuted, and vice in every fonn discountenanced. He did what 
he believed to be beat for all, and he could not understand how 
people should wish to interfere either by advice or authority. 
A portion of that apathy and abeence of self-reliance, wbich 
atill characterise some of the old settlers, is to be traced to Col- 
Arthur, who was never tired of accomplishing material im- 
provements for the benefit of all. The roads made, the bridges 
built, the buildings erected, are the best monuments of his 
leign ; and the ejvtematic order into which he brought the 
affairs of every department has not been materially improved 
npon. He was a benevolent autocrat, and misused the tyrant 
power he possessed, as little perhaps, as any man placed in 
similar circumstances, Qeneral Darling prodaimed the inde- 
pendence of the colony on 3rd December, 1835, and sailed for 
Sydney. Arthur thus became " Excellency " instead of 
■•Honor." Mr. Bent had issued the first number of the 
"Hobart Town Gazette "on 1st June, 1816; but in 1S24 he 
Beparated &om all connection with the government and went 
Into oi^)ceition. Before tbe press existed "pipes " were used — 
that is. the offences of official men were bitohed into rhyme, 
and either taught by repetition or circnlated in manuscripts, 
Uke Beranger'B songs and the eqaiha of the present day in 
France. These "pipes," by their satire, moderated the inso- 
lence of authority. Arthur established a rival " Gazette," and 
then the conflict commenced in earnest. PrOBecations of the 
irest followed; and in 1827 a law was passed which made a 

■ from the Governor requisite, authorised a tax of Uiree- 

pence on each paper, and rendered euretiee necessary. Bent 
wa« refused a license, but issued a montiily publication. The 

Kblijlierii were injured, and the Governor did not gain. The 
V was disallowed by Lord Goderich, and the press set free. 
Emigrants continued to flock in, and were located on free 
giants of land, until the country became too strait for their 
flocks. The richest soil wa£ despised, because encumbered 
with trees from two to three hundred feet high, containing the 
Sikest timber: and open laud, though otherwise inferior, ww 
■ought above all other for sheep. A wistful eye was tuned to 
the continent. John Batman made a flying visit to Port 
Phillip, entered into a compact with the blacks for an immense 
territory, returned borne and formed a company of Tas- 
mauians who transported the stock that first croi^ied^ the 
natural herbage around the wide expanse (tf Port FhiUip. 
Thia occurred towwdB the dose of 18Se. In IBSS-T ftnd 8 
F 8 
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toTgeqasntitiesof stock were shipped to Sooth AiiBtTBlis, snd 
that prov)iii« maj, in a c^^n sense, be also said to have 
been coloniBed from thle island. The tnrmoil to obtain ilie 
lights of Snglishmen oontinaed. public meetlDgB were held 
and petitions forwiuded — libeU wen printed, and libelteia pro- 
secnted. A political ewKicdatlon was formed, which worked, in 
iia own way witliout recognitjon bj the QoTemoi. Finally, tn 
1640, military Jnriw were abolished, and the trial of Crimea 
and mifldemeanore committed to tbe inhabitants ; and thus 
was reared io Tasmania that great bolwark o( public and pri- 
vate freedom "trial by jniy." Bnt Governor Arthnr'a tune 
came. He embarked on 19th Ang., 1836, and neverwere more 
joy and gladnein ezpiesaed than on the oo(»sion of his depar- 
ture. Ueut.-CoL Bnodgrass administered the goremment 
until 8ir John Franklin took up the reins on 8th January, 
1887. He summed up his own cbaiacler in ids reply to an 
address piesented to him on his arriyal, which deplored the 
absence and invoked the restoration of social peace. " With 
my whole heart I agree with you. Let us be divided then, if 
we cannot be united, in political sentiments, yet knit lagather 
as friends and neighbora in everything besides. Let ns differ 
where honest men may differ ; and let ns agree, not in nnder- 
Talning the points of political dissent, but in rtepecting the 
motives which produce it ; in cherishing domestic virtues 
which will be found to characterise individuals of every party ; 
ti/ad in making the generous sacrifice of private feelings for 
the general good, rather than aggravating the importance of 
nievancea which must render such forbearance imposdiile." 
Sir John Franklin was a contrast to Sir Gleorge i^thnr in 
almost every point of view. When an unanimous petition 
was adopted m Jane, 183S, for the the concession of Britisfa 
institutiong, he afforded it ids friendly countenance, and 
in a despatch urged compliance with its prayer, but it proved 
unsuccesG&l. At the first sitting of the Council he 
threw open the doors to the public ; and, as reaignatiouB 
fell in, and opportunity occurred, nominated to the Coun- 
cil or CommiMion those who had been rigorously ex- 
cluded from both by his predecessor. The public 
breathed freer under the new regime. But Franklin, viiUi rare 
injustice, was superseded before his time, and, as a compensa- 
lion, was sent on an expedition to the North Pole, from which 
the noble-hearted man never returned. During his adminis- 
tration distillatJoQ vras prohibited by law, and £7,481 were 
paid to distillers as compensation. A large body of emigranta 
was introduced under his auspices, most of whom and Ifaelr 
children occupy independent and respectable spheres in lifb. 
Sir Eardley Wilmot succeeded to power on 2lEt August, 184tt, 
His short and troubled administration presents few events of 
permanent interest. A question at onoe imperial, colonial, 
Mkd social was dlscnseed diMstro&sly for him. Ba WM aUo 
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the vloUm of miBTepTGEentatioD in private life. The coloiiiBts 
fclt their power and exercised it. The liberty of the preas bad 
become an admitted fact, and the free expression of opinion ia 
a council of crown nominees, but still colonisle, brongbt 
afFoiis to a crisis. With the best diepositton to promote the 
welfare of the colony, he was hampered by tie authoritatiTe 
inBtnictions of the colonial office. The Secretary of State foi 
the day or his snbordinates were the virtual rulers of the des- 
tinies of a people removed lo the distance of sixteen thousand 
miles, and existing in circumBtancea of which BnglJEhmen 
conid form no adequate conception. It took time to unde- 
ceive statesmen in England, but the Earl of Derby, Lord Grey, 
(tnd Hr. Q-ladstone found their attempt to govern Australia 
from Downing-street a deplorable lulure. The flnaaces of the 
colony were embarrassed, and a "central committee ''to aid 
the executive profFered its unconstitutional services, which 
were veiy properly rejected. The timea were adveise, the 
price of produce was low, the labor market was overstocked, 
property hod fallen in value, and all interests were in a state 
of coDfusion and distiess. Imperial subsidies were withdrawn. 
In 1644 tbe duty on Sydney tobacco, rapidly improving in 
.qtwLit;, was Taised to that on American, and by way of retalia- 
tion a daty was placed on wheat — an example of mntnal 
folly which may occur again unless the Anstralias be united 
in one general confederation. Additional taxatioa was deter- 
tnined on ; the ad valorem duties raised to fifteen per cent. 
produced less than when at Bve, but other measures wero 
objected to by the nominee council, of which the Govetnor 
was president. It wUl scarcely be credited that the sheriff 
refused to call a public meeting because one <^ the objects was 
to notice the appropriation of the revenue. On the 18th 
October, 184S, Mr. La Trobe superseded Sir Bardley Wilmot, 
who died at Hobart Town on the Brd February, 1847. Sir 
William Denison arrived on 26th January, 1847, and Mr. 
La Trobe retreated again to his government at Port P hilli p, 
The " patriotic six " nominees who had retired fium the council 
In a body rather than re^ster the edict of the Secretary of 
State for the colonies, were re-appointed, and the struggle 
became more intense. A dog tax was defeated on the ground 
of its illegality, a judge was arbitrarily removed for the allied 
reason he did not pay bis debts, and another appointed in 
equally necessitous circumstances. The Differential Duties 
Act was to be contested by the merchants, and the Qovemot 
to secure a bench on whii^ he could rely, first proposed to 
aospend the Chief Justice : but that being disliked by the 
execntive council, he requested Sir John Pedder to ask leave <^ 
absence. His reply was — " Were I to accept your Excellency's 
proposal I riiould, it appears to me, be for ever after degraded, 
and 5«o facto render myself unworthy of holding the loweet 
office or employment which it is in Her Uajes^'s power to 
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bestow on a subject." A Doabta bill wm Uken passed, bat H 
irai not worth the paper it was printed on. Ultiniatd; an 
Indemmty for collocdug illegal taxes was embodied in tiie 
Imperial Act, which conferred partial represen tation on the 
oolony. The proceediogs of Qovemor Denuoa were exceed- 
ingly unpopalar. He lent himself to the mistaken policy of 
Downing-stieet ; and, b; the inadvertent publication of lome 
secret despatches, came to be i^aided as a wholesale slanderar 
of the colonists ; and was consequently held in great dialiks 
by some of the most respectable and opulent amongst them. 
Be was accused of tampering with the purity and independ- 
ence of the Bench ; and of promoting land r^ulations with 
the avowed purpose of bribing a class to maintain an imperial 
policy repuensiot alike to the moral feelings and material 
interests of the inhabitants. The Australian Colonies Qovem- 
ment Bill was passed on 6th August, 1860, and under it, in 1861, 
a L^iisUtive Council, consisting of eiit«en elected members, 
four officials, and four non-officials, nominated by the Go»er- 
noT, was constituted. Among Oovemor Denieon's last acts was 
the suspension of H. S. Chapman. Esq., then Colonial Secre- 
tary, but now Attomey-deneral of Victoria, because he did 
not vote, where a vote was nselesi, in oppositjon to a large 
majority in the L^slatlve Council Mi. Chapman, like 
others, failed to obtain redrett at the Colonial Office, and, in 
accordance with the rule of that estalilishment, the Governor 
was rewarded for his preference of imperial to local interests 
by his removal to the government of New South Wales, 
in which he seems to give much satisfaction. On Sth January, 
1866, he was succeeded by Sir Henry Toung, from Souui 
Australia, who had much to contend with in assuming the 
reins of Government, but being a man of great moral courage, 
fixed determination, and high principles, be is exercising an , 
important influence ovet the colonists, and has already been 
the means of effecting much good to the community. 

The act passed on 1st November, 1851, by the Tasmanian 
t^fislatnre, received the Queen's assent in 1656 ; and in 1806 
ft Legislative Council and House of Assembly, both elective, 
were chosen. From that time the destinies of the island have 
been in the hands of the people themselves, as the semblance of 
interference from Downing street does not remain. The 
Legislative Council consists of fifteen membeis. The electors 
must be twenty-one years of age, natural bom, or Tkatumlised 
subjects, with a freehold of the annual value of fiftj pounds, 
or a graduate of any university In the British dominions, or 
barrister or solicitor on the roll of the Supreme Court, or 
legally qualified medical practitioner, an officiating minister 
<rf religion, or an officer or retired officer of Hei Majesty's land 
or sea forces. The only qualification of members is that they 
shall be thirty years of age. Fire members, or one-third of 
the council, retire every ^lee yean, but ore eligible for m- 
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dectlon. The HonBe of Assembly ctouUta of thirty 01611)11018 
— no judge of the Sapreme Coart, or minister of leligiou is 
eligible. The Assembly is elected for five years. The qualifi- 
cations for an elector are-afreehold worth £100, beixiga £10 
householder, or the holder of a £10 licence for depaBturing 
stock on waste laud, or harii^ a leasehold of the value 
of XlO yeailf, or having a salary of £100 per nnn n n) , 
and gradnatefi. barrisleiB, BolicitorB, doctoiB, and ministers, as 
in the case of the L^slatlve Conncil. Joint tenants and 
owneiH are permitted to vote, and contractors for the public 
service are disqualified as members. Absence for a session 
without leave, oath of allegiance to a foreign power, bank- 
ruptcy or insolvency, de&ult to the public, attaint of treason, 
conviction of felony or infamous crime, and insanity, vacates 
a seat in either house. Both chambeiH are elected by the 
ballot, the su(«ess of which has been signal. The absurd 
practice of nomination -day movers and seconders wt the 
hustings has been abolished, and the rotumiug officer 
announces the names of the candidates, so that the noise and 
dlstoibance will in future be avoided. A free constitution and 
responalblegovOTQmeatto its fullest extent are now enjoyed by 
the people of Tasmania. Some excellent laws have been pawed 
tc^nslerriug municipal authority to the districts and towns, 
which wi Q be left to manage their local affairs by men chosen 
by the ratepayers. Perhaps the most important meoBurea to 
those anxious to secure soil for a permanent home are the land 
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The reliable statistics commence with 1S24. In that yeai 
the population was 1 2,618 ; the imports amouuted to £62,000, 
and the exports to £14,500. In 1834 the population was 
87,799 ; the imports, £467,617, and the exports, £203,522. In 
1844 the popuktion may be taken at 62.2S1, the census of 1842 
giving 58,902. and that of 1847, 67,361 ; the imports being 
£442,988, and the exports, £408,799, In 1854 the population 
fell to 64,874 ; but the imports amounted to £2,604,680, and 
the eiporta to £1.433,021. Nothing could more completely 
refute the fallacy of an adverse balance of trade thou the his- 
tory of this colony. When the country was most rapidly 
increasing in wealth, the proportion of exports to imports was 
least In the case of an individual, it is a necessary condition 
to a profitable trade that he should get more for an article in 
which he traffics than it costs him, and it is the same with 
communities. A very large proportion of imports ore condgn- 
ments, and cannot be placed to the debit of the country until 
purchased by a colonist. The imports increased pretty regu- 
larly by from fifty to one hundred thousand pounds a-year 
nntil 1840, wben there was an increase of £241,471 (the 
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hnpoTta thAi jeax being £986,866), tbe cnlmlnAtiBg point of 
oar commeTce prioT to the discover; of golil in A.aiitralia. 
Tbeie was a rapid decline nntil 1844. Uanj will lemember the 
trying time* which commenced in 1840, and did not dieappear 
till 184S, doring whibb period bouaeg of every cliaracter bad to 
succumb, Tn 1644 tbe imports hod fallen to £442,988, being 
lees tban they weie in 18S4 by £83,629. The exports increased 
progresBively, and were largest in 1840, when they amounted 
to £867,000. While the exports of produce incTeaaed every 
year, the money worth was diminiahed during the disagtrons 
timee to which referenoe has been made. The export of im- 
ported articlee fell off as a matter of course, and in 1344 the 
total exports fell to £108, T9B.

Frcan 1828 to 1886 were halycon days for a finance minister. 
The income and eipenditnre balanced to a penny, or was on 
the ri^t ade of the ledger, for every deficiency was made up \iy 
a loan Irom the commissariat. In 18S8, tbe expense incurred 
fbr the penal management was cast on the colonial goveiB- 
tnent, and the police firat inserted on the estimates, and thus 
did the conntry become entangled in a mesb of difficoltiee, and 
oppressed by a heavy debt exp^ded for imperial purposes, and 
which is now in process of liquidation. Instead of paying the 
commissariat, the English Government oogbt to contribute 
largely to the revenne of. the island for years to come. Alto- 
gether, £162,669 hod been borrowed and spent np to 1846. The 
revenne reached its culminating point in 1841, when it 
amounted to £242,432. The expenditure was highest in 1842, 
amounting to £186,071. That year the Re^stror of the 
Supreme Court swelled the income by depositing £5,060, fnnds 
that had accumulated in his hands, but for which the Govern- 
ment is responsible to the rightful ownere, as they establish 
their claims. The customs rereuoe has always been tbe main- 
stay of Tasmanian finance. In 1624, the different sources of 
rerenne were not distinguished. In 1834, the customs revenne 
amonnted to £65,722; in 1844, It had fallen to £68,464 ; in 
1854, it reached £171,228. The latest snm received trom tbe 
customs brfore the gold discovery was in 1840, when it reached 
£94,908, after which it fluctuated, falUng to £63,464 in 1344, 
and rising to £88,370 In 1847.

82,171 adult males, and 21,288 odalt females, with 27,343 chit- 
dreo under 14 years of age, and 690 military, including women 
and cbildrea ; making a grand total of 81,19^ bohU. In 1866 
only Biz male and ten female aborigineB survived the scanty 
Mmnaut of what was a lai^ population fifty yeais ago. 
There ware 6760 houses built of stone, brick, or iron; 6268 
built of wood ; one vooden and 14 iron steamen belonged to 
the Tasmanian ports '; one coach runs daily between Hobart 
Town and Launceston, 121 miles, inclading the intermediate 
towns, and anotlier »ix times a week. There is a doily coach 
from Hobart Town to each of the following places — Green 
Ponds, New Norfolk, Brighton and Brown's Biver ; and from 
Launceston to Weathnry and Deloraine, Perth, Longford, and 
Evandale, beside otlier conveyances. There weie six light, 
houses in 1866, yielding a revenue of f 5615 The coin in the 
colony amoonted to £607,914. Up to the end of the year 1866, 
2,848,365 acres had been granted or sold, and 2.009,477 were 
held under depasturing licenses at a rent of £25,478 per an- 
num. In 1866 there were 130,608, acres under crop, 18,019 
horses, 88,608 homed cattle, 1,674,987 sheep, 2226 goats, 
80,074 pigs, &c. There were 56 wind and water mills, and 28 
steam mills, 13 printing ofGces, 400 publicans, and other trades 
in the same proportion, There were 71 public schools, 3717 
schoiars, maintained at an expense of £11,867 17b. 4d. The 
price of bread was 2^ per lb., fresh butter 2b. 8d., cofFce 2s. 3d., 
tea 2s. 9d., moist sugar 4jd., loaf sugar 7id., tobacco 6b. per lb., 
beef and mutton 7d. per lb. The revenue of Hobart Town 
Municipality for the year was £18,210, the expenditure £16.945 
— Launceston: revenue, £6649; expenditure, £5777. There 
were 221 boys and 176 girls in the Queen's Orphan SchooL 

In order to place the trade of the island of Tasmania before 
the reader, at one glanw, the figures commencing with the 
year after gold was discove;ed in Australia are tabulated : — 
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The Custom House records of the port of Launc«8ton do not 
extend farther back than 1829, in which year 86 vessels 8671 
tons entered Inwards ; 40 vessels 3868 tons cleared outwards ; 
the importu vrere valued ^t £61,174, the exports at £64,932; 
and the rovenne was £10,326 7s. 4d. In 18S4 there were 42 
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Tends 688T tmu iinrBnk, and 46 veeida 6ti0 tona oatwardi. 
The valne nf the importB tiiat yeoi was £116,942, and the 
ezporta £86,909, the ravenne £21,046 2a. 6d. In 1844 1T9 
v««eelB 22,146 tona entered invaidB, 187 Teasela 24,801 tona 
cleared oatwaida. The imports ammmtod to £152,464, and the 
ezporta to £217,671, the revenae that yetu being £24,932 lie.

LAID SSQinULTIOHa. 

Popnlation only is required io develop the resources of this 
island, and the recent l^d acU are calculated to attract amall 
capitalists, who also themaelves poasess laboring capabilities or 
have them within the family circle. The Waste Land of the 
Crown is divided into three clasBea— Ist. Town Lands aitoata 
within the limits of any town or township, or within five miles 
of the booadaiiea of either Hobart Town, or Lnnnceeton ; the 
npnt price not to be lea than one ponnd per acre, and the 
town land to be sold by auction only, and not otherwise. 

The second class is called Agdcnltaral Land, and may b« 
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B«ld to comprtee all the other nufdieiuited soil within the settled 
digblcts, &nd liable to be iucreaaed b; ftedi proclamatioiiB of 
suitable land for the plough, ia an; mrection wliere it may be 
disoovered. The lowest opset price is one pound per acre, and 
the land will be put up for sale bf auction u lots not exceeding 
160 acres; If not sold bj auction the; may be privately pur- 
chased at the upeet price. Until 1863 agricultural land wm 
given in quantitiee not eiceeding 640 acres to each person, at 
£1 per acre, payable in 10 years, a small charge being made £>r 
mrreying and interest. 

The third dlriidoQ comprises Pastoral Lands which wiU 
be put up for sale in lota not exceeding 1280 acres each. 
The lowest npeet price Is ten ehillinga per acre. If not 
disposed of at auction they may be purchased privately 
at the upset price. Both agricultural and pastoral lands 
may be sold by private contract. Any person, upon payment 
of the expense of survey, has a right to purchase, at a 
fixed price of tme pound per acre, one section contaiuii^ not 
more than 320 acres of agricultural land and 640 of pastoral 
land. Xhis arrangement completely obviates the deby, un- 
certunty, competition, and injustice of the auction system, 
and enables the tend fidi colonist to select his site and enter 
upon it at once. But this is not all : lands purchased at 
public auction or private contntct may be paid for in cash or a 
credit: obtained. For town lands a tenth is added to the price 
as premium : one-fouith is the deposit and one-fourth payable 
annually thereafter, so that the credit would spread over three 
years. Upon the price of agricultural and pastoral lands one- 
fifth is added as premium, — the deposit is a fifth, and Uie 
annual payments one-tenth, so that the credit is spread over 
eight yean. But more titan this : about one-third of Uie 
island is little known, being designated "Unsettled." Anj 
one who lights upon a favorable spcrt, and ia willing to plunge 
into the bush and live there, may imve land for nothing. The 
conditions are that the plot applied for shall not be less than 
60 nor more than 64U acres,— that the applicant shall poesess 
one pound of capital for every acre of land applied for, either 
in money, live stock, machinery, implements of husbandry, 
and other articles applicable to agricultural purposes or to 
saviing timber,— he shall for five years actually reside on the 
spot, and clear, fence, and bring into cultivation five acres for 
every fifty, or erect buildings or machinery of the value of 
£260 for every such fifty acres, In the event of death the 
property will decend to the heirs. Upon the full performance 
of the conditions, a deed of grant in fee simple will be issued, 
and the holder may then do what he Ukee with the property. 
If he prefer ho may at any time make the land absolutely bis 
own by payment of ten shiIlina[B an acre, and thus cancel the 
coDdltionB of occupation. Not mora than ten thousand aoree 
may be let for a term ot ten yean, at a peppercorn rent, on 
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condition that tbe applicant place on the land within tirelve 
monthe 100 sheep or 20 bead of cattle for every one thooeand 
acres, _ The pre-emptivB right of pnrchaae, to Qte extant of 640 
acres, is secured at the rate of ten shilliDgs an acre with 
compensation for improvemBnts if the run be required for 
agricultural pnrposea before the eipiry of the leaee. The 
survey fee for 50 acres in the settled districto is £4,— if in 
beftTily timbered country, £6; tor 320 acres, £11 or £13 IBs.; 
OW acres, £18, or £16 6s. ; and so on in proportion, acooiding 
to size of section. This is by far the most liberal laud system 
that exists in Australia at the present time. 

The sross receipts of the land fund during the quartw 
ending Sigt March, 1868, were £'J1,677 9b. Id., and the expen- 
diture, £54,275 3b, leaving a balance of £87,802 fls. Id. The 
quarter just past shows an advance on the corresponding 
quarter of 1857 of £7695 15b. 2d. 

The government are taking steps to facilitate the operation 
of the new land regulations. The island has been divided into 
jlistricts, to each of which a sarveyor is to be appointed, vrho 
wilt shon the mapa and give all necessary information, A 
considerable qnantity of luid has been taken up already, 

CHAKACTBB ASD PBODTrCTIOVB 07 THE 7ASI0TIS 
DISTBItrrS, 

Though throughout the colony the settlers are all eng^ed in 
agriculture, in sheep and cattle tanning, or in cntting of timtwr, 
certain districts have a more marhed character than others in 
the nature of their productions, and the occupation of their in- 
habitants. Thus on the north-western coast where dense forests 
are being cleared by numerous small settlers extending fh>m 
the Mersey to Circular Head, large quantities of excellent tim- 
ber, potatoes, and ^icultural produce are shipped either direct 
to Melbourne or to Launceston. Along the coast to the east- 
ward of the Tamar are some conwderable sheep farms : south, 
ward and westward of Launceston, extending for many miles 
in both directions, lies the greatest agricultural district of the 
island, comprising Morven, Norfolk Plains, Westbury and 
Deloraine, which produce vast quantities of wheat, oats, barley, 
meat and dairy produce, which are carried to Launceston and 
shipped to the adjoining colonies. As the traveller proceeds 
southward along the main road to Hobart Town, into what are 
called tbe Midland Districts, he passes through large estates on 
which sheep-farming is carried on to a large extent, and with 
great success, as shewn by the large quantities and superior 
quality of the wool annually sent to the London market. As 
U>e traveller continues his journey he again entere an agricul- 
tural country Southward of Hobart Town lies the district 
known as the Huon, remarkable for the density of its forests, 
and for its potatoes, quantities of which axe sant to the adjoin- 
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lngcolDuit«. Itecliiaateu moietand congenial to v^elatiob. 
On the eastern coast butter and cheeee of the best qualitj are 
produced. There are several coal-flelde in the island, viz.. the 
Heisey and the Don, on the north coast, Plngal, New Town, 
Douglas Biver, Schouten Island, and Fort Arthur. Of the fif- 
teen or sixteen millions of acres which the island cont«itls, 
about three miUions are private propertf : the remainder \a 
crown land, of which about two millions of acres are occupied 
by tie settlers nnder graiing licenses. The area under culti- 
vation at present is about 140,000 acres. The soil and climate 
are highly favorable to English fruits and vegetables of all 
kinds ; and in the public gardens at Hobart Town and Lann- 
ceston may be seen plants, both English and foreign, which at 
home reqnire the shelter of the conservatory, flouncing with 
all their native luxniiance in the open air. 

BSSXBAL APPSAXiVCE AND COSOTnOS OF THE TOmS. 

The person who comes to Tasmania arrives either at the 
port of Lannceston, in the north, or Hobart Town, in the 
south, which are the chief outlets for the shipping and com- 
merce of the island. If the immlgraat arrives at Launceston, 
he passes up the Tamar, a beautiful river (navigable for vessels 
of the lariat tonnage), or. rather, the eetaary of two inland 
rivers, which empty themselves into it at Launceston, forty 
miles from its entrance. The town is situated in a valley, en- 
closed on the east and west by two hill>^, and. both from the 
river and the surrounding elevations, its appearance is highly 
picturesque. If the vessel which bears the passenger arrives at 
Hobart Town, he will be carried up the Derwent, a noble 
river, for about forty miles, until he reaches the city, where 
it is stUl ttiree miles wide. The capital rises from the 
verge of the arm of the sea at Sullivan's Cove, gradually as- 
cending up the slopes of seven moderately elevated hills, and 
is magnificently backed in its western aspect, at the distance 
of three or foar miles, by the lofty mountain named after Wel- 
lington, which is 4,196 feet high. As the traveller extends his 
acqu^ntance with the interior of the country, he will often 
discover the same charms of natural scenery in the sites of 
towns and villages, and the homes of the colouists ; and when 
he stops to examine the signs of social and commercial ad- 
vancement, he will find ample evidence of the progress made 
by the people. In Hobart Tovm, in Launceston, and in the 
interior towns and villages, he will find clergymen, mer- 
chants, professional gentlemen, shopkeepera. master tradesmen, 
mechanics, and many Government officers, and others of 
character certainly equal to those in a similar position in other 
countries. Hohart Town and Launceston contain numerous 
places of worBhip of all denomiDfttions, and in eveij diabict 
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of the inteiloi there are one or mora miaiiteis. Bchools of 
excellent character, nnder able ooudncton, ore to be (baud 

thioughoiit the colony. There are otheis, also, eetablinhed 
with BtHistance from public fnnda, wbsrever a eofficient 
number of children is to be found, and much anxiety and 
liljeFBlit; are manifested by the Qovemment and the iuhabi- 
tanta in proniottng religion and edneation. There are many 
fiutitationB, which are uotcd in succeeding pages. The princi~ 
pal towns and the interior abound with excellent hotds and 
mna. Both Hobart Town and Lannceeton are well supplied 
with pnre water. The former town is lighted with gas, 
and a company to effect the same object for Launceston Is 
in course of fonnation. The local affairs of both towns are 
managed by a mayor and aldermen. la (he general appeal' 
ance of the towns, the stranger will trace a resemblance to some 
of corresponding size in ^e old country ; the streets, which 
are of considerable and regular width, are drawn at right 
angles, and whilst many of them are built with i^olarity, and 
have some architectural pretensions, otlters display all the 
variety of style and matenal which mark the colonial town. 

Some of the churches, banks, the High School at Hobart 
Town, and the principal shops, would do credit te any ctly. 
There are three daily, and one tri-weehly, newspapers, pub- 
lished in Hobart Town; and one duly, one tri- weekly, and one 
bi-weekly, published in Launoeston. The shops ate constantly 
supf^ed with English goods of all kinds, and t^e productions 
of our Eastern poeseesioos. 

FASUHO. 

The Tssmanian settlers are extensively employed Id pastoral 
and agricultur^ puisaits ; and wool and wheat form the two 
great staple productions. The adaptability of the climate and 
the soil to these important purposes has long been estahlished, 
whUst the excellence of the products is known throughout 
the world. Sheep farming is uuried on to a large extent on 
the estates of the principal landowners, who also lease fnmi the 
crown large tracts of unalienated land. The pastoral territory 
presents either the alternate fall or liae of a smooth, nndniating 
surface, sometimes running inte flats, or one broken and riven, 
terminating in deep gullies or steep ridges. The Eaealj/pta, 
with We everlnsting olive-green foliage, uoifonnly covers the 
surface, and the character of the forest prevents the vegetation 
of the grasses from being impeded. In some parts this vegeta- 
tion is luxurious beyond description, and extends from the 
level of the sea to the highest altitudes. The abundance and 
excellence of the pasture, combined with the mildness of the 
climate, facilitate the operations of pastoral industry ; and on 
the estates of many colonists these natural advantages have 
been further improTOd 11? the Importation from Engkind and 
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Qermuiy of the best blood, and bytheadopUonof greotei ewe 
in the breeding, lesring, sad dreseing of the sheep, and the 
praparatitin of the wool for the home market. The high price 
which the prodnce has realiBed of lat« has given a Btimnloa to 

thia branch of induBtiy. 

AasiovLTiisE. — The English ploughand harrow ore employed 
in cultivation, and the mode of working the land is ttiat of 
England, and followed Dp to that model bo &r as local citcntn- 
atanixB render it ooniement or profitable ; still the science 
which agricalture has become in Britain U aa yet in its infancy 
here. Manuring, rotation of ciopH, faUowing, thorough or 
snperScial draining, acd irrigation, are as yet far tiom being 
common operations ; they are confined to particular fanna 
only : and although the experiments have been crowned with 
signal Boccees, they 'have hitherto found few imitators. Many 
of the agricultural implements and machines in use at home 
have been introduced of late ; and the price of labor has in- 
duced a desire to eitend the use of these practical aids ; but in 
theoretical or scientific fanning — the analysis and classificatioa 
of soils— little has been accomplished. The a^icultnial calen- 
dar which guides and r^ulates the farmer la the routine of 
annual labor and farm maoagement la just the reverse of that 
to which be was accustomed in hia native land. Thna, the 
month of January in TBemoaia coneaponde, aa legards season, 
with-the month of July in Eniopean latitudes, but as regard* 
agricnltural operations it corresponds with August. 

Aa in New &onth Wales, the agricultural induatry chiefly 
apreada over valleya, which are superior to thoae of tlie sister 
colony aa regards their extent of available lands and the fer- 
tility of their soil. Though the agrioultnral pn^reas of the 
colony has been great, its vast capabilities of aoil and climate, 
and ite great fecilities fi>c irrigation on the largest scale, must, 
when the very Lberal system of disposal of the public lands 
comes into operation, and attiacte a new population, and when 
the improvementB introduced at home shall have commenced 
here, give a new stintulua to that progreea, and i^se still higher 
the reputation of this colony aa an ^ricnltnral country. To 
his Excellency Sir Henry Tonng, the Oovemor, belongs the 
credit of having produced, at the last Minual meeting of one 
of the Taamanian agricultural associations, a valuable paper on 
various topics of interest to the farmer. 



TRAWT.J.TH a 

The two chief towns are Launceston, in the north, covering 
an area of H square miles, with a population of about 8,000, 
and Hobart Town, the seat of Government, In the south, 
covering an area of over two square miks, aiul coatoinlng a 
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popaUtion of about 20,000. Tha two towna, which are 121 
miles apart, are joined hy one of the beat roads in the wcd'ld, 
along which a four-horM coach runs da; and night, performing 
the journey in fourteen hours. Starting- on this road from 
Launceaton, the traveller reaches Perth at the diatance of 
11 milea, nert Cleveland 80 miles, than Campbell Town 42 
miles, RoHs 4T miles, Oatlands TO milea, then Qreeu Ponds 
and Brighton, and after IT miles more, during which be crosses 
the Derwent at Bridgewaler. he reaches Hobart Town. Leaving 
tJte southern suburb of Launceston, the traTeller ia convoyed 
by a daily four horse coach to what is termed the Western dis- 
taict. On tide road, ten miles from Launceston, he passes 
tbrongh Carrick, Westbury 20 miles, and Deloraine 80 miles ; 
and from thence, piiisulng a track throogh the forest, he may 
reach the settlemeota from the Heney to Circular Head, on the 
rivers which empty themselves into Bass's Straits on the north. 
Passing out of Launceston on its eastern side the traveller pro- 
ceeds through the districts of Fatteison's Plains, and the White 
HUls. At a point of the main line, 8 miles irom town, a cross 
road branches off to the town of Evandale, 11 miles from 
Lannceston, and further on the village of Lymington on the 
Nile, to both of which plaoea a public conveyance runs daily. 
At Perth, atMive-meutioned, a branch road turns off to Long- 
ford {to which also a coach rona daily), (iressy, and Bishops- 
bourne, in the district of Norfolk Plains. From OamplMll 
Town, on the main line of road, a cross-road, along which a 
conveyance passes twice a-week, starts to Avoca, 62 miles from 
I^nacesioa, Fingal TO miles, Cullenswood and Falmouth, on 
the eastern coast, 104 miles ftom town. Branch roads in the 
same manner as the traveller proceeds southward carry him to 
the districts of Macquarie, Bothwell, Hamilton, and other 
^aces on either side of the great liighway. Leaving Hobart 
Town, the traveller is conveyed by steamer to New Norfolk, at 
the distance of 21 miles, situated on the Derwent north of the 
capital. Leaving Hobart Town to proceed southwards, he 
comes to the settlement of Brown's Biver, At the distance of 
10 miles, and to the settlements on the liiver Huon, to which 
he may go by land or l>e conveyed by steamer — a distance ot 
22 miles. Steamers run constantly from Luunceston to the 
ports on the north-western coast, and from Hobart Town to 
places on the eastern course. One steamer weekly, starting 
every Tuesday from Launceston. Steamers also leave Laun- 
ceaton every two or three days for MelLoume, which is 
thirty hours sail. A powerful steamer rana between Hobart 
Town and MellMume, between which the passage is donble 
the length ; <uid a steamer also runs from Uobart Town 
to Sydney, accomplishing the passage usually in three or four 
days. A line of tel^raph rnns from Oeorge Town, at the 
entranr^ of the Tamar, to Launceston, and thence along the 
xaaia lineof road to tbe cental; and in tlie oouise of twelve 
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montJis & snbmniine cable acron Bobb's atiaita will connect 
ToHmmiiiB with tlie coloniee of Victoria, New South Wales, and. 
South Australia.

The ehip ig on arrival immediately 
inspected by the Immigration Officer, by whom the capabili- 
lities and wishes of each woman with regard to employment 
are RSMrtained. The wfuaen are then landed in government 
boats, and admitted to a large luid conunodions building, 
where beds, provjgions, and otber advantages are provid^ 
for them. Here they remi^a foi some days to waah th«r 
clothes and make preparation for service, in charge of an 
experienced matron, under the direction of the Immigration 
Offic«r. Persona who wish to obtain their services are re- 
quired to make written application ; on which printed 
'authorities' are transmitted to approved applicants, who on 
presenting them at the dep6t are at liberty to make arrauge- 
nents wi& the ImmigTantB by mutual consent; the women 
receiving such advice and information as they may requiie. 
No person is permitted to hire any female from the depSt 
without the ' authority ' above mentioned ; and as this is sen 
only to those who are Icnown to be suitable employem, no 
fonng woman can fall into improper hands on first arrival 
In this oolony."

The boondftriea of tlie colony of South AnstrBlia, we W fol- 
low: — On tbe north, the 26tb degree of south latitude; oo 
the east, the colony of Victoria; on tba w«et, the }32ad 
degree of east longtitnde ; on the Bonth, the BouUiem Ocean. 
The coast line o( the sonthem bonndaiy, owing to the 
itregalarity of the shore, ezoeada 1,600 milea in extent. In 
its course it tntveiBes Spencer's Oulf and fit. Vincent's Qnlf, 
nnmding Yorke's Peninsata and Cape Jervis, nmning east- 
waid to the Mnnay mouth, anJ Uien sontli-east till it meets 
the bonndary In lot. S8°. The western bonndtuy is only about 
one-fourth of the extent of the southern line, the northern 
about ooe-third, and the eMtora ooe-haif. The province 
contains aboot 800,000 square milea, or nearly 200,000,000 
Bcrea. The proeress of discoTery during 1857 having led to 
the conviction &at a tract of good pastoral country exiEts in 
the western portion of the province, and extends outside its 
western boundary into a sort of no-man's-land, lying between 
South and Western Aoatralia, steps have been taken by the 
Qovemment to annei that tract to South Anstrali*. Tha 
district tn question lies between the 129th and 132nd porallelg 
of east longitude, and naturally belongs to this colony. From 
its geographical position, whatever use could be made of it by 
any one, all the commercial advantage of its occupation 
would necessarily fall to South Australia. As it is understood 
to bdong politically to New South Wales, application has 
been made to the Qovemment of that colony, as well as to the 
Home Qovemmeut, for permisBion to include the district 
within the judsdiction of the Sooth Australian Qovemment. 
A general leviaicn of tiie boundaries of all the Austtalian 
colonies is much to be desired, and might w«Il be consideied 
In ooonection with the federation question. 

ASEUmB An BUBUXBB. 

The metropolis lies nearly south-east of the Port, and conmsts 
ol two portions, North and South Adelaide. South AdeJaide Is 
l^d out in a series of atPoeta at right angles, the principal 
Korth and tOBth streets (firom 99 to 132 t^vride) beingneady 
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one'tnileiiilaigtli; and the east nut iM«t streete (from M to 
182 feet wide) from a mile and » qaut«T to a, mile aad three- 
qiMiteTS, and bounded by four terraces, fatAng the cardinal 
points of the compasB, nearly corresponding with the streeU 
in length. In the inteisectioni of the main itreett BqnuM 
are introduced at measni^ interraU. Soath Adelaide con- 
tains aU Uie Qovemment Offices, and all the principal 
wholesale and retail marts and atorcs of the city. Between 
North and South Adelaide the River Torrens windii Ita oooise, 
and both the divisions of the city are mrrounded hy pnbllc 
reserrea oall^ "Park. Lands," which the terraces face. The 
river is spanned by a massive iron bridge, which cort, with its 
approaches jC22,000. ThefaridgeisinalinewithKingWiliiam- 
ibKet, the centi^ thoroughfare of the city, thus connecting the 
hearts of North and South Adelaide. There are two other 
substantial bridges acrosa the river, respectively at about a mile 
above and below this central one. The inhabitants of Adelaide 
are chiedy dependent on the Toirena for their domestic supply 
of water, which is furnished them by an aimy of water-carriers, 
who charge 2b. or 2b. 6d. per load for it. But very costly 
waterworks are now in conree of construction, and will in a 
year or two qnite supersede this irregular and insufficient 
mode of snpply. At a distance of ahont four miles to the 
east of the city, the Mount Lofty range of hilla takes its rise, 
extending north, south, and east for many milea ; the highest 
peak being Mount Lofty, elevated 2,'286 feet aboTe the level 
cf the sea, and forming a fine land-mark for vesseli 
iqiproaching the Port. The hills are ciowned with forests 
(^ gum-trees, &om which the dtliens are supplied with 
tbeli usual domestic fuel. Adelaide is under the management 
of a Mayor and Corporation, and is rapidly improving both in 
reference to the beauty and value of ita stiuctDres. During the 
past year great progress has been made in planting the squares 
and public reserves, and in placing shade-tcMS along tlie 
principal lines of street. 

Around the city of Adel^de are nnmeroiis BDhnrfaa. The 
most ptqmlaoB and importamt ia that in the eastern -vicinity, 
oonsiatlng of a cluster of townshipa, inclsding Kensiogfam, 
Norwood, Mogill, Stepaey, &c- The townships of Eendogtmt 
and Norwood stand on a large area of land, which is fost being 
filled up. A Mayor and Oorporatitm have been appointed. In 
the extoeme south-eastern corner of the plains, oi rather at 
the foot of the hills, is Qlen Osmond, one of the most lovely 
spots in the colony, where the first mine (lead) was die- 
covered and woAed. Southward there are the disiricta of 
Mitcham, Unlej, Edward's town, Slc^ and the Marine town- 
ehip of Glenelg, New Glenelg, and St. Leonard's, three 
miles to the south of which is Brighton. These town- 
ships are inooiporated and governed by a Mayor and Corpo- 
mtum. To the immediate west of Ad^dde an the popnlooi 
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■nbnrba of Tbebarton, HindmaiA, aad Bowden; aorth-«Brt 
and uorthue Walkervifie, Payndnm, Idington, and F.nfi*M 
The city ot Addalde beinK Imd out in the centra of m vMt 
pikin, haTinK a ladiiu of wmal mileg In every direction, 
unple taapB 1b afforded for laying ont roborbMi townsUpi; 
which ue, Indeed, contiuuallf ridng ap.

Some idea of the country townahipa irill be rieaned from 
the list of Poet-OC&cee, and the frequency of makliu; up the 
nulla. The most important northern towns are Gawler Town, 
about 27 milea from Adelaide; Angaston, abont 50 mUea; 
Kapqnda, about 62 miles ; and Eooringa, the locality of the 
iar-bmed BariaBurra mines, 102 milee distant. QawlerTown 
has now a Uayor and Ooiponiti(»i. and 1b connected witb the 
matropalis by a railway, which was opened tor traffic throogh- 
ont on the 5th October, 1867. Surveys have been taken, and 
estiinates prepared with a view to extend ttie Qawler Town 
Railway to Eapunda, and a Bill to aathMiae the scheme 
passed the A«en(bly, but was rejected by the Council, during 
the past year. Another Bill has been introdaced witi better 
success, which anthoriaes the construodon of a portion 
of the line, without borrowing more than £80,000— 
£60,000 being suppUed out of the general revenue. It was 
originally cont^nplated tiiat from Eapunda the railway 
(dionld diverge into two liaee — one to Blanche Town, on the 
Murray ; the other to Uio Buna Burra Mines. It la, howBrer, 
uncertain whether this project will be carried out, tx whether 
tramways for hoise traction may not be adc^ted in prriBrenM: 
but tramways for hone tracdon have been cratdmined by a 
select committee of the Honte of Assunbly. Tbe trafflo ftom 
the northern districts is very great, both in wool aDil corn 
OS well as in minerals. 

The eastern, north'^astem, and south-eastern districts of the 
oolony include a la^e extent of highly productive agricultural 
ooaatij. Mount Btuker, Qumerat£a, Btrathalbyn, and Mac- 
deafidd are the centres of farming operations. In a southern 
direction, Morphett Vale, Willunga, Noarlunga, and Tankalilla 
are also eminently prodnctive. The chief ports, berides Port 
Adelaide, are Port Lincoln, Fort Augusta, Port Wakefield, Port 
Onkaparinga, Port WUlnnga, Port Elliot, KlvoH Bay, tad 
Ouichen Bay. Between Port Elliot and the Ooolwa, or lower 
portion of Uie Murray, an excdlent tramway, seven miks in 
length, worked by hones, is in succeesfol operation. Along 
the southern coaat-line are several jettlee and wharves, but the 
principal jetty (as to length and cost, though not in im- 
Itortance; in the colony will be the new structure now being 
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encted at Glenetg, Btretcbing oat into Hold&st Baj, and on 
ttccount of which the snm lA £29,000 has been voted br tha 
L^katnni. 

On tracing the coarse of the Mntray npworda frcon Uie 
tea month to the Qreat Notth'Weet Bend, the settled dietiicta 
will be easily fonad, by drawing a Una north-west from the 
Bend to the head of Spencer's Oulf. Within the Umita 
bonnded by the Qulf, the Unrray, and the Une drawn, tho 
most important maicaatile and agricultural districts will be 
found. To the north and north-weet of the above line thA 
country is either nuezploied or occupied by sqaatten. To lAie 
east and eoutb of the Murray extending to Che Victorian cout- 
Una is a large extent of valuable country, ctilefly occupied by 
shcep-farmera and stockholderB, gec^^phicaUy and conunra<- 
daily more in connection vrith the Portland Bay District (rf 
Victoria than with other portions of South Australia. 

The principal port of the colony is Port; Adelaide, sometimea 
confounded by crtrongcrs with Adelaide, the capital. The 
port and metropolis ore, however, aboTe seven miies apart, but 
ore connected by the City and Foit Railway. Port Adelaide 
is a creek perfectly sheltered from the sea, and is accessible 
to vessels of fifteen or sixteen feet draught of water. The 
Port Town was designed by Colonel Gawler, the second 
governor and land commissioner, on Che shores of the central 
portion of the hoibour, and adjacent waters of the North Arm, 
covering an area, exclusive of public quays, government and 
pubhc reeervee, streets, squares, &c., &c., of 1124 acres; but 
the only put ag yet occupied and built upon Is that which fell 
to the share of the South Austialian Company, and at th» 
back of their property towards the " Old Port," a first lunHin g 
place used in the early days of the colony. The depth (n 
the harbour at this part being insufficient for large Tessels, 
measures ara in progress for deepening it. At the Ntvtb Arm 
the depth at low water spring tides is from eighteen to 
twenty-one feet; and we arc inibrmed that a company has 
recenUy been formed in London for the erection of wharves 
and worehousee at this port, to which a rood has recently been 
made by the government. A steam dredge is also at work 
upon the bar, and when this work is completed vessels of any 
tonnage will be able to enter in safety, and to load and onload 
in perfectly sCUl water, remaining afloat at all tinkea of tide. 
Wharves, warehouses, a patent slip, and every convenience 
for shippers exist at the port, which is being continually im- 
proved under direction of a Trust appointed by the L^islature, 
and Invested with ample funds for the purptse. Lines of rail 
are laid down from the principal wharves to the terminus of 
the City and Port Bailway. Tho local affairs of the Port are 
managed by a Mayor and Corporation.

For nil the great midn trunk Toads there is a board, called 
the Board of Main Boads ; this is formed ol chairmen (rf the 
IMstrict Conndls, It ia mpplied with fnnds by grants of 
money from the L^islatnre. The hnndrede and counties 
are diTisione of minor importance, chiefly serring for electoral 
pnrpoMe and the conTenient mapping out the laige territory 
forming the prorince. 

Of the main roads formed and thoroughly macadamiied, 
there are from Adelaide the following ; — Nine miles to Port 
Adelaide and the North Arm ; nine to the Bay and Brighton ; 
thirty sonth to Willanga ; twenty-four esat to Honnt Barker ; 
twenty^siz north to Qawler Town ; and thirty north-east to 
Gomeracha, by two routes. These lines, with the nmiawiT 
calvert8, dndct, and bridges, have been fbrmed at a yery heavy 
expense. Of the district road^ few have been constructed of 
any durability, excepting those suburban to Adelude, and 
streets of townships or Tillages. The long range of hills 
running from Willanga northward, for more than 100 miles, 
furnish excellent stone for metalling the roads ; while the 
soft IiDie.stone cnuting the plains, more or less near the 
surfKce, forme an excellent base for tJie harder metal. Abont 
twenty-three miles of streets and roads have been constructed 
within the bounds of the city. 



The Biver Mnrniy is Ihe great natural art«ry of southern and 
south-eastern Australia, draining portions of the three 
colonies of New South Wales, Victoria, and Soath Australia. 
Its outlet Is within the limits of the latter province, and 
its stream, from the mouth to Its point of intersection with 
the boundary, measnres 498 miles. Before entcriDg the South 
Australian territory the Murray flows through the colonies of 
Tictoria and Now Bouth Wales for more than 1,500 milea. 
The sea-mouth of the Murray is dangerous, owing to the 
shifting sands and the heavy ocean surf, but of late mauy 
TMsels have safely entered. The navigation of the Mnrtay 
commenced in August, 18S8, by the Lady Angnsta steamer, 
nnder the conuuand of C^)taiii Cadell, who proceeded aa

fiv u Smn. HOL Scientiflc mrreys and inveatigatioiia 
luve been made with a Tiew of aitcert^airig th« piactdca- 
bUity of rendering the Baa-numth safe for uavigatltHi ; and 
during (he year 1667 the paaaage haa been made with fa^eiahle 
legnlaiity. Uan; gteamers and haiigea «m now plying on its 
watens, and meichandiM from Adelaide 1b regularly carried as 
far aa Albuiy, a distance of 1,TG0 miles. It ahonld be undei<- 
stood, however, that this merchandise is carried into tl>e Urn- 
lay, not only by it« mouth, but by the Tramway from Port 
BUiot to the Goolwahereiabefore mentioned. As the sea-month 
of the Murray is situated within the bounds of Sonth Aus- 
tralia, this magni&osnt river, now proved to be navigable for 
nearly 2000 miles, is claimed by that colony as its own pecnliar 
poBsegBion; and it should be recorded to the honor of the South 
Anstralians tliat, by their sole energy and enterprise the aeveial 
fine steunbc«ts and barges have been placed upon its waters, 
for the ctMumon benefit of all three ctdonies, whenever tliey 
become sufficiently alive to its importance. Great disccmtertt 
having been expressed in Helbonme at the arrangement by 
which foreign produce, e^ecdally tobacco, was taken up the 



Into early in the year, by which the Bonth AnstroUan 
Custom-house officers collect duties on goods entering the 
river intended fbr consumption in New South Wales or 
Viotorla in accordance with the scale of dues imposed in tboss 
ixdimiee. The amount thus received is paid, in equri 
pnqwttiDns, to the Tre^suriee of those two colMiieS. Tliia 
arrangttnent seems to vrork well, and to have given satisfoo- 
tiou dp to the picaent time, but is liable, at any moment, to 
dlKnganiaation. 

A gnat pecnliarity of most Australian rivers is their losing 
themsdves in marshes oi reed-beds ; which is the case with 
two ot the prindpal Bouth Australian rivers, the TorrcDs and 
the Qawler. Bow of these rivers also, in the dry eeasim 
become in places strings of water-holes, connected by tiny rills 
of muning water. As already stated, however, the Biver 
Torrens affords e never failing supply of pure water to the 
citizens of Adelaide ; and oithough wellB have been sunk all 
over South Adelaide especially, its water is preferred to that of 
the wells, which are more or leas brackish. A full inquiry 
Into the extent and capabilities of the River Munay has been 
made by the Legislature of New South Wales, during the 
present year, 1858. 



Bouth Aoekalia has been long celebrated for its i. .. 

copper and lead mines. Among 'the former the untiouaded 
wMdtb of the Bum Bum Mine, about 9B miles to the nortt 
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-of Adelaide, is (rfworid-widefome. It is paiticulfttly noted fro 
its " chamber " of HaUchite (gn^een carbonate of coppei), and 
its lodea of red and grey oxides of copper. It ii in tlie hands 
of a oompanj; tbe stuuee bk wbich, oiiglnally £& each, have 
attained the price of £226, and ore now quoted at £150. 

The kftd minea of Qlen Osmond, ilreadr mentioned ei about 
4 milei to Hie eastirard of Adelaide, hars yielded a large Tetnnt 
of K^ma, (oie of the richeit ores of lead. 

There aio alio lome excellent copper and smelttiig worka 
wtabliahed in the colony ; about 20 miles south from the Burn 
mlnea, which hare fumiihed a sensible item to the exports. 

Qold mining to a small extent has also been carried on in 
the Hilly District, where the rivers Torrens and Onkaparinga 
take tbdr rise ; the gold diggings having first been opened 
at Ecbnnga near Mitchell's Flat, on the tribataries of the latter 
river. But the far mora abandaut yield of 1^ Tictoiion 
gold diggings disheartens this branch of enterpriie in Sonth 
Anstndia. 

SOIL, cxnuTE, *«. 

The climate of Boath Australia Is considered by those 
colonUta who have resided for a series of years there and in 
Tictoria, to be wanner and drier than that of the Utter colony. 
The soil varies considerably even in the same district. The 
generality of the soil in the wheat lands for miles around 
Adelaide and to the north of that city for a considerable 
distance, say 100 miles, is of a light sandy loam. For which 
leason, experienced agriculturalists begin to think serionsly 
.id»ODt the means of manuring theii arable lands. To th« 
providential ciccumstance of the plains in the neighbourhood 
of Adelaide especially being very lightly timbered, may in a 
great measnre be attributed its oarlj and rapid progress as an 
agricultural colony, 

PUBLIC WOEEB. 

No better test of the prepress of a country can bo fonnd than 
that supplied by the character of its Public Works, their mag- 
nitude, and the energy with which they are carried forward. 
In this respect the year 1357 has been signally distingulBhed. 
The year opened with the extension of the Northern Railway 
to S^bnry, and the omen thus exhibited on New year's Day 
has been amply verified since. On the first of June a farther 
portion of the line was opened for traffic as &r as Bmltbfleld i 
and on the 5th of October the whole line to Qawler, about 
25 miles from Adelaide, was completsd. The telsgiaph had 
anticipated the railway, and has been in uie between the 
metropcdis and Qawler since the 18th of April, 1S67. Paring 
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the Tear rapid proeresa has been made in the constractkin 
of we Intercolonial tine of telegraph, to coTwect Adelaide 
with Helboanie, Sydney and Hobatt Town. The firat wire 
irf that Use was affixed bj His EinelleQcySiiB. Q.MacDonneQ 
to the port In Qte csentre of Adelaide, on the dth of August, 
1B67 ; and on the 6th of Novembei following, 60 miles of the 
line was opened for nee. The present southern terminni 
of the line ia Qooiwa, near to the month of the Hnrray ; 
bat the contracts for the conEtmction of the Temalnjer 
of the line have been carried out with ta mnch vigour that it 
ia Dead; completed. While the extension of telegraphic 
coinmnnioBtion hae thus been In conrw of accomplishment in 
a Matherly direction, the extension of railways to the north 
has been a snbject of constant con^deration. 

The con-riction which is gaming groond, that out great 
lines of internal commnaication most be rulroada, and not 
macadamised roads, has tended in some degree b> restrict the 
operations of tlie Main Boad Board. Bnt sereral important 
woAs are In progi«ss under the superintendence of that body.; 
and dnring Uie year three snbetantial and el(«ant bridges 
bare been completed and brought into use. They are the 
HacDonnell Bridge, which spana the Torrens, on the north- 
eastern road, abont 6 miles from Adelude ; the Stanley Bridge, 
which is thrown over the Onkaparinga, at Qrunthal, on a 
branch of the aonth-eastem road ; and the bridge over the 
Ai^as, at Strathalbyn. Other bridges are in course of con- 
Btrnction in Tarions parts of the colony, and will soon be 
opened, very much to the fa(»litatlon <k communication be- 
tween the settled portions of the oountry. The most pleasing 
featme in conuexioD with these structarGfl is, that uiey are 
built with an evident intention that they shall be perman^it 
omamente to the localities in which they stand. Fiohtin^ by 
the eipeiience of the past, the engineers have provided against 
tiie contingencies which have proved &tal to so many Anv 
tralian bridges, and in de^rence to the tastes of the present 
day pains have tieen taken to secaie elegance and grace, as 
w<dl aa flrmness and stability. 

On the coast there are several important works in prt^rees. 
Among these we may name the deepeniiw ot the harbor at 
Fort Adehude, and the approaches to it; the erediou of light- 
houses at Cape Borda, on Kangaroo Island, and at Cape 
Korthombeiland; and theconetmctionof a Jetty at Glenelg. 
All these works are in piogresi, and will be completed at an 
early date.

The Actual founder of the colony, bo for at least aa Telatts 
to tlie faodameiit&l principle upon which it in couetitated, 
was Mi. Edw&rd Oibbon Wakefield, the cardinal point of 
whose theory wag, that hind without labor ia valneless, and 
that to ensure a conBtant Bapply of labor, the land most be 
Bold at a "anfficient price," the proceeda of the land sales being 
apiilied to the iatrodaction of laborers. On this principle 
Sonth Aoebralia was foaoded, this being the first of Her 
Majesty's colonies to which the Wakefield principle was 
applied. 

The discovery of AuatnOia has been effedtid by Domenma 
instalmentB, reckoning from the visita of the Dutch in the 
early part of the ITth century, down to the Buirey of St. Yin- 
cent's and Spencer's Qul& in the beginning of the present 
centnry. The eiploiationa of Stnrt, who in the year 1B80 de- 
scended the Biirer Mnnray, gave a new impnlae to the vaguo 
dreama of emigration which for some time previously had been 
rife in. England. At length the South Aoatralian Association 
obtained an Act authorising the settlement of the colony, but 
prohibiting the occupation of the land as a dependency of the 
British Crown until after £35,000 worth of land hod been sold, 
and X20,D00 bad been invested in QoTemmeut securities. The 
Commissionera appointed under Ihe Act adopt«d the expedient 
of issning preliminary land orders, 487 of which were iasned 
at £81 each, the holder of each order being entitled to select 
80 acres of country land and one acre of town land. Bo little 
faith, however, was reposed in the scheme, that the whole pro- 
ject would have failed had not two or three gentlemen agreed 
to take up the unsold shares at the reduced price of 12s. per 
acre. The diminution of price was effected by increasing the 
area of the preliminary sections ftom SO acree tol84. Incon- 
sequence of this increased indocement, the requisite amount 
of money waa raised, and the Commisaionera sent out Colonel 
Light to au^est the site for the capital. He arrived in August, 
1836, and i^ter examining Kepean Bay, Port Lincoln, and En- 
counter Bay, decided upon establishing the capital rfiere it 
now stands. Captain Hindmarsh. the first Governor, arrived 
at the close of the same year, and proclaimed the colony on 
the 23th of December. On bia departure he was succeeded by 
George Milner Stephen Esq. (colonial aecretaiy), as acting- 
goverikor. Hia successor, Colonel Oawler, arrived on the 12tb 
of October, 1888. Captain George Grey, the third Governor, 
arrived in the colony on the 10th of Uay, 1841 ; Major Kobe 
on the 14th October, 1845 ; Sir Uenry Young on the let of 
Au^t, 1848; who was succeeded by B. T. Finniss, Esq., as 
actmg-govemor; and Sir Richard UacDonnell, the pieeent 
Governor, on the 7th of June. 1866. 

During the twenty-one years that have el«(s«d itince the 
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cetabliahmeDt of the colony it hu pawed throogh many vlcb- 
Bitades. The early flies of the local paper* aie filled with 
homiliatiiig dlspntea between the ExecatlTe ofGcere of the 
OoTemment. private tqnabbles, and melancholy narrstioni of 
ofBoial incapacity. The short career of office of the tlfst 
two Govemore wbb churacterised by numerons inconyenienoBS 
resulting- from delayed earveys and wtisted time and capital. 
Colonel Gawler. t<r'obTiate the evils that he saw advancing, 
lannched out into a heavy axpenditare, vastly angmeoting the 
evils he had hoped to avert. To meet his liabilities he drew 
Ttpon the British Tieasoiy, and the Home Government dis- 
honored his bills. The result was a fearfnl panic and KU 
atmoBt universal bankruptcy. Captain Grey found upon 
assuming the leioa of Government, that whilst the revenue 
waa only iEBO.OOO, the expenditure was £160,000, exclusive of 
a debt of £80O,C0O. Adopting the most rigid measuies of 
economy, he reduced the expenditure of the Government 
within the luurow limits of the revenue just mentioned, and 
notwithstanding the check thus given to everything before 
the does of his adminlatcatloa, the province had so far pro- 
gressed In material prosperi^ and repntation, that the Home 
Govenuaent pud half the debt, and accepted colonial secnrities 
for the other half. The whole of this has since been liquidated. 
The discovery of the Burra mines toward the close of Captain 
Grey's administration opened up a new source of wealth to 
tike colony, hut the mining mania to which that discovery 
gave rise, resulted, on the other hand, in wide-spread embar- 
rassment. Still more recently, the discovery of the precious 
metals in the adjacent colonies, and particoiarly in Victoria, 
ezercised a marked inflnence upon the fortunes of South Aus- 
tralia. The gold-fields of Ballaarat and Mount Alexander 
drew away vast numbers of persons from the colony ; shep- 
herds, fumers, merchants, ttsders, profesdoual men, and 
Uboters goii^ in ever increasing multitudes, srane by ship, 
otheis by overland conveyances, and some on foot. The 
excitement of all classes amounted to a J^ar. The laboring 
classes in numerous instances sold eTecything they possessed, 
to Iralse the amount of their passage money to Vict<aiB ; for 
which purpose even cottage freeholds were conveyed to pur- 
chasers lor the pitiful sum of £6 1 whilst others, unable to 
dispose of their humble possessions, nailed up boards agunst 
their windows and doors, and left their homes to the mercy of 
the elements; which, after the a«l« of the thieves and house- 
breakers for the land of gold, was all the danger the owners 
had to dread. The Industrial operations of the colony wero 
brought to a standstill, the coin was leaving the colony, the 
bank resarves weie r^idly disappewrlng. The urgency of the 
CMS became so immiueut, that notwithstanding the almost 
snperstitious disinclination of the Government to interline witb 
tbe carTBncy, It was evident that some oztraordlnu]' step miut 
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ment ihat the Standing Orders of the House vera Boapeuded, 
•nds Bin e^»easlT fruned to meet the emeisenc; waa hairiedly 
carried tbroDgh aU iti Btages, and received the aasent (tf HisEz- 
oellencj, vho prwogned ine CouncU the Home day on which ha 
called it together. This extraordinary example of hsetv legis- 
Ution prodDCed the vrell-knowa " BuUion Act," by which the 
Oovernoi waa empowered to egtabUsh eji Aese^ Office, and to 
appoint an Assayer. who ahonld cast the gold into ingota, the 
umke beii^ at the uune time aathorieei to iseae notes 
agaioBt hullion, which might also be legally tendered inatead 
M coined gold. BimuItaneonBly with tbeee prompt measiiree 
aa overland e«cort waa established, which brought over from 
the Victorian gold Gelds the fruits of the aucceeefol mining 
opsratioua of the South Anstr^ian diggera to a veiy large 
amount, and the monetary system of the colony was thus 
preaerved from utter ruin. The Bullion Act waa loudly 
denonikced at the time by some who imagined they saw In 
it the secret agency by which the credit of the colony would 
be overturned ; but time verified the aonndnesa of the prlti- 
dplBB upon which that Act was baaed. At length Domerooa 
omigranW fo Victoria returned to the colony, the pureuita 
of copper and lead mining and agriculture were again 
taken up, and a steady career of prosperity has since been 
chronbled. Every year enlarges the area of land under culti- 
vation ; the wool exports are increaaing in a moat cheering 
manner, and the mineral resourcee show no signs of abate- 
ment. The pasaing of the New Constitution, by conferring 
Upon the Parliament the entire control of the Land Fund, 
enablee it at the same time to re^nlate the influx of immigra- 
tion according to the state of ^ labor market, and places it 
in poesesaion of ample means either for increasing the popula- 
tion or for Bui^lying re-prodnctive labor to the settlers already 

The esperlenoe of the paat encouragea the hope that a 
longcareerofexpandlngproaperityisbefare them. Thecommer- 
riialvlcissitndea that have afflicted the neighboring communi- 
ties have scarcely affected that. The discovery of large tracts 
of good land, moderately well watered, in parts of the Interior 
Which had too hastily been assumed to be arid and sterile, has 
opened the prospect of an indefinite extenaion to their paatoral 
occupations. The agriculturista have, aa a body, been enabled 
to secure that position of competence which results from the 
Dnencumbered possession of their farms and homeateada. 
Another bountiful harvest has added to their wealth, 
which from ita abundance is gladdening the hearts of all 
with the promise of cheap food. Attention la now keenly 
directed to the means available for turning to profitable ao- 
ment ; the second seven of OflBcial and a<m-Official, or NomluM 
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CODitt thoM Anits of Uw earth iritli which the British farmer 
is nnfamnur ; find the operalioas of diying trait and especiall; 
of making wine, are being T^omoBl? commeiiced in varioas 
^rta of the colony. Borne of these wines were sent to the 
PariH Exhibltlou, and were declared by the jndges superior to 
any sample shown of Rhenish wine ; and a demand for them 
has already ariaen in the English marliet — but the wines on 
which the greatest hopes are founded, have more the character 
of the Spanish, than the French or German, These are 
already bemg produced to a considerable extent, and are dls- 
pUcing second-class foreign wines. So great an impetoi has 
been given to this branch of indnstn-, by the sncceases of Uie 
past three years, that the breadth of fand occnpied by the vine 
will doubtlesB be doubled during 1858, Mining, once the sheet 
anctior of the colony, ban now many riyals in the work of 
coQtribntlng to the general prosperity ; bat the mining inter. 
ests were never in a more sound ajid flonrisbing condition 
than at the present moment, and await only a more adequate 
supply of labor to develop wealtii, as some sanguine colonists 
bdieve, not yet paralleled.

The poUtical adminiatratlon of South Australia iuoludes 
several phases. The province was at first governed exclnsiTely 
by the Governor and the Council of Goremment. Accordingto 
the Act by which the colony was founded, the province was to 
have had a Government embodying the representative princi- 
ple as soon as the population numbered 60,000 souls. This 
was reached about the year 1S49. But the disasters of the 
colony under Oovemois Hindmarsh and Gawler induced the 
Imperial aathoritieB to devise a new fbrm of Government prior 
to the aimounced period of representative institatioiis ; and on 
the 10th of October, 1848, clovemor Grey opened a new he^a- 
Utlve Council, condstlng of three official membeis and four 
non-ofScial members, with himself as President. None of the 
members were elected, but the change consisted in the addition 
of certain non-ofGcial members ; the former Council, though 
styled the "Council of Government," having had and exercised 
ample powers of legislation, by passing, amongst other neces- 
sary laws, the Act constituting the Supreme Court of the 
colony. Seven years afterwards the representative system was 
inaugurated by Sir H. Young, who, on the 20th of August, 
1861, opened the first South Australian LegUlature In whidt 
the represeDtative lolnDiple was admitted. That Ltgislature 
oonsisted of eight nominee and sixtMn leprwentatiTe mem- 
bers, the ramsMilon which woe observed till the close of that 
ifqiiae. Thus there were fluee periods of about sevm years 
each. ThefliBtsevrayeancm^stingofftpunlyOffldftiaOTem- 
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ment, with the principle of popular Tepreaentation incladed. 
The^faaTS now entered upon another phase of political develop- 
ment, the chanKteristlcfieatnrM of which aie that the Ii^B- 



Utnte if entirely elected by the people, and that the Execntire. 
ie reaponrible li^ its actions to tlie Legielatare. 

On (he 24Ui of October, 1866, the Boyal a«aeat to the New 
Coa«titation &ained b? the legislature of South Australia was 
received by the Oovemor, who proclaimed it the some day in 
the GuzetU. The chief features of this Constitution are — two 
Chambers, one of 86 and t}ie other of 18 members, all eltsc- 
tive ; five responsible Minigtei* requiring to be returned to 
Parliament aa the condition of holding ofQce. No property 
qnaliflcation for members of either house. Hembers of the 
Lower House returned by universal Buffrage ; members of the 
Upper House returned by persons possessing a nntill property 
in land, by leaseholders, and by all householdeis paying £25 
per annum rant. The qualifloitious thus enumerated result 
In the enfranchisement of about two-thirds of the community 
as electors for the Upper House. The duration of the Lower 
House is limited to three years ; the Upper House cannot be 
dissolved, bat one-tbird of its members retire every four years. 
The manner of voting is by ballot. All money bills are origi- 
nated in the Lower House. For the purposes of the Lower 
House the colony is divided into IT consti^enccs, but for (he 
Upper House the whole province forms but one electoral dis- 
trict, each person quallGed to vote being entitled to vote for 
(he full nuntber of 18 members. 

The General Election took place on the Sth of March, and 
the first Parliament elected under the °'^'°*'''C Constitntion 
was convened on the 22nd of April, 1857. The Legislative 
Council elected Mr. J. H. Fisher as President of that body, 
and the House of Assembly chose Mr. G. B. Kingston as 
Speaker. Since that time there have been several changes in 
the pfrionn/l of the House of Assembly, new elections having 
taken place to supply vacancies which have occurred In the 
districts of Barossa, Yatala, East Torrens, and Onkaparinga. 
These frequent re-dectione, although they keep alive a certain 
degree of political excitement, are generally regarded with 
disfavor, on account of the needless expense to which they 
put the country. With biennial Parliiunenta as the rule, 
it Is thought that gentlemen should not seek (be honor of a 
seat who are not able to retain it during the short term of the 
existence of the Parliament. 

The principle of Ministerial responsibilit?, for the first time 
introduced into the Constitntion, led (o the overthrow of 
three succeaaire admlnistratlonH at a comparatively early 
period of the SesBion. At (he inauguration of the New Con- 
stltottoD, the old occupants of (h« Traoavry benches ret^ned 
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tlidi EWti and their officM, vAth Mr. B. T. Finniss SB Premica. 

Early in August the FioniaH Uiuistiy were compelled to retire, 
baviug been defeated on almost everj qaeBtioD of importfuuw 
doling tbeir career at) responsible Minisl«is. His Bicelleocy 
then sent for Mr. John Baker, a memLer of the LegialatiTS 
Council, who associated with himaelf Messrs. Gmynne, Bagot, 
Hart, Blf th, and Mitne. Mr. Baker's Ministry was sworn in 
on the 21eA of Aogust. On the 25th of Augnst, the new Min- 
istry first appeared, aa such, before the L^slatuie, and were 
met, within an hour of taking their seats bj a no-confidence 
notice of mot'on, tabled hy Mr. Tocrenj, tl»e Treasurer in the 
pieceding Government. The hostile motion came on the very 
next day, and was carried by a majority of IT. Within 24 
hours the Baker Ministry was at an end, and Mr. Tonens, the 
mover of the fatal resolntion, was empowered to form an Ad- 
ministration. On tlie 1st of September Mr. Torrene's new 
Qovomment was sworn in, tlie gentlemen composing it being 
Messrs. Toneni, Andrews, Hogbes, and MacDermott in the 
Lower House, and Mr. Davenport in the Upper hoiue. Mr. 
Torrens made a more eaccessfut MHi than did Mi. Baker, but 
he mismanaged his position, and was overthrown Sept^ber 
22, on a motion by Mr. Hanson, affirming that Mr. Toirens's 
Govemment. by repealing certain Crown lands regulations by 
proclamation, instead of by enactment, had act^din an "illegal 
and unwarrantable " manner. The aSfUkiled Miniateia made a 
desperate defence, and as they contrived to make many believs 
that tbeir act, if illegal, was justified on grounds of pnblic ne- 
cessity, their OTertbrow was only effected by a majority of 
three votes. A few days afterwords the now existing Ministry 
was gaietted, consisting of the following gentlemen :— Mr. 
Younghusband, Chief Secretary ; Mr. Hanson, Attomey-GleiiB- 
rel; Mr. Hart, Treasurer; Mr. Beyiiolds, Commissioner of 
Public Works; Mr. Button, Commlisioner of Crown Lands 
and Immigration. Mr. Younghusband is a member of the 
Upper Bouse; the other Ministers are in the Lower House. 
This Cabinet poasosaes elements of stability of which its pre- 
decessors were destitute, and bas commanded a large minority 
in the House on all important occa^ns. 



POPVLATIOIF Airs STATISTICS. 

No census of the population has been taken since the 81st 
of March, 1865, so Uiat all att«mpte to Mtimate the number of 
the people made since that time, being founded on imperfect 
data, must neceasarily be to some extent hypothetical. But 
U they have official statistics of the princi)^ elements of in- 
crease we may calculate with a tolerable d^p'ee of accuracy 
the number of inhabitants in the provinoe at any given time. 

Starting fiom the last census, we find that t^e population 
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on the Slst of Huch, 1856, unuibned 86,821. Tbe excem 
tl biftbs over deaths darins the nine months incladed 
between the lit of April and tbe Slst of December, 1865, 
amounted to 1,711. The legiiteTed Uithe in 1866 were 
4,4Se, and detttha 1,147, leavtng uk exoees of biitlu of 
8,841. 

The popnlation of the colony, In tbe eaily part of 1858, 
was nippMcd to amonut to 109,917 boqIb, comprising 56,785 
malee, and 54,182 females. Tlie births for the year 1857, 
amounted to 2,640 males, and 2,543 femalce, together 5,188 ; 
the mturisgea to 1,218 ; and the deaths to 1.804, namely, 728 
males, and 5T6 females. The number of vessels arrived for 
the year was. 414, of an aggregate burtien of 106,810 tons. 
By these were conveyed to the colony 6,886 m^ adults, 
2,150 female adults, uid 1,651 children, making a total of 
9,086 souls. The vessels departing ftom the colony, for the 
year, were 404 ; conveying away 1,854 male adnlte, 1,018 
fionale adults, 578 children, being a total of 8,440. The nnm- 



fem^ea. The estimated value of imports for the year, was 
£1,628,052 5b. Of these the re-exports amoonted to £214,888, 
leaving a lialance of imports consumed In the colony of 
£1,4C0,664 6e. The eiporta, tlie produce of the colony, 
amounted to £1,774,184, which adaed to the imports re- 
exported made the total estimatedralue of exports, £1,066,572. 
The revenue for the year amounted to £726,825 IBs. 2d., 
consisting of~generai revenue, £451,626 Ids. 2d.; and loans 
for public works, £274,800. The expenditure amounted to 
£664,866 Is. Sd.— being £480,284 14b. for general purposes; 
and £184,181 Ts. 8d. for public works. The gold licences for 
the year amounted to 272, for which the sum of £186 was 
received. The stock in the colony at tlie end of the yew 
consisted of, 2,075,806 she«i and lambs, 810,400 cattle, 26,220

T.jtw w SALES. 

The land sold by auction and private contract during the 
year 1857, amounted to 177,818 acres, leoliaing the sum of 
£216,076 &. The auction sales amounted to 120,892 acres, 
irtilch mdised an average price of £1 68. per acre ; and the 
^vate sales, to 87,826 acres, averagii^ £1 Os. 4d. per acre. 
The quantity of land under cultivation was 286,966 acres, 
of which 176,866 acres were cultivated for wheat 
' All Crown lands In the colony of South Australia, except 
such reserves as may be made by the Government for pubUo 
purposes, are open to purchase at the upset price of £1 per acre 
fiircoontry sections. All Crown loads are submitted, in the 
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fimt liutanoe, b; public auction, but lota that paw tlkc haUuner 
without a ludding may aftorwarda be selected privatelj at 
the upset price- 
It may hare be observed, that daring the first two jeBTS 
after tbe eetabliBhment of the colour, ^^ lAnd SaJea were 
conducted on a different principle. The first purchiuen of 
land, to nhom the colony was indebted for it8 very existence, 
as already stated, were called "preliimnary " laiid holders. 
And, as tiiey had purchased in London, of course, before the 
first settlecs had landed, or surreys had connnenced, it became 
necessary to hit upon some expedient for detennining t^e 
priority of choice of tlie land, or " preliminary section," as It 
was termed, of each purchaser. Those sections consisted of 
184 acres of Country Lands; for which the purchaser paid 
only the sum of £^0, being at the rate of about 12s. per acre ; 
the difference in price haying been allowed to them as a 
boon ; with the addition of one acn in the City of Adelaide. 
As soon OB a few thousand acres in excess of tbe demand had 
been surveyed and mapped out into sections of 134 acres and 
duly numbered, a general meeting of the " preliminary land- 
holders," or their agents, was officially called, to draw lota fbr 
the order of choice; and shortly afterwards another meeting 
was held for these " preliminary " purchasers to mark off upon 
the maps the sections they had selected. 

The result of this priority of selectiori was to confer small 
fortanee upon the Inck; possessors of the sections imme- 
diately surrounding the City of Adelaide ; who eventually 
snbdivided them into the suburban townships or villages 
already mentioned. After these preliminary purchasers bad 
become satisfied, the settions were again maiknl ofF upon the 
ground, and on the maps, into blocks of 80 acres ; wbich was 
the size (with few exceptions) of all fature sections. " latad 
oiders " were afterwards sold in London, authorising the 
holder to select 80 acres of land upon payment of £80 ; and 
being numbered consecntively, they took priority of choice 
accordingly, and formed, in consequence, a source of profit to 
those who retained them for any length of time ; when they 
were eagerly bought by parties anxious to secure favourite spots, 
or locahties valuable for their mineral prospects. 

Several well-known copper and lead mines were in this 
manner purchased or selected by t^e fortunate proprietors. 
And it may be observed that the purchase of land orders in 
ZiOudon operated as a valuable mode for transmitting capital 
to the colmty, and at the same time became a fund in England 
immediately applicable to the purposes of emigration. 

In the colony the system of applying for surveyed sections 
by tender was adopted ; viz. : sending a written application for 
any specified section of land, at the same time paying into the 
treasury ten per cent, on the purchase money of £1 per acre, 
and ths bal&uce within a month after receiving the official 
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notiflutliin of acceptance ; whioh Rystem wu attended tiith 
Hie happiest icBults, aa it hod the effect of rapidly Btaddins the 
face of the country with small thriring farms, cuKivated by 
the irorking man, whoee toil was Bweeteoed by the reflec- 
tion that he vaa laboring solely for the benefit of him golf 
and his ohiidren. 

To thia cause ig mainly attributalile the praeent proapemy 
of South Australia, which as a wheat growing country baa been 
able to hold its way. aotwithstandii^ the allurements of gold- 
digging in the colonies immediately adjoining ; and there can 
be little doubt but that the flour of Adelaide secures for that 
colony a larger ahue of Victorian gold dust than any other 
^ngle natural production. 

HosnctriTiiBE. 

During the first few yeare of a colony, gardening must 
neceasai^y partake ot a utilitarian character ; thus fifteen 
years elajaed before South Australia bad collected more than 
1000 different species of plants, and these were chiefly Buoh as 
are valuable in agriculture, for domestic use. or as fruit. But 
during the last seven years a great change has occurred; impo - 
tatione from England and ekewhere have been numerous and 
costly, and these have furnished the country with all the best 
&uiCa adapted to the climate, many of which were wanting, and 
^so some of the choicer shrubs, timber trees, and floweis. 
80 that rapid progreas Is now being made in improving the 
towns, villas, and homesteads, by planting parks, public squares, 
streets, and gardens, with ornamental and useful trees and 
plants. This may be said to be especially the case in and 
around Adelaide, where the luxuriance of the soil is not to 
be Buipsased, and rarely equalled, by that of kdj other part 
of Australia. There and in the gardens within tour or five 
miles may be found, growing in vigor and beauty, most of 
the favorites of Buiope, the climate of the southern portion 
of which resembles much that of Adelidde. It is true tiiat 
the Spanish and boise chesnuts, walnut, the plane tree, and 
many others, here become stunted by the heat and drought of 
the long, rainless summer ; nor, except in the hilly distrixis, 
do the succolent vegetables, or the bush fruit, thrive well ; 
but no place in the world seems better adapted to the 
growth of stone-fruit, the apple tribe, rosea, oleanders, pinks, 
geraniums, oranges, loquat^, melons, and most of those 
highly ornamental prod&ctions called in England, graen- 
house shrubs. This impetus to horticulture has been much 
assisted by the establishment, about three years ego, of a 
botanic garden, supported by Oovemmeut, and conducted by 
Ur. Q. W Francis, F.H.S., a weU known botanUt. This 
garden consists of about twenty acres of ground, situated close 
to tlie oity ; It is laid out with much taste opoD a plan 
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both ideiitlflc and oTnamantal. It haa kLready been the 
means of iutrodncing mnch that it was verj ae^rabk to 
procnia ; while from the public interest it has excited, and 
the nnmber of pergonB who attend dally for amueemeut oi 
InBtraction, it is evidently creating a iaate for ornamental 
hurticultare, and it is to be hoped will be the means 
of Htill moie rapid advancement. The native T^etable 
productions ace of a pecnliar character: there are no Buccnlent 
plants of tha oatuie of the cactua or euphecbia ; few fema and 
few bnlbona roots, nor is there much variety in the foliage of 
the treea. The ubiquitous gum-treei (eucal^lwi), the curious 
grass-tree (xoHlhoTvhcea), and the sombra ahe-oak {eamariHa), 
abound here as in the other Austialian colonies. Not- 
withstanding this sameaees of tJae treee, yet the hills and 
valleys are In the season of winter and spring surpassingly 
beauti^ with the lovely heaths and shrubs. The different 
species c^ tpacril, pimalia, tetTaeheea,jmlte>iaii,Daviaiia,IHllKynia, 
valUtMx, and many others are of surprisiog dchnesa of color 
and delicacy of form ; while many Tahetiee of the beautiful 
wattle or acacia add a rich sweetness of odor, and combined 
with the above and the graceful caUitrit (native pine), the no 
less graceful exoearjmt (native cherry, which bears its stone 
outside the fruit), and the ttaamu {or native peach), com- 
pensate for, and in a great d^iee conceal, the uniformity 
of the laiger trees, without detracting from their grandeur 
and magnificent proportions. The native plante, in an 
indnstrial and commercial point of view, have scarcely been 
examined, yet it is well known that the bark of the common 
wattle or acacia is excellent for tftnning, and is alone used in 
the colony for that purpose. Many of the watUee eject a 
strong clear gum like that produced by the cherry-tree. The 
gum-tiees yield a rpsin like kino or lac, and the grass-tree is 
often abundantly covered with a similar material. A patent 
has, moreover, been lat^y taken out for the making of paper 
from a kind of rush, which is found in abundance.

The Qovemment system of education now In operation 
was commenced in 1S62, in pursuance of an Act of the Legis- 
lature passed duringthe previous year. It comprises a Central 
Board of Education, having seven members and a secre- 
tary, in connexion with which are two inspectors of schooU. 

The present members of ttie board are Messrs. W. C. Belt 
(chairman); MarehoJl McDennott, M.P.; William Oosse ; J.C. 
Paisley, A.M. ; Arthur Hardy ; Samuel Davenport, M.P. ; and 
R. B. Andrews, M.P. ; Secretary, E. W. Wickes; Inspectors, 
William Wyatt and H. E. Smith. 

TeacheiB, approved after examination or the production of 
a S 
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latisbctory testimonitdfi. are lioawed by the board to teach in 
ipeciGed localities, and Use fsee tbey receiTe from the poMUts 
or ^ardiang of their pupils are supplemented by sdpeada, 
payable quarterly, varying &oin £*li to £100 per annum. 
according to the qualifications poBsewed, and the number of 
pupils taught ; the schools being inspected at least three timeB 
during the year. 

The coane of ingtruction at present i«guired fn»n Uoensed 
teachers must, at the least, comprise reading, writing, aiHh- 
metic, with therudimeuta of English giommar, and geogmpby ; 
but the board ore earnestly desirous that the usual coune, 
'Whenever possible, shall be made to include English grammar 



ing and mensuration : singing also, when practicable, is recom- 
mended. In German schools the teaching of this Bngliah 
language is indispensable. 

The Sciiptarea are read daily in the schools, bat no Instruc- 
tion of a denominational charaoter is allowed to be given 
daring school hours. 

In connexion with the Central Board of Edncotlon is a 
depSt, fiom which licensed teachers are supplied with school 
books at cost prices. 

District Councils are authorised to act as District Boards of 
Education in subordination to the Central Board ; and district 
Echool-honsee, including teachers' residences, ore erected on the 
approval of the project by the board, wherever the reaidenta 
locally interested, raise by subscription an amount equal to one 
half of the cost of the bnilding, the board, being authorised by 
the Education Act, furnish the remaining half. 

The number of schools in connexion with the Edu- 
cation Board, the pupils attending Uiem, and their cost to 
the government have been as under :—

with the Education Board, are estimated at about two-fifths of 
the aggregate number under instruction, which gives an 
approximate total amount of about 12,500 at school, or 1 for 
every 8i of the population. 

The Collegiate School of St. Peter is nnder the masteishjp of 
the Rev. O. H. Fan, A J*., and three or fonr asMstant masters: 
and there are several other establishments where the classics and 
mathematics and some of the modem languages are taught. 
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NotwithgtaudiDg the number of religiooa denominatiouB 
that exist in Soatb Australia, each of which is actively 
engaged in diffusing its own views of doctrine and dlscipUne, 
jet nowhere does there eiist greater unanimity of feeling or 
more cordial co-operation in all that concerns the commoa 
weal and the best and highest int«iestB of society. 

Nowhere perhaps baa the volne of the voluntary syBtem in 
religion been more tboTougbly tested, or Its efficiency in the 
promotion of " peace and goodwill " ojnong rival secte been 
more completely demonstrated.

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NEW SOUTH WALES. 



TosrnoK ABU sauviusiES. 

The colony of New South Wales (so named by Capt. pook 
from its faacifd resemblance to the South Wales of the mother 
country) occupies the eastern side of the contiaent of Australia. 
On the east it is bounded by the Pacific Ocean, from whence 
it BtretchsB into the interior as far as the line of the 14. st 
meridian, which divides it from South Australia. The line of 
the 26th parallel is its northern frontier, but it is proposed 
to form a separate colony of the northern portion, now known 
as the Moreton Bay District, with the 30th parallel as its 
souUiem limit. The southern boundary is a line drawn from 
Cape Howeto the Biver Murray, near Mount KoBciusko. which 
separates it from Victoria, and thence along the course of 
the river to the meridian of 141° E. The area embraced 
within its limits is upwards of 400,000 square miles, form- 
ing a compact mass of territory. Along its maritime frontier, 
between the 26th parallel and Cape Howe, a range of about 
900 miles, there are many inlets forming safe and excellent 
harbors, the entrances to whii^h are mostly narrow, and only 
visible when a vessel nears the land. 

SEA80HS Unt CLDUTE. 

The climate of New South Wales, particularly in the inland 
districts, is highly salubrious, although the heat in summer is 
Bometiiues excessiTe. The seasons are the opposite of those in 
England, -lanuary being the middle of summer, and July of 
winter. Spring and autumn are brief, but well defined, and 
the winter is of a bracing coolness. During the summer mouths 
hot winds occasionally blow from the north-west, and probably 
derive their heat from the immense tract of country which 
they traverse. They seldom continue more than twelve 
hours and are generally succeeded by a southerly gale, which 
seldom lasts longer than half an honr and ia followed by heavy 
showers of rain. In the autumn months the weather is 
generally unsettled, and the month of March may be considered 
the rainy season. The land breezes at this time are usually 
from south to west, and somewhat feeble. During the winter 
months the mornings and evenings are chilly, and the nights 
cold; hoar frosts are frequent and are more Severe in the 
interior. In the spring months the cold begins very sensibly 
to moderate, with occasional showers ; but the weather upon 
the whole, is clear and pleasant. 
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HUTCOtT. 

The settlements of tbe BritiBh on the extern caaet of New 
Holland moet be traced to tbe Eeparatioa of the Nortli 
American Provinces from the mother couatiy. In the reign 
of Elizabeth, it fias decreed that banishmeat should be uia 
puniabmeiit of rogaeg and y^abonds; and in 1619, duriDi:; 
the reign of James T., the system of transportation was com- 
menced, prisonerB being tdlowed to transport themselves to 
America at their own eipense. In the reign of George I., 
parliamentarj' enactment regulated the system, frhich was 
declared to have been beset with manj abuses, defeating the 
eods of justice, and on the other hand, inflicting great craelty 
on the convicts themselves- But, tindet the new law, far 
greater abuses sprang up. A piactice of contract was adopted 
for disposing of the criminals, who were. In foot, sold as sUvss 
at the average rate of f 20 per head, the number transported 
being about two thousand per annum. On tbe Separation of 
the United States from England, this inhuman system ceased ; 
but, as the home prisons became crowded, transportation to 
th« west coast of Africa was tried. It was soon, however, 
abandoned. Captain Cook retnming about this time from his 
voyage in the southern hemisphere, and describing in glowing 
terms that part of Terra Auatralis which he had discovered 
and named New South Wales, it was resolved to form a pen^ 
settlement at Botany Bay. 

On the 13th of May, 1787, a fleet of eleven sail, comprising 
H. M. frigate Syriiu, an armed tender, three store ships and 
six transports, sailed from England ; and, having touched for 
supplies and stock at TenerifFe, Rio de Janeiro and the Cape 
of Good Hope, anchored in Botany Bay, daring the 18th, 19th, 
and 20th January, 1788. Captain Arthur Phillip, R.N., was tbe 
appointed Governor of the new colony, and he immediately 
found that Botany Bay was not suitable for the purposes 
designed. He accordingly proceeded on a boat expediuon ; 
and. examining an inlet marked as a boat harhoi in Captain 
Cook's chart, and called Port Jackson, entered between the 
lofty heads, and discovered one of the finest harbors In the 
world. Thither the fleet was directly shared, and on the 
memorable 26th of January, 1788, the Brttish ensign was 
hoisted on the silent and solitary shores of Sydney Cove, now 
the capital of a country whose wonderful natural products 
and industrial enterprise mast, to use the expressive language 
of one of her chief historians and statesmen, William Charles 
Wentworth, " be speedily precipitated into a nation." The 
little colony so established consisted of 1,080 individuals : 
it now numbers S10,O00 souls. Its stock consisted of one hull, 
foar oowa, one stallion, three mares, and three colta. Accord- 
ing to the latest official returns, the live Stock of the colony 
then numbered:— Horses, lt>8,929; homed cattle, 2,028,418; 
sheep, 7,786,828 ; pigs, 106,998. 
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Dnring the first two years the progrees of the colon/ waa 
retarded \ij incredible difficulties, which nothing but 
eitraordicarj patience and perseverance on the part of the 
residanta, and the moral and phyalcal courage of Governor 
Phillip, conld have withstood. In 1T90, however, the arrival 
oof the second fleet changed the aspect of affaiiB, and the 
colonists began to look forward with hope. 

At the latter end of 1792, Governor Phillip embarked for 
England. The government was then succeaBively adminiB- 
tered by Captains Groae and Faterson until the 7th August, 
1795, when Captain HuniCT, R.N., arrived in Sydney, and 
assumed the administration of affairs. Hia government 
lasted five years ; and the accession of a regiment for the 
colony, called the New South WaleS Corps (afterwards the 
102nd Regt.), and the arrival of capitalists and other free 
settlers from England, imparted new iocentivcis to industry, 
and an improved tone to society. Captain Hunter was suc- 
ceeded by Captain King, who hod many vexatious difficulties 
and determined opponents to contend with. One anecdote, 
illustrative of the state of things under his rule, may he men- 
tioned here. He bad preferred charges against a gentleman 
in the colony, and prepared despatches to be forwarded to the 
Secretary of State. The officer who had charge of them 
incautiously mentioned the circumstBcce to some friends of 
the gentlemau in question ; and when he arrived in Downing- 
street, the despatch box was found to contain only abundleof 
newspapers, the lock having been picked and the papers 
abstracted. Captain Bligh, who had acquired an unenviable 
notoriety by his treatment of Christian and his comrades in 
H.M.S. Bounty, when sent to convey the bread fruit from the 
South Sea Islands to the West Indies, succeeded Capt. King. 
Placed in arbitrary power, the iron rule of this officer was 
resisted by the colonists, and after a short reign of eighteen 
months, he was deposed by the officers and men of the New 
South Wales Corps ; and the government was saccessivdy 
administered by Lieat«nantColonelB Johnstone and Foveanx, 
and Colonel Patterson, from the 26th January, 1B08, to the 
28th December, 1809, when Lieufenant-Colonel, afterwards 
Major-General, Macqnariu arrived, and assumed the reins of 
government, the New South Wales Corps being ordered home. 
This Governor's away waa exercised for twelve years, during 
which period great progress was made. Population, both free 
and bond, incrrased ; pnblio buildings wei« erected at the 
expense of the British Government ; roads were constructed 
by convict labor, and government farms established. One of the 
most valuable labors which the annals of the colony of this 
period present was the exploration of the Bathurst country. 
The principal mountain range in the colony, named the Blue 
Mountains, had never been passed by a white man. Of an 
elevation, nearly perpendicular, of from 8000 to 6000 feet, they 
i2 
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Beenied to defy all conunniiicatioii with the interior. Their 
mmmitB were deemed Inaccesaible, and even the aboriginM 
declared them to be impagsable. Howerer, in 1813, a Bevere 
drouebt compelled an aiduoos search for new pasturage ; and 
a pass wBfl at last found by Messrs. Wentworth, Blailand, and 
Lbwbod, by following the conree of the Rivec Grose, and a road 
was soon commenced and completed. 

Governor Macquarie was relieved in December, 1821,^d 
was succeeded by Major-General Sir Thomas Brisbane, K.C.B., 
durinz whose adminiBtration the liberty of the press was 
established, the right to pnbliah being previously prohibited 
BiceDt by direct license from the governor. He remained 
in office nntU the latter end of 1826, when he wsa 
succeeded by Lieutenant-Geoeral UarUng, whose adminis- 
tration extended to October, 1831. It was surrounded with 
many serious difficulties and embarrassments : some, perhaps, 
attributable to the many unpopular proceedings of his own, 
and others to the violence of faction. His succeaaor, Sit 
Richard liourke, was a far more popular governor; but the 
Teied question of convict discipline, and the vehement oppo- 
lation of the ftee colonists to the conferring political and social 
rights upon the emancipists, still embarrassed the proceedings 
of the government, and the fierceness of partiianship oon- 
trasted strongly with those beneficent and vriae meaanres 
which are recorded on tha pedestal of the statue of Sir 
Richard, which the grateful colonists erected in the Outer 
Domain, by subscription, after his departure. 

8ir Richard Bonrke, alter sii years' adramistration of the 
Government, embarked on the 5th of December, 1837, for 
England and on the 23rd of February, 1638, Sir George Gippa 
arrived in Sydney and assumed the reins of Government. One 
of hie first acta was to throw open the proceedings of the 
Legislative Council to the public and the prcBS. The 
year 1888 was disastrous to the colony, whether as regarded 
m iU commercial, agricultural or pastoral enterprise ; and in 
November a day of general fasting and humOiation was 
appointed io be held throughout the territory, severely suffer- 
ing from a long protracted drought. 

On the 7tb of January. 1889. the minimnm price of Crown 
Land WM raised from 5e. to 12s. pec acre ; and on the 22nd 
of March 1839, an act for regulaUng the occupation of Grovm 
Lands, known as the Squatting Act, was passed m an extraor- 
dinary seasif>n of the Nominee Legislature. Both measures 
materiaUy affected the sales of Unds. The amount reahsed in 
1837 was £118,475; in 1889, £92,968; and a downward ten- 
dency of a more considerable character was evinced for some 
years On the 20th of October. Sir George Gipps announced 
to the Legislative Council the determination of Her M^esty's 
Government to discontinue transportation to New South 
Wales ■ and on the 20th of November, 1839, His ExceUent? 
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wmonticed, that for all pnrpoBes connected with the dUposal 
of Crowti land the colony was Ifl be divided into three districta, 
Tia., the northern, the middle (or Sydney), and the southern 
(or Port Phillip). A new system of land tales was eatablished, 
the price In the northern and middle districts remaining at 
12b. per acre, and in Iho southern heing fixed at one pound, 

Early in 1841, a. great public meeting was held in Sydney, 
for the pnipose of adopting petitions to the Queen and British 
Parliament, praying for a concession to the colony of the 
boon of a Repreaentative Legislature. 

In July, 1811, the fifth census of the popnlatlon was taken. 
The result was:— males, 87,298; femaleB, 43,668; total, 
180.866. 

In 1842, two most important measures came into operation; 
the first was the incorporation of the cities of Sydney and 
Melbourne, in both of which the municipal elections were 
conducted with great spirit. The second was the Crown Land 
^lee Act, 6 and 6 Vict., c. 86, under which Mr. C)ill«rt 
Wakefield's gygt«m of Bounty Emigration was brought into 
force. The upset price of land waa flied at £1 per acre, and 
one half of the proceeds of all load sales was appropriated 
to immigration purposes . 

The year la4<t marks an important era in the political 
history of New South Wales. On the first of January, Sir 
George Gippa received a despatch from the Colonial Hiuister, 
enclosing the Constitutional Act, 5 and 6 Vict., c. T6. by 
which further provision for the government of the Australian 
possessions waa made. By this act a Legislative Council was 
constituted, partly elective, partly non-clactive ; electoral 
districts were constituted, and on the whole a liberal measure 
of self.govemment waa conceded to the colonists. This act 
was proclaimed on the 5th, and took effect from that day; 
and Uie general election took place in June. In August the 
Council met for the despatch of business. Mr. Alexander 
McLeay was elected Speaker, and Sir Oeorge Gipps opened the 
lasdou in peraon. The monetary confusion of the col<my, 
arising from excessive speculationa and other (causes, was 
puticnlarly adverted to in Uia Excellency's speech; and on 
tbs 2Brd of the same month, Mr. Kichard Windeyer moved the 
tqipolntment of a select committee t<i consider the me.aDS of 
staying the fuitber evil consequences to be apprehended from 
the monetary confusion lately and still prevalent in the 
colony. The financial and commercial position of N'ew South 
Wales was a most critical one. A great depreciation in the 
Talne of every kind of property had taken ptace. The sudden 
cessation of traneportation, and the consequent diminution of 
Qovemment expenditure ; the introduction, on a la^e scale, 
of the bounty system of immigration, to meet the expenses of 
which the local government draw out their deposits from the 
gjiduey banks almost as rapidly as they had lodged them ; 
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the consequent neceealt; on Uie part of tha banica to legtrict 
tiieir discoants as snddeDly; Hie fall ia vool fifty per cent, 
below its former prices ; the deEtniction of the crops hj two 
yeani' drought — these were the most prominent among tfao 
causes of the emtArrasament of the colony. Painful dis- 
closnres in reapect to the mismanagement of the Bank of 
Aastralia, and certain malpractices oo the part of some of the 
chief ofSi.-ers of the Sydney Banking Company, tended to 
increase the panic and monetary confusion. The value of 
cattle and sheep was so depressed, that the conversion of them 
into tallow was generally determined upon by the grazien ; 
and " boiling down " operations were hegun on a iargc scale. 

This manufacture, begun in despair, was carried out to a 
great extent in succeeding jeara. The export of tallow, which 
?D 184S was 5,680 cwt., amounted, in 1860, to 128,000 cwt. 
The iniport«tJon of tallow candles between those years, was at 
the rate of £20,000 per annum ; but the establishment of 
extensiTR candle manu&ctories during the last few years, in 
all parts of the colony, has prevented the continuance of a large 
export of tallow, and during the past year no more than 
22,298 cwt, was shipped. 

The first session of the L^islative Council ended on the 
28th of Decemlwr. The panic that had overtaken the colony 
created much discussion and alarm. To the question, " To 
what do you attribute the present monetary emWrassment of 
the colony?" the reply of the gentlemen connected with the 
committee which had been appointed, may be summed up in 
a very few words ; '■ The immense abstraction of the public 
moneys of the colony to pay for the tranamisgjon of labor for 
private purposes." Further discussions on this subject soon 
aftemarda arose both in Sydney and in England, in reference 
to the abstraction of the colonial land funds for immigration 
purposes, I'he nndei-Secretary of Stat« for the colonies, Hr. 
Herman Merivale, when occupying the chair of Political 
Economy at Oxford, propounded hie Land Preparation Theory, 
which, it must be remarked, had been frequently brought 
before the colonists, with equal ability, by Dr. Bland, in 
speeches made by him in the Locative Council. 

On the 2ad of April, 1844, Sir Qeoige Oipps issued a new 
oode of regulations relative to the occupation of Crown lands 
beyond the boundarieii of present location. The squatting in- 
terests took the alarm, anda strong Rgitatlon was raised through, 
out eyery district of the colony, both within and without the 
boundaries. The "Pastoral Association of Ilew South Wales" 
was formed, and meetings held in various parts of the colony. 
Nineteen petitions, hearing 6,fiOO signatures, of gentlemen 
largely connected with the pastoral, commerci^ and maritime 
interests, were presented to the Conncil, and transmitted to 
England for presentation to Her M^eaty and Parliament. 

On the 20th of June, the select committee presented their 
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leport, together with a volnmiiiouB maw of evideDCe, to the 

Colonial Legislature. After an elaboiate examination of each 
o( the grievances to which the evidetice referred, the committee 
prefaced their recommendations by advising that an address 
bo presented to the Governor, requeating that the Pastoral 
Eeguiations of the 2nd of April be recalled, because they were 
in the opiniou, of ever; witnesf! impracticable in principle, and 
oppiewive and rainous in detail. 

At the commencement of 1846, the Bank of Australasia 
baring entered an action against the Bank of Australia for 
the recovery of £160,000 borrowed money, the trial com- 
menced before the Supreme Cnurt, Sydney, and ended on 
the 8th of April, when the jury not agreeing, no verdict 
was returned. Id June, the Court at the request of 
both parties, granted a trial at bar. which lasted 20 days. 
The jury found a special verdict, which atill left the case 
in a doubtful position. The plaintiBii appealed to the Frivj 
Council, and finally, judgment was given againat the Bank 
of Australia. To the credit of New South Wales, it is to 
be recorded, that the whole of the debt, together witli interest, 
oosta, and various heavy expenses, was paid by the shareholders 
of the latter ill-fated institution, whose mismanagement had 
involved many of the oldest and moat respectable colonists in 

In July, Sir Oeoige Qipps issued a new code of Squatting 
B^fulations, greatly modifying the unpopular code of 1844. 

In December. His Excellency received a despatch from Lord 
Stanley, directing him, with the assistance of the Eiecntivo 
Council to t^e evidence and report upon :— 1. The advantages 
and disadvantages of the proposed Separation of the Middle 
^ydney) and Southern (Port Phillip) Districts of New South 
Wales. 2. The moat eligible boundaries of the colony of Port 
Phillip in the event of Separation being conceded, 3. The 
form of Constitution for Fort Phillip, which the Executivs 
Council and the members for Fort Phillip and Melbourne may 
recommend. The desired inquiry was accordingly b^un, and 
Dr.. now Sir Charles Nicholson, Mr. J. P. Bobinson, Mr. 
Thomas Walker, the Rev. Dr, Lang, and other gentlemen 
interested in the question, were examined. 

Separation having been conceded, it ia now uaelesa to tiacia 
the rise, progress, and ultimate success of one of the most 
important movements in the history of British colonisation, 
and which erected the dependent district of Fort Phillip into a 
separate colony, honored by the Queen designating it Victoria. 
Sir Qeorge Qippa, who had firmly opposed the plan of " Finan- 
cial Division" when that boon was prayed for by the Port 
Phillip colonists, found at last that they would accept of no 
terms but those of " Political Separation, 

On the 26th January 1846, the anniversary of the Ibnndation 
of New South Wales, a grand banquet was given to Mr. W. C. 
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WentworUi in the hall of the Bydney College, in teatimony to 
hie valuable Mcvicea in the Legislative Council, and the pure 

Euid fervent feelings of respect in which he was held by the 
coioalBtB. In the following month a banquet was given to 
Mr. Archibald Boyd, as a, mark of gratitude for his seal and 
ezertioQB in advocating the squatting interesEa of the colony. 
In April, Via. Caroline Chii^olm, the advocate of s^tematic 
colonisation, was presented with a valuable teatimonial rtiisad 
by public subscription. 

Di June, tube protracted disagreemeitts between Sir George 
Qipps and tbe Legislative Council reached their climax, iuB 
Eicellency having proposed to the Council to renew the Crown 
Lands Occupation Act. The Honse refused to pass the mea- 
sure, and voted an address explaining its reaaons for refusing 
to renew the Act. 

On the 11th of July, Bir Geo. OippB, after an administration 
of eight years, embarked far England. He quitted the scene of 
his long government with impaired health, and died soon after 
his return home. Bright passages in his career will long be 
gratefully remembered by the colonists. His generous yielding 
to the protest of the Patriotic Association in regard to the 
proposed exclusive clauses of the Sydney Corporation Bill of 
18^, and his cordial recognition of tbe principle of giving 
equal political rights to all classes of (he community, wul not 
be forgotten bj those who pen the record of his reign. His 
assent to the local l^islature's mensure for the abolition of 
imprisonment for debt, and various other liberal acts of his 
administration, will be cited as favorable contrasls to those 
edicts in respect to the occupation of Crown lands, against 
which the colonists so loudly appealed. That this opposition 
aggravated the illness under which Sir George was suffering, 
there Is no doubt, and he retired chagrined and offended with 
lie colonists. 

On the 2nd of August, 1846, ^ir Charles Augustus Fitz Boy 
arrived at Sydney, as the eaccessor of Sir George Qipps. A few 
m-Onths after h^ arrival, a despatch from Mr. Gladstone, 
notifying the wish of Her Majesty's Government that the 
Legislative Council of New South Wales should favorably 
consider the renewal of the system of transportation, threw the 
colonists into great excitement. Their indignant and nnivetsol 
remonstrances, and the agitation which ensued, will form 
prominent features in future records of this period. 

The year 1847 gave promise of increasing prosperity, and in 
opening the session of the Legislative Council in May, Sir 
Charles offered his coDgratnlations on the condition of ttte 
colony. The colonists were on the 6th December, 1847, plung«d 
into grief by the death of Lady Maty Fitz Roy, through Ml 
accident caused by her being thrown from hei carriage. 

Sir Charles Fitz Roy, in the early part of the year 1849, 
acquired much unpopularity, in consequence of hla having, 
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when on a Umr (o Tasmania and Port PUUip, promised the 
coloniste of the latter province that ae they had protested 
Bgainst the landing of any convicts at Melbourne, an exile 
ship then expected should proceed to Sydney, and land the 
convicts there. Sir Charlrai returned to Sydney soon after- 
wards, when a depatation appointed at a public meeting, headed 
by Mr. Jameg Norton, waited upon him, and explained to his 
Excellency the equally strong fMlingB existing in Sydney, as to 
the reception of the convicts. 

On the 15th of May, the new Legislative Conncil assembled, 
and Dr. Nicholson was elected Speaker. In Sir Charles Fiti 
Koy's opening speech he direlt npon the gratifying fact that 
since the resumption of immigration in 1S4S, Sfty-foar Bhips 
had arrived intheTarions ports of the colony, bringing no fewer 
than 13,161 immigrants at the public expense. This appeared 
to be a notification of a gratifying chaiai^r, but on the 11th 
of June the ship Hathany having arrived in Port Jackson 
with convicts, another great public meeting was held in 
Sydney on the Circular Quay, when a solemn protest against 
their landing was adopted ; and Mr. Robert CampbelX Ut. 
Robert Lowe, and four other gentlemen proceeded to Glovem- 
taent House, as a deputation from the meeting, to present tbe 
protest to the Governor. They were informed that it wae 
contrary to official etiquette t^ receive a deputation without 
previouB notice. On the following Monday, a second great 
meeting was held, when it was resolved to petition her Majesty 
to dismistl Earl Orcy from the Colonial Office, and to giant to 
the colonists the boon of responsible Gorcmment. On the 5tli 
of February, in the following year, 1850, Sir William Moles- 
worth, amongst other petitions to Parliament in respect to 
colonial grievances, presented one from New South Wales, 
with 600O signaluFeg, complaining of the attempt to revive 
transportation. Other petitions were Boon afterwards pre- 
sented hy Mr. F. Scott, on tbe same subject, from other tovms 
and disMcts of New South Wales; and after several further 
demonstrations in the colony, an association was organised 
under the designation of " The New South Wales Aesociation 
for Preventing the Revival of Transportation." On the Ist of 
January, 1861, however, this association was disgolvRd by union 
witli the Australasian League, which, having been formed in 
Tasmania, was joined by the colonists of New South Wales, 
Victoria, and South Australia, and their league, solemn en- 
gagement, and ultimate success are now matters of history. 
The delegates who visited the colonies for the purpose of estab- 
lishing the Australasian T.eague, wore the Rev. John West, Mr. 
Weston, and Mr. Westgarth. 

On the 18th of the same month. Sir Charles Fitz Roy issued 

a proclamation, announcing the receipt of a copy of the Acts 

of the Imperial Parliamant, 18th and 14Ui Victoria, cap 69, 

by which the district of Port Phillip was separated 6om New 
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Soath Wales, and erected into a separate colon;, to be known 
and designated as Yictocia ; provixioa being made, otberwiw, 
for the better government of Her Majesty's Australian posses- 

A new era in the hiBtor; of New Sonth Wales most now be 
dated. On the 12th of Febmar;, the existence of the eiteo- 
aive Kold-field near the town of Bathurst waa discovered ; and 
on tne 6th of Uay the discover; was ofGcially annoonced 
at Bathurat. (Particulars In another page.) It is adverted 
to as BJiother of the great feataree which Sir Charles Pits Roj'a 
leign presents, and as illnatrative of bia great tact in preser- 
ving order, bj and with the advice of wiee eonneellors, when 
the excitement attendant upon the discovery of goId-Selda in 
the two colonies, New South Wales and Victoria, might have 
led to incalculable coufueion. 

A most important point in respect to the gold discoveries, 
namely, the settlement of the giusitio vexata as to the manage- 
ment of the gold-fieldi, was raised by Mr. Wentwcrth on Uie 
re-asBembling of the SFSsion in 1852; but by a happy coinci- 
dence, the Anetralian R. M, stoamor arrived on the afternoon 
of Mr. Wentworth's motion, having on board desputches from 
Sir J. Fakington, announcing that Her Majesty's Government 
hod determined to place at the disposal of the Qovemor and 
Lc^slature of New South Wales (and also of Victoria) the 
fund arising from license fees and royalty on gold, with the 
power of framing the necessary regulations. Thus this long 
contested point waa satlEfactomy adjusted, and the Executive 
and Legislative Councils were enabled to proceed ttgethet in 
harmony. 

To other important featores in the administration of ^i 
Charles Fits Boy, we will now briefly refer. It was during this 
period that the uniform two-penny postage rate wag introduced 
into the colony ; a system whitJi it must be admitted conferred 
great beneflts on the public, and it is a source of just pride to 
say that New South Wales was the first British colony which 
introduced thifl system, and also that which admitted books, 
parcels and magazines for publication at a moderate rate of 
postage; and then followed the introduction of ocean steam 
coramnnication with India and Europe. 

We must next refer to the incorporation, endowment and 
inauguration of the University of Sydney with its affiliated 
Colleges and Qrammar School, llie turning the flrst Bod of 
the Great Southern Railway, the laying the first stone of the 
site of the Fits Roy Dry Dock, the first Stone of the Sydney 
Eichange, and the estahliahinent of the Sydney branch of 
the Royal Mint. 

The great act of Sir Charles Fits Roy'a reign, however, was 
the passing of the Constitution Act of New South Wales, bj 
which the great political principle of Responsible Ciovernment, 
was conceded to the colonists. The Uoyol aesent to this 
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meuore did not aiiire here ontil lifter the departure of Sir 
Cbarlea, who retired amidst the appioviog plaadits of the 
peoide. His Excellency died in London, on the 19th of 
Pebmary, 1868. 

The political features in the sdminiBtration of his SDCcessor, 
Sir William Denison, have, as yet, been those iiec««sarUy 
attending the establishment and inanguration of the new font 
of government, which randera necessary the entire revision ol 
the existing electoral system. The inauguration of the new 
Act was celebrated on the ITth July, lB5ti, by a National Ban- 
quet, to which the Oovemor-Oeneral, the Judges, the former 
Ministers and those of the day, the Foreign Consuls, and Mr. 
James Macarthur were invited to attend. The hon. Dr. 
Blond, the earliest champion in the cause of Besponsible 
Govemment, presided. 

Tarious changes in the ministry have taken place since that 
time ; and at the date of writing this, the new electi^ral bUl 
has not passed into a Law. All other great questions, now 
lying in abeyance, must therefore be deferred until a new 
parliament assembles. 

In other departments, religious, educational, scientific, lite- 
rary and social, the adjninigtration of Sir William Denison 
has been one of marked progress; new churches, colleges, 
■chools, and tLieatlfic institutions and societies have arisen 
and are rapidly advancing. Mis Excellency's lectures l^efors 
the thiloBophical, the Agricultural, and the Horticultural 
Societies of New Bouth Wales, and the Young Men's Christian 
Aasociatiou, together with his visit to Norfolk Island to inquire 
into the condition of the PitciurQ Islanttei? (recently trans- 
planted from their less genial home) and confer ou them a 
political constitution, give ample promise, that so Boon 
as present political dlsicnltieti are adjusted, the admi- 
nistration of Hir William Denison will be one in every way 
lUostrative of the " Poetry of Progress." 



STATIBTICB. 

The Sydney branch of the Boyal Mint was established on 
Hay ISth, 1655, During the year 1857 the coin issued con- 
Bisted of 199,000 sovereigns, and SST.OOO half sovereigns. The 
total value, £T6T,5UO. The quantity of gold dost received for the 
purpose of coinage, from January Ist to August 6th, in- 8, was 
218,174 ounces, the total value of gold coined being 596,600 
sovereigns, and 486,00u half sovereigns, the total being 
£833,500 ; which is an increase, during the seven months, of 
£Tl,00o over the entire amount coined during the previous 
year, \86l. The coin is declared a legal tender thronghout 
the AuBtralasian colonies. 
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The gold dUtricts »ra described as the western, the Hrathem. 
and tha Dortbern. The weatem compriBeB Stoney Creek, 
BathaTEt, SofaJa, Tambanir&, Loaisa Creek, Madgee, and 
Orange ; the eouthecn embroceB Braidwood, Tmnnt, Adelong, 
and the Qoulbum; and the northern district the Hanging^ 
Rock and the Rockf River. The first gold (oimd in Anetralia 
was diBcovered in the Bathuret district, in the jear 1S89, by 
a shepherd named McQregor, who, upon two or three occasions, 
brought small parcels «F it U> Sydney, but it excited no 
particular interest till after the discovery of gold in California, 



with the remarkable similarity of features the country 
presented to those of the Bathurst district, he became poa- 
sessed of the idea that it also contained gold. When he 
returned he almost immediately made the discoyery which 
has effected the great results now experienced in tba Aus- 
tralian Colonies. In 1842 the Kev. W. B. Clarke also 
discovered it. Sir Roderick Mnrchison, in 1844, ftx)m the 



probability of gold boina; found. Other travellers, at saveral 
Bucceasive periods found traces of the precious metal, but it 
was reserved for Mr. Bargraves to open to the world the vast 
unexplored treasures of the continent, and even to be the 
instrument of its civilisation, in consequence of the attraction 
of population. New South Wales is less rich in gold than 
Victoria. Much interest has lately been manifested in quarta- 
crushing, and it is expected that a large amonnt of gold will 
be forthcoming as the result of the eiteiuive works in progresi. 
During the first seven months of the year 1858 the quanlltj 
of gold received by escort in Sydney was 127,963 ounces. 

The importance of opening ap the country by means of good 
roods has been kept in view, as may be gatberol from the fact 
that the sum of £80,000 is to be expended during the year 
1858 on the main trunk lines. 

Tbe bank returns in thefollowlng table gives a comparative 
statement of the transactions of the eight banks, namely, New 
South Wales, Commercial, Australasia, Union, Joint Stock, 
English Scottish and Aostralian, Oriental, and London Char- 
tered, during the first six months of the years 1667 and 
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This return eihibite for Jnae 1S68, compared with June 
1867,— an increase of paid-up capital of £2,100 ; an increase of 
dividend of £9,200 ; an increase of lesarve of £61,400 ; a 
decrease of liabilities of £567.800; a decrease of assets of 
£266,800; aa increase of working capital of £289,600 ; an 
increase of discoonts of £266,000 ; a decrease of notes and 
deposits of £441,000; a decrease of coin of £181,000. 

The Inspecfor-Qeneral of Police has published a report of 
the state of crime dming the year 1857, which shows a cou- 
aiderablo decrease compared with that of 1866. During the 
jear 1857 the number of prisouera (male and female) sum- 
marily dealt with was 5,695; committed for trial, 2<K; and 
1,Z03 diecha^ed. The amount of stolen property, in the 
Metropolitan district only, recovered during 1867, was 
£1,469 ISs. 3jd., out of £10,036 18b. S^d. stiden. 

The number of schools connected with the Denominational 
Board, dnriug the year 1867, was as follows ;— Chuit:h of 
Sngland, 104; Presbyterian, 18; Wesleyan, 11; Koman 
CaUiollc, 69. The number of children was 8,066 boys, and 
6,917 girls; total, 16,013. In cooneiion with the National 
Boaid there were 62 schools, and the number of scholais was 
8,181 boys, and 2796 girls; £otal, 5,976. 

The letters and newspapers received from Europe bj the E . 
and A. R. M. Company's steamships, during the Qrst seven 
monthsof 1868, were:— Letters, 111,260; newspapers, 181,788 
The namber despatched from Sydney, per the same medium' 
was:— Letters, 128,608; newspapers, 148,078. 



The city of Sydniy, the capital of New South Wales, is 
situated in 88° 62' B. lat., 161° 17' B. long. It was so named, 
in honor of Viscount Sydney? Secretary of State far the colouiea 
in 1788, the year of the foundation of the colony. The early 
progress of the city was not very marked, as for nearly a quar- 
ter of a century after its original establishment, this now 
important city was little more than an insignificant village of 
bark hula and frail wooden buildings, scattered here and there 
among flelds and gardens. Shortly after the arrival of Oover- 
noT Hiacquarie in 1809, a survey of the locality was made, and 
the pluk formed of the present town. 

Sydney is built partly on a small promontory, and partly in 
a narrow valley, about seven miles from the heads of Fort 
Jackson. The formation on which it stands is a freestone 
rock, which passes inland in undulating and nearly parallel 
lidges, and affords a beautiful and durable building material. 
The greater part of the city is enclosed on three sides by those 
portions of the harbor known as the Stream on the north, 
Woolloomooloo Bay on the east, and D arling Harbor on the 
west. At the entrance to Sfdney Cove, on the eastern side, 
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i« Fort Ukcqiurle ; and on the west, Dawei' Batte^. There 
hu also been a battery lately constructed on the point at the 
westent entrance to WooUoomoiiloo Bay, knovm as Lady 
Uacquane'ii Chair; and a splendid fort and martello tower 
OQ Piuchgut Island: together with a battery on Kirabili 
Point, OD the north shore. The ranges from these batteries will 
oompletelj comntand that part of the boibor by which the city 
il approached. The news from the higher part of the city are 
boU, Taried and picturesque. To seawani the magni&oent 
hubor of Port Jackson— capacions, convenient and equal to 
any in the world — with its numetous and romantic inlets, or 
coves, pitsents one of the grandest and most iatercstiiig 
features of natural beauty in Austr&lssia. Inland, the 
diversity of hill and dale, of rock and woodland, of grassy 
slopes and brilliant parterres, with their orange groves and 
vineyards, interepeiaed with stately mansions, substaatlal 
homes, and neat cottages, oombine in forming many iute- 
resting and pleasing prospects. 

The harbor, which in some places Is three miles broad, is 
coinplet«ly land-locked ; it possesses excellent anchorage, and 
is well ^leltered from storms. Extensive and well arranged 
docks, for repairine ships and ateainers of the Ulgest tonnage, 
have been constructed. Tlie Royal Uail steamers are placed 
in Uie dry dock, Waterview Bay, on their arrival. Along tha 
water-aide are wharves, stores, ship-yards, patent slips, mUls, 
mannfoctories, kc. ; behind these, terrace-like, rise the nume- 
rous public and private buildings of the metropolis. The 
streets are mostly laid out at right angles, are long and wide, 
well macadamized, and are lit with gas. George and Fitt- 
Etreets have a width of sixty feet for carriage way and a 

Kthway of twelve feet. Lofty atone or brick edifices, with 
ndsome ahops, range along the principal streets- 
Sydney has several extensive public parks, the principal at 
which are Hyde Park (between tlie city and the snburb of 
Woolloomooloo] and Uie Outer Domain — the Inner Uomun 
being the enclosed gronnd around Government House. In the 
vicinity of the latter, and bounded on one side by the 

Kturesque inlet known as Farm Cove, are situated the 
baniual Gardens, in which there are specimens of almost 
every tropical plant. These gardens, to which the admission 
is free, form, in connc-tion with the Out«i Domain and the 
peninsula lying tntween Woolloomooloo Bay and Farm Cove 
and which is terminated by Lady Macquarie's Chair, one erf 
the principal resorls of the citizens. 

The public buildings of Sydney are numerous, and may 
fairly vie with thoao of a European capital The Government 
House, situated in a demesne overlooking the harbor, is built 
of whitefre<«tone, in the Eiisaliethan style. The Lt^iislative 
and Executive Conncil Chambers form on extensive range ot 
buiidings. The Australian Hint is a noble stmctnie. 
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The pablic Bauba are subBtantJal and ornameatal, ahnoat 
unequalled for iirchitectural beauty. The Exchange. B^evolent 
Afijlum, Hospitals, Theatrea, Tenperaoce Hall, Court Hoiue, 
Custom House, Poblic Library, School of Arts, Poflt Office, 
tiiB Uaikets, Ueiald Office, &c., are edifices well adapted to 
their several purposes. 

Sydney is an b:piscopal See, and the residence of the meti«- 
politatL of Austialasia. The present boundaries of the city 
were defined by the first Municipal Act piused in 1842, and it 
is dirided into eight wards. 

The ecclesiastical edifices comprise many large and cotU' 
modiouE churches; Episcopalian; Independent oc Congrega- 
tional; Presbyterian; Baptist; Romao Catholic; Wesleyan; 
Unitarian ; a Friends' meeting house and a Jewish ayikagogue. 

There are many educational establishments, the most 
important being the University of Sydney, which waa 
established by an Act of the Legislature, introduced by Mr. 
TV. C. Wentworth about 1847, and owes its existence mainly 



to the eiertiona of Dr. Bland. It waa founded ia 1830, with 
a fund of £10,000, subacribed in shar«fl of £50 each. The 
building is commodious, the education unseolarian, and, by 
the Queen's Letters Patent, the Degrees conferred by thia 
University are recognised in all similar institutions of the 
British Empire. The Coll^fl of St. Paul, founded by members 
of the Church of England, under the Colleges ^ct of 1864, was 
opened in 1857, and several students of the University are 
resident there. An Act of Incorporation waa passed tor the 
College of et. John, founded by the membere of the Roman 
Church, and vigorous movomentB have been made by the 
Presbyterians and Wesleyan Methodiato towards the establish- 
ment of Colleges withiu the University for the membere of 
their respective creeds. The Roman Catholics substiribed 
about £20,001) towards their college ; the subscriptions of 
other denominations being equally munificeut. The Austra- 
lian College is intended for preparatory training of youth 
for the higher course of instruction. A nonnal school, for 
aecular education only, and many excellent seminaries for 
both seies, including the National and Denom.inational 
Schools and Sydney Grammar School, are well attended. 

The Australian Museum was established in 1888, and 
Incorporated in 1853. Specimens of various minerals and 
valuable collections of natural and artificial products are in 
abundance. A new building, equal to the demands of tlie 
accumulated treasures, is in course oC erection, adapted for the 
purposes of this inatitutiou. 

The magnificent Episcopalian Cathedral of St. Andrew is 
nearly completed. Ito dimensions are OB follows :— external 
kngth, east to west, 178 feet ; length transept, north to south, 116 
feet ; mtomally, length of nave, from western door to entrance of 
choir, 106 feet; from the latter to its eastern trail, 53 feet 
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bieadth of nare and odjoiDtng alales, 62 teat ; ftnd of the 

clioir witlilD the screens, 87 feel ; height of the two westem 
towerB, 118 feet; the eaatam tower, 84 feet; and the roof, 
Mfeet. 

The new Town Hall, in the conrae of erection, ig intended 
to accommodate Ave or six thousand personi. on ocoasiona of 
pnblic meeUngs. balls, concerts, tic. The offices connects 
with the buBinesB of the Corporation (gee names elsewhere) will 
be on the bsBemenl Etorj, and the whole arrangements of 
the bnilding are very complete. The sewerage of Uie citj has 
been well provided for. 

The Qreat Southern Railway coonects Sydney with Newtown, 
Feterahom, Aah&eld, Burwood, Homebush, Parrsmatto, Fair- 
field, LiTerpool and Compbelltown — thirty-fonr miles. Tho 
line of the Great Northern Railway extends troia Newcastle to 
Honeysuckle Point, Woratah, Hexliam, Bast and West Mj^t~ 
land — twenty miles. 

A line of electric telegraph is now nearly completed between 
Sydney and Albury, a bocdor-town of New South Wales and 
Victoria. Albury is about 360 miles from Sydney, and when 
the tel^iaph is Qniahed the communication wi!L be complete 
between Sydney, Melbourne, and Adelaide, the capitals of the 
three colonies. 

liie Obserratory U a great ornament to the town. The 
position is excellent, and it ig situated so that a full view can 
be obtained of the harbor and the city. There are already 
ten Hetcoroli^oal Ubservatories in full work, stalioaed 
Kverally at Cape Moreton, Armidale, Ettrick (fUchmond 
Kiver), Maitland, Bsthant, Forrauatto, Deniliqain, Albuiy, 
and Coomo. 

The recent enlargements and improvements of St. Philip's 
Cbarch have been effected ; also St. Mary's Cathedral ; vie 
Independent Church, and the United Presbyterian Church. 

The Destitute Childrens' Agylnm, at Ranlwick (near 
Coogee), is as far completed as it is intended to be at present, 
and occupied by 160 children, the old establishment at Pod- 
dington having been abandoned. 

"nie great function that Sydney perfonos for the colony, ig 
that of being the entrep6t of its commerce. It is also the 
polilioal metropolis, and the resort of hnndreds who, haying 
made their fortunes, choose to reside where the conveniences 
of living are most multiplied, and who prefer the society and 
amaiemeots of a city to rural pleasures. Commerce, however, 
is the great feature of Sydney. Extensive operations are car- 
ried on In connection with the South Sea whaling, and hither 
come the fore^n imports and tlie Island piodace of the PaciBc, 
for re-distribution over the whole territory. Hither, too, 
comes the colonial produce that is ready for exportation, 

Sydney has many populona subnrbe, including Wbolloomoo- 
loo, Surrey Hills, Paddingtou, the Qlebe, Newtown, Bedfem, 
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Balmain, Pyrmoat, St Leonard's, North Store, South Head 
Bood, &c, all of which ma; be regarded as portiooa of the city, 
in (;oiiBequeace of the eitemivo building opeiations of the last 
few yeani. 

From the directory of Sydney, publiBhed in 1858. we gather 
that there were 111 mercluuits, 31 importera, 8 coBtum house 
Bgeuta, 66 brokets, 10 auctioueeis, 25 warehousemen, SS com 
factora and dealers in produce, 87 timber merchants, 12 wool- 
brokers, 8 potato and 11 coal and fuel merchunts, 18 millen, 
S Sour merchaubl, 32 wine and spirit merchants, 287 grocere, 
193 huithora, 97 bakers, 84 greengrocers, 32 confectioners, 10 
poulterers, 22 dairymen, 6 Sshmongcrs (ahont 60 street sales- 
men), 187 publicans, 807 shoemakers, 193 t^ors, 137 drapers, 
16 hatteiB, 43 dreesmakers, 8S milliners, 64 architects and 
engineera, 128 builders, 241 carpenters, 134 masons, 44 quarry- 
men, 8 brickmakers, 66 plastcres, 147 painlets and ghtfiere, 
108 upholsterers, 89 smiths, IS bnisefonndeis, 49 ironmongers, 
27 earthenware dealers. There are other occupations 
enumerated in the work not mentioned in this list.

About 1100 vessels entered the ports during 1857, with & 
gross burden of 351,418 tons, and with a marine popalation 
of 18,728 persons. Of these vessels, 770, or rather mote than 
two-thirds, arrived with cargo, 330 in ballast ; but of Ibis 
latter number, all but 67 wen: bound to the port of Newcastle 
to take in coals, there baing no return freight to that port. 

The destination of the majority of the ships was port Jack- 
son, the great focus of the marine trade of Uie colony, a pro- 
eminence it owes to ila unrivalled facilities for Hhipping, both 
coastwise aud by inland transit: nearly all the foreign trade 
converges to Sydney. With the exception of coals, very little 
native produce is shipped awayjrom local ports, Dearly all of 
it finds its way first to the gceab central emporium. This con- 
centration of trade in the metropolis ten<&, undoubtedly, to 
aggrandise the chief city at the expense of the ontports ; bat 
there is a mercantile compensation in the greater cheapneea 
and convenience that is indueed : the oourse of free trade 
shews that it is cheaper as well as, in oUier respects, more con- 
venient for produce to be forwarded to a central depSt, where 
every commercial facility is t4> be obtained, rather than to 
foster the premature independence of ontports. In this way, 
not only does wool come down from Port Curtis, but is even 
brought from New Zealand to be sold or shipped at Sydney. 

The ontports of New South Wales certainly have rather a 
limited foreign tiade : thus, at Twofold Bay, a really con- 
venient harbor, only two ships were entered. The district, 
however, which it ta adapted t« accommodate is, compatalavety 
spewing, not of any very great extent, and a considerable 
portion of the local trade which might conoentiate then is 
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intercepted by the adjacent port of Bronlee, dtaated a little 
more to the north, and, in some regpectB, more coUTenient for 
the back country. 

Port Stephens, the second best barbor in New Sonth Wales, 
makes no figure as a commercial etitrepot: its comparative 
desolation is in strange contrsat with its capabilities, New- 
castle, tboogh far inforioi as a port, has run away with the 
tiade of the Hunter River, as well as that of tbe pastoral coun- 
try beyond, and the railway will tend to confirm and con- 
solidate that supremacy. RaOways will in future be litely to 
alter greatly the present course of traffic, diverting it bom 
existing routes Into new channels. 

The limited maritime business of Moreton Bay, is very 
remarkable, oonsidering the quantity of pastoral produce 
raised in the northern districts ; oiiy twelve vessels were 
entered at that port in the conree of the year, being at the rata 
of one a month : the main cause of this is, doubtless, tbe very 
inferior accommodation that exists there for vessels of a laige 
class— a matter which will, doubtless, engage the attention of 
the first legislature of tbe new colony, for we can hardly 
imagine that after the separation, the aorthemere will be con- 
tent to see their produce all carried away by coasting steamers, 
to the envied metropolis of the south, without an effort to 
retain It. The difficulty and expense that will be attendant 
on making a satisfactory port anywhere in Moreton Bay, may 
precipitate the development of some of the more northern 
porta. Wide Bay, Port Curtis, and Eockhampton, are said to 
possess Jiatural advautages which could be turned to account 
at less comparative cost than would be necessary at Biisbaoe, 
but tbey are further removed from the present nacleuB of pop- 
ulation, though not less favorably sttnat«d as respects access 

The amount of shipping, taken as a whole, represente pretty 
nearly the extent of the inward and outward commerce of the 
colony ; but some of it is independent, and is the consequence 
of the maritime fiicilities offered by tbe port of Sydney : Thoa, 
thirty vessels from the South Sea whale fisheries during the year 
put into Port Jackson. Ckimpaied with the number of vessels 
cruising about in these seas, this cannot be considered a large 
number, seeing that no port in this hemisphere can offer such 
advantages for ruStting as Port Jackson. During the past year 
the convenience afforded by tttis harbor to whalers bas been 
illustrated in several instances, and its advantages only require 
to be more widely known, to be more generally used. Thirty 
nine vessels from various islands in the 6outh Seas also entered 
the port during the year ; a proof of its superiority as a com- 
mercial tntrtpoC for the scattered traffic of the South Pacific. 

The number of vessels n^tered for the year ending 31st 
December, 186T, including steamers, was 60U, the gross tonnage 
being 62,66] tons, employing about 8,757 men and boys.

COAL. 
Previous to the year 1845. om coalpit, and one coal shoot, at 
Newcastle, were sufficient f6r the supply of Sydney, and (he 
few coasting steamers then running from Fort Jack^n. 
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aniinal etatletics of the colony, which are compiled from 
official retains in the Colonial Secretary's otBce. In that jeM 
it was shewn that ^ coal mines had been worked, producing 
48,416J tons of the declared value of £14,647. From that 
date the coal-mining opeiations of the Hunter district exhibit 
a rapid increase. The Australian AgricnltuTal Company had 
given up the monopoly of coal-mining (yery irrea;nlarly granted 
to them by the Earl of Bathuret, i^en he held the Colonial 
Seals in 1S24); and operations on the rich and extensive seams 
of Burwood Hilts, a diort distance from Newcastle, had begun. 

During the year ending Uurch 31, 186S, the quantity 
of coal raised from the three of tlie latter Company's pile 
which are now worked, was 90,634 tons, of which S9,39T 
were shipped at Newcastle for Melbourna. The quantity pro- 
duced from two of the Burwood Hill tunnels was 91,9ai tons 
^being an eicess over the year's products of the Australian 
Agricultural Company's pits of 1,816 tons. The Newcastle 
Coal and Copper Company, also shipped largely to Melbourne 
andGeelong during the same period, but we are not in posses- 
sion of the esact quantities. The country more immediately con- 
nected with Newcastle in which workable coal seama oxist, may 
be considered as occupying an area of at least 200 square nii]es,in 
which there is a known series of four or &ve seams, making an 
average of from 1 9 l« 20 feet of coaL The Rev. W. B. Clarke 
has prepared some valuable documents in reference to the 
progress of the mines, and the prospects of the colony in 
reference to the production of coal. 

At Morpeth and Keiham, on the Hunter ; at Wollongong to 
the south, and Brisbane to the north, and in other local/i, 
valuable coal seams were opened, and seventeen pits and 
tonnels aie now reported to have been worked, the yield &om 
fifteen of which, during the year ending 81st December, 1857, 
was 210,434 tons, of the declared value of £148,168. 

But whilst the export trade during the last nine years 
rapidly increased, from the causes we have already adverted to, 
imports of coal have niade no mean item in our Statistics of 
Customs, since the commencement of steam communication 
between England and Australia in 1862. The following are 
Ibe official returns duiiug the last &ve years; the imported 
coal having been brought, with fractional exceptions, from 
Cardiff, in Old Sontli Wales, foi coaling the ocean steam- 
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Captain J. Lort Stoker, R.V., witoee diBcoveries in Anatralia 
have 10 riohlj contributed to the stores of geographical know- 
ledge, visited Newcastle in 1861, and caiefully inspected the 
cold mioes. In a letMr to tbe then Colonial Secretaiy, the 
Honorable E. Deaa Thomioo, Esq., dated the 20tli June, he 
BByB; — "At Newcastle we tried a seam of coal belongir^ to 
the AuatrBllan Agricultural Compaov, "iid ftmwl U to ram 
tleam taenty-f^ mirmtei tooner than it effected iy SngUlh coal." 

Hi. John Anderson, inspector of machiaery at the Royal 
Areenal, Woolwich, reports, that upon the return to England 
of the E. and A.K.M.8. (Company's steamship Oneida, under 
sail {her machinery having broken down during her Tojage 
to BuezJ, sir hags of the coal with which she had been fiii- 
nUhed m Sydiie}', by the Australian Agricultural Company, 
with a view to Bubjtct the coal during the voyage, to various 
severe tests, was forwarded under the sanction of the Home 
authorities, to the chemical department in the Boyal Arsenal, 
in order to make trial of its iiae mtlue for steam-engine pur- 
poses ; and the relative merits of New South Wales, Whitwortb, 
Welch, and Hartley coals'. Having described the mode by 
whicli he combined the four descriptions of coals with eight 
BUCCeesivB experiments, he pronounces hJB opinion, "that for 
steam purposes, the coals received from the Oneida were about 
equal to the Newcastle coal termed Whitworth, which corre- 
spond with a considerable variety known as Wallsend, Lamb- 
ton, Poland, Primrose, &c., but that it is slightly inferior to 
the Hartley and Welch variety of coals." Mr. Anderson adds, 
that the three kinds of English and Welch coals were selected 
at random, from the bulk used In the fnmaces of the Boyal 
Arsenal ; and we may also observe, that the coals supplied to 
the Oneida were taken from the A. A. Company's D. and £. 
pits, near Newcastle, and that no further care was taken in 
eoreeniug theta than is always observed in supplyii^ oar 
colonial Bt«am marine.

Among the mineral products of New South Wales the 
article of iron maj iairly be expected (o take a principal place 
in a few years, when the difficalties of communication between 
Sydney and tie FitzRoy ironworks (about 70 milea distant 
from the capital) have been overcome by the extension of the 
Great Southern liailway. The Qelds, or rather rocks, of iron- 
Htone sniTonnding the Company's works, spread over a large 
area. The ore is of snch extraordinary richness tbat it can at 
3 be mannfactuied at the foi^.

KORETOK BAY. 



Thig dUtrict waa discovered during on exploring, expedition 
in December, 182S. It is about 60U roilee to the noriJinard 
of Sydney. lUoteton Island is tibout nineteen miles in 
length, and foar and a half in breadth. The \»y is forty- 
five miles in length and twenty in breadth. The River Bris- 
bane Sows into Uie bay about (he middle tS its western side- 
Steam communication is maintained between Brisbane and 
Ipswich, daily, and between Moreton Bay and Sydney, we^y. 

The climate of this distriot is hot during the suioiaer 
months, and is never subject to extreme cold or hot winds. 
Daring the winter months it is adapted for iDvalids, especially 
those afflicted with consumption and other diseases of a 
wasting character. Fruits of various binds grow luxuriantly, 
also maize, wheat, &c. Darling Downs are behind Moreton Baf 
over the raountain range, a magnificent she^ countiy, 
also accessible from the Clarence River. Fttan Moreton Bay 
to Macquarie is 2T0 mili^ of coast ; there arc nine rivers with 
bar harbors, which can be entered by coasting vessels and 
small ateamers, namely, the Brisbane, Tweed, EicbaKmd, 
Clarence, BeUir^;er, Macleay, Hastings, Camden Haven, and 
tJie Manning. 

The country around Moreton Bay is an extenuva squatting 
district, occupied by some of the first and now most wealtiij 
settlers. The returns of sheep and cattle sold in the Sydney 
and other markets, from the neighborhood of Moreton Bay, 
have been very extensive. 

The principal towns in the Moreton Bay territory are, 
Brisbane, Ipswich, Diayton, Warwick, Dalby, Marrboiougii, 
Qayndah, Orafton, and Oladstone. (Some particulars of many 
of these will be found in the alphabetical arrangtmient of 
districts.) 

llie population of Moreton Bay to the north of the intended 
boundary between Moreton Bay and New South Wales is about 
22,000. 

It is in coDtenplation to make the district of country of 
which Moreton Bay Is tiie centre, a separate colony, with Bris- 
bane as its capital, but the measure has not yet been carried 
into effect. 

Theie is a well-apptHuted staff of Government oE^alB, and 
departments consisting of Board of Works, Custom House, 
Supreme Court, Immigration Board, Survey and Land OfGces, 
&c., nnder the superintendraice of the Oovemment Resident, 
Captain J. C. Wiokham, RJJ. 

At Brisbane there are banks cMinected with the Bank of 
New South Wales, Union Btuik of ADStralia. Australian Joint 
Stoc^ Bank and the Moreton Fay Savings Bank. At Ipswich 
the Bank of Australasia and Bank of New South Wales have 
branches.

WESTEEN AUSTRALIA. 



This C0I0D7 compriaee the western portion of Auatralia 
flora the 129° east longitude to the Indian Ocean, and extends 
between the paraUels of 18° 44' and S5° south latitnds. The 
Bwao Biver Bettlemeot embraces, howerar, onl^ the Botitli- 
weatem uomer, or tbat portion which is to the southw&rd of 
the 80th paraUel, and wavtward of the ISOth meridian. Tbe 
extent of the traritoi? is 1,280 miles long, from north to 
Mnth ; taxd 800 mllee brood, from east to west. Three distinct 
parallel rangea of monntoina form ilie most distingaishing 
Roturea, the higheat and most eaeiecly having its termination 
near King George's Sound ; the second passing behind the 
Swan river, and extending to Cape Leuwin. Several rivers 
rise on these dividing ranges, on tbe bauha of which settle- 
ments have been formed. The town of Fiaemantle la at the 
entrance to Swan Biver, the seat of Qovemment bdng at 
Perth, about nine miles inland to the north. Quildford is 
Abont seven mUes, and York fifty miles farther east. Eing 
George's Sound, with tbe town of Albany, is attached to this 

The history of this colony up to tlie year 1850 contains 
little of inteiest, for it is but the account of a settlement 
struggling for bare existence, as up to that period it preaented 
the aspect of a colony without sufficient capital to rerider 
available its natural resourcts, and with a acanty popnlatiiMl. 
Up to the year 1860 the position of Western AuBtralia was an 
anomaly in the history of colonisation, as never had a colonj 
been so thoroughly impoverished and yet lingered on ; thu 
arose from the want of a market and the high rate of the 
small amount of avtulable labor. Immigration had ceased, 
ftnd the only capital introduced was a small amount of 
Imperial expenditure, and the equally small retnms for 
exports. Under such on unpromising aspect tlie colonisto 
naturally looked for some means to eniible mem to throw oS 
the burthen of their long endured adversity, and but one pre- 
sented itself, and that was to request tbe Home Glovemment 
to make the colony a penal settlement In 1860 the request 
was granted, and since then the colony has prt«r«Ba«d year by 
yeoi. exports have greatly increased, tlie settlers have a market 
for Uieir stock and produce, public works are pri^^cessing, and 
though all this arises from the introduction of convicts, the 
statislics of crime show an immnnity from transgreaskia 
against peace and propriety that never could have been antici- 
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The ptincipal townshipe in this colony are Freemantle, 
Perth, Ouildfoid, Alliany, Augusta, Eelmscott, York, Peel 
Town, BnaaeltoQ, EingBtown, &h.. ; Out btst diatricts for settle- 
ment being the Avon, the Uotham, the Willi&ma. Arthur, 
Beaufort, and South Ea«t rivere, with part of the counti; 
adjacent to the Swan, the Hatvcj, Bnmawick, Preeton, Capel, 
and Yaeee, 

The population of the colon; ia 9,028 males, and 4,678 
females ; there aie 7,214 horeee, 26,297 cattle, 198,386 aheep, 
8,661 plga, and 1,582 goate. 16,000 accei of land were 
cultivated In 1867. The colony pixaeaeei largu tracta of land 
suited for agriculture, and if, aa ia expected, land be reduced 
to 6s. an acre, grain to a conaiderable amouiit will be 
produced. 

The otdony is particularly adapted for boiae breeding, and 
produces valuable timber, now being laigely exported. 

VICTORIA, OB POBT QKEQOKT DISTRICT. 

This diatrict, dtuated between the Elver Muichiaon and the 
Irwin, wan fiiat diacovered by Capt. Grey, but woa not aettled 
until after the diacovery of the Qeraldiue Mine by the Meaara. 
Gregory. The whole of this district containi minerals which 
are now being exported. Coal has also been discovered in one 
locality, and there is every indication of its existence in aeveral 
others. The number of minea actually known to poasisB ores 
are twelve ; of these four are lead and eight copper ; sevend 
ot these, as yet, have not been worked. Qenerallj' they 
have a most promising appearance, good ore being on the sur- 
face ; besides these the wliole of the district containa a vast 
namber of lodes, some of which are easily traced for five or six 
miles, and it is the confident opinion of numbers well versed 
in tuining, that it wUl one day prove to be one of the richest 
mineral districts in the world. 

In addition to the minerals and the grazing of sheep and 
oattJe, this district containi large flats of most superior ajri- 
cnltnral land At present much of it is shut up in the squat, 
ting leases, yet sufficient is open for the present wants of the 
district. On the Lower Qreenough one flat contains 10,000 
acres of very rich land, giving witti very slight cultivation SO 
bushels to the acre, it is situated about 7 miles from Cbampion 
Bay, and ia sold Id blocks from 80 to 100 acres at £1 per acre, 
or leased at £10 per 100 acres, with right of preemption. This 
flat has the great advantage for new begioueis of being nearly 
free ft\)m timber, and ia open for sale. A considerable quanti^ 
has this season been taken up for tillage. 

Western Australia poesesses one of tbe finest climates in the 
world, and has been found particularly beneficial to Indian 
invalids.

New Zealaud ii sitnKted between 84 and 47 dcgTav aoatb 
latitude, and between 166 and 170 degrees east longitude. 

ThU country lien In the Immense Austral Ocean, betwoen New 
Hslland and Cape Horn. On the east that ocean kMb to 
South America, on the south to the pole, on the wait to Van 
Dlemen's Land, and, on the north, it stretches bonndleaeE^ 
away to the arctic (^irt'le. New Zealand consists of two laige is- 
lands the north and the middle, otherwise New Ulster and New 
Mnnster, with a lenser one called Stewarts or New Leinater, and 
several scattered islets. The extreme length, froni NorUi to 
South Cape, exceeds 1100 miles, its breadth varies from 1 to SOU 
miles, though 100 is the average. The Northern and Middle la 
luids are separated by Cook's Btraits, and Stewart's is divided 
from the middle island by Foumeaux's Btraits. The north island 
contains, it hag been computed, about 81,174,400 acres of area; 
the middle, 46,126.080 ; and Stewart's 1,000,(100. The country 
is divided into six provinces namely, Anckland, Wellington and 
Taranaki, or New Plymouth, in the northern island ; and 
Nelson, Canterbury, and Otago, in the middle island. A 
Qovecnor Is appointed by the Queen, and the prorincee are 
governed by Boperintendents and a provincial council, elected 
by the local residents. Each province contributes its pro- 
portionate share of members to the House of Representatives, 
which, vflth a second Chamber, constitutes the General Assein- 
bly, and legislates for the entire colony. The second or 
uppeF chamber of the General Assembly is nominated by 
the Qovemor. The various Superintendents (who do not itt 
in Parliament) have their Executive Councils, consisting of 
Private Secretaries, Treasurers, and Law Advisers. 

The d^itance from Auckland to Taranaki is about 130 
miles ; Taranaki to Nelson, 160 miles ; Nelson to Wellington, 
120 miles ; Wellington to Canterbnry, 160 miles ; Canterbury 
to Otago, ITO miles ; Otago to the Bluff, 120 miles. 

>New Zealand is most nearly of all countries the antipodeg 
of Great Britain, and ties 1500 miles east of the Ishuid of 
New Holland.

The climate Is pronounced as genial and healthy as any 
other part of the southern bemispliere and is frequently 
visited by peiBons saffering from delicate oonstitutiona. The 
TATiationa of temperature ore not bo common as in many of 
the Aostralasian gronp, and the weather being milder on the 
whole, consequently penons ma; promote health by frequent 
ezpOBare to Ute open air. Altogether, the country is a 
lemarkably healthy one. The climate varies with the IsUtude, 
and may be compared with the aonth of France in the north 
and the south of England in the sAuth. 

There are bo railways conatmcted in New , Zealand for 
the present, but the country is by no means unfavorable t« 
their formation. The fine rivers and water frontages go fer 
to supply the want of railways, and the former might not 
present any engineering difBcultiee. It Is Impoesible, however, to 
predict what may result from the gold discoveries in Auckland, 
Nelson, and stiU more recently in Dunedln, Otago. Canter, 
bury ia eitremely well adapted for railways, and a line ia con- 
templated to connect Lyttleton (the port) with the plains. 

Koads are being constructed in many parts of the coun- 
try ; in the proviui^ of Wellington alone there are 160 miles of 
metalled road, and persons may ride on horseback from one 
part of the country to the other. From Danedin to 
Christ Church the journey has been parformed In eight 
d*ys. There is a fortnightly post from Duaedia to the Wri- 
t&ki, and from Christ Church to Timarn ; it is in contempla- 
tion for the post to go through from Christ Church to Duoedin, 
as the rivers and creeks do not render progress through the 
country at all difficult. During the summer months the road 
from Christ Church to Nelson is oousidered good. 

Many persons have supposed that New Zealand is a sbw 
sort of place, inhabited by a rather intelligent race of 
savages, tc^tber with a modemte number of Europeans, who 
can, without much difficulty, rajse an abundance of food for 
their own use, but with no prospect of ever becoming more 
than well-conditioned fanners, living in a state of rude plenty. 
And though It has been stated that Uie Southern or Middle Is- 
land contains a wide extent of open, well-grassed land, capable 
of feeding some millions of sheep and cattle, and that 
English glasses are gradually superseding the all-pervading 
fern in the Northern Island, and yield a juisturage richer, and 
able to sustaiu more stock to the acre, than that of the mother 
country itself, yet on these points many who have not been 
the spot are still inciedubus. 
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msTOAT. 

Captain Hobeon wag the first governor of Nen Zealand {ap- 
pointed in 1841), and had great difficulty in obtwoing the aame 
by treaty from the natLveB. He acted in several capacities, oa 
(kinsnl, Lieutenant-Gavemor, and Qoiemor, during the periods 
eitending from January, 1840, and September, 1842. The 
native innabitanta were a wild and lawless race, and the Eu- 
ropean occupants, generally, consisted of whalers and runatray 
tailors- After New Zealand became a dependency of the Briti^ 
Crown, the natives yielded a willing ol>edienee to law, and 
abaiuloned the barbcuviu purposes of their race to a great ex- 
teat. Captain Hobson, whiUl acting as Qovemor of New 
Zealand, died on 10th September. 1842, worn out by bodily 
fatigue and harass of mind, genra^ly respei;ted for bis asu- 
dnity and good condnct. 

Most of the early settlers in the northern part of 
the Korth Island, were from New South Wal''S, and 
with Sydney have all their associations been preserved and 
their intercourse maintained. Sheep have been taken toNew 
Zealand from Victoria by a few of the old squatters and stock- 
owners retreating from the advancing wave of population, 
which in some parts of that colony baa «o interfered with 
pastorftl pursuits. 

THE VkTIVEB. 
Am a proof that the British, both imperial and ixiliwtal. were 

in no little awe of the Maori (or nativei), it may be stated 
that although the whole nnmber now surviving is only 
estimated at about 70,000. they have been paid the compliment 
of commanding the undivided attention of two entire legimenta 
of European soldiers ; this force has, however, been reduced to 
to one regiment. One of these was usually quartered At 
Auckland, and the other at Wellington ; but they were held in 
constant readiness to be forwarded into any neighborhood 
where the native attitude may become so far threatening as to 
appear to require a demonstration. In his heart, the Maori 
□tterly despises the soldier ; he does not approve of his style of 
fighting. They own large numbers of livestock of all kinds, hut 
especially of horses, of which they are very fond, and io many 
districts of the Northern Island they have lands in cnltivation 
exceeding in extent and value those of the settlers. Apart 
&om the deference to the Maortes implied in the large f^y sical 
force retained for the purpose of controlling them, every acre 
of land acquired by the British ia bonght and paid for, instead 
of being deliberately stolen, as is the case with other colonies. 
Each tract is made the subject of a special treaty ; the claims, 
however remote, of each several native are hnnted op and 
prorided for, and a regular deed is prepared, signed, and 
witnessed, as formally as if involTing a trausactkni between 
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one white and another. The piices often given are very high 
indeed ; for the New Zealander is singularly tenacious on ttta 
enbject of land, and bo astute and keen- witted ia he, that he 
readily enough appreciatoi the peculiar features whicli con- 
stitute attiactiveness in the land of which the " pakeha " seeks 
to get possession. The Maoriee are rect^nised as British sub- 
jects, and held to be amenable to the laws, and yet allowed to 
carry on war with one another without interferenca. Only 
when their qnairels seem likely to embroil the whites does the 
Oovemment step in. Energetic Temonstrances are indeed made, 
and the moial inSuenceof the Oovemment is alone brought to 
bear to bring about an amicable settlement of their diSerences. 
But the feuds are not interfered with by anything like physical 
force ; and the Oovernment seems niuollj greatly inclined to 
preserve a perfectly neutral poeition. The New Zealander 
adopts the bush style of fighting, biding amongst the fern and 
behind trees, and digging rifie pits around his pahs. They thns 
often spend whole tUiys over a battle withoat any very sangoin- 
ary results. The woret form of the Maori savagery— canni- 
balism — has long bern at an end. the last case known having 
occurred in 1842, in the Bay of Plenty. 

The traveller can now proceed through New Zealand as 
safely as through any country in the world. The natives so far 
tiom being likely to molest him, act rather as a police to 
protect him from harm. 

Physteally, the Maori is afine fellow. Generally well grown, 
and with his muscular system fully developed, he is capable 
of great labor, and if not too hardly pressed, does not show 
much disposition to shrink from it. When well dressed and 
clean, he looks more like a Spaniard or Italian than a savage. 
and occasionally very handsome men indeed are fonnd amongst 
tlieni. They differ much in appearance, which has led to 
the belief that they consist of more than one race, and vary 
in color from almost black to delicate olive, their hair is some- 
times quite straight, sometiines very curly, and sometimes as 
thoroughly woolly as that of any n^ro. The old system of 
tattooing Is now being dispensed with by the yonng people. 
It would be a great pity if so fine a race were to pass olti^Uier 
away, and some very good suggestions have been made to avert 
the natural consequences of their present ignorance and 
mismanBgemettt, and to arrest, if possible, the raplddiminution 
of their nombere, which is M present anquestionably 
going on. 

L&nD. 

The total qnantity of laod under cultivation in the six 
provinces amounted In 1866 to 111,670 acres. More than half 
ofthis was in Auckland. Wellington and Nelson had each about 
14,000 acres under crop; New Plymouth, 9000; Canterbury. 
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8000 ; md Ot^o, GOOO. The greater portion ot caltirated 
latul— (o the extent of 80.000 acres — is occupied with bowh 

rt, Knd this is especially tfae case in Aachltmd. Wheat ie 
crop next In favor, and potatoes and oats come next. The 
quantity of fenced land is not fully stated, bot it wonld not 
■eem to be donble the cultivated ares, except in Canterbary. 
The minimnm price of land in the Province of Canterboiy is 
£2 per acre, in the other provincee, 10b. per acre. The evils of 
six different land aystems, of six seta trf' land legnlations, in a 
oonple of little Islands barely large enough to foim one good 
colon}', will be apparent to any one who iSa ever ttndied the 
•dence of colonisation. Each province has made its own re^- 
latloasbothMtoihe lease and the saleof land, and theCanter* 
bury government tas set the highest price on its land and pas- 
turage. Bat then, aa compensation, very secure and equitable 
conditionsof tenure are granted to the squatters. Under these 
regulations the waste lands are being rapidly oocn[Med with 
sheep, thus showing that even a high rental is no discourage- 
ment to squatHag, provided that arbitrary taxation is te- 
Doimced, and a Biity of tennre is granted that will enable the 
settler to calculate hia probable outlay and returns. 

The revenue of the colony for 'he year 1868 was £149,820 ; 
in 1864, £202,040; in 1866, £176,896; and in 1866, £188,328. 
The revenue for 1867 was considerably itagtx Uiau 1866, for 
1868 It amounted to nearly £400,000. The great Increase in the 
second of these years was owing to a sudden expansion of the 
lerritorial revenue in consequence of the reduction in the price 
of land. The land salM yielded that year more than donble 
the oinal amount. But speculation having gmged itself, the 
land revenue fell off again in the two sno^eding yean to 
about the same amount as prior to the disturbance in price. 
In the year ofspecidation the land saks yielded £180,000. At 
ten shillings an acre this will represent 360.000 acres as having 
been then alienated from the Orown. (Further particulais 
are noted nitder the heads of the respective provinces.) 

CATTLE, SBXXB, fto. 

It is preimmed that the settlements on the Middle Island am 

IncreaalDg meet rapidly in population ; and so with regurd to 

livestock. In 1866, Aacklandhad only 2,8B4honeB, 24,656 head 

of homed cattle, and 36,749 sheep. Wellington had in the tamo 
year 2,000 horses, 20.000 head of catt'e, and 260,000 sheep. Nel- 
son: 1,687 horses 18,893 head ofcattle,and286,1008heep. Can- 
terbury: 1,807 horses, 16,866 head of cattle, and 276.089 aheep. 
Otaeo ; 1,076 horses, 15,600 head ot catUe, and 129,902 sheep 
And New Plymouth. 829 horses. 2,625 head of cattle, and 
18.148 aheep. These figurea only represent the quantity of 
stock belonging to Enropeans, no returns having been madeof 
those In the posaession of aboriginal natives. The number of 
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pigti in New Zealand ia conitiderable. Sheep fanning bu 

Erospered gretttlf of late Id the Boutbem proTinou, sad there 
: plenty (rf room, yet for its definite iacraase The total num- 
ber of &eep at present In the four provinces of Wellington, 
Nelson, Canterbury, and Otago, is not lees than 1,200,000. 

IKFOBTS ADD EZPOBTB. 

Ko very late letumB have been published. The total 
expoita from the colony daring four yean amounted to 
£1,808,472, the prorince of Ancklaad iUelf having far- 
ni^ed £617,046. This province bas as many as seven 
shipping porta, but almost the entire trade, nith the 
exception o( about a fourth of that in exports, centres in 
Auckland itself. The imports to Wellington during 186S 
Minoanted to £179,028, and the exports to £80,417, of which 
but a small portion was shipped to oi from the second port In 
the pronuce, WanganuL Nelson only imported goods to the 
value of £81,172, and exported produce, and a few other trifling 
articles to the value ol £2:9,775. In the list of exports from Uiu 
province, the two princip^ items are — wool, £16,679 ; and 
gold. £40,000. Canterbury had, in 1866, a trade in ImpOTls of 
£90,446, and in exports of £4T,8lil, which was mainly from the 
Port of Lyttelton. The imports to Otago were valued at 
£60,210, and the exports at £25,787, of which a small portion 
was to and from the port of Bluff, the remainder belonging to 
Otago itself. Into New Plymouth were imported goods worth 
£27,216, while the exports from there only amounted 
to £8,868. 

The value of the imports at the several ports from various 
countries, dnring fint quarter of 1867, amounted to 
^18,489 15b. ed., wliile tiie second quarter ending 80th June, 
was £236,016 611.1 Id. 

The value of the exports from the several ports of New 
Zealand, during first quarter of 1867, amounted to 
£120,811 48. ed.; while the second qnarter ending 80th June 
was £87,686 Ss. Od. 

Muchof the wool and other produce of New Zealand is token 
to Sydney and Melbourne for sale or shiiHnent, and in return a 
large quantity of imported goods Is supplied to the various 
set^ementa from (heee ports. A large pioportion of the trade 
ol Auckland is done with Sydney, but Wellington, Canterbury, 
and Otago principally trade with Melbourne. If the proposal 
. of the Melbourne Chamber of Commerce t^ establish direct 
steam communication with Welllngtou is carried out, it Is said 
the whole trade of the four Southern Provinces will be directed 
from Bydney to Melbourne. 

The increase in the total amount of exports from Canterbury 
and Otago is very marked, and Is mtunly attributable to 
the development of sheep-farming in those two i.lOTinoet. 
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Id laes the cUp (Mtinuted at between £6000 and £9000} 
from Canterbuiy km aeut coastirite to Wellington for final 
tbipment: the firat wool Bhipment to Kngland from Lyttelton 
direct tailed in 1866. Nelion also appean at a disadvantage, 
M compared with Wellington, from a aimilar dreumatanoe ; 
dnce, iMiile the amonnt of wool sent from NeUoD in 1866 was 
eittmated at 800,000 lbs., and valued at ^£46,000, Out return 
only credits the province for £15,000 worth stumped from tbe 
port of Nelwm, " ezclnding conaiderable qnantities Ebipped at 
other outlets of the pioTioce', and cleared at other poiia of 
the colony"— we believe Wellington chieflj, bat eome at 
Canterbury. 

The totals of vessela entered inwardi for Auckland, New 
Plfmoutb, Wellington, Kebon, Canterbiu?, Otago, and tbe 
Chatham iBlandi, were in 1868, 236; 1854, 20S; 1866, 878; 
1866, 826; or an aggn^^ate total foi the four yeara of 1,236 

Tbe retnnu of tonnage for the same period ehow the fol- 
lowing general totals, ns.: in 1868, 66,E04; 1864, 74,831 : 
1855,88,614; 1866.86,748; or for the fbnr yean, a total ton- 
nage for the colony of 813,697, of which the Auckland total 
amoonte to 186,261, or 68,825 tons, moie than half the total 
tonnage of the entire coloniee for tbeae four years. 

The CDBtomi revenue at the several ports daring t^e first 
qoarter of 186T, amonnted to £81,581 111. Sd. ; while tbe 
second quarter, ending June 30, was £84,20S Ids. Id. We 
much ngrat that later returns were not obtainable by us for 
this work. 

FOFDLATIOS. 

Compared with its area, or compared with the other colonics 
on tiie main land. New Zealand has but a handful of people. 
At the close of 1856 the total European population was sa 
follows ;— Auckland, 15,835; New Plymouth, 2,4fc8; Welling- 
ton, 10,262; Nelson, 7,509; Canterbury, 6,160; and Otago, 
8,796. This number, exclusive of the military and their fami- 
lies, was only 46,540. the males being in eices of the females 
by about 6000, which is leas than half the population of Tr«- 
mania or South Australia, and only about one-tenth of that of 
Victoria. It is ecattered, too, over six serrate provinces, tiie 
provinces bring again subdivided into httle settlements ; for 
there are no fewer alt<%ether than sixteen ports of entry, or an 
average of one port for less than every three thousand souls. 
This want of concentration has hitherto been a great drawback 
to the prosperity of New Zealand, both politicijly and com- 
mercially, and bos been one of tbe aggravations of its eariy 
strugglea. But, in years to come, as each province grows in 
inde^dent strengUi, the vigoroue assertion of local and 
muuioipal rights may be found to have wrought out social 
results sufficiently -ralnable to compensate for tbe lucoa- 
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a of eailier dsya. The political development of New 
Zealand, detenoined as it mUBt be to same extent by its 
geograpiiical peculiarities, will aMuredljr diScT bom that of 
the colocies on the mainland, where there is such an enonnoua 
and Quhealthy aggrc^tion of population and wealth in the 
chief Beats of Government and trade. 

The eoveral provinces rank as follows in the order of thrfr 
popnloQsnesB : —Auckland, Wellington, Nelson. Canterbnry, 
Otago and New Plymoath, the first two having between them 
rather more tiukn half of the wWh numher. The popolattsn 
has shown a steady increaee, and a balance in its 
fiivoT from Aostralia, notwithstanding the strong attrac- 
tions of the gold-fieldi in Victoria, which drew away 
many who were not attached to the soiL A slight retnm 
current was caused by the reduction wtdch was effected in the 
price of land. This tempting bait enticed away a few from 
the colonies where land was sold by auction at a ponnd 
an acre, to that where it could be had for five or ten shillings. 
But the attraction proved less powerful and less permanent 
than had been anticipated. Fewer emigrants were decoyed 
over than had been hoped for. and even of thoee, many 
returned again. The result of the experiment an the whole, 
has been t« show that the effect of cheapening the land has 
Tather been to stimulate speculation, and an investment of 
capital unproductive for the present, than to promote eiteu- 
(irely actual occupation and tillage A more reliable source 
of supply of population will be the direct immigration from 
Great Britain, which is still being carried out. Immigrants 
from the mother country, who can obtain good wages from 
the time of their landing, and who can easily secure little 
freeholds in which to invest their savings, seldom roam. And 
New Zealand poesesaes many special attractions well adapted 
to retain the indostrious settler in his own homestead, not- 
withstanding the golden rumours that may come from other 
places. 

KISCEIXATIZOra . 

To the north of the Kast Cape, the sea-breese is invariably 
from the north, and sets in about ten o'clock, preceded by 
a calm, the sky being clear, with every indication of heat. 
Il gi«duftlly dies away towards sunset. Should this breese 
continue with atrengUi after sunset, and the sky become 
cloudy, a smart gale may be expected, accompanied with 
heavy rain, for ten or fifteen hours, when the wind will sud- 
denly shift to the westward, and the weather become fine. 
The wind at north, weather cloudy, will usually terminate in 
a gale, accompanied with rain, though of short dmation. 
The wind at north-weat generally strong, with heavy rain, 
seldom exceeding a day. The wind at west, weather unsettled, 
■quaily, with showers. The wind from north-north east to 
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south HOutfa-eaat invuiKblj' termluatee !□ a smart gale, nitfa 
rain contiiiDlDg three or four days. The geoei'al shift of 
wind follows the counie of ths nun. There is a Bouth-east 
wind, exceedingly cold, with a clear sky Euid Bcttled fine 
weather, which ^equently continneB for several days, ter- 
minating in a calm, or Khiftiog to south-weBt. The weBt«rly 
gales always die away at stinset, within, a ehort distance of the

Some details in reference to steam communication between 
England and New Zealand, also between Melbourne and Wel- 
lington will be found at the end of particulars respecting Otago. 

The following is a sketch of the v^ons Frovincee of 
New Zealand :— 

AUCKLAND. 

This town is buill on the northern side of the Isthmus 
n^ch divides the Waitemata from the Manukau, and is 
bounded on the north by the shores of the former harbor. 
The site of the tonn, as laid down on the official plan, has a 
frontage to the water of about a mile and a half, and ext«nds 
Inland to the distance of about a mile. Most of the houses 
are built near the water, in the bays and on the headlands. 
The lower parts of the town being separated, the roads, gene- 
rally, are inconveniently steep. The harbor has the appear- 
ance of a lake, viewed from aevei-al positions In the town. 
The villagtis of Onehunga and Newmarket are near Auckland, 
on either side. The land for several miles around the town is 
in a high state of cultivation, and is extremely valuable. 

Gieuerally speaking, the suburbs of Auckland present verr 
indifferent scenery, being comparatively bare of trees, and 
distinguished only by .the number of its volcanic hills. The 
surrounding country is open, undulating, intersected in all di- 
rections by the numerous creeks of the Waitemata and Manu- 
kau, and easily available for agricultural purposes ; but it pre- 
sents few of the characteristii^ of a New Zealand landscape, 
and it has nothing to mark it as a foreign country. The 
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natural scenery, hotrereT, of the country, taheu altogether, 
mil bear compatieon with England in mouotain, river, coast, 
and harbor. 

There are no port charges, harbor dues, or taxes, levied on 
shipping; and the harbor iB open to all the world, to ent«r 
and depart free of charge. 

The population of the province of Auckland is abont 16,000, 
the township having about 8000 inhahitauta. 

The exports and revenue of the port have very much in- 
creased during the last live years. Auckland eiportsEaarigum, 
flax, copper ore, gold, timber, wheat and potatoes. The country is 
independent of foreign supply in the principal article* of food. 
Within a radius of fourt^^n miles of Auckland there are up- 
wards of 22,000 aci-es of land fenced in, of which more than 
16,000 acres are in crop. Fruits and vegetables thrive well, 
though lees highly flavored than in the mother country ; the 
flowers, also, are abundant, but the native flowers have no 
scent. The nature of the soil is excellent, the land being well 
watered ; and at all seasons of the year flowers and vegetables 
abound. Agricultural pursuits are strenuously followed, but 
as the yield of wheat, &c., has been more than what was 
tequired by the inhabitants for their consumption, and the 
cost of export considerable, many farmers have suffered 
much loss. 

In the neighborhood of Auckland proof of volcanic agency 
everywhere appears. The whole surface is covered with scorits, 
blocks of burned stone qected by snbtatranean fires abound, 
and crateriform hills are seen in every direction. At Wel- 
lington, the B!,uthem extremity ot the Northern Island, shocks 
of earthquake of greater or less intensity are not uncommon, but 
Auckland has been fi«e from these visitations since its settle- 
meht, while right through the centreof the same island, from the 
Bay of Plenty on the north-east to the boundary o( the New 
Plymouth Province on the south-west, there runs a belt of 
country in which mighty subterranean forces are still at work. 
The hills iu the immediate neighborhood of Auckland, 
consisting entirely of extinct volcanoes, and usually pre- 
senting Uieir respective craters in very perfect form, ran from 
about 400 to 6O0 feet in height.

WELLINGTON. 

Wellington is in latitude 41° 16' 40" Rcmth, longitude 174° 
47' 53" east. High-water fuil and change, 10 hours 20 mi- 
nutes ; rise, 8 feet at sptiogH. 

The province of Wellington compriseB all that portion of 
the Northern Island of New Zealand vhich extends from the 
89th degree of south latitude ; bounded on the north b7 the 
province of Auckland, on tlie south by the sea, on the east by 
the sea, and on the west by the province of New FlTmonth 
to the mouth of the rive Patea ; contnins 6,728,000 acrsB, 
2,446,000 of which were on the 13th November, 1867, declared , 
open for selection and purchase. 

This was the first settlement in New Zealand, having been 
founded in January, 1B40. Thp harhor of Port Nicholson is 
very fine, and the most central in New Zealand. Its advan- 
tageous position in reference to the other settlements of the 
colony is apparent on a glance at the map. The subaidiary 
settlements of Wanganni and Ahuriri are within this proviuce. 
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The popolittioa of Europeans U dbout 11,000, and the (own- 
Bhip of WelUugton haa about 3,700 luhnbiUnU. 

blight BhockB of earthquake are felt more or lesa throngbont 
the whole of the Bonthem and eutem part of the north 
isUnd of New Zealand ; they are generally scarcely percep- 
tible, but there have lieen two experienced in Wellington in a 
l^reater degree than elsewhere. 

Wellington is perhaps more generally known as having been 
the principal seat of the late New Zealand Company's opera- 
tions in their coIoniEing efforts ; it now constitutes one of the 
flix provinces into which the New Zealand Islands are divided. 
Its geographical position and other natural advantages mark 
tt« commercial and political importance, which viewed in 
connexion with the increasing popuiation of the southern 
provinces, the development of their vast resources, and the 
accumtilirt,lDg wealth and influence of the settlers, leave no 
reasonable doubt aa to the place which Wellington must 
eventually occupy )n relation to the islands generaUy, 

The prospects of the province are now defined ; with an 
extensive bach country, gradually advancing in importance by 
the location of enterprising settlers, all that would appear to 
be required to shew its capabilities is a steady influx of popQ- 
latioD, accompanied by a due proportion of capital. The 
colooists are in the enjoyment of institutions which enable 
them to manege their own puVilic affairs. Tho extremities of 
the province are brought together by regular steam and other 
communication, and a considerable coasting trade has been 
established. 

Fanns and sheep stations are studding the conntry ; inland 
towns are now being formed ; three have already been esta- 
blished in the valley of the Wairari^ia, others on the east 
coast, and arrangements are being made In available situations 
In othM directions, to concentrate and locate a portion of the 
pOTTulatlon. 

Inland communication has been so far provided for by 
means of admirably constructed roads, as to enable vehicles of 
all descriptions to traveroe at least seventy miles towards 
and through the Wairarapa Valley ; and on the Great North- 
Westem-roftd, no impediment eiiats between Wellington and 
Wangannl, a distance of 120 miles, passing through tJic fertile 
dlstricta of Manawatu, Bangitikei, and Turakina. Wool and 
other productions are frequently forwarded by these lines. 
The importance of these public improvements is besides mate- 
daily f^t in their influence upon trade, not only by opening 
up the country and offering inducements to settlement, but by 
the Increased demand for artic'es of daily consumption. 

Many circumstances contributed in the iafanc? of this 
settlement to aid the fluctuations both in the import and 
export trade of the Port of Weliingt^in, arising principally 
from the undecided occupations of the inhabitants, and the 
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unoertain state of the Und qncstioo, iriiicb operated powerft)U)r 
in retarding the development of the reaouivea of the conntry, 
hf obatrocting the tide of immigratiou, and otiierwiae 

checking the employment of capital and labor; and it naa 
onlj bj the remoral of this difficulty that a feeling of con- 
fidence sprang Dp, the foundation of a permanent and 
Increaalng demand for Bcitiab manufactures waa estaUiabed, 
and the real pioductiTO power (rf t^ provlnoe b^an to 
exhibit itaell 

The Tuied nataie of the exports Is an enconragiiig feature 
to the profp«ea of the tnde of WellingtoD. The ^eriea onoe 
80 productive, and conttttated. in the fiitt jetat of the coloni- 
a*iion of this part of New Zealand, the chief source of wealth, 
realudng tn 1844 and 1848 an export valued at £18,000 and 
£17.000 respectively, have been almost abandoned. 

The timber trade is a source from which much Bbonld bo 
expected, as it only lequlres an extended application of 
mocbineTy to eetablish itaelf. These, with Ibe staple article of 
wool, amounting in valne as an export in 1857 to £70,000, 
and rapidly iacreoaing in quantity, tt^ether with the general 
provision trade, valued in 1864. at £28,468, will no doabt for 
aome yeara constitute the chief exports of tbemsdves aufficieikt 
to make Wellington a commercial dep6t in these islaads. 

Nearly 6,' 00,000 acres of land have been pnrchaaed from the 
natives in this province, of which, in ronnd nnmbeiB, 4,000,000 
acres are open for sale. The «ale« of land for 18&T amounted 
to £63,784. It is expected that the Mooawatu distiict, which 
contains several hundred thousand acres of the richest agri- 
onltnral land, will be thrown open Cor settlement in the couiae 
of a few months. 

The Committee of the Chamber of Commeine at Wellii^ton, 
at tlie annual meeting, held July 28, 1656, issued a report 
(from which some of the above facta have been taken), 
containing statements under the following heads: — Steank 
Foetal Servioa, Customs, Taritb, Light-houses, Insolvency- 
Laws, Joint Stock Companies, Arbitration, Post Office, 
Supreme Court, Banking t'stablishmenla, B'inaaces, Statistical 
Retnrns, &c. The subjects are each treated at lengtb, and give 



Wellington Harbor ; the light will be visible at a distance 
of twenty-five miles, and wul render the harbor accessible at 
all hours. 

Vessels going down to Waaganui wiU find a good anchorage 
under the Island Kapiti, S.S.W.5G mUes from Wanganni, and 
should lay there with S.W. or westerly weather, aa it is only a 
few honre run from Kapiti, with easterly winds, which are &iir 
for taking the bar.

TARAKAKI OR NEW PLYMOUTH. 

The district of Taranaki, which occupies the country around 
Mount Egmoat, has been hiahlj' spoken of for the fertility of 
it« soil, the secenity of jta climate, or the eittoit of iMid avaU- 
able for ogricultuial purposes. The produee of this part of 
New Zeoliuid hoe beeu very extensive, coiiKideiinz that the 
European population doed not reach S,600, The anmorage for 
ve8selE is iDiiuSferent, which is a great drawback to the piogieaB 
of the district. Considerable quantitiea of produce have been 
forwarded to other paita of New Zealand, abowing that Kew 
Flymouth poBseases la^er productive powers than any of hei 
neighbors, and was the fiist to feed itself. When the native 
and land gneations are settled, and the country really opened 
for BotClement, this province will he highly attractive. 

The distance from Auckland is about ISO milee

Tbia province DomiHiKE aU that part of the Middle Island 
which lias between Cook's 3trait on the North, and the Mawera 
or Grey, in latitude 48 degrees 21 minutes south, and Huranul 
rivers on the south, and coDtaius 1S,I>00,(K>0 acres of land. 
Along the western portion of the northern boundary of the 
province formed by Cook's Straits, is Massacre Bay, containing 
about 60,0U0 acree of fertile alluvial land. Bivers and creeks 
Hdouud.

The climaite of Nelson Ib uniTeraall; admitted to be ex- 
cellent. One peculiaritj of the climate has been stated, 
namely, tbat there are only two seaaonfl — summer and winter. 
Nearly all the indigeneouB trees being evaignen, (here 
is no periodical fall or renewal of the leaf, riowers bloom 
during the winter montha. The scenery generaUj ia beauti^l, 
and travelleiB have ever bpoken highly of the hoepitalit; of 
the inhabitanta. 

Nelson is considered by many the most genial climate in 
New Zealand, and, not like Wellington or Auckland, subject 
to boisterous winds or continuous rains. The town, though 
Email, is set out square, and surrounded by most picturesque 
scenery. The inhabitonta number about 2000. There appears 
no doubt from its close proiimity to Massacre Bay, to which 
places steam vessel is continually plying, as also numerous small 
otaft, that it will become one of tKa most flourishing towns in 
the southern province. 

Situated in Massacre Bay Is Colliugwood, recently consti~ 
tutod a port of entry. At this place the Kiver Aouriri empties 
itself, having receivod its waters from its tributaries, the Slate 
and Boulder rivers, besides numerous streams and creeks, 
whose waters are of unrivalled purity and crystal lioeappearance; 
they resemble in many instances streams of molten ajlver, 
one in particular, about 16 miles from the port, which the 
natives have named the Silver Stream. The country in this 
district is wild and rugged, covered alternately by dense 
manuka scrub and pine forest. A considerable amount 
of gold is distributed through this locality, but it is said it 
nill never become a good paying gold field, although much of 
the precious metal is obtained in Uie rivers in the dry seasons ; 
at least £I0O,oiX) of gold has been exported during the last 
twelve months. No definite leads are found, as in Yictoim, 
fromthe fact that since the period of gold being displaced from ita 
native sphere, and deposited on the surface of the globe, a con- 
tinual course of convulsions of a recent date has entirely 
distorted the features of the country. Yet the amount at 
gobl that will no doubt be permanently obtained will so Ear 
enrich this province as to keep the price of labor at a proper 
and remunerative Standard. The natives here are of a very 
intellectual and crafty class ; they obtain a tolerable amount 
of gold. 

Other minerals, such as coal, copper ore, limestone, &c., are 
found in various parts, but want ot labor has hitherto pre- 
vented a eystematio prosecution of tie works. Farming opera- 
tions arc eitensiye throughout the province. The export of 
gold during the quarter ending Blst December, 1857, was 8,747, 
ounces.

CANTEEBURY. 

The province of Canterbury occupits the centre o{ the 
middle islaod; )( Ib bounded on the north by the province 
of Nelson, and on the south by that of Otago; and lies 
between the parallels 43° and 46° of south latitude. It 
containH about 12,000,000 acres, of which about 8,000,000, 
on the east side of a, dividing range of snowy mountains, 
are known to bts available land. The country on the west 
side of the Snowy Mountains has not yet been explored. 
Of the district on the east aide of the mountains, about two- 
thirds are level, and the remainder, hills of moderate elevation. 
The whole is admiraUy odaplfld for grazing sheep and cattle, 
being mostly covered with good native grassea; and there is 
a margin of fine arable land along its eeaboaid. . Banks' 
Peninsula, which juts out from the middle of the east 
coast, is a volcanic monntainouB district, in a great measure 
Ajvered with wood. There are four good ship harbors in 
Banks' Pertinsnla — Port Victoria, Akiuoa, Pigeon Bay and 
Port Levi. 

The climate ia healthy, and well suited to Snglishmen. The 
prevailing wind is the eca-breeze from the north-east; a fine 
cool, wholesome wind. In the spring and summer, there ore 
sometimes strong winds from the north -west, which resemble, 
on a small scale, the hot winds of Australia. The winter 
extends from the middle of May to the middle of August 

The natives in the province consist of a scattered remnant 
of former tribes, in nnmber about 300 souls, who live for the 
moet port in villageB near the coast. 
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Th«Te are no native wild animals, or noziooe rqttilea of 
aDy kind. The dogt, cata, late and pigs, which are fosDd ia 

a wild state, were 1^ there by Captain Cook, or have escaped 
from the atittlemeate. The only objects of eport are wild 
duck of various kinds, wood pigeons, and qoail, of vihich there 
ate great numben. 

Canterbury woa ariginally promoted by members of the 
Charch of England, and o^uiiaed under the patrooage ^ 
the Society for the Propagation of the Qospel in Foreign 
Parts, for the purpose of ratting the eiperiment of founding 
a Church of England BetUeroent. Only membere of that 
church were invited to join the enteiprise, and all the 
MTangements were made upon strict Chuich piinclples. 
It WM, however, found impracticable, and the province 
ii now governed upon the same principle as the colony at larve. 
The fiitt body of coloniata arrived in December, 1850. With 
the Hioeption of a survey of the country, some barracks for the 
immigrants, and a few houses at Lyttelton, they fiMind that 
but little preparation had been made fcH- tIjMa. Owing, 
however, to the natural advantages of the country, and the 
stream of emigration, the colony steadily advanced. Capital, 
accompanied by a proportion of labor, poured in ; and, simul- 
taceoiudy large importations of sheep, cattle and horses, arrived 
from Australia and Tasmania. A few roada were made to 
open the country around Chriutchurch, and the settleis get to 
work to build, fence and plough. 

The population in 1857 was about 6000, of whom ahoTit 
2000 live in the towne of Christchurch, Lytt«ltoii, Eaiapoi, 
and Akaroa; upwards of 8000 in the agriculturai districta ; 
Mid about TOO at the sheep and cattle stations. It is covered 
with satural gran, and is alniost entirely occupied by sheep 
famierG. The export of wool for Uie year 1858 is expected to 
reach two millions of pounds. Tlie minimum price of land 
in this province is £'2 per acre; yet it has advanced more 
rapidly than irny otlic^ part of New Zealand. In the other 
provinoes the minimam prioe of land is J Os. per acre. 

LytteltoD ia the principal post town, and is situated on 
the north side of Port Tictoria. There is good anchorage 
in five fathoms water, about five miles from the heads, and toe 
harbor is perfectly easy of access. Lyttelton is a town of abont 
800 inhabitants, and contains the cnstom house, bonk (ITniou 
B^ik of Australia), principal poet office, resident magistrate's 
conrt, town tudl. hospital, gaol, merchants' offices, and ware- 
houses, and retail stores and shops. The sittings of the 
Supreme Court are also held there. Il« population is chiefij 
Migaged in supplying the shippiug, and in carrying ou the 
commerce of a plaoe which pays about £20,li00 a-yaU' in 
ctuitoras duties, and has an export trade rapidly in<»eBsiDK, 
and already amounting to £HI,00') in value. The trade 
between Lytteltoo and the inland countrj' b carried mi \iy 
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email BftUing craft The land conmuiiicatioa ie confined to 
hoiBe-ioadB over the billB, whicb separate Port Yictoiia fiom 
the plaina. The ""LyiXieltoa TimeB" is pnbliahed twice a week. 

Chilstchtirch, the uapital, is on the bauhs of the river Avon, 
aboDt Berea miles from the sea, eight from Lyttelton, and two 
from the river Heathcote, where steamers and small craft take 
in and dischaige their cargoc9 It is a dry, healthy site, and is 
in the centre of the sgricuItaTsl districts. Ita inhabitants 
number nearly 1000 ; and the Buperintendent's office, provin- 
cial government ofGces, council chamber, office of the laud 
and survey department)!, registration of deeds office, post-office, 
bank (Union Bank of Aaetralia), library, college, bishop's 
T«flideni:e and principal schools are establialiad there. It has a 
weekly neirapaper, the " Canterbury Standard ;" and a produce 
market is held every Saturday. 

Kaiapoi is about ten miles from ChristchuTch, on the banks 
and near the mouth of the river Wai Makariri (or Conrtenay), 
np which vessels, drawing five or six feet of water, can go np as 
high as the (own. It is the centre of a very rich agricultural 
district, and the shipping port of a lai^ pastoral tract. There 
are upwards of 20,U00 acres of fine land In its immediate 
neighbourhood yet unselected- 

A^aroa ia a small town od the harbor of the same name, in 
Banks' Penlnsnla. It is rather isolated from the rest of the 
province, bat is the resort of the whaling ships that fiah off 
the coast. It was founded in 1840 by the Frenuh, who, 
however, only planted ft few settlers there. The district is 
richly timbered, and the climate is milder than that of the 
plains ; the vine flourishes here, and the gardens are abun- 
dantly stocked with all sorts of garden fruit, 

Timaru is a town situated on a roadstead near the southern 
end of the province, and is the outlet for a large pastoral 
district. 

Roads have been constructed through the agricultural 
districts, but elsewhere, geneially speaking, the country is 
BO dry and sound that it was unneceBsary to form any road 
whatever. The road from the wharves, where the boats discharge 
and take in their cargoes to Cbristchurch, is an excellent 
metalled road. The great north road from Cbristeburch is 
now completely drained, and all the requis.te ferries, bridges 
and culverts completed. The great Bouth road has few natiual 
obstructions, and drays can traverse the country in almost all 
directions. Several other roads are made from the capital to 
open up the land through the farming districts. There is an 
abundant supply of metal in all directions. 

One cause of the steady advance of the settlement has 
been the eipori, of wool. There are now about three 
hundred thousand sheep in the province. The sheep runs 
average from about 10,000 to 80,000 acres in extent. 1'he 
price of sheep ma; be quoted at ahnat 2E8. to SOs, There are 
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about 16,000 head of cattle, and abnndatice of rich paatims in 
the neighbourhood of the great awampa which lie along the 
coast. A considerable amount of butter and cheese is made 
for the home and Australian markets, and oxen are chiefly 
UBed for draught piiiposes. Heifers may be quoted at from it6 
to £7. A good milch cow brings a high price ; and as mach 
as £20 ia sometimes given. Good bulls fetch their full Talae. 

Hoisea are still too scarce to be kept for the pnr- 
posea of breeding only ; and the increase in this stock is 
derived mainly from mares in use for draught or riding ; bat 
the climate and the country seem particuUily favorable for 
horsn breeding. 

There are abont 26,000 acres fenced, and 500 acres bearing 
grain and potatoes. Host of the farming is still rough, 
but there are some very highly and carefully cnltivated 
estates. A good deal of the best machinery has been imported 
from England, and mnch of the threshing is now done by 
steam power. The soil in the ^ricultnial districts is of good 
quality, and varies from light loam on a gravelly subsoil to a 
strong loam on a snbsoil of marl or stiff clay. The clover 
pastures are veiy rich. The price of farm produce is very 
fluctuating; and wheat has varied from 48. to 10s., or even 
12b. per bu^el. Attention is being now pidd to the rearing of 
trees, especially English forest trees. - 

Coal eiists along the eastero baae of the Snowy Monn- 
tains ; and one seam is being successfully work^ at tlie 
Halvem hills, about SO miles from Chiistchuich. Limestone 
ia found in the northern part of the province. There 
is also a good building stone on the hills of Banks' 
Peninsula. There are plenty of iisb off the coast. The monn- 
tain range in which gold is now found in Nelson extends all 
through the province of Canterbury. Timber is scarce, there 
being only a few woods in the neighbourhood of the towna 
and agricultural districts. The large forests lie at the base of 
the mountains and on Banks' Peninsula. 

The resident Magistrate holds a Court at the towns 
of Lyttelton. Christi^urch and Eaiapoi, weekly, for hearing 
petty criminal cases, and civil cases where not more than £20 
is at issue. He also holds a qnarterly session at Lyttelton and 
Chrialchurch, foi the hearing of civil cases, in which sums np 
to £100 are involved. In this court a jury of four may be 
called in by either party to the suits. A Criminal Court of 
quarter sessions is held at Lyttelton every three months, for 
the trial of all but capital felonies ; and the Supreme Court is 
held at I.ytlelton, as occasion may require, by the Judge who 
resides at Wellington. 

The religious bodies are unsupported by the Oovemment, 
and each denomination provides its own establishment, 
bnt the Oovemment, in devoting sums for educational 
purposes, appropriated the amount proportionately. The 
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Cauierbury AsaociatioQ Bet apart a cert&in lUBODnt of the 
proceeds of the laad salaj to form an endowment for the 
rapport of clergymen of the Church of England : a bishop, 
on archdeacon, and ten clergymen Bjrm its staffi but the 
Weeleyana and the Preabyterians ha^e erwited churcheB, 
and provided funds for the maintenance of their reBpectivo 
mioistera. A collee;e for the education of youth has been 
founded at Chriatcnurcb ; it poBsesBea endowmenta in land- 
There are besidea many Bchoola, both public and private. By 
a recent ordinance, the snm of J;2500 a year for five years, 
has been appropriated out of the public revenueB to purpoees 
of education. 

In a colony bo recently fonnded, there are, of course, but 
few amusements, A choral-claas has been established both 
at Lyttelton and Chrialchurch. There is an annual cattle- 
show held at Christchurch, where there ia also an annual 
ploughing match and horse races. Horticultural exhitiitioua 
are held both at Lyttelton and at Christchurch, and there 
is a public regatta at Lyttelton annually on the Queen's 
Birthday. The 16th of December is kept as a public holiday 
throughout the province, to commemorate the landing at 
the fiiat settlers. Cricket ia a favorite amusement among 
all claases. 

There is a regular daily mail lietween Christchurch and 
Lyttelton, and delivery of the letters in those towns. A 
mail also ruua once a weclc from Lyttelton to Akaroa, and 
twice a wee > from Christchurch to Kaiapoi 

Part of the province of Canterbury was originally called 
the Canterbury Block, and was placed at the disposal of 
the Canterbury Association under Act of Parliament. The 
rest of the province was subject to land regulations made 
by Sir George Grey. By the Constitution Act. the power 
of making laws respecting the land, was originally reserved 
to the Oeoeral Assembly ; but thia has been since altered, 
and the waste lands are now entirely at the disposal of the 
provincial governments. 

The provincial legislature of Canterbury has cancelled all 
the old regulations, and has established one set of regulations 
to apply to the whole province. 

The lands ace divided into public reserves, town lands, rural 
lands and pastoral lands. Town lands are sold by auction at 
an upset price, to be fixed by the legislature. All the lands 
in Lyttelton and Christchurch have been sold. There is a 
■mall quantity of town land in Akacoa, and Timuru is but 
just brought into the market ; in the latter the upset price is 
£12 for the quarter acre section. Kural land is sold at a fixed 
price of f 2 per acre. There is a limit as to the form of the 
section, t« prevent nndue monopoly of a frontage, but nana as 
to size, from twenty acres upwards. A trigonometric and 
topographical survey of the oountiy extends for several milei 
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Iwfond the pnrduued land. There are certain old pi«-«tiiptive 
lights oveiKuiging a limited extent of land, principally ia the 
neighbourhood of Christcharoh ; but these rights are rapidly 
dying out, and only a very emaU portion of the available land 
1» affected by Ibem. 

nutil applied for to be porchased, all land is 6pen for 
pastoral parposes. There are three classee of runs; those 
under 1000 acres, those above lOOO and under 5000 acres, 
and those of greater extent. The government has power 
to ^ive waBl« land in payment for two objecta : 1. Ab compen- 
sation for private lands taken for public roods, by consent of 
the owner. 2. In payment for public work done under con* 
tract for the government. Thus a man can undertake to 
coQBtract a load or build a bridge to his own farm, and can 
receive pajtnent by selecting a piece of land to the extent of 
one acre for every £2 worth of vrork done. There are a few 
runs in the district, outsido the Canterbury Block, stUl held 
under old leases, issued by 8ir George Orey ; these nere leasee 
for fourteen years. The Provincial Council of Canterbury, in 
altering the regulations, mode it optional for all equattere to 
exchange their licensea and leases for Ijceusea under the new 
regulations. All th<»e within the Canterbury Block exchanged, 
hut those outside the block mostly retained their old leases. 

The maps deposited at the office of Miles, Kington k Co., 
Melbourne ; and GilcliriBt, Watt & Co., Sydney, tie agents 
of the Frovinclol Government in these towns, respectively show 
the lands open for purchase.

This ia the most sootheilr settlement in New Zealand, and 
includai more laud than any other pi«viiioe in the colony, 
having a Bnrfoce of IS.OW.OOO acres. Its inhabitants, prin- 
cip^j, are Scotch, being foanded by them in 1848, in con- 
nsiion with the New Zealand Company. The province is 
governed by a Snperintendent and Provincial Council, all 
elected by the people. The climate is temperate, though 
colder than the other settlements The town of Duoedin, the 
capital of the provincr, is nine miles from the port. The 
European population is about 6,000 ; while there are about 
GOO natives scattered on tbeii own lands in various parts. 

There is an exrelleot harbor at the Bluff, a large district in 
the province, and another at lavercargil], which is about 120 
miles south of Port Chalmerb and the c^icf t iwn of Dunedin. 

The province of Otago lies at the extreme south of the 
Middle Island, and is washed on three sides by the watsis of 
the Pacific Ocean, while it is bounded on the north by the 
province of Canterbury. It eitends from Foveani Strait to 
the Wiatangi River, in S. lat. 44° 5U', and from 166° 80' to 
171° E. long., and has thueanareaof about 3 >0,000squara miles. 
The whole of the Middle Island ia traversed by a chain of 
lofty mountains, varying in altitude from 4000 to 13,'200 feet, 
And covered with perpetual snow. There are three large 
lakes in the interior of the province, but their existence and 
position on the map rest solely on native (estimocy. Otago 
Is a country abounding in streams of tbe purest water; seven 
of the lai^est rivers in New Zealand flow through its plains. 
Near Dunedia, on the south, there arc three plains, where the 
early settlers have purchased 40,000 acres of fine level land ; 
while on the north, there are extensive tracts of arable land, 
which have been let as shuep-runs for a period of fourteen 
years. The southern plains are the largest in the province, 
and contain land of every description. Men of capita have 
been attracted to this district, and the surveyors are at present 
laying otF a block ot WO.OOO acres to meet this class of 
purchasers. 

Otago was founded in 1848 by the New Zealand Company 
in London, and the Otago Association in Edinbui^h. The 
company sent a competent surveyor, Mr. Tuckett, accompanied 
by Colonel WakeBela, to that part of the.Middle Island lying 
south of Nelson, to select the finest harbor and district they 
could find for the colony. 400,000 acres were attached to the 
towns of Port Cbatmers* and Dunedin. and the sale and colo- 
nisation of them handed over to the Otago Association. The 
company appointed Captain Ca^^tll to be their resident agent 

' Port Chmlmers was luaied after tha ILliutriouA Dr. ChBlnwrs, jumI 
Duasdla la tbt QieUc dmiw ol EdinbuiBb. 
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a m&n fed qualified to lead hiB cotrntryineti in any enterprise ; 
and BO QDirersally has he been eateemed by the colonistB, that 
they have twice conferred npon him the highest civic honors 
which it is in their power to bestow. Emigration ia now car- 
ried on by the Provincial Council through their ageuta in 
Great Britain. 

The grand feature of the climate of Otago is its mild and 
uniform temperature. The sammors are aa far remored 
from the heat of Australia M the winters are from the cold of 
Canada. Three causes combine to produce this uniformity, 
vIe., the latitude, prevailing winds, length and breadth of t^e 
Uiddle Island, and its mountains. The latitude and longitude 
of New Zealand correspond to that of France and Spain, and 
the inhabitants of Otago are the antipodes of those who live 
In the south of France. The town of Diinedin is three d^rees 
nearer the equator than Paris, yet the mean temperature of 
both places is nearly the same. The absence of the extremes 
of heat and cold appears to depend npon the sixe of the island, 
and the prevailing winds. The Middle Island is GOO miles 
long by 150 broad ; and lying, as it does, in a slanting direc- 
tion across eight degrees of longitude and six degrees of 
latitude, the easterly and westerly galea are intercepted, and 
are bent to the shape of the coast, and hence north-east and 
SDuth-weat winds are tbcae which prevail, and communicate to 
the land the equable temperature of the Pacific Ocean. It is a 
remarkable phenomenon, that when the wind blows from the 
snowy mountains (N'.W.), it is always warm, and is the sure 
forerunner of a south-wester. The N.W. wiLd blows on an 
average one day in each month, and is sometimes accompanied 
by lightning. The mildness of the winter is such, that the 
farmer would prefer more frost to destroy the weeds ; but thia, 
again, is eoauterbalanced by other advantages, such as break- 
ing np new land when tlie ground is moist, and carryii^ on 
all kinds of out-door work as in summer. 

The provinces of Otago and Auckland being furtheat re- 
moved from Cook's Strait, which divides the North and Middle 
Islands, were not affected by the earthquake that took place 
on the 28rd of January. 18^. These periodic shocks occur bnt 
once every seven years, and are not attended with danger to 
life. For the last twenty years their influence has been ijdefly 
confined to the east comer of Cook'a Strait, so that the inhabi- 
tants of Otago (who are 400 miles S.W. of this point) are no 
more affected by on earthquake In tiiat quarter than the 
pemle of Great Britain are l^ an eruption of Vesuvius. 

There are three harbors on the east coast of the province, 
named re^ectively the Otago, the New Eiver, and Blaff 
harbors. Tlie firat of ties--, which is the principal one fbr 
commerce, is that fiom which the province derives its name, 
ond is about 200 miles from Canterbury. This loch or arm of 
the sea is fourteen miles long, and is a picture of such umxnn- 
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mem beauty that the eye nover wearies of looking on it. The 
hills that aorroimd it are of ererf shape, denselj' wooded ; and 
so luxuriant ill Hie vegetation, that the trees never cease 

E rowing till they have dipped their branches two or three feet 
ito the salt water. The Otago Harbor is divided by two 
islands into an. apper and lower liarbor, with sand-banks in 
each of them. The channel in the lower harbor resembles the 
letter m made the wrong way, as on its side. The tide rises 
^ feet, and covers an Br«a of twonty-six square miles. The 
tidal fiow of this volume of wat«r is through a narrow entrance 
a quarter of a mile broad. The current is equal to three miles 
an hour, which is of great service to small vessels working np 
against the south-west wind. The west coast and its harboi« 
present an aspect altogether (Afferent from the eastern. There 
are twelve magnificent harbors on the west of the province, &t 
for the largest vessels in the world ; indeed, it is impossible to 
imagine a cottft line better provided with places of refuge. 
Beautifol as these harbors are to the eye, they are almost 
useless to the province from two causes. First, their great 
depth. Many of them are so deep that no ship's cable could 
reach to the bottom. Tbe other objection is the greater of the 
two : the range of mountains which skirts the head of the 
western harbors prevents all access to the interior of tbe 
country, so far as is yet known. Mount Cook, named after 
one of Britain's most distingaiahed navigators, almost rivals 
the Alps of Europe in height, attaining, as it does, nearly 
IS.OOO feet of elevation above the sea. Mount Aspiring forms 
a magnificent spectacle, not only owing to its great altitude, 
viz., 9,135 feet atjove the sea, but owing to its bold and sym- 
metrical shape of a steep cone or spire. The monntains in the 
vicinity of the Wanoka and Hawea LakM ore Black Peak, 
7,328 feet; Fesa, 6,426 feet ; and Grondview, 4,708 feet above 
the sea. Tbe Wanaka Lake is 1086 feet above tbe same level. 
The Gyre Mountains rise 6,084 feet, and the Dome 4,605 feet 
above the sea level; Takitnna. 4,9BB feet; Hamilton, 4.674 
feet ; Lingwood. 2,602 feet ; Ida, 5,498 feet ; Kyebnni, 6,129 
feet; Rock and Pilhiui, 4.675 feet; Benmore, 6,111 feet; 
Totara Feak, 6,676 ; St. Cnthbert, 4,962 feet ; Mount Cai^ U 
2,297 feet, and Mihinaka 1,896 feet above the level of the sea. 
The Provincial Council of Otago consists of nineteen mem- 
bers, elected by persons twenty-one years of age, who havo 
been six months resident in the colony. The Fzecntive 
Qovemment is vested in the Superintendent and three members 
of Council. 

In the early days of the settlement, all denominations wor- 
shipped under the same roof. The Church of Otago was 
composed of members of the Free Church of Scotland ; mem- 
bars of the Church of England ; the Established Church of 
Scotland ; tlie Lutheran Church of Sweden ; English and Irish 
Presbyteiituu ; Hethodists ; Baptists ; United Fresbyterians ; 
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Mid Independents, — nil wonhipped together tor five yean ; 
and if the)' had certificktee of memb^ahip from cteigymen, 

they were, and ilill or', admittad to the name prml^ee aa 
memben of the Free Church of Bcotland. In 1668. those in 
(MmmacioQ with the Chnrch of England were joined by one of 
theii own clergymen, the Rev. J. A. Fenton, and the; have 
sent fOr another clergyman. There is a Presbytery in Otago, 
which meets twice a year. The memben are, the Rev. T. 
Bums, the Key. W. Will, tlie Key W. Bannerman, and the 
Rev. W. Hood. 

Denominational Schools are eBtablJebed at Daoedin, Port 
Chalmers, and their viciajties, Taieri East, Taieri West. Native 
Village and Waihola. Tokomairiro. South of Tokomaiiiro, 
Waikouaiti, Qoodwood, Moeraki, and Waitaki. The total 
namber of si^holars is 2,750. The Local dovemment have 
established a system of provincial edacation. 

Of MineraUi gold has been detected in the Matnma, and 
very generally on the Waiopai plains, also in the Tuapcka and 
Lindis, but its eiislence in remunerative qumtities hag not 
yet been made apparent. Coal is very generally distributed, 
aod is found frequently of very fair quality, notwithstanding 
that surface cool only bag as yet been taken out. Cool and 
lignite are formed on either slope of the Euroi and Eokanoi 
Monntains, and the Horse Range ; those are e^iposed to view in 
various river beds. The districta of the lower Taieri, To- 
komaiiiro, Clutha, Pomahawk, and Mataura also possess these 
■toiee of subterannean fuel. Limestone is met with abun- 
dantly on the Maruwhenna, Wairuka, Awamoko, Kakanui, and 
Shag rivers. It is also fonnd near Ilunedin, at the Waihola 
Lake, in the Waiau, Orusea, Aparima, and Matanra rivers. 
Flagstones and roofing slats are found in the Maiuwheona 
and Kakanui. Such is a very superficial view of the fotma- 
tions and mineral fields of the province hitherto discovered. 

The extent of the Province and its natural divisions most 
be considered. The surveys executed during 185fl and 1657, 
have extended over 1G,407 square miles, and there remtun to 
be snrveyed 11.2S3; the whole area of the province being 
26,&10 square miles, or 17,049,600 acres. In the surveyed 
districts the natural divisions consist of forest, 1,329 eqaare 
milesi pasture, 12,516; swamp, 144; barren. 1,809; aadUkbs, 
109. In the unsurveyed districts the natural divisions can 
only be approximated to ; and it is believed that abont 2,600 
square miles of natural pasture will yet be found in them ; 
iniile the remaining 8,7^ consist of barren snowy monntains 
and wooded valleys. 

New Zealand has never been cursed with convict labor. 
When Earl Orej, some years ago, asked the provinces if any 
of them would accept of this moral blight, the nniveisal voice 
of all the provinces was. Away with them 1 we will not enrich 
onnielves to the ruin of posterity and our adopted land. 

C,oo.;l,- 
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Otago, like all other British colonics, ia peopled from erenr 
qtutttef of the globa, but its pith and itaimaa is British blood. 
Foreignera ate not entitled to a. TOta in public affairs ; but if 
they cenouni* their own country, and apply to tho Sheriff to 
be naturalised, they are admitted to all the privileges of British 
subjects. 

The prorinco of Otago haa but recently been adapted to 
people <^ agricultural and pa«toraJ puiBuitg. Of this there are 
many evidencsa, the moat wonderful of which is the sudden 
decrease of the aborigines during the last half century. 
Though once nutoerous, they have destroyed theraselveB by 
the scourge of war. The settler of the Middle Island has 
nothing to fear from man. beast, or reptile. The native 
popnlatiou in Otago amount to GOO. and, as there ore veiy iew 
births amongst thma. it ia to be feared that the race will be 
extinct before the close of the present century. 16,000 acres 
were reserved for them when they sold the province to the 

The town of Dunedin is situate at the head of the Otago 
harbor, from the opposite side of nhich, although the houses 
are not nnmerous, it has even now a fine appearance. In 
front of the town lies the Dunedin Bay, with its boats sailing 
about, the small craft at anchor. On the other side is seen 
the dark blue of the Pacific Ocean; and, in the background. 
Mount Flagstaff ia seen towering far above the town and 
surrounding country, giving it such a picturesque and beanU- 
ful appearance that it is looked upon as one of the finest 
landscapes in New Zealand, The bailt part of the town has a 
fine cool brook running through the centre of it, and the 
surveyed town is bounded on the N.W. by a clear stream, 
flowing from Mount FUgstaff, yielding a supply of pure WJter 
BufBcient for the largest city in Britain. 

The land is naturally divided into agricultural and pastoral. 
That most suitable for agricultural purposes can be purchased, 
in any part of the province, at the low price of ten shillings 
per acre. Flax and grass land can be got in any quantity, 
and is the only kind cultivated now ; it is cleared at a mudi 
less outlay than bush land. Flax land is prepared for the 

eoi^h at from twenty-five to thirty shillings per acre ; grass 
ad at fifteen shillings. The cost of fencing for the last five 
years has varied according to the vicinity of a wood and the 
supply of labor, and may be reckoned at from 12s. to 2Is. per 
chain of sixty-six feet. The most common fencing in Otico 
is a ditch four feet wide, a turf dike two and a h^ teist h^h, 
and two rails en the top. In the town, split paling only is 
used. Wire-fencing has also been introduced. 

The soil of the province of Otago is excellent, and well 
adapted to the cultivation of grain of all kinds. It« depth, 
however, cannot be Judged of by the height of Oie crops grown, 
as flax has been foond growing ten f^ high upon a sral not 
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mora than sii inches in depth ; and luiuriant crop* of wheat 
luiTe been raised from soil five inches deep. The climate of 
Otago is tlie reoi source of its fertility, and when the Boil is 
exposed to its influence for six months it fields a mui^h greater 
crop. Inch Clutha, Waikouaiti. and other localities, hare 
rich soil from two to three feet deep, which yields forty-eli 
bnshelB per acre, and has a growth of such strength that it ia 
cut three feet above the gronnd, in order to save the threahiuf - 
mill. The heaviest timber ia the colon; grows upon iDch 
Clutha, an Island seven miles long, in the centre of the Clntbs 
Biver, with fine natural signer/. 

The colony is suitable as wdl for the man of substaace as 
for the man of small means. Estates of fhim 2,000 to 100,000 
acres of land, rich, level, and dry, may be purchased, either 
for pastoral or agricultural purposes ; or, if capital be iavrsted 
in sheep, a depasturing license may be obtained for any 
number of sheep not eiceeding 25,000, on payment of a 
deposit of £20. The applications foi Runs have been jar in 
«scess of the extent of country at present available; but as 
fresh country is opened up, and first applicants fail lo stock 
within the time limited, parties on the spot are likely to get 

The Merino is the only breed of sheep that ia yet reared in 
Otago. They are usually imported from Sydney or Twofold 
Bay, and have for some years been landed at Port ChalmeiE. 
In 1856 there were 333,314 lie. wool exported to Britain and 
elsewhere, the estimated value of which was £19,316. The 
advantages of sheep-farming are so apparent to peiEons of small 
means, that many of them invest in sheep. In 18&6, there 
were seventy-six thoosand sheep, and in 1856, one hundred 
and thirty Uiousand. 

For the last few years, emigration to Otago has been chiefly 
carried on by residents in the colony Bending for their friends, 
but the supply has not been equal to the demand, or even to 
fill up the vacancies for tradesmen, shepherda, and laborers, 
who have become their own employers. 

Large sums have been spent in taking laborers from 
Melbourne, but along with thera went purchasers of land to 
(he extent of 10.000 acres, so that the demand for laborers, 
instead of being leasened, was rather increased. To remedy 
this state of things, the Provincial Council have voted the 
snm of £20,000 as a permanent fund for emigration ; tboM 
availing themselves of this fund having to repay the amonnt 
of assistance they may receive from it, witbin a period to be 
agreed upon - either one, two, or ihree years. 

Five hundred persons in Great Britain have been applied for 
by their friends in Otago, who have given a guarantee to the 
Proviooial Oovemment to repay their passage-money, which la 
£8,000. This is one of the strongest proo& of their prosperity, 
for it is unreascmable to Bat^rase that they vrould invjte th^ 
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Mends to leave liome and ceitolntj in Britain, for an 

uncertainty in Otago. Every mao without means miist, at 
the outset, be prepared for an eitra effort ; if ho be unwilling 
for this, be is unEt for any province in Nen Zealand. 

The class of emigrants who apply for passages mast prodace 
unexceptionable certificates of moral character, and their skill 
must be of the kind that the settlement requires, viz., shep- 
herds; ploughmen; agricultural laborers, who can ditch, 
and fence, reap ; femtile domestic servants and daiiywomen; 
sawyers, and country mechanics. 

The area of the province is 16,000.000 acres ; land spld 
70.000 acres ; depaatnre runs taken up 81 acres ; extent of 
mns 1,0(:0,000 acres. 

The population on the Blst December, 1857, according to 
Government returns, was as follows i — Dunedin, 890 ; Port 
Chalmers, 69 ; Eastern District, 692 ; Western District, 604 ; 
Central District, 632 ; Tokomaiiiro, 618 ; Clutha,174; Mu- 
rihihu, 147 ; Natbna District, 464 : total. 4,631. The natives 
in the seven districts numboied 481.

nrTEBCOLOHIAL AHD DITEBrKOVIHOIAL STEAK 
COKKUinCATIOlT. 

The New Zealand Ro;al Mail Steam Pai^ket Compauf has 
commenced operations, supported by a Bubeidj at £14,000 per 
annum from the British Ooyemment and £10,000 from the 
New Zealand General GoTemment. It it expected tbat one 
steamer will run once a month between Auckland and STdney 
and another between Cook's Straits (Nelson) and ^^ydney; an 
arraDgement the more probable as the YicMrian Qoverament 
lias, by its arrangement with the Provincial OoTarnmeut of 
Wellington, forestalled the operations of the company in the 
direction of Melbourne. Sydney will thus be secured ia the 
undisturbed poBseesion of the trade of the Nelson gold-Selds, 
aa well as the whole native trade of the north. The compeU- 
tion may possibly lead to a steamer being placed between 
Melbourne and Auckland direct, as the N. Z. B. M, Co. will 
otherwise have two boata unemployed. Their fleet consists of 
the "Prince Alfred," 1000 tons, SOO-horse power ; the "Lord 
Ashley," 600 tons, lOO-horse power; the "Lord Worsley," 6O0 
tons. 100-horse power, and tho "Arridale," 300 tons, 80-horse 
power. The " White Swan," b.s. is engaged in the inteipro- 
rincial service, and the " Queen," s.s, has been purchased by an 
Otago merchant jointly with a Melbourne firm and is intended 
for the Otago and Canterbury local trade, with occasional tripa 
to Melbourne. The " Wonga Wonga," s.s. and the " Tas- 
manian Maid," s.s. are engaged in the Cook's Straits trade. 

In addition to the above steamers sailing vessels ply twice a 
month, or oftener, between Sydney, Auckland and Nelson, 
having first class accommodation for passengers. 

The Government of Victoria and the Provincial Government 
of Wellington have recently made arrangements with Uie 
Australasian Steam Navigation Company to mn a steamer 
between Melbourne and Wellington. It is understood that 
the steamer will leave Melbourne on the 15th, and Wellington 
on the first of each mouth. As several steamers already ply 
between Wellington and the other ports of New Zealand, 
passengers from Melbourne will experience no delay in pro- 
ceeding to the other provinces. The fares between Melbonme 
and Wellington are:— for cabin passeugere, £16 16b., for 
steerage, £9. 
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
